Off to Flying Start 

Convair San Diego’s cost réduction program got off 
to a flying start this month with a total of $227,812 in 
Employée Suggestions and Cost Improvement Proposais 
approved and installed in the first five weeks of fiscal 


Pay Check Size 
Will Be Reduced 

Payroll checks at Convair 
San Diego will shrink this 
month. But the réduction will 
be in physical size only, not in 
value. 

The new check size is ap- 
proximately that of the conven- 
tional bank check and replaces 
the larger variety that has been 
used by Convair for many 
years. The change will become 
effective throughout the SD 
Division within the next few 
weeks. 

R. A. Bussey, assistant sec- 
retary and assistant treasurer 
for the corporation, said that 
although the new checks are 
being introduced now at the 
San Diego Division, the prac¬ 
tice ultimately will be adopted 
at other divisions, too. 

“Fort Worth and Guided Mis¬ 
sile Divisions hâve supplies of 
the old type check on hand that 
must be exhausted before the 
change can be made,” Bussey 
declared. “It probably will be 
mid-summer before these divi¬ 
sions switch to the new size.” 

Bussey indicated that plans 
for the new checks hâve been 
underway for some months. 
Principal advantage is in ease 
of handling. They are approxi- 
mately the same size as that of 
paper currency and therefore 
fit more easily into Personal

A resuit of months of careful 
planning, Convair San Diego’s 
executive development program 
last week took a significant step 
forward with the start of a high- 
level job rotation project. 

As announced by B. F. Coggan, 
SD Division manager, N. W. Bou- 
ley has been named acting chief 
engineer at San Diego in the ab¬ 
sence of F. W. Fink, chief engi¬ 
neer. He will hold this post until 
March 9. 

Fink, who will be on business 
in the east during this month, 
will return to San Diego to be- 


1953. 

This represents a whopping in- 
crease over the $144,381 regis- 
tered in a similar period during 
the previous year, fiscal 1952. 

“This is a fine indication of 
the momentum built up through 
the enthusiasm of ail depart- 
ments,” E. E. Hartzler, cost ré¬ 
duction supervisor, commented. “I 
feel confident this is a portent 
that we will meet or exceed our 
$5 million goal for the year.” 

Numerically, the numbers of 
ESs and CIPs were up 38 per cent 
over the previous period in fiscal 
1952. There was a total of 650 
as compared to 406 submitted in 
the first five weeks of fiscal 1952. 

“Our ‘carry-over’ was substan- 
tial, too,” Hartzler continued. He 
referred to ESs and CIPs that 
had been approved by the end of 
the fiscal year but not installed 
pending various developments 
such as receipt of new machinery, 
design changes, etc. 

“At the start of the year we 
had $766,199 in cost réduction 
plans approved and awaiting in¬ 
stallation, as compared to $287,- 
131 a year before!”

The model 340 line at Convair

came to make the first move 
under the stepped up pace. 

“Previously, when we were on 
a three day move, Maintenance 
| shifted components during the 
early morning hours,” Works 
Manager A. W. Morgan of Plant 
1 explained. “Therefore, when 
the first shift arrived in the 
moming the components were in 
their new stations and work could 
proceed without interruption. 

“However, on a two and a half 
day move schedule, every other 
move necessarily must fall be- 
tween 3:30 in the afternoon and 


4:30, the interval between the 
first and second shifts. On these 
occasions, Maintenance thus has 
only one hour in which to move 
the final assembly line to its new 
stations.

explained. “Just one bit of care- 
lessness will start the ‘bug’ to 
operating and can turn the prod- 
uct of a skilled workman into 
nearly worthless scrap.” 

Covington pointed out that the 
“bug” particularly savors air- 
plane skin. He reminded that 
some years ago a product called 
Alcad was developed with a core 
of high strength aluminum 
(strong but not greatly corrosion 
résistant) and thin outer layers 
of commercially pure aluminum 
(highly résistant to corrosion but 
not as strong as the other). 

“A scratch or nick may pene- 
trate the pure aluminum layer 
and corrosion inevitably results. 
In some cases a scratch need be 
only a few thousandths of an 
inch to make materiai unusable. 
There is an old saying that 'a 
scratched skin is a scrapped 
skin.’ ” 

A-frames were pictured as 
“breeding grounds” for “scratch 
bugs,” where exposed ends or in¬ 
adéquate padding are invitations 
to scratching. Work tables are 
another trouble spot. Shavings, 
chips and débris, if left on the 
tables, can leave a deadly mark 
on a sensitive part. 

“Fortunately, there is a sure 
‘insecticide’ that will starve the 
‘bug’ to death,” Covington con¬ 
tinued. 

“That is simply the exercise of 
normal care in the handling of ail 
materials and parts.”

Convair Preparing Income Forms 
For Use in Filing 52 Returns 

Convair plans to mai! withholding statement form W-2 to ail 
employées before the end of January, in ample time before March 
16 when income tax returns are due. Those expecting refunds are 
cautioned not to file tax returns without attaching W-2 forms, or 
refunds will be delayed. 

Later, but still well in advance of the March deadline, those who 
were paid per diem allowances will receive copies of information 
retum form 1099, which Convair is required to submit to the 
government. Those who received per diem payments are urged to 
wait for this form before filing returns so they will hâve exact 
figures. Certain portions of per diem income may be deducted as 
travel expense. 

A few may find it necessary to file amended Déclarations of 
Estimated Income Tax, form 1040-ES, by Jan. 15. (Only an 
employée whose income exceeds $4,500 plus $600 for each of his 
exemptions, or whose withholding tax and payments on earlier 
estimâtes do not equal at least 80 per cent of the final tax due, 
needs be concerned with this form.) Instead of the amended form 
1040-ES, a final return can be filed by Jan. 15, but a notation 
should be made on the return that the W-2 will be forwarded as 
soon as fumished by the employer. However, this procedure is 
not recommended as it may lead to confusion. 


Victory Caps T-29 Prîmary and Final Assembly 
Drive For Housekeeping Trophy at SD 


T-29 Primary and Final Assem¬ 
bly, in last place only two months 
ago, was undisputed first-place 
winner in the December house¬ 
keeping contest at Convair San 
Diego, with a perfect record. 

Plant 1 Fabrication and Ex¬ 
perimental tied for second with 
.001 violations per employée, 
while Plant 2 Fabrication was 
tliird with .004. Ail three tied for 
first place in the November con¬ 
test, when each turned a perfect 
score. 

For T-29 Primary and Final it 
was the climax of a brief but 
spectacular campaign. After plac- 
ing near the bottom for several 
months and last in October, an 
intra-departmental housekeeping 
contest was launched in Novem¬ 
ber and in that month the départ - 
ment climbed to second place. The 
victory in December was the first 
time the department had won 
first place since the contest was 
started over a year ago. 

Although there were no out- 
standing advances made by indi- 
vidual departments during the 
month, total violations noted 
throughout the plant dropped al¬ 
most 50 per cent, the housekeep¬ 
ing committee reported. Viola¬ 
tions in November totaled 613, or 
.038 per employée, including 133 


for cleanliness, 100 fire and 380 
safety. In December they dropped 
to a total of 326, or .021 per em¬ 
ployée, including 86 for cleanli¬ 
ness, 80 for fire and 160 for 
safety.

An Inside Look 

Involuntary Stowaways Locked 
in 340 During Stop in Ireland 


Convair’s first model 340 Con¬ 
vair - Liner to fly the Atlantic 
caused a commotion in at least 
two countries before reaching its 
destination in Saudi Arabia. 

Mel Clause, Convair SD service 
engineer, who was aboard the 
delivery flight of the first Aram- 
co airplane last fall, reported this 
week that service personnel at 
Gander, Newfoundland, were as- 
tonished by the flight plan which 
called for a direct over-ocean hop 
to Ireland rather than by way of 
Iceland. 

“They thought we were flying 
a model 240 and didn’t hâve the 
range !” Clause explained. 

The commotion at Shannon air- 
port in Ireland was largely con- 
fined to three unidentified Irish- 
men out of quite a group of 
curious who inspected the inter- 
ior of the plane. 

“After keeping the ship open 
for the public for awhile, we 
locked up while we went to 
eat,” Clause recalled. “When 
we opened up again 45 minutes 
later, three Irishmen walked 
out, tersely explaining: ‘Locked 
in, you know V 99 

After a smooth and uneventful 
trip across Europe and the east- 
ern Mediterranean, the airplane 
reached its destination at Dhah- 
ran, Saudi Arabia, on the Persian 
Gulf. There the new 340 joined 
Aramco’s considérable air fleet 


which assists the oil company’s 
far - reaching activities through- 
out the country. The airplanes 
are used for exploration and in 
transporting company personnel 
and freight. 

At Dhahran Clause found Serv¬ 
ice Engineer Ed Griffin, who is 
assigned there for the duration 
of the service program. He was 
on hand to greet the second 
Aramco 340 which arrived in No- 
vember. 

On the way home Clause stop- 
ped off in Belgrade, Yugoslavia, 
to discuss plans for model 340s 
earmarked for that country. 
There he saw Marshal Tito. 

“That is, we were in the same 
room together, a hôtel dining 
room. I was astonished that there 
was no fuss made. He came in 
with a small party, just as any 
other guest, and few appeared to 
pay unusual attention.” 

After visits to Convair cus- 
tomers in the Netherlands and 
Finland, Clause returned to San 
Diego in time for Christmas but 
expects to be returning abroad 
soon. 

“Fm scheduled to go along 
with the first model 340 for Aero 
O-Y (Finnish Airlines) early in 
1953,” he reported. 

“Présent plans call for a new 
route across the Atlantic on that 
flight. We expect to fly to Lab- 
orador, then to Iceland, and then 
direct to Helsinki.” 


Thirty-Three Year Attendante Record Scored 
by FW Man Who Never Misses Sunday School

Back to FW Job 

Buttons and bows may call to 
mind a pretty tune for some 
folks. But to Billie Morris, Con¬ 
vair FW Dept. 31, these fall in 
the same category with zippers, 
snaps, paring knives, shampoos 
and dish-washing. 

These are some of the things 
that hâve become obstacles for 
Billie since November of 1951 
when the ma¬ 
chine she was 
operating in 
Dept. 31 acci- 
dentally was set 
in motion and 
crushed her fin- 
gers. 

Billie’s come- 
back from the 
tragic accident, 
which cost her 
eight fingers, 
has been remarkable. She re- 
cently returned to work at Con¬ 
vair after months of récupération, 
therapy treatment and learning 
ail over how to do things that 
she once did automatically. 

Among her accomplishments, 
Billie counts driving a car (with 
aid of a steering wheel knob), 
dressing herself, writing, keep¬ 
ing house and even crocheting. 

“I hâve to invent my own way s 
to do things,” she explains. “But 
the doctors say in a few years 
Fil be able to do just about any- 
thing I want to.” 

Billie has had difficulty finding 
words to express her gratitude 
and appréciation to folks who 
remembered her after the acci¬ 
dent. She is particularly appré¬ 
ciative of the way Convair and 
Convair employées helped her 
become reestablished. Although 
she received weekly compensa¬ 
tion checks and her medical and 
nursing services were taken care 
of, it was the “extras” that made 
the différence. 

For instance, friends in her 
department gave her a télévision 
set. And there were gifts for the 
children, too. Billie received a 
flood of présents, flowers and 
cards while she was in the hos¬ 
pital. 

“Convair did everything they 
could to make it easier,” she dé¬ 
clarés. “No one could hâve asked 
for more considération.” 

When the time came that she 
was ready to return to work, 
Billie admits that she dreaded 
the thought at first. 

“I even postponed it a couple 
of weeks, but I feel like I’m 
beginning to adjust myself,” she 
says. “My foreman has helped 
a lot—and the medical staff has 
been especially thoughtful.” 



Convair Appetite, Rain or Shine, 
Faithful to Coffee and Apple Pie 


Convair San Diego drinks more 
coffee than milk, prefers apple 
pie and beef stew, eats heartiest 
on the second shift and follows 
an eating cycle that varies with 
the weather as surely as the 
swallows return to Capistrano. 

So reported L. E. Holton, vice 
president of Leighton Industries 
Inc. this week as Leightons went 
into its llth year as main satis- 
fier of the Convair appetite 
through seven canteens, two café¬ 
térias and one café. 

Between 2,500 and 3,000 eat in 
the cafétérias daily while around 
10,000 visit the canteens. The lat- 
ter number may buy whole 
lunches or perhaps just coffee, or 


any number of the 3,200 sand- 
wiches sold daily. 

“Our total business remains 
astonishingly constant and rises 
or falls only in relation to em- 
ployment totals,” Holton ex¬ 
plained. “However, weather has 
a big effect on the dishes pre- 
ferred and on where Convair peo¬ 
ple eat.” 

In summer or on warm winter 
days the outdoor canteens get the 
trade and in bad weather the 
cafétérias draw the best.

Former KLM Pilot, Now at SD, 
Looks Back on 15,000 Air Hours 


Convair San Diego’s own “fly¬ 
ing Dutchman” last month re- 
ceived a bronze medal for hav- 
ing completed more than 10,000 
hours as a pilot for KLM—Royal 
Dut ch Airlines. 

The medal was presented for 
KLM by Division Manager Ber¬ 
nard F. Coggan to Gérard J. 
“Gerry” Bax, service engineer 
who joined Convair last May 
after migrating to the United 
States from the Netherlands. 

Bax’ career in commercial avia¬ 
tion dates back to 1926, when he 
joined KLM as a practical engi¬ 
neer. He left a year later to join 
the Dutch Navy for flight train- 
ing, and after his discharge join¬ 
ed the Netherlands Air Force for 
additional training in aviation. 
After he left the Air Force he 
rejoined KLM, this time as a 
commercial pilot. His airline 
transport pilot’s license, • inciden- 
tally, bears the serial number 29. 

“I flew various KLM routes 
as co-pilot, pilot and captain 
until May, 1940, when I was 
recalled to military duty,” Bax 
recalls. “Shortly thereafter 
Holland was occupied by the 
Germans and, along with most 
other pilots, I became a guest 
of the Germans—in one of their 
concentration camps.” 

Released a few months later, 
Bax says he became a member 
of the Dutch underground move- 
ment and for two years helped 
disrupt slave labor shipments to 
Germany. 

“One of our men worked in the 
local German labor control office 
and had access to the records of 
people slated for transfer out of 
the country as slave laborers. 
Many of those records were dras- 
tically altered, while others sim- 
ply disappeared. 


“Then \ve would supply new 
identification papers to these 
people, and often we would ac- 
tually remove them from the 
trains after they were on their 
way to Germany,” Bax recalls. 

Following the libération of Hol¬ 
land, Bax was stationed in Bris¬ 
tol, England, flying the Bristol- 
Lisbon-Gibraltar “lifeline” route 
for KLM, and after the end of 
World War II returned to Am¬ 
sterdam. In 1947 he was sent to 
Convair San Diego as check pilot 
for KLM’s Convair-Liner model 
240s. 

Bax remained in the U. S. 
about a year, and flew KLM’s 
second 240 home to the Nether¬ 
lands. An important passenger 
on that trip was his bride of 
about a month, an American girl 
he had met in Hollywood. On his 
return to Amsterdam, Bax be¬ 
came chief pilot for Convair- 
Liners and deputy flight superin- 
tendent for KLM’s European 
division. Later he was promoted 
to chief of air crew training, the 
position he held when he left the 
company. 

Altogether Bax has around 
15,000 flying hours, of which ap- 
proximately 13,000 were for KLM 
and the remaining 2,000 for the 
Netherlands Navy and Air Force. 
In 25 years of flying he has had 
only one accident, and that was 
caused by engine failure on a 
takeoff in a single-engine plane 
in 1928. 

At Convair SD Bax is training 
coordinator for Service Engineer¬ 
ing, and he says that he has given 
up flying permanently. 

“Fm content to remain on the 
ground as an engineer,” he says. 
“I like it better and it allows me 
more time with my xamily.”

'Automatic Toppling' TV Tower 
Built by Daingerfield Welder 


When it cornes to ingenuity, 
folks at Convair’s Aerophysics 
Laboratory at Daingerfield, Tex., 
take their hats off to Arlie Mc¬ 
Kinnon, machine shop employée. 

For McKinnon, who runs a 
welding shop on the side, has 
devised a new type of télévision 
antenna that is the envy of ail. 

Daingerfield is located some 
150 miles from the nearest TV 
station and it takes a powerful 
set plus a high antenna to insure 
clear réception. 

Most TV owners mount the ac- 
tual antenna on pôles ranging in 
height up to 75 feet. Repairing 
the antenna calls for scaling these 
pôles and making adjustments. 

McKinnon, however, construct- 
ed an all-metal antenna of one- 
half-inch pipe, hinged near the 
center and equipped with a sériés 
of pulleys and ropes. Repairs are 
a simple matter, since he just 
lowers the top half of the an¬ 


tenna to a few feet off the 
ground and hoists it back up in 
a matter of minutes. 

McKinnon’s extra-hour occupa¬ 
tion keeps him hopping at night 
and on weekends. He builds feed 
troughs, clothesline pôles, play- 
ground equipment such as swings, 
slides, see-saws and others. But 
the télévision tower is the one 
that draws the most attention.

while operations at Plant 2 hâve 
shown a big trend toward im- 
provement in this respect. 

“Dùring the last six months, 
our delivery rate has kept up to 
schedule,” B. F. Coggan, SD 
Division manager, reported. 

“However, during the summer 
we were hard pressed to keep up 
and had to resort to extreme 
measures involving a lot of off- 
station work to maintain the pace. 
During the fall this condition was 
gradually corrected and we fin- 
ished 1952 with off-station hours 
eut to a minimum. 

“For abont six weeks now, ail 
components and spares from 
Plant 2 hâve been arriving at 
Plant 1 with no shortages and no 
open hours and on or ahead of 
schedule. As an example, on the 
day before Christmas ail the com¬ 
ponents scheduled to be ready 
during December were complété. 
That was one week ahead of time ! 

“Meanwhile, primary and final 
assembly also hâve been moving 
along like clockwork. The last 
T-29 airplane earmarked for de¬ 
livery during December was turn- 
ed over to the Air Force Dec. 30 
and was flown away Dec. 31. 

“Literally hundreds of Convair 
SD people contributed materially 
to this improvement, ail along the 
line from parts fabrication to fin- 
ished product. They hâve my sin¬ 
cère congratulations and include 
not only those who made the 
parts and assembled them but 
also those who kept watch over 
the quality of the product and 
those who saw that the right 
parts reached the right place at 
the right time.” 

Currently, Convair SD is pro- 
ducing T-29 model Bs, pressurized 
airplanes that the Air Force uses 
to train navigators and bombar¬ 
diers. During 1953, production 
will switch over to a newer model, 
the T-29C (chiefly involving a 
power plant and interphone 
change) and later will include the 
introduction of still another 
model, the T-29D. Production of 
T-29Cs and T-29Ds will continue 
concurrently. 

Production men anticipated lit- 
tle difficuly involved in the 
change-over to the T-29C, and 
Supt. Frank Kemper reported 
that the mock-up for this model 
will be completed by the end of 
January.

New Control Unit Built at SD Adds 
'Eyes and Ears to Electronic Brain' 


Fort Worth Division Sets New 
Safety Record During 1952 


The best over-all safety record 
ever established at Convair’s Fort 
Worth Division over the period 
of one year was accomplished 
during 1952, according to Fred R. 
Temple, safety supervisor. 

“The 1952 record is a great 
tribute to supervisors, manage¬ 
ment and, most of ail, to safety- 
conscious employées who hâve 
made it possible,” Temple says. 

Temple pointed out that the 
time lost from injuries on the job 
was approximately one-fifth . of 
one day for each employée during 
1952, the lowest per employée in 
the history of the division. 


Propulsion Engineers 
Speak For Students 

R. L. Pons and J. R. Woolf, 6-1 
propulsion engineers at Convair 
FW, addressed student affiliâtes 
of the American Society of Me- 
chanical Engineers J an. 6 at 
Texas A. & M. College last week. 
They spoke on the subj.ect, “Ther¬ 
mal Froblems of High Speed 
Flight.” 

On subséquent dates, Pons and 
Woolf were scheduled to address 
the North Texas section of ASME 
and the régional meeting of the 
society in New Orléans. 


Compensation payments for in¬ 
juries were reduced by 50 per 
cent as compared to the previous 
year. 

Probably the most noteworthy 
advancement was an 80 per cent 
improvement over the previous 
year in severity of injuries. 

Records also show the number 
of injuries treated at first aid 
stations are at an all-time low 
for the FW Division. 

U. S. Department of Labor 
safety figures for the first six 
months of 1952 show that ail 
manufacturing had 13.7 disabling 
injuries per million man hours 
worked and that the aircraft m- 
dustry had a 3.8 average. 

Convair FW showed a 1.5 dis¬ 
abling injury per million man 
hours worked, Temple says. 

“What is remarkable is the fact 
that with the exception of two 
cases, most injured employées 
hâve been able to return to their 
jobs within the same month in 
which they were injured,” Temple 
adds. 

In summing up the year, Tem¬ 
ple said: 

“Employées hâve made much 
greater efforts to see that we are 
observing ail safety régulations,” 
he said. “To these people we are 
indebted for the splendid record.” 


Convair engineers hâve devised 
an improved set of “eyes and 
ears” to go with the “electronic 
brain.” 

The “eyes and ears” are a new 
type of control console which re- 
ceives information and passes it 
on to an analog computer, an 
electronic device for calculating 
differential équations of motion. 
The console was developed in 
Convair SD’s engineering re- 
search laboratoires under the 
supervision of Stanley Rogers, 
research group engineer. 

“We’ve had the analog com¬ 
puter for several years, and po- 
tentially it was a highly valuable 
piece of equipment to the aircraft 
industry,” Rogers said. “The only 
trouble was that days and some- 
times weeks were required to 
change over from one problem to 
another. This characteristic re¬ 
duced the value of the computer 
for practical purposes. 

“Using the new Controls, the 
changeover can be made in a 
matter of minutes. In addition, 
from one to eight problems can 
be worked simultaneously from a 
pair of consoles, whereas a com¬ 
puter alone without the addition 
of the consoles could handle only 
one problem at a time.” 

Two units of the console were 
shipped to the Guided Missile 
Division at Pomona last month, 
and the first of two larger con¬ 
soles is scheduled to be put into 
operation at San Diego in Febru- 
ary, Rogers said. 

The analog computer, according 
to Rogers, can duplicate electri- 
cally a given set of physical con¬ 
ditions. By feeding information 
into the machine, it is possible 
to “fly” an airplane, or to test 
its components, before the plane 
leaves the drawing board. 

“In testing an auto-pilot with 
the computer, for instance, we 
can détermine how an airplane 
will react if a wing suddenly 
dipped 45 degrees. We can ac- 
tually tell if it will mush back 
into proper position or if it will 
return to trim in a sériés of 
oscillating motions.” 

Rogers refuses to take sole 
crédit for either the idea or the 
development of the console. 

“We got the idea from a much 
smaller and less complicated in¬ 
stallation on another computer, 
and crédit for the development 
should go to ail of the San Diego 
and Guided Missile Division engi¬ 
neers who worked on the joint 
project,” Rogers said. “It was a 


matter of needing a piece of 
equipment, not being able to find 
it on the open market, and build¬ 
ing it ourselves.” 

The analog installation at Po¬ 
mona will be operated by the 
group of engineers headed by Dov 
Abramis, who worked with San 
Diego engineers in its develop¬ 
ment. Abramis was senior engi¬ 
neer for the project at SD prior 
to transfer to Pomona. 

Although the computer is com 


monly referred to as the “elec¬ 
tronic brain,” that is a misnomer, 
Rogers says. 

“Actually the computer is 
stupid. It can only follow instruc¬ 
tions blindly,” he explains. “It’s 
the engineer who opérâtes the 
machine who is the ‘brain.’ The 
only advantage to a computer is 
that it can solve in a few seconds 
problems which the human brain 
would require from weeks to 
years to complété.”

“We hâve been making our 
schedules now for several 
months, though on a number of 
occasions it hasn’t been easy. 
In fact, Fd like to point out 
that sometimes we wouldn’t 
hâve made them if it hadn’t 
been for the spleiulid coopéra¬ 
tion of our customers. 

“Many times they hâve gone 
out of their way to help us. 
They bave accepted airplanes 
at our convenience, rather than 
theirs, and their flight and in¬ 
spection people hâve worked 
weekends and nights to help us 
keep the pace.” 

Although the Texaco airplane 
originally was scheduled to be 
part of the January delivery 
quota, delays in interior work 
being performed at Los Angeles 
prevented the airplane’s return to 
San Diego in time. However, the 
factory was able to produce an 
“extra” airplane to make up the 
necessary eight.

With Convair Men as Advisors, Youths 
Learn Problems of Small Industry 


After three months of opera¬ 
tion, Sa-Di-No-Co, Junior 
Achievement group sponsored by 
the Convair San Diego Manage¬ 
ment Club, is not only in the 
black, but hopes to pay its in- 
vestors a substantial profit. 

“Sales are just about even with 
production at the présent, and the 
quality and price of our product 
is meeting the best compétition 
in the field,” L. W. Pinks, chief 
advisor for the group, reported 
this week. 

Members of the group are high 
school juniors and seniors, who 
hâve organized a small-scale in¬ 
dustrial company, complété with 
officers, sales force, and a manu- 
facturing department. The com¬ 
pany has stockholders who sup- 
plied the initial operating capital 
by purchasing stock at 50 cents 
a share. The company’s name 
stands for San Diego Novelty 
Company. 

Products of the company are 
two styles of redwood hanging 
flower baskets for porches and 
patios. They retail for $2.50 and 
$3 each. 

“Free enterprise is our whole 
purpose,” Pinks said. “We are 
giving these youngsters a taste 
of real business—how it opérâtes 
and what it means. They buy 
their raw materials, pay rent, pay 
themselves salaries and meet 
other expenses, they convert the 
materials into a finished product, 
and then they market it them¬ 
selves. 

“We advisors act as counsellors, 
and do whatever is necessary to 
keep the organization running 
smoothly. However, the boys and 
girls make most of the decisions.”

Small Business 
Rôle Stressed 

The importance of small busi- 
nesses to B-36 production was 
stressed by B. G. Reed, assistant 
Fort Worth Division manager, in 
a speech Jan. 14 at Fort Worth’s 
Continental National Bank Audi¬ 
torium.

Jet to Maintain Pilot Proficiency 
Under Study for Convair Airmen 


Acquisition of a jet airplane 
for use in maintaining pilot pro¬ 
ficiency was under considération 
at Convair San Diego this week. 

To see for himself, SD Division 
Manager B. F. Coggan recently 
took a 50-minute flight in a T-33

He han¬ 
dled the Controls during a good 
part of the trip which took them 
up the coast and inland to near 
Muroc. Asked how the division 
manager checked out as a pilot, 
Martin reported:

SD Management 
Club Banks Rise 
to 90 Per Cent 


Out of a total of 1,983 eligible 
for membership in the Convair 
SD Management Club, 90 per cent 
are members, leaving only 196 
“mavericks,” Wayne Zook, mem¬ 
bership committee chairman, re- 
vealed this week.

Direct Line to Air Raid Warning 
System Installed at Convair SD 


Convair San Diego this week 
was the first industrial concern 
in the area to be linked up direct- 
ly with the new air raid warning 
System. 

The System, developed by Bell 
Téléphoné Laboratories, provides 
for almost instantaneous warning 
in case of alerts. Convair SD’s 
device is located at Industrial 
Security headquarters where 
there is a 24-hour watch main- 
tained in the normal course of 
procedure. It provides direct con¬ 
tact with a military “filter cen- 
ter” which in case of emergency 


could send out one of four signais 
varying from a “red” alert to an 
“ail clear.” 

“The System has the big ad- 
vantage of almost immédiate con¬ 
tact,” L. A. Howard, Civil Dé¬ 
fense coordinator, explained. “In 
case of real emergencies, there 
is always possibility of delay 
when using téléphonés. This Sys¬ 
tem is a direct line and there is 
small chance that even a power 
failure could make it inoperative.” 

Ultimately the System will be 
an important part of the San 
Diego Division’s internai defense 
program. 


An attractive 61-page brochure 
outlining the conservation pro¬ 
gram at Convair FW brought 
praise this month from Air Force 
personnel as well as other major 
aircraft companies. 

First printing of the booklet 
has just been completed and 
copies distributed to ail general 
foreme n, assistant superinten- 
dents, superintendents, and de- 
partment heads at Convair FW. 

Copies also were sent to other 
major aircraft companies to ac- 
quaint them with Convair FW’s 
conservation program, which got 
under way Nov. 1, 1951.

Two Convair developments—the Charactron and the 
unique folding* stairway on Convair-Liners—drew awards 
for “excellence in mechanical design” this month. 

The awards, in the form of scrolls, were from Design 
News Magazine. 


Selected for the Charactron 
award was J. T. McNaney, Con¬ 
vair project engineer, who con- 
ceived and developed this elec 
tronics device (Convairiety, April 
23, 1952). First revealed to the 
public in a Convair SD exhibit 
at an Institute of Radio Engi- 
neers meeting last spring in New 
York, the Charactron is a device 
for displaying electrically coded 
communications in a readable 
form at an extremely high rate 
of speed. For the last six months 
Convair has been engaged in de 
veloping practical applications 
and last week the most ambitiou 
version yet designed was com 
pleted for delivery to the Air 
Force for démonstrations. 

Although many engineçrs hâve 
worked on the folding stairway— 
as many as 30 at a time in the 
early stages of development — 
Vern Morgan, group engineer in 
charge of the Landing Gear and 
Mechanisms group, has been with 
the project almost from the start 
to the présent time and was se¬ 
lected for the award. 

“The idea for the stairway, now 
the ‘trademark’ for Convair-Lin¬ 
ers, first appeared in the spéci¬ 
fications for an ‘idéal’ airplane 
drawn up by a group of air lines 
following World War II,” Morgan 
recalls. “Since the model 240 was 
primarily designed to meet those 
spécifications, Convair found it- 
self with the problem of develop- 
ing the stairway.” 

After experiments had been 
under way for some time, Morgan 
and Howard Wright, both then of 
Engineering’s General Design 
group, were assigned to the proj¬ 
ect and eventually completed the 
design for the original installa¬ 
tion on the. model 240. Patent on 
the original configuration, though 
assigned to Convair, is held joint- 
ly by Morgan and F. W. Fink, 
Convair SD chief engineer. 

“But even though the door has- 
n’t changed much in outward ap- 
pearance since it first appeared 
on the 240, it has been under- 
going constant mechanical im- 
provement since that time and 
today the operating mechanism 
is an almost entirely different 
System,” Morgan said'. 

“It would be almost impossible 
to list ail of the people who hâve 
contributed to the development of 
the stairway,” he said. “But Sam 
Merkowltz, présent lead man on 
the project, has been responsible 
for many of the improvements on 
the model 340 stairway, and prob- 
ably well over 100 persons hâve 
contributed to it either directly or 


indirectly. 

“A 11 h o u g h the stairs add 
weight to an airplane, most op- 
erators believe the advantages 
more than offset the additional 
pounds,” Morgan continued. “To 
mention a few, passengers may 
unload their own baggage, saving 
the time of waiting at the bag¬ 
gage room, and it is not necessary 
to wait at terminais for separate 
loading vamps to be placed or 
removed. These time savings al- 
low the airlines to compete better 
with other transportation types. 

“In one instance model 240s 
were able to operate out of New 
York in severe weather when 
other types of planes were 
grounded due to immobilization 
of loading equipment,” Morgan 
said. “The 240s merely wheeled 
up to passenger entrances, let 
down the folding stairway, took 
passengers aboard and took off.”

Plant 2 Fabrication Captures 
December Safety Trophy at SD 


A three-time winner in 1952, 
Plant 2 Fabrication at San Diego 
started the new fiscal year fast 
and headed for the inside track 
by capturing first place again in 
the December Safety contest. 

In addition, it was the only 
eompeting unit to complété the 
month without a single disabling 
or “doctor case” injury. 

Manufacturing Engineering 
(formerly Tooling) and Manuf ac¬ 
turing Control were in second and 
third place respectively. Manu- 
facturing Control was also a 
three-time first place winner in 
1952, and Manufacturing Engi¬ 
neering captured the trophy once. 

Plant 2 Fabrication has tech- 
nically been in first place for the 
past four months, including De¬ 
cember, with no disabling in¬ 
juries. However, because of the 
comparatively small number of 
man hours worked, other units 
with perfect records were listed 
ahead of the department in Oc- 
tober and November. 

Most spectacular gain during 
December was made by T-29 
Modification and T-29 Primary 
and Final Assembly. This unit 
was last in November, but 
climbed to seventh place last 
month. Incidentally, T-29 Pri¬ 


mary and Final placed first in 
the December housekeeping con¬ 
test after placing last only two 
months before. 

Judging in the safety contest 
is done on the basis of the fre- 
quency and severity of disabling 
accidents occurring within a de¬ 
partment. Frequency is deter- 
mined by multiplying the number 
of accidents by 1,000,000 and di- 
viding by the total number of 
man hours worked by the depart¬ 
ment. Severity is measured by 
the total days lost from accidents 
multiplied by 1,000 and divided by 
total man hours. The injury index 
rate used as the basis for judging 
the contest is determined by add- 
ing the frequency rate to the 
severity rate multiplied by 10.

“Although only 343 were ulti- 
mately accepted as donors, we 
had 784 volunteers. There was 
an unusually high number of re- 
jections because of c o m m o n 
colds.” 

Much of the crédit for success 
of the solicitation was due to Paul 
Pearson, general foreman in Dept. 
360, who headed the drive for 
Plant 2, and to Herbert Naish, 
Employée Service supervisor for 
the Missile division, who did like- 
wise for the GMD. They received 


full support from ail departments 
and as a resuit the overall per- 
centage of volunteers, 34 per cent, 
was more than 10 per cent above 
that of solicitations recently in 
other parts of San Diego plants.

Newest sport to take roots at 
Convair San Diego is trap shoot¬ 
ing, adopted recently by the CRA

way to further reduce this cost,” 
Schultz said. “And if more club 
members become active in the 
sport, we can get even larger ré¬ 
ductions in costs.” 

A standard traps course has 
five shooting positions three 
yards apart, and the shooter 
takes five shots from each posi¬ 
tion at single clay “birds” that 
corne out of a trap house at vary- 
ing angles at his call. The trap 
house is 16 yards in front of the 
shooter, and the “bird” is usually 
between 30 and 35 yards away 
when fired upon. Although any 
shotgun — except automatics — 
may be used in trap shooting, 
guns with modified or tighter 
bores are better and spécial trap 
guns usually hâve full choke bar- 
rels. Automatic shotguns are not 
used because the ejected shells 
bother the man at the shooter’s 
right. 

The clay birds, measuring 
about five inches across, saucer 
shaped and painted bright yellow, 
are normally thrown from the 
trap house by an electric machine 
fired by remote control from be- 
hind the shooters. The arm of 
the machine revolves from side 
to side, and the birds may be 
thrown in any direction over a 
135 degree area. 

“Those targets travel almost a 
mile a minute, and it’s good prac¬ 
tice for bird hunters in addition 
to being a lot of fun,” Schultz 
says. “Ail members of the Hunt¬ 
ing Club may use the trap ranges, 
and any Convair employée or 
member of any Convair family 
may apply for membership in the 
club. 

“We hâve scheduled a sériés of 
trap contests for the remaining 
winter months, with nice prizes 
for the winners, and ail club 
members will be eligible to en¬ 
ter,” he added.

day, Cornélius Johnson, member 
of another American team, went 
him one better by leaping six 
feet, nine and five eighths. 

Although he specialized in the 
high jump, Rushforth was out- 
standing in the broad jump (24 
feet, three inches), 120 high 
hurdles (14 seconds fiat), and the 
220 low hurdles (23.6). 

Considered one of the star col¬ 
lege athlètes of his time, Rush¬ 
forth landed a berth on the U.S. 
1936 Olympics team. However, he 
broke his ankle in practice aboard 
ship while still in New York and 
was unable to continue the trip 
to Gemiany with the team. 

Following his graduation from 
college in 1936 (and after his 
ankle recovered), Rushforth com- 
peted in indoor track meets in 
Madison Square Garden and other 
eastern sports arenas for about a 
year with the New York Athletic 
Club. After that he gave up track 
and devoted ail of his time to his 
profession — industrial engineer¬ 
ing. 

Like Convair’s Jack Scheu 
(Convairiety, Nov. 19, 1952), who 
incidentally Works in the same 
group with Rushforth, the former 
Utah star holds one record which 
will never be beaten. He broke 
the high jump record in the old 
Rocky Mountain conférence the 
same year the conférence was 
abandoned!

tation or that of the company. 
Indeed, it may well become a 
page in tomorrow’s history 
books as they describe the 
struggle of our System against 
the Communist way of life.” 

Naish spoke to the club at its 
monthly meeting Jan. 14 at the 
Park Manor Hôtel. It was the 
last the club will hâve in San 
Diego, and was sponsored by Con¬ 
tracts, Budgets and Estimating.

“Following the close of World 
War II, a high percentage of 
German guided missile scientists 
were spirited into Russia,” Naish 
said. “You may safely assume 
that they are not digging sait, 
and that you are in direct com¬ 
pétition with some of the best 
German scientific brains.” 

Work of the Guided Missile 
Division is not only considered 
important by Convair top man¬ 
agement and high officiais in 
Washington, but it is attracting 
attention in ail parts of the world 
in spite of its classified nature, 
Naish indicated. 

“The interest and enthusiasm 
of Convair top management in 
missiles is universal, from the 
Chairman of the Board through 
the directors to Gen. Joseph T. 
McNarney. In fact, General Mc- 
Narney recently stated that this 
Project was one of the three most 
important problems assigned by 
the Department of Defense to 
Convair. 

“You are having to ‘write the 
book’ as you go along, because 
there is no precedent to go by,” 
Naish continued. “This, as with 
any program pushing the barriers 
of the known arts, brings about 
problems. . . . 

“There is bound to be periodic 
let-down of effort, times when 
every day is a new crisis. But 
it is characteristic of the Ameri¬ 
can people that when they do 
start rolling, they can’t be stop- 
ped. 

“There is an over supply of 
‘Monday quarterbacks,’ both in¬ 
ternai and external. In the ex- 
ternal category are top manage¬ 
ment and the customer and they 
présent a very necessary type of 
‘quarterbacking.’ But on the in- 
side is another specie—the buck- 
passing specialist, for instance. 
This stems from uncertainty and 
lack of confidence, and usually 
remedies itself when each mem- 
ber of the team gains confidence 
in the ultimate ability of his 
team mates. 

“A third problem is errors and 
mistakes in judgment. Of them- 
selves they are not inherently 
dangerous . . . (for we) learn by 
our mistakes. ...”

“Until recently it has not been 
possible, because of security, to 
disclose the plans for future pro¬ 
duction at Fort Worth beyond the 
B-36. However, just recently, the 
Air Force has announced Con- 
vair’s contract for the detail de¬ 
sign of this new bomber which 
contract represents the step pre¬ 
cedent to the full development 
and production of this airplane. 

. . . It can be said its design 
represents a radical advance. . . .” 

Referring to San Diego Divi¬ 
sion, the annual report mentioned 
the new delta wing fighters and 
stoted that the model 340 pro¬ 
gram has established itself on a 
profitable basis with 176 sold and 
negotiations under way expected 
to lead to substantial additional 
quantities. As for the model 340 
program, the report pointed out 
that its scope is far broader than 
the commercial field alone, “for 
military orders ... in a slightly 
different version, seem assured.”

Three went to United 
Air Lines, two each to Braniff 
Airways and Delta Air Lines, 
and one each to Continental Air 
Lines, Pratt & Whitney and 
Aero O/Y, Finnish Air Lines. 

Also delivered in January, and 
not included in the above 10, was 
the model 340 prototype, which 
was sold to Phillips Petroleum 
Company for use as a company 
transport. 

With only six airplanes left on 
the February delivery schedule 
(current schedules call for eight 
per month), this week it appeared 
that the schedule would not only 
be met, but would also be ex 
ceeded by two and possibly three 
planes.

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Exciting Career 


John Majoros, Convair San Diego design engineer, is 
one condemned man who eats three hearty meals every 
day. And he expects to continue doine so for a long time 
to corne. 


Majoros is under a death sen¬ 
tence, but it was pronounced by 
the Communists in his native 
Hun gary, and he is now well on 
his way toward becoming an 
American citizen. 

An outstanding figure in Hun- 
garian aviation, Majoros received 
early training in the Hungarian 
Air Force, was graduated in engi¬ 
neering from the University of 
Technical Sciences in Budapest, 
and b e c a m e widely known 
throughout Europe as an acro¬ 
batie and racing pilot, even win- 
ning the European acrobatie fly- 
ing championship. As a resuit of 
his achievements he received an 
appointment as an engineer from 
the Hungarian Aeronautical 
Board, and in 1939 he joined the 
staff of Malert (Hungarian na¬ 
tional air line) as a pilot, later 
becoming the organization 7 s chief 
engineer. He held the latter posi¬ 
tion until the company ceased 
operations in 1946. 

Although Majoros was as- 
signed to several spécial and 
diplomatie flight missions, two 
flights during his career were 
outstanding. Both were made 
in “stolen” aircraft, and both 
figured in his death sentence. 
“When the Nazis occupied Hun- 
gary during World War II, I was 
unable to accept their philosophy 
and joined the clandestine résist¬ 
ance movement,” Majoros recalls. 
“I was directed to préparé for a 
spécial mission which would re- 
quire a long-range aircraft. I se- 
lected a German Heinkel III 
bomber, which was being repair- 
ed under my supervision at Ma- 
lert 7 s air workshop at Budapest. 

“I received word that I was to 
assist with the escape of a 
British officer who had been 
secretly negotiating with Hun- 
gary for a separate peace treaty. 77 

Since Nazi reprisai was feared, 
Majoros 7 wife, Eva, was directed 
to accompany him on the mission. 

“I had no idea where we were 
geing, or why, until after we were 
in the air, 77 Mrs. Majoros says. 
“I was escorted to the airdrome 
by the British officer and a Hun¬ 
garian general. We made it safe- 
ly despite Nazi SS troops around 
us. It was fortunate we were not 
stopped, for the British officer 
spoke no Hungarian. 77 

Once in the air, Majoros, who 
had filed a flight plan with the 
Germans for a test hop, headed 
the plane for Allied headquar- 
ters in Italy. The flight was 
made without incident, but 
after they landed in Italy they 
discovered they had barely 
eluded three German fighters 
sent to intercept them, had 
missed a power line by inches 
when landing, and that only 
accident had prevented the 
Americans from shooting them 
down. 

Majoros remained at the Allied 
Forces headquarters (where Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, Convair 7 s 
president, was then serving as 
deputy suprême commander of 
the Mediterranean Theater) and 
cooperated with the American 
OS S on Hungarian matters until 
the end of the war. 






Shortly after his return to Hun- 
gary in 1946, Majoros was ar- 
re’sted by the Communist military 
police in connection with his 
flight from the country. The 
charges were “conspiracy against 
the People 7 s Democracy of Hun- 
gary. 77 

Unable to obtain a confession 
from him, the Communists re- 
leased him 10 months later, but 
ordered him to report to the po¬ 
lice every two weeks and to re¬ 
main in Budapest. Majoros com- 
plied for two or three months, 
and then disappeared. A year 
later (on Jan. 4, 1949) he exe- 
cuted a carefully laid plan which 
made headlines around the free 
world. 

“My wife and I and two friends 
boarded a Communist commercial 
plane—a lend-lease DC-3, inci- 
dentally — disguised as passen- 
gers, 77 Majoros says. “Once in 
the air I seized control of the 
plane and headed it for Munich, 
in the American Zone in Ger¬ 
ma ny. When we landed, ail ex- 
cept five of the passengers and 
crew members elected to remain 
in free territory. Later I heard 
that the Communists issued a 
death warrant for me. 77 

After working with the U. S. 
Army in Germany for two years, 
Majoros was cleared for immi¬ 
gration to the U. S. and arrived 
in New York with his wife in 
May, 1951. He joined Convair 
last year, and at présent is a 
member of Convair 7 s “Foreign 
Légion 77 awaiting security clear¬ 
ance (Convairiety, Nov. 5, 1952). 

Mr. and Mrs. Majoros both hâve 
applied for U. S. citizenship.

Pilot Who Twice Fled Hungary 
in 'Borrowed' Plane Now at SD 
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MR. NUTRIA—Although no thing of beauty—except to another 
nutria—this strange animal is valuable for fur, whiskers and teeth. 
Convair San Diego man owns only pair in San Diego area. 


Strange Animais, Raised by SD Man, 
Appear Created Out of 'Spare Parts 


When J. B. “Jack” Jurgensen 
(Dept. 21 at Convair San Diego) 
refers to his “smoos,” his friends 
know he isn’t joking. 

For Jurgensen is the owner of 
two nutrias, strange animais from 
the pampas of Argentina whicli 
provide almost as many items for 
the comfort and convenience of 
humans as the mythical “smoos” 
of Dogpatch in the comics. 

“Nutrias provide a fine fur for 
women’s coats, their guard hair 
is used to make felt for men’s 
hats, their whiskers make bristles 
for brushes, and their teeth are 
a source of red ivory,” Jurgensen 
says. 

“Even their flesh is said to be 
prized as a delicacy in some quar- 
ters,” he added. “But since they 
are valued at about $400 each, 
I haven’t tried to verify it for 
myself.” 

Jurgensen first became inter- 
ested in nutrias about a year ago, 
when his brother-in-law purchased 
one of the first pairs of animais 
to be sold in California. He ac- 
quired his pair, the first in the 
San Diego area, last September. 

“Nutrias were first introduced 
into the United States about 18 
years ago as an experiment, but 
with little success. Many of them 


were released, and as a resuit 
they may be found wild today in 
limited numbers in California, 
Louisiana and one or two other 
States,” Jurgensen says. 

“However, these animais were 
of a much smaller and less valu¬ 
able strain. The type I hâve, the 
Los Très L a g u n a s purebred 
strain, was first introduced into 
the U. S. about five years ago, 
and into California about two 
years ago,” he continued. “Today 
only about 30 persons in the en- 
tire State are raising them.” 

Jurgensen believes nutrias must 
hâve been “made from spare 
parts.” The tail resembles a 
muskrat’s, the hind feet are web- 
bed like a duck’s, the body is 
somewhat like an otter’s, front 
feet hâve thumbs and fingers like 
the monkey’s, teeth resemble a 
beaver’s, and viewed from the 
front the face is remarkably like 
that of an Arkansas razorback 
hog. 

Nutria fur, when used for 
women’s coats, is valued almost 
as highly as mink, Jurgensen 
says. However, most nutrias 
raised today can be assured of 
a fairly long and comfortable life 
with few worries about winding 
up as a fur coat. 

“It’s strictly a breeder’s market 


today, because the supply of the 
animais is so limited and the 
demand is fairly high. Later 
there will probably be a graduai 
shift to a ‘fur market,’ and nu¬ 
trias will be raised primarily for 
their pelts and other products,” 
he says. 

Though wild by nature, Jurgen¬ 
sen says his nutrias are as tame 
as any non-domesticated animal 
could be expected to be. Although 
they can’t be petted, they will 
stand on their hind legs and beg 
for food. 

“Watching them play is better 
than a circus,” Jurgensen says. 
“I can—and sometimes do—watch 
them by the hour. They hâve 
many odd habits, and they are 
scrupulously clean. I’ve never 
had to clean their pen, and once 
when the straw in their nest be¬ 
came wet they scattered it ail 
over the pen, let it dry, and then 
returned it to the nest.” 

Jurgensen, who lias been with 
Convair about five years alto- 
gether, lives on a small acreage 
near Vista and makes a 90-mile 
round trip to work each day. He 
says he is in the nutria business 
for keeps, and plans to eventually 
hâve 50 or more of them. 

“You might say that I’m nuts 
about nutrias.”

Civil Defense Need Brought Home to Convair 
by Showing Movie of Mock Atom Attack 


What’s it like to be stranded 8,000 feet up in an air- 
ship that has just broken in half? 

“You just hang on and hope,” says Frederick J. Tobin, 
Convair FW Dept. 20-2 assistant foreman. 


Convair FW employées learned 
with dramatic clarity last week 
the importance of an adéquate 
Civil Defense organization when 
they viewed the movie “A Voice 
Shall Be Heard” at three spécial 
showings. 

The film was of particular sig- 
nificance to Convair FW in view 
of the division’s recently-organ- 
ized Civil Defense and Disaster 
Ccntrol program. 

Produced by General Electric 
Corp., the movie emphasizes the 
part communications play in a 
disaster such as an atom bomb 
attack. This was done effectively 
with the mock bombing of an 


American city. 

FW officiais expressed the be- 
lief that the film stimulated in¬ 
terest in the division’s Civil De¬ 
fense program. Concurrently with 
its présentation, Civil Defense Co- 
ordinator C. E. Doering was pro- 
ceeding with plans to strengthen 
the new organization with sélec¬ 
tion of additional volunteer of¬ 
ficiais. 

Earlier, he announced names of 
16 captains who will control one 
or more of the Civil Defense areas 
on the FW réservation. Next will 
ccme appointment of lieutenants, 
wardens, auxiliary guards and 
auxiliary firemen. 


Tobin should know. He had 
that expérience in 1925 when he 
was aboard the dirigible USS 
Shenandoah, on its last, fatal 
flight. Also aboard was Comdr. 
R. G. Mayer, former FW Division 
manager, with whom Tobin 
served for many years in the 
Navy. 

A vétéran of nearly 34 years’ 
service, Tobin recalls well that 
dramatic épisode when the U.S.’s 
first dirigible crashed. Earlier, 
he had watched the big craft 
t h r o u g h its final construction 
phases and had been aboard on 
numerous cross-country flights. 

On the day of the crash, Sept. 
3, 1925, the crew was taking the 
680-foot long craft from its home 
port at Lakehurst, N.J., to Min¬ 
neapolis, Minn. 

“That first night out we en- 
countered heavy thunderstorms,” 
he recalls. “We changed altitudes 
and tried to steer away from 
them, but every time we escaped 
one storm we got into another.” 

The huge helium-filled ship was 
buffeted about by severe winds 
which sometimes twisted it into 
45-degree angles. The strain even- 
tually weakened the structure. 
However, about midnight, the 
weather eased a little and Tobin 
decided to take a short nap. 

“It was a short one, ail 
right,” he says. “The next 
thing I knew we were in the 
worst storm of ail. The ship 
was lurching and twisting and 
I was thrown from the bunk. 

“Suddenly, the dirigible broke 
in half about amidsliips. Sec¬ 
onds before, the entire control 


car fell off, plunging eight men 
to their deaths.” 

Tobin was on the rear half of 
the broken ship, stranded about 
midway. The broken end sagged 
downward and the. tail stuck up 
in the air at a 45-degree angle. 

“I just hung on and waited,” 
he continued. “We came down 
pretty fast. The broken end 
dragged across some hills and 
trees and finally settled momen- 
tarily across a tall pine.” 

Tobin started to grab for the 
tree, but hesitated for a second. 
Just then, the ship lifted into the 
air once again and crossed an¬ 
other valley before it finally 
lodged on a hill. 

Tobin didn’t hesitate that time! 
He scrambled out of the wreckage 
along with the other survivors. 
Of the 35 crew members, only 17 
lived through the ordeal. Tobin 
suffered minor scratches. 

“First thing we did was look 
for the rest of the dirigible,” he 
said. They spotted it sailing off 
about 10,000 feet up. It finally 
crashed 20 miles away. That was 
the half that Commander Mayer 
was on. Ail aboard it escaped 
alive. 

The accident occurred at 5:45 
a.rm near the town of Ava, Ohio, 
about 20 miles from Cambridge. 
But even that expérience couldn’t 
discourage Tobin from a career 
aboard rigid airships, which, in- 
cidentally, he began almost by 
accident. 

When Tobin first enlisted in 
the Navy in 1913, he spent four 
years in the Mediterranean. Then 
came World War I and duty 
aboard a destroyer convoying 
troop ships into France. Promo¬ 
tions came fast and by 1918 he 
was a chief petty officer. It was 
then he decided to get into naval 
aviation. 


Tobin entered flight training 
school at Pensacola, Fia., in 1921. 
He trained in blimps until dir- 
igibles came along. He stayed 
on active duty in the Navy until 
1947, when he retired as a lieu¬ 
tenant commander. In May, 1948, 
he joined Convair and has been 
at the FW Division since.

Convair FW’s Dept. 61 (Final 
Acceptance) has established a 
new safety record for yard de- 
partments, according to Fred R.

Safety figures show that Dept. 
61 employées hâve worked more 
than 1,270,077 man-hours since 
the last disabling injury. 

“Although several departments 
hâve better man-hour records, the 
nature of the work performed in 
Dept. 61 makes its safety efforts 
especially noteworthy,” Temple 
says. 

Prior to the division of Dept. 
61 into four units in 1952, the 
safety record was started. 

Employées now working in 
Dept. 61 actually hâve worked 
almost two years without a dis¬ 
abling injury. Their record dates 
back to March 5, 1951, when a 
disabling injury occurred. First 
shift employées, now in Dept. 61 
hâve worked since Aug. 4, 1949, 
without a disabling in jury. Third 
shift’s record dates to May 30, 
1950. 

“The 1,270,077 man-hours fig¬ 
ure was up until Jan. 1, 1953,” 
Temple points out. “Their record 
is much higher now and continu- 
ing.”

These will be the first 
pressurized, two-engine car¬ 
go type ships ordered by 
tiie AF and are designed to 
support combat planes of the 
Strategie and Tactical Air 
Commands. 

The new plane, designated C- 
131C, is based on the design of 
the model 340 Convair-Liner cur¬ 
rently in production at San Diego. 
However, the new ship will be 
readily convertible into a cargo, 
passenger, air évacuation, or 
troop transport type. 

Featured in the design are a 
large cargo door (120 inches by 
72 inches) and a reinforced floor 
with a loading capacity of 200 
pounds per square foot. Variable 
loads of both cargo and passen¬ 
gers can be accommodated. 

Another improvement over the 
model 340 is added fuel tank 
capacity. 

Standard gross weight of the 
C-131C will be 48,000 pounds. 
The main cargo compartment wiil 
hâve a capacity of 2600 cubic 
feet. Length of the ships will be 
79 feet two inches, height 27 feet 
nine inches and wing span 105 
feet eight inches. 

Power plants will be two Pratt 
and Whitney 2500 horsepower en- 
gines turning three-bladed Hamil- 
ton Standard propellers.

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New Electronic 
Device Created 
at Daingerfield 

A new electronic comput¬ 
ing device, product of the 
ingenuity of Convair em¬ 
ployées, is currently making 
history at Convair’s Ord- 
nance Aerophysics Labora- 
tory at Daingerfield, Texas. 

The electronic invention, known 
as an Automatic Digital Record- 
ing Manometer Reader or simply 
as “Adrman,” is probably the only 
one of its type in existence, ac- 
cording to H. B. Godwin, super¬ 
visor of instrumentation and elec- 
tronics at Convair Daingerfield. 

The “Adrman” is used to meas- 
ure and record gas and vapor 
pressures. It automatically inté¬ 
grâtes, computes and transmits 
the information into I.B.M. ma¬ 
chines where cards are punched 
simultaneousiy and permanent 
records made. 

“This isn’t the first device of 
its type ever developed,” Godwin 
explains. “However, we feel that 
it is the first practical application 
of its type to the electronic com¬ 
puter.”

In addi¬ 
tion, we hâve consented to take 
care of two small Dutch children 
until they can be reunited with 
their families. ... (I) hâve been 
chosen by the other manufactur¬ 
er représentatives in this area 
to collect funds from these reps 
for donation to the flood relief. 
We are ail putting in $50 each 
for this purpose. It is a small 
amount, but it will ail add up. 

“If the main part of the storm 
had continued for another two 
hours, the main dike west of Rot¬ 
terdam would hâve been breeched 
and ail of Southern Holland would 
hâve been flooded. This would 
hâve affected over 3,000,000 peo¬ 
ple and their homes.” 

Laven and his family hâve been 
in Amsterdam since April, 1952, 
when he was assigned as service 
représentative to KLM for a pe¬ 
riod of a year or longer in con¬ 
nection with the Dutch airline’s 
Convair-Liners.

Aptitude Tests Go Far in Revealing 
Best Skills of Job Applicants 


Round pegs and round holes 
literally are helping fit potential 
Convair FW people into their 
proper niches. 

The pegs are in operation at 
the Texas Employment Commis¬ 
sion as part of a scientific pro¬ 
gram to détermine the aptitudes 
of job candidates, some of whom 
are destined for Convair. The 
System of moving pegs — some- 
thing as in cribbage — reveals a

lot about an individuaTs dexterity 
and, coupled with written exam¬ 
inations, can help place him in a 
job where he will excel rather 
than in one to which he is not 
suited. 

“Not only do the pegs reveal 
the general kind of work a per- 
son is best suited for,” says Mrs. 
Ann Mae Barrow, of the em¬ 
ployment commission, “but they 
can also show exactly which kind 
of a machine a person can oper- 
ate best.” 

Convair employment officiais 
wholeheartedly agréé. 

“Of course, many more factors 
are taken into considération when 
we hire and place an employée,” 
explains F. F. Gignilliat, Employ¬ 
ment supervisor. “But we’ve seen 
for ourselves the benefits of these 
tests. 

“Aptitude testing of Convair 
employées has resulted in less 


turnover, reduced absenteeism and 
increased production. 

“Before we started trying to 
fit the person to the job through 
testing, we found ourselves in the 
position of hiring people and hop- 
ing they could do the work. 

“Often, we had no more to go 
on than the individuaTs own opin¬ 
ion of whether or not he could 
operate a certain machine or do 
a spécifie kind of work. 

“It boils down to this: aptitude 
testing helps us to find the right 
employée for the job and, con- 
versely, the right job for the 
employée.” 

M o s t prospective employées 
hired through the Texas Employ¬ 
ment Commission for factory jobs 
at Convair FW are now given an 
“aptitude test battery,” which in¬ 
dicates the broad field of work at 
which they might excel. If the 
job opening happens to be for 
draftsman or machinist or some- 
thing specialized, the applicant 
may be given a “spécifie aptitude 
test.” These vary according to 
the job. 

Because of specialized work re- 
quirements, many tests hâve been 
developed in recent years espe- 
cially for people in the aircraft 
industry. Likewise, rapid advanc- 
es make some tests obsolète in a 
short time.

Crop of New Air Babies' 
In Incubators' at SD 


“Midwife” and sometimes “surgeon” for new Convair 
airplanes, Experimental Flight department of Engineering 
at Convair San Diego this week looked forward to a year 
that may develop a record number of “babies,” 

In various stages of “incuba¬ 


tion” are such airplanes as the 
XF2Y Sea-Dart (which has start¬ 
ed taxi tests but has not yet made 
a first flight), the R3Y Trade- 
wind, turboprop seaplane (a vari¬ 
ation of the XP5Y-1), several 
different models of the T-29 Air 
Force trainer, and the Air Forcer 
F-102, jet delta wing land-based 
fighter. 

Rarely in the past has Experi¬ 
mental Flight had so many new 
models in prospect. 

“Public attention usually is cen- 
tered on first flights and on the 
pilots,” E. D. Shannon, chief of 
Experimental Flight, commented. 
“In actual practice, the first flight 
is just an incident and not half as 
exciting as you might imagine. 
Also, a lot of important people 
hâve been left out of the spotlight 
shining on the pilot.” 

SD’s Experimental Flight not 
only tests airplanes but missiles, 
too. Personnel involved include 
test pilots (chosen for Sound ex¬ 
périence and a “knack for staying 
out of trouble”), flight test engi- 
neers (it takes five to ten years 
to develop a top-flight one, but 
once developed he is an exception- 
ally well-rounded engineer), in¬ 
strumentation engineers (those 
who dream up where to locate 
the maze of instruments required 
to test modem aircraft and mis¬ 
siles), flight engineers (pilots 
themselves and A & E mechanics 
as well as qualified engineers in 
their own right), and technical 
computers (who reduce the 
masses of test data to proper 
form). 

First flights are neither a be- 
ginning nor an end for Experi¬ 
mental Flight. Even though none 
has flown yet, the new models 
expected to develop during 1953 
are an “old story” in many ways. 
Experimental Flight people hâve 
been close in with the Sea-Dart 
for months, as with the Trade- 
wind and the F-102. Further, the 
job doesn’t end with the first 
flight. Although the Convair-Lin- 
er model 340 flew first Oct. 5, 
1951, it was 322 flights and 634 
flying hours later before Experi¬ 
mental Flight had finished with 
the prototype and first production 
airplane alone! 

On a 1 m o s t ail new projects 
there are faults that must be 


uncovered and corrected early be¬ 
fore production gets too far 
along. That is Experimental 
Flight’s job, as well as recom- 
mending steps toward correction. 
When this has been accomplished, 
the flying assignments go to 
Production Flight which tests the 
airplanes coming off the line to 
see that they are up to standard. 

“A test program is a mad race 
in getting ail the flight test data 
reduced, analyzed and into re¬ 
ports,” W. J. (Bill) Martin, chief 
engineering test pilot at SD, ex- 
plained. “There is a lot more 
paper work than flying!” 

The test data, incidentally, 
cornes from elaborate instrumen¬ 
tation installed in the airplanes. 
For the most part this is in the 
form of film that is later placed 
on viewers and carefully studied 
to détermine thousands of differ¬ 
ent readings. That is when the 
engineers play their behind-the- 
scenes rôle in analyzing perform¬ 
ance. 

As for the flying, Experimental 
pilots hâve, variety to look for¬ 
ward to this year in double por¬ 
tions. 

“We will be testing not only 
fast jets, both water and land- 
based, but multi-engine seaplanes 
and twin-engine land planes, too,” 
Martin declared. 

“The tendency, which our pilots 
must always resist, is to become 
‘specialists’ favoring one type of 
airplane. That’s not so good when 
we may hâve to fly one type one 
day and another the next.” 

Shannon himself is earmarked 
to fly the Sea-Dart on its first 
few flights and after that Charles 
Richbourg, former Navy flyer and 
graduate of the Navy test pilot 
school at Patuxent, Md., probably 
will get the assignment. Mean- 
while, Don Germeraad, another 
ex-Navy pilot, and Lou Hoffman, 
former Air Force airman, hâve 
been recently associated with the 
XP5Y-1 and probably will play a 
part in the Tradewind test flying 
program. M. C. Terry, also a 
former Air Force jet pilot, doubt- 
less will be involved in the coming 
jet flight programs.

Blind Dispatcher s Skill 
Amazes SD Associates 


Although totally blind since he was 11, Convair San 
Diego’s Phil Leonard “sees” more with his other senses 
than most people with normal vision see with their eyes. 

Because he is so unusually gifted, Leonard is working 
out well as a dispatcher for Maintenance at Plant 2, San 
Diego. He is the only blind person on the Convair roster. 


“Unfortunately, our business 
is such that we hâve few, if any, 
jobs that blind persons could per¬ 
forai, even under idéal circum-

stances,” Factory Manager John 
Doig at Plant 2, explained. 
“Frankly, I was dubious as to 
whether Leonard could do the dis¬ 
patching job, one of only two 
such posts in the division in 
which the individual does ail his 
work by téléphoné and taking 
notes. I was dubious until Leon¬ 
ard showed me he could!” 

How does he do it? The key 
is that he can take down notes 
in shorthand (Braille variety), 
like lightning and can pound 
them out on a typewriter with- 
out a mistake. Thus he keeps 
track of messages or work re- 
quests, uses a clock stamp to 
keep track of the time of ar¬ 
rivai, pigeon holes them in a 
specially designed filing System 
until required. 

Well educated (an honor stu- 
dent at Ohio State University 
where he graduated with a de- 
gree in business administration), 
Leonard is amazingly independ¬ 
ent, thanks to an alert mind and 
a flypaper memory. It took him 
scarcely any time at ail to 
memorize the Plant 2 layout and 
he can corne to work alone and 
unaided and punch in without a 
miss. 

“I was determined that I 
wouldn’t let the loss of my eye- 
sight handicap me. Although it 
hasn’t been easy, I found that 
I could do almost anything, if I 
tried hard enough,” Leonard re- 
called. 

Evidently he has tried plenty 
hard in a variety of directions. 
He plays golf, is a fair bowler, 
plays two musical instruments, 
cooks his own meals by prefer- 
ence, and is perfectly capable of 
going anywhere he pleases with¬ 
out the benefit of a guide. He 
has a few devices that are help- 
ful, such as a “cane” made out 
of a caméra tripod leg. This téle¬ 
scopes down so that he can keep 
it in a desk drawer for conveni- 
ence. He has a wrist watch with 
a spécial dial by which he can tell 
time within a minute. Most help- 
ful to his job, however, is the 
device by which he writes short¬ 
hand in Braille. This involves a 
System of poking tiny holes in a 
sheet of ordinary paper. He runs 
his finger over the pattern and 
“reads” the shorthand in an 
instant. 

“Fm probably more careful 
about the color combinations of 
my clothes than most people,” he 
admits. 

“I know the colors and patterns 
of every item in my wardrobe 
and as each one has a different 
texture I can recognize them 
easily.” 

Although Leonard is carrying 
his own weight in his new job,

Seventh Son Hails

Smith can’t recall any amazing 
streak of luck he has had as a 
resuit (except for eight straight 
passes with the dice one time 
while serving with the U. S. 
Army in Panama), although 
there was a time back in the 
early 20’s when only by a coin¬ 
cidence he avoided an early death 
in the wreckage of an Army 
DcHavilland. 

“It was at Langley Field, Vir¬ 
ginia, and I was to fly with a 
National Guard lieutenant when

a sergeant came up and asked to 
go in my place. They crashed a 
few minutes later.” 

That was in the days of wood 
and fabric airplanes, the World 
War I Spad and Sopwith Camel 
and DHs. Smith, now a retired 
major with 33 years’ service, 
knew them well, and also the 
Consolidated PT-ls that came 
later. 

He retired first in 1940 on 30 
years and immediately thereafter 
joined Consolidated at San Diego 
as an inspector. Later he was 
transferred to Fort Worth Divi¬ 
sion and was recalled to the serv¬ 
ice in 1943, retiring again in 1946. 
Currently he has been with Con¬ 
vair since December of 1951.

Keep Especially Sharp on Mondays and Fridays! 
Survey Reveals These Are Dangerous Days 


Next time you hâve a spat 
with your spouse just before 
leaving for work, you’d better 
prétend it’s Friday the 13th! 

Statistics show that some 
disabling injuries among indus¬ 
trial workers hâve been traced 
to nothing more than a domes- 
tic quarrel which started the 
day off wrong. 

That was the report this 
week from Convair FW Safety 
Supervisor Fred R. Temple, 



who recently completed a three- 
year study on disabling injuries 
at the FW plant. 

Temple sought particularly to 
find out to what extent out- 
side activities influence safety 
on the job. He also wanted to 
know what part fatigue plays 
in accidents, and on which days 
accidents are most likely to 
happen. 

To start with, he investi- 
gated 250 injuries which hâve 
occurred during the past three 
years. Each of these injuries 


was sufficient to cause some 
disability and absence from 
work. 

When he catalogued them by 
day of the week, he discovered 
that Mondays and Fridays are 
the most dangerous as far as 
industrial accidents are con- 
cerned. Forty-one per cent of 
ail injuries occurred on those 
two days. 

During the regular five-day 
week, Tuesday apparently is 
the safest day. Only 14.8 per 
cent of ail injuries were report¬ 
ed as occurring on that day. 

(Saturdays and Sundays were 
by far the “safest” days, but 
this can be attributed to a re- 
duced work force.) 

Temple has corne to the con¬ 
clusion that a strenuous week¬ 
end and long hours with little 
rest hâve much to do with the 
high rate of injuries on Mon¬ 
days. Likewise, trying to hold 
down two jobs, too many out- 
side club interests, and récréa¬ 
tion which lasts into the small 
hours of the morning are con- 
tributing factors toward in¬ 
juries on the job. 

Several accidents hâve been 
traced to long trips over the 
weekend, excessive drinking 


and distraction due to marital 
troubles. 

“It is not intended that you 
should try to pick the day upon 
which to be careful,” Temple 
continued, “because every day 
should be such that it can be 
spent to your advantage with¬ 
out misfortune or injury.” 

However, the figures Temple 
has compiled show that on cer¬ 
tain days of the week, Convair’s 
work force expériences more 



than other days. This is in 
spite of the fact that the same 
work, involving the same tools 
used under identical conditions, 
is performed. 

“It’s the ‘human element’ 
which is involved,” he pointed 
out. “An employee’s alertness, 
physical fitness, interest and 
attention to the job at hand 
are the deciding factors. 

“The man who devotes ail of 
his attention to the job at hand 
seldom expériences an acciden¬ 
tai injury.”

Meeks when an object flew 
through the air and struck his 
safety goggles, shattering one 
lens. Neither Strange nor Meeks 
was able to locate the missile. 

By peculiar coincidence, a sec¬ 
ond Dept. 30 employée also leam- 
ed the value of safety goggles on 
that same day. Only eight hours 
before Strange’s mishap, J. M. 
Boyd, first shift employée, es- 
caped serious injury when a piece 
of Carbide cutter broke off the 
machine he was operating and 
struck his safety goggles. 

Neither Strange nor Boyd was 
injured—thanks to their précau¬ 
tion in wearing the safety gog¬ 
gles. 

“Strange’s expérience is graphie 
evidence of the Personal reward 
for good judgment in keeping 


protected in areas where there is 
always a possibility of unexpect- 
ed flying objects,” FW Safety 
Supervisor Fred R. Temple ob- 
served. 

Now in his eleventh year at 
Convair FW, Strange admits it 
took six or seven years before he 
was “sold” on the idea of safety 
goggles. 

“They almost had to fight me 
to get them on,” Strange said. 
“But believe me, Fil never be 
without safety goggles from now 
on. Fd rather hâve my leg broken 
than lose an eye!”

recorded),” J. T. McNaney, chief 
Project engineer and “father” of 
Charactron, said. “Our Model 20 
Analog Data Converter, one of 
several specialized developments 
now being completed, most nearly 
fills this order.” 

Model 20 is a version of Char¬ 
actron which receives data from 
an analog computer (Convairiety, 
Jan. 14, 1953) in the form of 
voltages and converts it to col- 
umns of accurate and usable 
figures, at a high rate of speed. 
In fact, reproduction of informa¬ 
tion on the screen may be accom- 
plished at a speed in excess of 
10,000 characters per second—a 
speed impossible in présent me- 
chanical or semi-mechanical de- 
vices. 

In construction, Charactron is 
somewhat like a conventional tél¬ 
évision tube, in which an électron 
beam formed by a cathode in one 
end is directed along the length 
of the tube to illuminate a phos¬ 
phorescent screen on the other 
end. However, a big différence is 
that in Charactron the beam is 
directed by electrically controlled 
plates through a matrix, or sten¬ 
cil, which shapes the beam into 
numbers (or, in some cases, let- 
ters of the alphabet). An electro- 
magnetic coil then is used to 
direct the beam to any desired 
place on the screen. By this pro- 
cess a readable display of num¬ 
bers (or letters), corresponding to 
voltages applied to the sélection 
plates, appears on the screen. 

The Convair Model 20 is a five- 
inch Charactron tube with analog 
conversion and tube control cir¬ 
cuits. It displays instantaneous 
numerical values of analog input 
signais (which are in the form of 
voltages) on the face of the tube 
at the rate of 1,000 per second. 

“The Model 20 fulfills a long- 
felt need in the scientific field/’ 
Gerlach said. “The engineer deal- 


ing with guided missiles and other 
aircraft must know very accu- 
rately what occurred in a bench 
test or in actual flight. Many 
functions are telemetered to him 
and this information must be 
sampled at high rates of speed 
and must be recorded and made 
available for inspection in a short 
time. Wind tunnel and atomic 
engineers hâve similar problems. 
In any situation where a varying 
function can be converted into a 
varying voltage, Model 20 equip- 
ment may be useful.” 

Information appearing on the 
face of the Model 20 Charactron 
can be photographed on 35 milli- 
meter film, which is then fed into 
a high speed processor, giving a 
permanent printed record minutes 
later. 

“Since no two applications 
are the saine, only a broad 
outline of Charactron’s possi¬ 
bilités may be given,” Gerlach 
said. “However, our engineers 
are available for consultations 
on any problem.” 

In less than a year Charactron 
has grown into a bustling project 
as a separate General Offices dé¬ 
partaient (Dept. 1-99) with its 
own offices and laboratory at 
Plant 2 in San Diego. A staff of 
20, headed by Gerlach, now dé¬ 
vot es full time to the project 
and development of at least a 
half - dozen Charactron applica¬ 
tions is under way. McNaney is 
in charge of engineering, while 
Chuck Hartel handles business 
affairs. 

Engineering is divided into the 
tube and reproduction develop¬ 
ment, analog conversion and tube 
control equipment development, 
and code conversion and tube con¬ 
trol equipment development 
groups, headed by L. R. Stien- 
hardt, O. F. Hamann and G. J. 
Gauer, respectively. 

“Convair has a considérable in- 
vestment in Charactron, but we 
are expecting it to more than pay 
for its development,” Hartel said. 
“Although the project’s growth 
has been rapid, close teamwork

has been maintained on ail levels 
—a factor which contributes to 
the success of any venture.” 

The history of Charactron dates 
back to 1939, when McNaney con- 
ceived the idea of printing inside 
a vacuum using an électron beam 
instead of mechanical parts, as 
in a typewriter. 

Soon after the arrivai of the 
présent era of guided missiles, 
supersonic aircraft and atomic 
enei'gy, it appeared that the speed 
potentials of the device could be 
utilized. In 1950 Convair acquired 
exclusive rights to the McNaney 
patents and development was 
started.

At least four Daingerfield em¬ 
ployées played major rôles in de - 
veloping the invention, and others 
hâve helped in construction of the 
pilot unit. 

K. E. Newton, formerly of Con¬ 
vair, holds pending patent rights 
on the invention. A majority of 
the work performed in perfecting 
the device was done by Godwin, 
M. R. Mulkey and J. D. Bedunah 
at Daingerfield. H. W. McClesky 
and Lester Beasley are two other 
names associated with the build¬ 
ing of the “Adrman.” 

Now in use in Daingerfield’s 
huge wind tunnel, the device can 
be used there for jet engine test 
lab work or transported to any 
Convair division where manom- 
eters are employed. 

Though powerful in perform¬ 
ance, the prototype unit of the 
new invention is small in size. 
It is mounted in a portable box 
just two and one-half feet wide 
and six feet tall. 

Compactly located within the 
portable box are 535 electronic 
vacuum tubes, 240 wire contact 
relays and better than three miles 
of wiring. 

Although only one “Adrman” 
attachment has been completed at 
this time, any number can now 
be built to handle as many 
manometer banks as necessary, 
Godwin explains. 

“Two of the greatest assets of 
the device are the élimination of 
human error and the tremendous 
saving in time,” he says. 

Previous methods called for 
manual reading and recording of 
data taken from the manometers. 
Additional manual work was 
necessary in translating this in¬ 
formation to cards via I.B.M. 
machines. Photographs were 
often made of manometer read- 
ings and preserved as records. 
Time expended in these opera¬ 
tions sometimes ran as much as 
two days or more. 

Now in a matter of a few sec¬ 
onds, readings are punched out on 
cards and ready for use at any 
time in the future. Corrections 
can be made quickly and any 
minor adjustments completed 
without valuable loss of time. 

Reciprocating r a p i d 1 y , the 
“Adrman” can read a 100-inch 
manometer bank in just five sec¬ 
onds. Two seconds more are re¬ 
quired for punching of cards on 
I.B.M. machines. 

The basic unit of the manom¬ 
eter reader is a miniature photo- 
cell located on a cross-arm that 
traverses the manometer bank 
vertically on two stainless steel 
tubes. Traveling at a rate of 
20 inches per second, the cross- 
arm reads the varying position 
of liquids inside the manometer 
bank. 

Parts used in the device are 
standard ’ with the exception of 
wire contact relays. Most of the 
tubes used could be substituted 
for those in an ordinary télévision 
set.

Hospitality on SD Trip 


Because a Convair SD inspector 
remembered some lonely times as 
a race driver in foreign countries, 
représentatives of Aero O/Y Fin¬ 
nish Airlines went home to Hel¬ 
sinki last month with a glowing 
impression of American hospital¬ 
ity. 

The inspector is Joe Thomas 
('Convairiety, Jan. 19, 1949) once 
a member of auto racing’s “Big 
Five” which included such names 
as Ralph de Palma and Tommy 
Milton. 

“It was last summer when my 
wife and I attended a dinner of 
the ‘Cottage of Finland’ in San 
Diego’s Balboa Park. Among the 
guests were several Aero O/Y 
représentatives, in San Diego to 
arrange for their order of model 
340 Convair-Liners,” Thomas ex- 
plained this week. “I could still 
remember my racing days abroad 
and how lonely I was among for- 
eigners, so my wife and I thought 
we would appoint ourselves unof- 
ficial ‘good will escorts’ for the 
visitors.” 

Astonished but agreeable, the 
pilots and technicians accepted 
invitations to dine at the Thomas 
home. 

“We had to take them in 
‘shifts/ ” Thomas continued. “I 
speak some Finnish and my wife 
speaks it fluently, so we had no 
language problem. Whenever we 
couldn’t get together in English 
we’d switch!” 

That started a friendship that 
went on through the summer, 
broken only by the comings and 
goings of the Finnish visitors. 
Altogether, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas 
entertained ten of them! 

“We ‘did the town’ with them 
on various occasions, visited the 
zoo, had hamburger fries, went 
rifle shooting, even drove to Mt. 
Palomar.” 


Fortunately, one of the staff 
members at Palomar recalled 
Thomas from years ago when his 
auto racing famé was nation-wide 
and as a conséquence the Finns 
were given a detailed tour of the 
observatory. 

When the first Aero O/Y air- 
plane left San Diego last month, 
aboard were boxes of dates and 
citrus, parting gifts to their Fin¬ 
nish fri ends.

Ex-Army Pilot, 10 Years With Convair, 
RecalIs Teaching Doolittle to Fly 


When CoL Jimmie Doolittle led a flight of carrier-based B-25 bombers in a daring 
raid over Japan in the early days of World War II, Convair San Diego’s Chet Wohler 
(Dept. 8) must hâve felt a certain amount of Personal satisfaction. 

For Wohler, who has been associated with aviation in one way or another for 40 
years, helped teach Doolittle to fly. 


While serving as an instructor 
in the Army’s “Air Service” in 
World War I, 

Wohler had 
Doolittle as a 
student in one 
of his advanced 
training classes 
at Gerstner 
Field, Lake 
Charles, La., and 
later in another 
class at Rock¬ 
well Field in San 
Diego (which 
since has become the Naval Air 
Station, North Island). Follow- 
ing Doolittle’s graduation they 
served together for a time at 
Rockwell as instructors. 


mations of the iast war, it was 
extremely large for those days,” 

Although he left the Army in 
1920, Wohler retained his interest 
in aviation and in 1927 became a 
member of the San Diego Cham- 
ber of Commerce Aviation com- 
mittee. He served on the com- 
mittee until 1941, the last several 
years as vice-chairman. During 
that time the committee, among 
other accomplishments, was influ¬ 
ençai in bringing a new industry 
to San Diego—Consolidated Air- 
craft Corporation. 

“I remember well the day Maj. 
Reuben Fleet flew in from the 
east to complété the deal,” Woh¬ 
ler says. “He landed at Lindbergh 


Field and came to our meeting 
still clad in his leather jacket, 
helmet and goggles.” 

In 1942 Wohler, a reserve first 
lieutenant in the Air Corps, re- 
ceived word from the Army to 
get his Personal affairs in order 
for recall to the service. He sold 
his dry cleaning business, and 
when his orders weren’t imme- 
diately forthcoming, he took a 
job at Convair with the Employée 
Suggestion program. 

For some reason he was never 
ordered to active duty, and he 
has been with the suggestion 
program ever since, except for 
the few months in 1950-51 when 
it was temporarily discontinued. 



“Doolittle was a ‘naturaP as 
a flyer,” Wohler recalls. “Once 
when we were flying shadow tar- 
get—letting students fire at the 
shadows of our planes on the 
water—we started doing loops 
between target runs. We kept 
getting lower and lower each 
time, but Doolittle finally out-did 
me by starting a loop at 200 feet 
altitude. 

“And those wèren’t modem 
planes we were flying, either. 
That was in 1918,” he added. 

Wohler first became interested 
in aviation as a boy in Los An¬ 
geles, just a few years after the 
Wright Brothers’ first flight. He 
recalls that one of his high school 
physics teachers built an unsuc- 
cessful ornithopter—a plane sup- 
posedly propelled by flapping 
wings—which aroused his interest 
somewhat. He also spent much 
of his time around Dominguez 
Field in Los Angeles, where many 
of the pioneers of aviation con- 
gregated from time to time. In 
1913 he started building his own 
plane, but for reasons he cannot 
now recall the plane, although 
completed, never flew. 

Soon after the start of World 
War I Wohler, already a pilot, 
volunteered for the Aviation Sec¬ 
tion of the Signal Corps, and 
after completing additional flight 
training was assigned as an in¬ 
structor—a job he held until the 
end of the war. At one time he 
was officer in charge of the first 
night flying school at Gerstner 
Field, and at the end of the war 
he was officer in charge of radio 
controlled formations — an ex¬ 
tremely new development at that 
time—at Rockwell Field. 

“In célébration of the close of 
World War I we had a massed 
flight of 212 planes over San 
Diego, in which our radio con¬ 
trolled planes took part. While 
that number is insignificant com- 
pared to the large bombing for¬

Visitors at the International 
Magnésium Exposition in Wash¬ 
ington, D. C., this month will get 
a vivid picture of the way mag¬ 
nésium is used on Convair’s B-36 
bombers. 

Convair’s FW Division has pre- 
pared two display boards showing 
B-36 fabricated parts for the ex¬ 
position which will be held March 
31, April 1 and 2 in the National 
Guard Armory.

The Convair display boards 
show castings, forgings and form- 
ed parts and Metlbond panel as- 
semblies made of magnésium.

Novel Idea Serves as Certain 
Reminder of Safety Glasses 


A unique and almost sure-fire 
reminder to wear safety glasses 
while grinding went into effect 
recently at Convair Daingerfield. 

Brain child of E. B. Scott, 
safety supervisor, and Ray Disha¬ 
roon, assistant foreman in Main¬ 
tenance, the system involves a de- 
vice which prevents a grinder 
from operating until a pair of 
safety glasses has first been re- 
moved from a nearby hook. 

“It is impossible to start the 
grinder without first handling the 
glasses,” Scott explained. “Even 
though the operator may be 
thinking about his golf score or 
the weekend fishing we feel he 
:an’t help but be reminded by this 
device to protect his eyes.” 

The project began when Scott 
questioned Disharoon if such a 
device were possible. Disharoon 
in turn recalled that he had once 
developed something similar for 
a Navy engineering group at the 
Hydrographie Office in Washing¬ 
ton, D. C. 

Here is how the device works. 
For each grinder there is a con- 
venient hook that moves up and 


down and opérâtes a small switch. 
When the hook is held down by 
the weight of a pair of safety 
glasses, the switch is open and 
the grinder won’t operate. How- 
ever, as soon as the glasses hâve 
been lifted off, the hook rises, 
closing the switch and releasing 
the power. 

As a further refinement, Disha¬ 
roon added a light panel that 
flicks on an electric sign as soon 
as the glasses are removed which 
also serves as a reminder. 

Scott indicated that the system 
will be adopted throughout the 
Ordnance Aerophysics Laboratory 
wherever possible.

with years of scientific breeding 
and cross breeding, Pyeatt says. 

An enterprising New Yorker 
first imported the strange breed 
of fowl from Chile some 25 years 
ago. His two hens and one rooster 
combined to produce blue eggs. 

Mixing and cross breeding his 
talented trio, the originator of 
the idea in America found his 
flock was able to produce various 
colors of eggs after working 
American fowl into the breeding 
process. Through the years this 
particular strain of fowl has be- 
come known as Easter Egg 
Chickens for obvious reasons. 

Pyeatt became interested in the 
unique birds through a retired 
missionary friend who had seen 
the original flock. He bought two 
hens and a rooster and set about 
experimenting with his own cross 
breeding and reproduction ideas. 
His flock is valued at something 
like $3,000 today and includes 
some 60 hens and almost as many 
roosters. 

The Convair breeder keeps the 
hens confined in a spécial hen 
house during the colder months. 
The roosters roam at will in a 
large pen behind his Lake Worth 
home. 

Pyeatt admits he has far more 
roosters than necessary but plans 
to sell his stock in pairs or groups 
to interested poultry enthusiasts. 
The roosters are marked by gay 
colored plumage and are wild and 
pugnacious, probably because of 
the game cock strain in their 
breeding. 

The 60 hens produce an aver¬ 
age of 20 to 35 eggs per day and 
each hen is a specialist at one 
color. 

There is no différence in the 
actual taste or contents of the 
colored eggs and ordinary eggs, 
Pyeatt points out. 

Pyeatt exhibited his prize fowl 
for the first time this year at the 
Southwestern Fat Stock Show.

Writing a popular song is far 
easier than selling it once it’s 
written. So says Peter Selby, 
training coordinator for Flight at 
Convair San Diego. He should 
know, for he has been writing 
songs—and trying to sell them— 
for 20 years. 

Although he still considers him- 
self an amateur, Selby has had 
four songs published, and has 
written ail or part of the music 
for a dozen or more amateur and 
semi-professional musical shows. 

“Time was when ail a song 
writer had to do to sell a song 
was to présent the music to a 
publisher and hope he liked it,” 
Selby says. “But that’s ail 
changed. 

“A song writer must not only 
be a composer, but he must be 
a super-salesman as well. Now 
it’s practically impossible to 
get a song in front of a pub¬ 
lisher unless it has already been 
recorded on a commercial label 
by a recognized artist.” 

Selby’s latest—and in the opin¬ 
ion of many, his best—musical 
effort was the score for “Rip Van 
Winkle,” a musical play presented 
for the first time in January by 
the Drury Lane Players of La 
Jolla. The play was based on the 
Washington Irving story, and was 
dramatized by Ray Darby. 
Though originally scheduled for 
two weeks, the play was held over 
an additional week by popular dé¬ 
ni and. 

Aside from piano lessons when 
he was a child, Selby’s formai 
training in music is limited. How- 
ever, he says he began picking 
out original tunes at an early 
âge, and he wrote his first com¬ 
plété song when he was 16. 

“I still hâve the music to that 
song, and now when I hâve writ¬ 
ten something which doesn’t meet 
my standards, I look at my first 
effort and immediately feel bet¬ 
ter. Putting it mildly, it was 
terrible.” 

Though his songs hâve never 
reached the “Hit Parade,” Selby 
has had four of them published, 
the first about 14 years ago. Dur¬ 
ing World War II, while he was 
assistant supervisor of Naviga¬

made, however, the recording ban 
which followed the war went into 
effect and Scott had to cancel his 
plans. This temporarily cancelled 
Selby’s bid for famé. 

The cornerstone of any popu¬ 
lar song is its title, Selby says. 
Not only must it sell the “pay- 
ing customer” once the song is 
published, but unless it pleases 
the publisher in the first place, 
the song probably will never be 
published. And when Selby 
writes a song, he usually has a 
title in mind long before the 
melody is born. 

“A situation occurs to me, and 
this suggests the title for a 
song,” Selby says. “The title sug¬ 
gests a rhythmical pattern, and 
this almost automatically becomes 
the melody. Then I hâve to work 
out the harmony or arrangement, 
and after that I continue revising 
and smoothing out the rough 
spots until the song flows as it 
should.” 

At présent Selby is working 
with Darby on a révision of “Rip 
Van Winkle,” which they hope to 
place with a commercial pub¬ 
lisher. If published, the play 
would be used by school and ama- 
tuer groups. Selby and Darby are 
also writing a song which they 
hope will become a hit in the 
western field.

Junior Company' to Sell 
Products at SD Monday 


Transportation costs for the 
giant Convair-built XC-99 cargo 
transport continued to show 
marked improvement as the 
aerial freighter moved into its 
fourth year of opération for the 
Air Force. 

Latest figures released by the 
"A ir-F ottc aho w that a decrease 
of approximately nine cents per 
ton-mile was shown during the 
yéar 1952. 

Cost figures for the year show 
that the average per ton-mile 
was about 20 cents in early 1952, 
dropping to 17.30 in July, 14.84 
in August, 12.7 in September, and 
a record low of 11 cents in De- 
cember, 1952. 

During the first three years of 
operation, the XC-99 completed 
1,000 hours in the air and estab- 
lished 23 intemationally recog- 
nized records for speed and alti¬ 
tude with various payloads. 

In those three years prior to 
July, 1952, the ’99 completed 126 
flights, traveled 157,752 miles in 
891 hours, 10 minutes, and carried 
an aggregate payload of 9,071,506 
pounds. 

A typical three-month period in 
1952 (July-Aug.-Sept.) saw the 
sky giant fly 65,750 statute miles 
or, expressed differently, 2,628,193 
ton-miles and carry an aggre¬ 
gate cargo of 3,591,995 pounds. 

Last year, the XC-99 , s busiest, 
the big ship made 145 trips (ail 
round trips to McClellan), flying 
a total of 1,139.41 hours, covering 


210,543 statute miles, and carry- 
ing an aggregate payload of 
11,165,295 pounds at an average 
cost of 17.48 cents per ton-mile. 

December, 1952, was the record 
month for flying for the ’99 reg¬ 
istering 139.05 hours. 

Cargo handling times hâve been 
cut. greatly due parlly to four 
self-propelled hoists attached to 
overhead tracks in the ’99. 

The average cargo loading time 
is .66 hours per 10,000 pounds. 
Unloading, or “off-loading,” aver¬ 
age is .33 hours per 10,000 
pounds. 

The current record, established 
during 1952, for loading is one 
hour, 20 minutes for loading 
88,669 pounds of cargo. Unload¬ 
ing record is 55 minutes for tak- 
ing off 78,811 pounds of cargo. 

Based at Kelly, the XC-99 is 
under the command of Capt. 
James M. Pittard, project officer. 
Two flight crews man the big 
plane on her many flights. 

Engines on the XC-99 (Type 
R4360-41) continue to establish 
records for sustained operations. 
Four of the six engines already 
hâve completed 800 hours of fly¬ 
ing time before removal for over- 
haul. 

The consistent performance of 
the ’99 has been made possible by 
a “running inspection” System 
whereby the aircraft undergoes 
parts of an inspection each time 
it returns to Kelly, forestalling 
lengthy, time-consuming checks.

“The portable loudspeakers is- 
sued to zone captains, are largely 
for quick communication to large 
numbers of people,” L. A. Howard, 
Civil Defense coordinator, ex- 
plained. “The 'handy talkies’ are 
light weight radios that are tuned 
to the Industrial Security radio 
wavelength. This will give opera- 
tors in the field direct communi¬ 
cation to the control center 
through the Industrial Security 
station.” 

Thanks to past training, cap¬ 
able radio operators already are 
available for the field radios and 
also for the radiation détection 
devices. The latter equipment is 
being handled by recent gradu¬ 
âtes of a San Diego State Col¬ 
lege course (which they took on 
their own time) who form teams 
that in emergencies would check 
throughout the plant for any con- 
taminated areas. 

In addition to Howard and 
John Ratz, deputy plant en¬ 
gineering chief for Civil Defense, 
the graduâtes are: W. H. Mar¬ 
shall, J. L. Cavender, Dan Blum, 
C. T. Dozier, Bob Gumb, S. J. 
Hawkins, Don Johnson, John 
Kope, G. E. Mitchell, Francis 
Rice, Joe Savage. Ail made ex¬ 
cellent records in the difficult 30- 
hour course. Incident ally, two 
other groups are currently taking 
the same class, one from the day 
shift and another from the swing 
shift.

A fleet of Convair R3Y-1 
“Tradewind” transport sea- 
planes, fastest big fly in g 
boats in the 40-year history 
of waterbased aviation, will 
be ready for trans-Pacific 
Navy service in 1954. 

Convair President Joseph T. 
McNarney said the new-type sea- 
planes (being built at San Diego)

are designed to cruise long dis¬ 
tances at nearly double the speed 
of existing transport flying boats 
while carrying the same or 
greater payloads. 

Design top speed is more than 
350 miles per hour, he said. On 
the longest legs of the Navy’s 
transoceanic air supply routes a 
substantial payload can be hauled 
at an approximate speed of 300 
miles per hour. For shorter hops 
payload can be nearly doubled. 
Takeoff time, with full load, is 
approximately 30 seconds. 

McNarney said the 80-ton 
turboprop transports are the first 
flying boats to be equipped with 
air conditioning and high altitude 
pressurization Systems, and the 
first waterbased transports fitted 
with rearward-facing passenger 
seats. They can carry both seated

J. G. Zevely, director of con- 
tracts, said that Convair has firm 
contracts for 176 model 340s, of 
which more than 50 already hâve 
been delivered, and contracts are 
in various stages of negotiation 
which justify plans to manufac¬ 
ture the additional number.

Long range ordering of parts 
and engines for the additional 
ships has already begun. 

The boost sends model 340s 
well ahead of commercial model 
240s in total numbers. Convair 
manufacture of the model 240 
halted at sales of about 175 to 
commercial customers, although 
manufacture in a different ver¬ 
sion continued for military use 
(the T-29). 

Meanwhile, deliveries of model 
340s continued at a steady clip 
at San Diego, slightly ahead of 
the delivery schedules set last 
September. As of early this week 
March deliveries hâve included 
two for United Air Lines, one for 
Hawaiian and the first Philippine 
Air Lines’ airplane was on the 
verge of delivery. Convair ap- 
peared assured of making its 
March delivery quota of eight. 


Pomona Engineers 
Die in Auto Wreck

complète at press time for three 
Convair Pomona engineers who 
were killed early last Friday 
morning in an automobile acci¬ 
dent two miles west of Pomona 
on Highway 99.

Civil Defense 
Plan Studied 

Appointment this month of Mel¬ 
ville F. Pletcher, former guard 
lieutenant, as coordinator marked 
the birth of a Civil Defense pro- 
gram at Convair Pomona, R. S. 
Benton, chief of Industrial Se- 
curity, announced last week. 

“We plan to make extensive 
studies of the Systems now in 
force at both Convair San Diego 
and Fort Worth,” Benton said.

While 
in the Army, he served as com- 
manding officer of administrative 
units, and at présent holds a re¬ 
serve commission as major in the 
Air Force. A native of Illinois, 
Pletcher attended school in Flor¬ 
ida.

and litter patients, in addition to 
troops and cargo. 

Another feature is built-in, 
multicell compartmentation below 
the cabin floor level, as in mod¬ 
em ship construction. This pro¬ 
vides water-tight integrity, and 
also leaves the cabin free of bulk- 
heads and other obstructions 
which heretofore hâve hindered 
cargo and passenger accommoda¬ 
tions in large seaplanes. 

The slim Tradewind hull, de- 
veloped through extensive, test- 
ing by the Convair Hydrodynamic 
Research Laboratory at San 
Diego, contrasts sharply both in 
appearance and performance with 
old-style stubby “winged boats.” 
The length-over-beam ratio of 10 
is about double that of previous 
hull designs built by Convair. 

William W. Fox, Tradewind 
Project engineer, said the trans¬ 
port seaplane is among the first 
aircraft in the world to utilize 
magnésium in cargo decks. 

“Use of magnésium provides 
the R3Y-1 with a very tough yet 
lightweight cargo deck able to 
withstand the heaviest duty,” Fox 
said. “In addition, the entire 
cargo compartment is lined with 
a long-wearing, nonwater-absorb¬ 
ent material that is both durable 
and pleasing in appearance.” 

To expedite handling and serv- 
icing of the new transports, Con¬ 
vair is developing high speed 
ramp and beaching facilities. 
Among these are concrète pontoon 
(floating) “through-docks,” high 
speed winches, self-propelled 
beaching cradles and associated 
equipment. The planes hâve a 
large cargo door on the left side 
of the fuselage to supplément per¬ 
sonnel doors on both sides for 
faster loading and unloading 
operations. 

The planes are equipped with 
four Allison T40 gas turbine en- 
gines which develop over 5,500 
horsepower each, and are geared 
to swing contra-rotating Aero- 
products propellers. Réversible 
pitch Controls enable the pilot to 
maneuver easily on the water. 

Largest seaplanes ever built by 
Convair, the Tradewind trans¬ 
ports hâve wing span of approxi¬ 
mately 145 feet, are 142 feet 6 
inches long and tower 51 feet 5 
inches at vertical fin tip when 
beached on their cradles. 

The company’s flying boat ex¬ 
périence dates back almost to its 
founding 30 years ago at East 
Greenwich, Rhode Island. Con¬ 
solidated^ pioneer seaplane, built 
while the company was at Buf¬ 
falo, New York, was the PY-1 
Admirai. Fi*om this open cockpit 
Navy patrol flying boat were de- 
veloped the 32-passenger Commo-

Walking to Schooï a Major Project 
For SD Man Who Trudged 2,000 Miles 

Mighty few college men ever had a junior year such as Convair San Diego’s William 

He spent most of that year walking 2,000 miles as the faculty and student body of 
his university in north-central China moved from place to place just a jump or two 
ahead of the Japanese who then (in 1937) were invading. 

“Transportation was practically 1 —

non-existent, and that which was 
available was being used by the 
government,” Wen recalls. “We 
students had to walk, and some- 
times we were forced to cover as 
many as 80 miles in a single day. 
The girls went with us, and most 
of them had never before walked 
more than five miles at a time.” 

Wen and other Chinese stu¬ 
dents were caught unaware when 
the Japanese occupied their uni¬ 
versity city. They managed to 
escape to another community, 
only to find that it too had been 
occupied. 

“As we came into the city we 
found that Japanese military po¬ 
lice were inspecting ail refugees 
and were separating them into 
two groups, one of which was 
imprisoned for questioning and 
the other allowed to proceed un- 
molested,” Wen says. 

“Apparently there was no basis 
for the séparation, as both groups 
included students, businessmen, 
farmers, coolies—people from ail 
classes. Unfortunately, 1 was one 
of those selected for questioning.” 

After being held for three 
weeks, with interrogations every 
day—to which Wen gave false 
answers—he was released and 
eventually rejoined the “travel- 
ing university.” 

While fleeing before the Japa¬ 
nese the students “lived off the 
land.” Classes were held enroute 
when conditions permitted and 
when buildings were available. 
Students were sometimes forced 
to sleep in huts or in the open, 
and frequently there was no food. 

“Our feet were always sore, 
and we were always hungry,” 
Wen recalls. “Much of the terri- 
tory we covered was mountain- 
ous, which made the going even 
harder.” Eventually the univer¬ 
sity was permanently located in 
a city in the southeastern part of 
China. 

Wen, now 34, spent his child- 
hood in one of the large families 
typical of China in that time, 
with more than 60 members of 
the family residing under one 
roof. He received his elementary 
éducation in the home, as there 
were about 20 school-age children 
in the family and it was more 
practical to conduct school at 
home than to enter ail of the chil¬ 
dren in outside schools. School 
was taught by his grandfather, 
a prominent scholar of that time. 

Missionary schools provided 
the best secondary éducation then 
and Wen attended a high school 
conducted by the British. After 
graduation he entered the univer¬ 
sity. 

After completing college in 
1939, Wen joined the Chinese Air 
Force as an engineering officer 
and eventually rose to the rank 
of major. Although he spent ap- 
proximately 10 years in the Air 
Force, he is reluctant to talk 


about his service expériences. 

“Service life is too familiar to 
too many men these days,” Wen 
explains. “Curiously, though, this 
was one of the happiest periods 
of my life, for I was married in 
1940. Helen was from my home 
town and was a school teacher— 
she is a graduate of one of the 
teachers’ colleges in China. The 
school in which she was teaching 
had also been forced to move in 
front of the advancing Japanese. 
We shared many happy expéri¬ 
ences, in spite of the severe 
bombings.” 

Shortly before the end of the 
war, Wen was one of a group of 
officers sent to the U. S. for ad- 
vanced study and to observe the 
aircraft industry. In that ca- 
pacity he spent a year at Convair 


in 1945 as an observer, visited 
other companies from coast to 
coast, and spent a year as a 
graduate student at Washington 
University. He was discharged 
from the Air Force about three 
or four years ago and decided to 
remain in this country. His wife 
and their 11-year-old daughter, 
Jean, joined him in the states 
three years ago, and their two- 
year-son son, Robert, was born in 
Glendale, Calif. 

Wen worked for several air¬ 
craft companies before coming to 
San Diego and Convair in Janu- 
ary, 1952. At présent he is work- 
ing with the “foreign légion” as 
a design engineer while awaiting 
security clearance. He and his 
wife hâve both applied for U. S. 
citizenship.

Self-Admitted Champ Gives Dope 
On Leaving a Job af High Speed 

(Although this may be an old chestnut to some, it was new 
to Convairiety. As it was contributed anonymously, we hâve no 
way of giving the author crédit.) 

Many ne ver learn how to break away from their jobs at quit- 
ting time. Millions remain caught in the vast network of produc¬ 
tion for an extra minute or two each day. Some even linger as 
long as three or five minutes, simply because they lack efficiency. 
It is to these listless hordes that I direct a few hints. 

And let me say that I am regarded as something of an 
authority. Over a long period of years I hâve faltered just twice. 
There was the rainy day in 1946 when I forgot my rubbers and 
had to dash back—a loss of 30 seconds. There was the day I 
made the error of mumbling “goodnight” to the boss and he 
asked me about the wife and kiddies. A full minute slow. On 
no other occasion hâve I been guilty of dallying around, using up 
extra light and adding to the wear and tear on equipment. How 
some persons offend in this manner and still stay on good ternis 
with the company, I cannot say. 

Here are some tips on how otherg might emulate my record. 
The first point is rudimentary. Always hang your hat and coat 
in a direct line between your location and the door. This obviâtes 
the necessity of working the last few minutes with your hat on. 
A little practice and you’ll be able to grab both hat and coat 
without breaking your normal running stride. 

Nothing is more despicable than a clock watcher. Always 
synchronize your watch with the wall clock in mid-afternoon and 
pay no attention to the wall clock thereafter. If you work at a 
desk, start cleaning up 20 minutes before quitting time, but be 
subtle. An accomplished quitter can make it look as though he is 
regrouping for considérable more work. Roll sleeves down one 
fold at a time.

Already well underway are programs designed to reduce 
waste in raw materials, plug the leaks in shop supplies and 
boost réclamation of usable parts which inadv ertently find 
their way into salvage bins 


By-product Benefits Develop at SD 
As Job Rotation Prosram Continues 

An appréciation for the other fellow’s problems was listed this week as one of the 
important by-products of Convair’s executive development program as Frank Fink, SD 
chief engineer, returned to his own desk after occupying the chair of A. W. Morgan, 
Plant 1 works manager, for about a month. 

Commenting upon his expéri¬ 


ences, Fink reported: 

“Fortunately, the works man¬ 
agers duties were not entirely 
unfamiliar to me before I took 
over the reins. Many of the prob¬ 
lems that arise are similar to 
those encountered on a lesser 
scale in our Experimental shop at 
San Diego and, too, I had been 
well briefed in advance by Mor¬ 
gan. Also, during the period that 


I was in charge, the factory man¬ 

ager and department heads were 
invaluable in giving me counsel. 

“Aside from the benefit to me 
as an individual in expanding the 

field of personal knowledge, I was 

impressed by the fact that there 
is still another benefit to having 
occupied the ‘other fellow’s shoes’ 

for an interval. That is that a 
deeper understanding of the prob-

E. E. Hartzler, cost réduction 
supervisor, explained that key 
men in his section hâve been as- 
signed to spécifie fields in which 
to specialize. Among them are 
Ed Higgins (shop supplies), Cliff 
Lorenz (raw materials), Ned 
Crawford (réclamation) and Dow 
Bail* (F-102 project). 

“Shop supplies may seem minor 
in themselves, but they add up to 
a cost of more than a million 
dollars a year at San Diego,” 
Hartzler said. “These are such 
items as cloth towels (we put 
more than $20,000 worth into use 
last year) and paper towels (they 
cost about $42,000 in 1952) and 
pencils and paint brushes and so 
on. Currently on trial is a plan 
for dry cleaning towels, thus ex- 
tending their lives.” 

As for raw materials, Lorenz 
recently completed an extensive 
study of extrusions, following 
them from original order until 
the scraps tum up in salvage. 

“Cost of extrusions averages 
out at about a dollar a foot and 
thus can add up into big money,” 
Hartzler pointed out. “As a re¬ 
suit of Lorenz’s study, plus CIPs 
submitted from various depart- 
ments along the way, I believe we 
hâve evolved a System of ordering 
extrusion stock that will more 
closely fit the parts to be made, 
thus reducing ultimate waste. 
Preliminary estimâtes place the 
saving to be gained at a minimum 
of $150,000!” 

Bair’s assignment to the F-102 
project at Plant 2 offers an op- 
portunity to work closely with a 
project from almost the inception, 
assisting in ail phases of the cost 
réduction problem. 

Most recently assigned to a 
specialty at San Diego is Craw¬ 
ford, vétéran Convair man who 
has been in Dept. 8 for the last 
three years but previously was in 
Dept. 25 with a year in the sal¬ 
vage yard. 

“Currently, a good deal is being 
done in réclamation of parts 
which get into salvage by mistake 
or through carelessness,” Hartzler 
said. “Not long ago the sorters 
discovered a $240 shaft pivot drag 
strut for a model 340 and just a 
few days ago the salvage yard 
intercepted a T-29 electrical panel 
worth $2,400 that had been mis- 
routed and somehow wound up as 
scrap!” 

Hartzler pointed out that the 
réclamation problem has two 
“ends,” one the interception of 
valuable parts at the salvage end 
and the other the prévention of 


such as nuts and bolts, that go 
to scrap. Individually, a boit is 
worth little; but collectively the 
worth can run into thousands and 
millions.” 


lems of others can’t help but re¬ 
duce the conflicts that may arise 
and add a lot to coopération and 
the sense of teamplay.” 

Fink said that a typical day in 
the works managers office in- 
volved a combination of confér¬ 
ences and inspection trips through 
the plant. 

“I tried to spend some time 
every day in the plant, going over 
spécifie problems with Factory 
Manager Bill Young and the 
superintendents. The balance of 
the day was devoted to working 
over the spécifie problems of one 
or two individual departments 
and to making the necessary deci¬ 
sions on those issues that arose. 

“For example, while I was act- 
ing works manager, the question 
of when we could go to a two- 
day line move on the model 340 
was very much under study. This 
involves many aspects, such as 
what would the accélération do to 
our materials picture and what 
would be the effect on shortages. 

In view of these factors, what 
would be the best date for the 
change ?” 

Fink said he was indebted to 
Morgan’s System of a “steering 
committee” for expert counsel. 

The committee is made up of de¬ 
partment heads and usually 
analyzes the major problems and 
thinks up alternative proposais in 
advance of a final decision. 

Early last week several others 
joined in the rotation System 
when G. A. Covington, manager

Free Chest X-Ray Plan 
Set up For Convair SD 

Everyone at Convair San Diego next month will get a 
chance to assure himself of good health. 

The chance will corne during visits of mobile chest 
X-ray units to the division. The units will be available to 
take chest X-rays of everyone who wishes. 


The program is being directed 
by a joint committee made up of 
représentatives of the Interna¬ 
tional Association of Machinists, 
the Engineers and Architects As¬ 
sociation, the International Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers, the 
Convair SD Management Club 
and the company. It is sponsored 
by the San Diego Department of 
Health. 

Known as “chestmobiles,” the 
mits will set up at central points 
in the plants starting May 4 and 
extending through May 22. At 
various times during the inter- 
vening working days, everyone 
will hâve an opportunity to visit 
them. 

“Regular chest X-rays offer a 
valuable protection to the indi¬ 
vidual,” Division Manager B. F. 
Coggan said. 

“Primarily, they can reveal the 
presence of tuberculosis, even in 
its very early stages, when the 
individual may be unaware of his 
condition. Treatment at this stage 
is comparatively simple. That is

Con-Trib Leaders 
Take up Subject 
Of Welfare Fund 

Rules to govern a welfare fund 
for aiding Convair San Diego em¬ 
ployées in emergencies was the 
principal item of business slated 
for discussion at a meeting of the 
Con-Trib-Club committee at 1 
p.m. today (April 8). 

Under Con-Trib-Club’s Articles 
of Association the committee is 
required to be ready to institute 
the welfare fund as of July 2, 
the club’s first anniversary. Since 
the first payroll déductions for 
Con-Trib-Club on Oct. 5, 1952, 10 
per cent of ail gross income has 
been earmarked for the welfare 
fund. 

“This money will be transfer- 
red into a spécial account when 
the welfare fund goes into opera¬ 
tion,” the committee said. “Each 
request for assistance will be in- 
vestigated.” 

Ail grants from the fund will 
be outright gifts, but persons re- 
ceiving aid may repay the fund if 
they desire, the committee said. 
Requests will be given priority 
according to the urgency of the 
need. Limitations will be estab- 
lished as to the amount of aid 
to be received by an individual 
and as to the amounts to be paid 
for certain types of emergencies, 
the committee added.

Four Convair-Liner 340’s hâve 
been ordered by Real Transportes 
Aereos, Comdr. Linneu Gomes, 
managing director of the Brazil¬ 
ian airline, and J. G. Zevely, Con¬ 
vair director of contracts, an- 
nounced last week. 

One of Brazil’s largest airlines, 
Real plans to operate the 44- 
passenger transports over its do- 
mestic routes and to Uruguay and 
Paraguay. 

Zevely said orders for 340s 
now total 180. 


Involved in the transaction are 
400,000 shares of Convair stock 
(about 17 per cent of the approxi- 
mately 2,400,000 common shares 
presently outstanding) which pass 
to General Dynamics ownership. 
Atlas, however, will retain 30,300 
shares of Convair as an invest- 
ment and also will acquire 20,000 
shares of General Dynamics stock, 
thus retaining a considérable in¬ 
terest in Convair. 

The transaction will be closed 
during the latter part of May, 
concurrently with the annual 
meeting of Convair stockholders 
at which time Hopkins is expected 
to succeed Odlum as chairman of 
the Convair board. This will bring 
to a close the active participation 
of Atlas Corp. which began in the 
fall of 1947 when that corpora¬ 
tion acquired controlling interest 
from Aviation Corp. 

Statements from top manage¬ 
ment indicated that the shift, al- 

★ ★ 


though of general interest to 
Convair people, will hâve no di¬ 
rect effect upon them other than 
to enhance Convair’s potential for 
growth and development. 

In his announcement, Hopkins 
emphasized that the transaction 
will not interrupt the continuity 
of policy and management of 
Convair and no changes are con- 
templated in the operating man¬ 
agement personnel. 

Through the transaction, Con- 
; vair becomes connected with a 
corporation whose h i s t o r y is 
marked more by the sea than by 
the air, though of recent years 
the latter field has been of in- 
creasing importance. The history 
goes back to before the turn of 
the century with création of the 
Electric Boat Co. (now a division 
of General Dynamics) which has 
had a long and distinguished ca- 
reer in building undersea craft.

atomic energy.”

Housekeeping 

Housekeeping laurels at San 
Diego last month went to two 
competitors who were making 
their first appearances in the 
winner’s circle. 


They were R3Y Final and 340 
Final, both scoring perfect rec¬ 
ords during March. (Incidentally, 
both also made great strides from 
the previous month, advancing 
ten places!) 

Only one violation in cleanli- 
ness kept Electronics, the second 
place winner, from making it a 
three-way tie. In close conten¬ 
tion were Fabrication, Plant 1, 
and Experimental, both with .002 
records. 

Cleanliness violations were up 
during March (from 49 to 95 
totally) but safety showed im- 
provement (dropping from 160 
violations in February to 140 
last month). However, it was the 
fire hazard record that brought 
the total of weighted violations 
up to 285 for the plants. Inves- 
tigators reported that the in- 
crease in fire hazards noted was 
due largely to cases of careless- 
ness in handling volatile liquids. 

Hard luck entry of the month 
was Field Operations. A single 
fire violation so boosted their 
score (because of the compara- 
tively small number of persons in 
the department) that they were 
dropped six places behind their 
February standing.

Pvt. William E. Wright, former

Wright was called into the 

service in October, 1951, after 
serving with Convair for approxi¬ 
mately a year. 


A dozen Convair-built Air 
Force B-36 bombers received a 
taste of the grim realities of 
atomic warfare in March when 
they flew near the heart of the 
blinding blast of an atomic 
weapon exploded near Las Vegas, 
Nev. 

Commenting on the flight, an 
Air Force official remarked: 

“We want the lead crews of 
bombers which might some day 
be involved in a real atomic 
operation to know at first hand ; 


what a blast is like. ,, 

“We want to make sure that 
they don’t suffer from buck fever, 
and that they don’t get so fasci- 
nated with the temptation to 
watch the flash that they are 
blinded. We plan the same sort 
of training for crews of other 
planes at later dates.” 

While the Air Force did not 
disclose how close the planes flew 
to the low level (300-foot) blast, 
the big bombers were reported 
near enough to get a good jolt 
from the shock waves.

Known by U.S. Navy submariners 
as “E.B.,” the concern is described 
in a recent Fortune article as “a 
tough old sea dog that has man- 
aged to survive as the only pri- 
vate producer of submarines in 
the U.S.” During World War II 
“E.B.” turned out more subma¬ 
rines from its Groton, Conn., yard 
than any Navy yard and more 
than ail other private yards com- 
bined. 

Of particular significance to 
Convair people is that it was 
“E.B.” that was chosen to build 
the hull for the first nuclear 
powered submarine (the Nau- 
tilus, whose keel was laid June 
14, 1952), just as it was Con¬ 
vair that was chosen to build 
the airframe for America’s first 
atomic-powered airplane (Con- 
vairiety, Sept. 12, 1951). 

However, General Dynamics al¬ 
so has a major interest in aircraft 
in addition to the recently ac- 
quired position with Convair. 
Since 1947, as the parent company 
of Canadair, Limited, of Montreal, 
General Dynamics has played an 
important rôle in the aircraft 


industry of North America. Can¬ 
adair (which built PBYs in the 
early ’40s) is the largest aircraft 
manufacturer in Canada with an 
outstanding record in producing 
the “Canadair 4” and “North 
Star” four-engine transports, F- 
86E “Sabre Jet” fighters and 
T-33 “Silver Star” jet training 
planes. Also, Canadair is now 
prepared for production of T-36 
trainer transports for the US AF. 

Currently Canadair is reported 
to employ approximately 14,000 
while Electric Boat employs about 
7,500. 

Hopkins (California born) is 
described by Fortune as “more 
the administrator than the indus- 
trialist.” A successful practicing 
lawyer in New York, he served 
as a spécial assistant to the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury in the 
early ’30s and joined the board 
of Electric Boat in 1937. After 
Pearl Harbor, he became an active 
vice president and in 1947 was 
named president. 

General Dynamics, as the par¬ 
ent company of Electric Boat and 
Canadair, was formed in Febru¬ 
ary of 1952 with Hopkins as 
president.

Tips From Other Divisions 


Bigger the Easier,' Says SD Driver 
After Piloting T-29 on First 'Hop 


Utilization of Convair San 
Diego and Fort Worth civil de¬ 
fense expérience will probably 
reduce by several months the 
time required to get a civil de¬ 
fense program into operation at 
Convair Pomona, R. S. Benton, 
chief of Industrial Security, said 
last week. 

“Because of the complexity of 
any civil defense plan, months are 
required to put a program on a 
working basis,” Benton said. 

“Personnel must be trained in 
a multitude of duties, supervisory 
positions must be filled, and an 
overall control plan must be de- 
veloped. But by using portions 
of the San Diego and Fort Worth 
programs we hope to eliminate 
much of the ‘hit or miss’ tactics 
which naturally would be présent 
if we were starting from scratch.” 

After spending three days at 
Convair San Diego last month 
making a brief but comprehensive 
survey of the Civil Defense pro¬ 
gram there, M. F. “Jack” Plet- 
cher, recently appointed Convair 
Pomona CD coordinator, indi- 
cated that he will recommend 
many of the ideas he acquired 
during the visit for adoption at 
Pomona. 

“I was amazed at the thorough- 
ness with which Frank Merritt 
(chief of SD Industrial Security) 
and Loren Howard (SD Civil De¬ 
fense coordinator) hâve explored 
every angle of Civil Defense, and 
at the master plan they hâve for- 
mulated,” Pletcher said. 

Due to basic différences in 


plant layout, size of employment, 
construction of buildings, etc., the 
entire San Diego civil defense 
System could not be readily adopt- 
ed at Pomona, Pletcher said. 

Although the civil defense pro¬ 
gram at Pomona is still less than 
a month old, and a definite plan 
has not yet been adopted, Plet¬ 
cher believes that—as at Fort 
Worth and San Diego—guard and 
fire departments will be the 
nucléus around which the System 
is built. 


AF Officers Leave

ten different speeds ahead. 

“A short trailer is very sensi¬ 
tive when you’re backing up. A 
long one is easier because it 
swings more gradually and that 
gives you time to compensate be- 
fore you are badly off line.” 

A natjve of Arkansas, Tyler 
broke into the trucking business 
out of Little Rock. He once drove 
ail alone to San Francisco, haul- 
ing—of ail things—a load of 
antique furniture! 

After a six-year hit ch in the 
Navy, during which he saw duty 
aboard a cargo ship in the South 
Pacific, Tyler worked at the 
former Destroyer Base at San 
Diego and joined Convair in June 
of 1950.

Parakeet owners who labor to 
teach their birds to say a few 
words of English can shed a few 
tears for Snooks. 

Snooks, as a parakeet, is in a 
bad way. He has so mastered the 
language that English is about 
ail he can talk. His accomplish- 
ment is inclined to make him a 
puzzled and frustrated bird. 

Snooks is a year and a half old. 
His owners, Mr. and Mrs. Frank 
Kuhles (Kuhles is in Dept. 22-1 
at SD) estimate his English vo- 
cabulary at about 100 words. 
When he cuddles up to his mate, 
Susie, he is liable to say: 

“Hello, Snoozie! You’re a sweet 
little bird. Do you want to kiss 
me? Daddy’s little darling!” 

Meanwhile, Susie in ail likeli- 
hood is giving him a look that 
can only mean: 

“How long you been in this 


country, bub? You can’t even 
speak Parakeet! What a jerk. Go 
back to Ellis Island.” 

Snooks’ reply could easily be 
another part of his répertoire, ut- 
tered in hurt dignity: 

“Oh, you stinker!” 

Mrs. Kuhles, who shared the 
burden of language instruction, 
says she had Snooks talking in 
90 days and since then has gradu- 
ally added new words and 
phrases. It is definitely on the 
up-and-up. A Convairiety staff 
writer and photographer spent 15 
minutes alone with the bird and 
he performed without coaching. 
(The staffer can’t testify to the 
total number of words, known, 
however;) 

There is a generally accepted 
theory among parakeet fans 
that birds are less inclined to 
learn English when allowed to 
fraternize with others of their 
kind. The Kuhles are out to 


give this theory a practical 
test. 

“We feel sure that English is 
so deeply ingrained in Snooks 
that he’ll never forget it com- 
pletely, though maybe he’ll be- 
come bi-lingual!” Kuhles chuckled. 
“We are hoping that he will teach 
the other birds!” 

Incidentally, Kuhles found the 
bird a welcome diversion recently 
while confined to his home. He 
was severely shaken up and his 
feet bruised when he made a 100- 
yard dash to save his automobile. 
A runaway truck had smacked 
into the rear of his car in front 
of his home and both were in dan¬ 
ger of running down a steep in¬ 
cline when Kuhles, running over 
stones in stocking feet, managed 
to hait them. 

As for Snooks, Mrs. Kuhles 
admits that the bird “talks up a 
storm” and “can almost outtalk 
me, and that is saying a lot!” 


Designing Championship Model Planes 


Leads Pomona Man to World of Art 


Model airplane designing and 
abstract painting may be totally 
unrelated subjects to the average 
person, but to Convair Pomona’s 
Denny Davis they go together 
like ham and eggs. 

For Davis, a former San Diego 
State College art student and 
winner of a baker’s half-dozen 
national and international free 
flight model airplane titles, says 
he is now making good use of the 
expérience and ideas he acquired 
in 10 years of building prize- 
winning models by applying them 
to his paintings. 

“Things I learned while 
working with models—model 
planes, that is—such as aero- 
dynamic principles, concepts of 
configuration and a feeling for 
form, ail hâve had a strong in¬ 
fluence on my paintings,” Davis 
says. “Abstract art doesn’t 
consist of pictures of commonly 
known objects, but is more a 
représentation of the artist’s 
ideas in form and color.” 

Davis first became interested 
in model building when he was 
15, got his father interested, and 
together they opened a model 
shop in connection with his 
father’s auto repair business in 
Amarillo, Tex. Although Denny 
qualified for the national contest 
by winning in régional meets in 
1941, the family moved to San 
Diego and he wasn’t able to at¬ 
tend. His interest in model planes 
remained high throughout the 
following years, but a three-year 
hitch as an aviation machinist 
mate in the Navy kept Denny 
from active participation until 
1946, and it wasn’t until the fol¬ 
lowing year that he finally came 
into his own as a modeler. 

Oddly enough his father, 
Frank A. Davis (formerly with 
Convair SD) won an international 
free flight title before Denny hit 
his stride. 

Once started, however, Denny 


made up for lost time. He won to 1949—Denny was enrolled as 


second place in the national meet 
in 1947, but his planes were worn 
out by the time he reached the 
international contest. 

The following year he won two 
first places at the national—and 
received nation-wide publicity 
when his plane became the first 
free flight model ever to carry 
U. S. mail—and a first place at 
the international. A manufacturer 
adapted his prize-winning plane, 
which he designed and built him- 
self, to kit form that year, and 
the kits are still available in 
practically every model store in 
the country. 

In 1949 he won a national and 
two international titles, and set 
a world free flight record for 
model planes. A national maga¬ 
zine featured the plans and de¬ 
sign of his now-famous plane. 
The following year he again won 
the national, but was disqualified 
at the international by a ruling 
prohibiting anyone over 21 years 
from participating. 

During that time—from 1946 


an art student at San Diego 
State, and since 1950 his painting 
has been taking up more and 
more of his spare time. Although 
he says he is still an amateur at 
painting, his works hâve been ex- 
hibited at several places including 
the art marts in Balboa Park and 
at the San Diego County Fair, 
and he has sold several small 
pictures. 

“Now I work second shift so 
I can hâve more daylight hours 
to spend with my painting, but 
I still spend my weekends—or a 
part of them—flying models and 
helping out with model meets in 
Southern California,” Davis says. 
“At présent I’m experimenting 
with colors and new médiums— 
like mixing wax, ‘tempora’ and 
water colors.” 

At présent Davis has one burn- 
ing ambition—to visit Paris, 
France. 

“I’d like to fly a model air¬ 
plane across the Seine River, 
then sit down and paint the 
river,” he says.

Three more Convair FW em¬ 
ployées hâve “hit the jackpot” 
for sizeable Employée Suggestion 
awards as resuit of ideas recently 
approved and installed, according 
to Roy Crabtree, assistant super- 
visor of the cost réduction section. 

They are J. D. Steel, Jr., Dept. 
4, and A. C. Hicks and R. W.

Finley, both of Dept. 27. 

Steel scored on his recommen¬ 
dation for purchasing 48 by 124- 
inch Alclad sheets instead of the 
48 by 144-inch sheets as in the 
past. 

They will effect a 60 per cent 
réduction in salvage material and 
amount to a yearly savings of 
$2,695, Crabtree pointed out. For 
his idea, Steel received an ESP 
award of $100. 

Hicks’ proposai provides for a 
functional testing unit for check- 
ing thermocouples, thermal 
switches and fire detectors which 
is not only more efficient, but 
which will effect a yearly labor 
savings of $2,629. For his sug¬ 
gestion, he received an award of 
$135. 

Finley’s idea involved a révision 
of the field operations inspection 
log to condense inspection func- 
tions, Crabtree reported. 

For eliminating certain phases 
of inspection and thus reducing 
the number of individual inspec¬ 
tion stampings required to pro- 
cess an airplane through Depts. 
60, 62, 75 and 76, Finley received 
an award amounting to $185. 

The net savings on his idea for 
the first year will total $5,448.

vair’s broadeasting booth in 
Building 1 where a direct wire 
connects with the KSDO studio. 
Interviews are conducted without 
a script, though Hellyer usually 
writes out a sériés of questions 
in advance. 

“Ad libbing hasn’t gotten us 
into trouble yet, but we hâve pro- 
duced some odd tongue twisters,” 
he recalled. “Once ‘swing shift’ 
came out ‘swift shing’ and an- 
other time the listening public 
must hâve been puzzled by ‘Arto 
Ercomatic Riveter’ which should 
hâve been ‘Erco Automatic 
Riveter.’ ” 

Hellyer’s first expérience in 
radio was in the late 1930s with 
station W1XAL, a powerful 
short-wave affair in Boston. He 
was a newseaster and public rela¬ 
tions man. 

“The station reached ail over 
the world, but for some reason 
radios in New England couldn’t 
pick it up,” Hellyer said. 
“Through some freak of elec- 
tronics, however, our broadeasts 
were constantly being picked up 
by kitchen ranges here and there 
in New England. The station PR 
staff was fore ver trying to con- 
vince people their homes weren’t 
haunted ! 

“It is a relief to me to know

Boyhood Pastime Continued 
as FW Man Clowns on Stilts 


Lots of men never outgrow their boyhood hobbies. 
Some become model railroad enthusiasts. Others fly model 
airplanes. 

But J. L. Lynch of Convair FW Dept. 94 has clung to 
an unusual boyhood pastime which he’s turned into an 


avocation. 

Lynch walks on stilts. Not the 
kind that youngsters use. Those 
are waist high and can be 
manipulated with the hands. 
Lynch’s stilts are the professional 
“tall-man” stilts familiar among 
carnival people. 

The Convair man is often called 
upon to don his stilts and spec- 
tacular clown garb to “ballyhoo” 
spécial attractions such as road 
shows, night club acts, etc. 

Lynch began his hobby several 
years ago when he was with the 
Gainesville Community Circus. 

“The trapeze was my specialty 
then, but I haven’t attempted it 
for the past few years,” he re¬ 
ports. Clowning is his first love 
now. 

Lynch reports that two hours 
is the maximum time that he can 
walk around on the specially- 
made stilts, although with only 
an hour’s rest he can return for 
a second stint. The maximum he’s 
ever worn them in one day was 
five hours. 

The stilts are made of white 
pine turned on a lathe. They 
strap on below the knee and hâve 
a foot rest and a second strap 
over the instep which make them 
fit even more securely. The foot 
itself is made of rigid reinforced 
Steel. 

“Of course, you don’t hâve the 
confidence in this kind of stilt 
that you do on the longer kind,” 
he points out. 

Lynch’s greatest fear atop the 
stilts is falling through a plate 
glass window. For that reason 
he’s always careful to walk on 
the edge of the sidewalk when 
he’s near a building. 

However, in many years of 
stilt-walking, Lynch has had only 
one fall. It resulted in a sprained 
wrist and bruised knee. . 

“Walking on stilts is much the 
same as skating,” he explains. 
“You keep your weight forward 
so if you lose your balance, you’ll 
fall forward and break your fall 
with your hands. 

“If I ever did start to fall back- 
ward,” he adds, “I’d try to spin 
around before I hit the ground.” 

Lynch began stilt-walking in 
a sawdust ring at Gainesville and 
later “graduated” to hard-top 
asphalt and concrète surfaces. 
In order to mount his stilts, he 
merely climbs to a suitable 
height—sometimes the top of a 
car— and straps the stilts to his 
legs. A helping hand is always 
welcome, but he can manage alone 
when necessary. 

In making an appearance, he 
has to allow at least 30 minutes 
to get dressed and properly made 
up. Except for the grease paint, 
he’s still the same person who 
used to hobble around the block 
on home-made stilts as a young- 
ster—only now it is big time!

First Finn 340 Receives 
Impressive Welcome 


Convair SD Invited 


Convair's XC-99 Passes 


At last reports, Aero O/Y Finnish Air Lines’ first 
model 340 Convair-Liner was scheduled to go into regular 
service sometime this month. 

First flights in passenger serv¬ 


ice were to be over the Helsinki- 
Copenhagen - Dusseldorf route. 
Other model 340s later will be 
placed on the Helsinki-Stockholm 
flight, according to the Finnish 
newspaper “Helsingin Sanomat.” 

Two more Convair-Liner 
model 340s are scheduled for 
delivery to Aero O/Y during 
May. 

Reports from Convair Service 
Engineer Mel Clause, who flew 
with the plane from San Diego 
to Helsinki, make interesting and 
sometimes amusing reading, as 
well as offering sidelights to a 
delivery flight. 

“The airplane left San Diego 
Feb. 7,” Clause wrote. “On the 
flight to Kansas City the pilot’s 
C2 Gyrosyn ceased slaving until 
the Vs amp. fuse in the amplifier 
was replaced. It seems these fuses 
are rare birds. Neither TW A nor 
Braniff had any at Kansas City. 
In Detroit I toured radio and TV 
shops with no luck. Finally, Elec- 
trical Specialties indicated I could 
buy some there. Everything was 
okay except that the old fuse was 
stamped 220 volts. Ail they had 
was 125 volts. So then a télé¬ 
phonie search for the vendor’s 
représentative started. After sev- 
eral fruitless calls, I got a lead.” 

Eventually located, the repré¬ 
sentative indicated he saw no rea- 
son for the 220 volt rating and

so “end of Vs amp. little fuse 
Slo-blo fuse incident.” 

At Gander (Newfoundland), 
Clause added a joking paragraph 
to his report: “When we got $1 
Canadian for $1.04 U.S., the Finns 
cast sly looks at me and I kept 
trying to remember some article 
I once read which explained this 
condition as not really meaning 
much, but couldn’t, and so I main- 
tained a tight-lipped silence with 
a slight air of aloofness during 
the money exchanging ordeal....” 

Back to the technical side, 
Clause reported: “Another dis- 
crepancy that occurred was in the 
habit of the left fuel quantity 
gauge in running to zéro when- 
ever the airplane was on the 
ground. As yet we hâve not been 
able to check it. But wherever 
the ‘démon’ lives, it must be able 
to tell when the airplane is in 
flight as the gauge Works per- 
fectly when the ship is off the 
ground. At Malmi we will be able 
to perforai an ‘exorcism.’ ” 

Nearing Finland, Clause report¬ 
ed that “a radio broadeast was 
picked up saying we would land 
at Helsinki at 20:45 (8:45 p.m.) 
and ‘landing at Helsinki’ was in- 
deed at 20:45, which made a big 
impression on the awaiting popu¬ 
lace. 

“Cooperating beautifully, con- 
vincing evidence of Yankee in- 
genuity—the main entrance door 
opened and the stairway extended 
smoothly. With ail eyes focused 
on the door, its importance 
seemed magnified. Any malfunc- 
tioning would hâve been like a 
ballet dancer falling fiat after a 
superb performance. . . . 

“Ail four Helsinki papers fea- 
tured the ‘on the minute’ arrivai 
with front page spreads. . . .” 

At Malmi airport (where Aero 
O/Y shops are located), Clause 
reported that the hangar door 
was not great enough to clear the 
model 340 tail, and so “a German 
war surplus bomb hoist was con- 
verted into a nose wheel dolly, 
thus lowering the tail. Quite 
clever. . . . 

“Last Friday at Malmi I ate my 
piiraka (méat pie) alongside the 
Aeroflot (Russian) pilots while 
they enjoyed soda pop. . . . 

“I live at the Vaakuna Hôtel 
in Helsinki. The harbor is frozen 
and we hâve about two feet of 
snow. It is very nice with radio 
in the room. Excellent classical 
programs from Moscow and pop- 
ular songs from Sweden (T’d 
Hâve Baked a Cake’ and ‘High 
Noon’).”

The new Knapplee Heat Treat 
Furnace is the first of its kind 
at FW and incorporâtes several 
new features in métal heat treat- 
ment, according to E. G. Hender- 
son, general foreman in Dept. 
31-1. 

The unit is electrically heated 
and does away with the old type 
of liquid sait bath solution treat- 
ment. 

The 22-foot unit can take loads 
of métal 21 feet long, eight feet 
high and five feet wide up to as 
high as 1,000 degrees Fahrenheit 
in a matter of minutes.

Now in its fourth year of Air 
Force operation, the XC-99 has 
flown more than a quarter-million 
miles and carried millions of 
pounds of priority military cargo 
at ton-mile costs as low as 11 
cents, according to official rec¬ 
ords. 

In a message to Convair Presi¬ 
dent Joseph T. McNarney, Maj. 
Gen. Cléments McMullen, com- 
manding SAAMA, termed the 
XC-99’s achievements as “a mile¬ 
stone in the development of air¬ 
craft” which “reflects great crédit 
on Convair planning, design and 
production.” 

Currently, the XC-99 makes 
two round trips weekly to Mc¬ 
Clellan AFB, Sacramento, Calif., 
from San Antonio, carrying an 


“Of course, we can not say for 
sure just what the unit will do 
for us, since it has been in opera¬ 
tion for only a few days,” Hen- 
derson says. “However, the very 
nature of the new unit leads us 
to believe that it will be a boon 
to our heat treat operation.” 


The XC-99 is a long-range 
troop-cargo version of the Con¬ 
vair B-36 intercontinental bomb¬ 
er. It has two decks, is 182 feet 
six inches long (almost 20 feet 
longer than a B-36), has a wing 
span of 230 feet and is 57 feet 
10 inches high at the tip of its 
vertical fin. Range is 8,000 miles, 
top speed 300 mph, service ceil- 
ing 30,000 feet, crew of five. 

The great ship has broken al¬ 
most ail known air cargo-carrying 
records. In 1950 the plane car¬ 
ried a useful load of 101,266 
pounds from San Diego to Kelly 
AFB and at another time lifted 
a payload of 104,000 from an 
airport at 5,000 feet élévation. 
Both are world records. 

SD Son to Graduate

New Type Heat Treat Furnace 
Installée! For Convair Fort Worth 


A hydraulic lift hoists the ma- 
terial from the ground level into 
the oven. The oven doors close 
and the température is quickly 
raised to the required level. 

Once the heat treatment is 
completed, the doors are opened, 
the lift lowers the parts into the 
quenching vat in a minimum of 
eight seconds from the time the 
button is pushed for unloading.

In the near future posters on 
security will be extensively cir- 
culated throughout the plants and 
a cartoon handbook will be issued 
to ail security manual holders, 
repeating important security fea- 
tures in brief, Merritt said. 



TOP SECRET material is always 
stored in fireproof safes or vaults 
with combinations of not less than 
three tumblers. 

SECRET material is stored the 
same as TOP SECRET or can be 
kept in Steel file cabinets secured by 
Steel bar and padlock of three-posi- 
tion combination dial type from which 
manufacturées number has been ob- 
literated. 

CONFIDENTIAL material is stored 
same as TOP SECRET or SECRET. 

RESTRICTED material is stored 
same as above or in locked rooms, 
locked file cabinets or locked desk 
drawers. 

RESTRICTED and CONFIDENTIAL 
material which is to be destroyed may 
be placed in burn barrels; but 
SECRET material must be handed to 
burn messenger and receipt obtained.

Bloodmobile Visit to SD Boosts 
Crédit at Bank For Convair 


Volunteers from Buildings 2 
and 3 at Convair San Diego re- 
cently contributed 288 pints of 
blood during a regular visit of 
the bloodmobile. 

Half of the amount went direct 
to the armed services. The other 
half was credited to an account 
at the San Diego Blood Bank 
which is available to Convair 
people in need. 

A total of 560 volunteered, or 
about 18 per cent of the total 
“population” of the departments 
involved. The rate of those who 
failed to appear and the rejection 
rate was about the. same as in 
past visits. 

Though not up to capacity, the 
crédit at the Blood Bank con¬ 
tinues to be sufficient to meet 


demands. The blood committee 
(a joint group of Union and 
company représentatives) recent- 
ly released a letter from L. V. 
Dodson of Dept. 101 which is 
typical of the reaction from Con¬ 
vair people who hâve benefited 
from the crédit: 

“I want to thank you very 
kindly for the donation of 16 
pints of blood given me during 
my recent illness. 

“It is such oustanding serv¬ 
ice and forethought (that) in¬ 
spires loyalty and on the job 
performance. ...” 

Because of the impending visits 
of mobile chest X-ray unitë dur¬ 
ing May, the bloodmobile visits 
for that month havë been post- 
poned at San Diego. 


Once And For Ail 

Despite repeated explanations both in and out of Convairiety, 
misunderstandings continue to exist relative to what happens to 
blood donated during visits of the bloodmobile to Convair San 
Diego. This is the arrangement, in brief: 

Half of the blood goes to the armed services. Half goes to the 
San Diego Blood Bank where it is credited to a Convair account. 

The Convair blood crédit is supervised by a joint committee of 
Union, Management Club and company members. Convair peo¬ 
ple may draw upon this crédit for themselves or dependents. (As 
many as 15 pints hâve been released to a single individual in 
need.) 

HOWEVER, althoug.fi the blood itself released from the crédit 
is free, the Blood Bank makes a service charge of $7.50 a pint. 
This is to meet the costs of operating the bank, for processing 
the blood etc. and paying the salaries of the staff and rent for 
quarters. The bank is non-profit, but it still must pay its bills and 
it must pay in money. 

For those who cannot call upon such a crédit as Convair's, the charge is 
$25 a pint plus the $7.50 service charge, or a $32.50 total. 

Although the Blood Bank discourages the practice, in some cases the bank 
has considered accepting two pints of blood for one issued and waived the 
service charge. This, however, is an arrangement between the individual and 
the bank and one in which the Convair committee will not enter. 

So far as the Convair program is concerned, the committee considers it 
sufficient to release the blood itself without charge (thus saving Convair 
people in need $25 a pînt) and leaving the $7.50 service charge up to the 
individual.

First ot New D Model T-29 Trainers 
Taking Shape at SD - - on Schedule 


The first of a new line of T-29 trainers for the Air Force was taking shape this 
week at San Diego and is scheduled to go to Final Assembly before the end of this 
month. 

It is the T-29 D which follows the widely known models B and C. Exterior of the 
D model looks much the same as previous T-29s except for the absence of astrodomes. 


“But on the inside she’s a dif¬ 
ferent airplane!” was how Har¬ 
vey Ellsworth, recently named 
Project administrator called it. 

While the model C differed 
from the model B primarily in 


One of C'onvair San Diego’s 
“youngest” departments — which 
also is one of the division^ small- 
est—soon will observe its second 
birthday unabashed by the fact 
that âge has brought maturity 
but little physical growth. 

The department is Estimating 
(Dept. 9-5) formed back in 1951 
with the task of improving the 
accuracy of forecasting the costs 
of Convair projects under con¬ 
sidération. The department is 
unique in at least two ways: 

If called upon, the depart¬ 
ment has ail the talents neces- 
sary to design, tool up for, 
manufacture and fly away an 
airplane. 

More than any other group 
at Convair SD — except for 
Master Planning and select 
groups in engineering—this de¬ 
partment works far into the 
future, sometimes a decade 
ahead of the rest of Convair. 

“Projects that might seem like 
‘dreams’ to others become con¬ 
crète reality to us,” R. C. Peder- 
son, manager of Estimating, said, 
“even though our working tools 
frequently are such abstract fig¬ 
ures as the number of people we 
expect to be employed in engi¬ 
neering, the price of raw mate- 
rials, or the cost of labor eight 
or ten years from now. 

“Requirements for working in 
our department include a good 


power plant and the addition of 
a new interphone System, the D 
involves an entirely new interior 
configuration. This is due chiefly 
to the installation of new and 


sense of humor, an ability to 
work under pressure, and an inti- 
mate knowledge of production 
methods and procedures. An abil¬ 
ity to read the future is also 
helpful,” he added. 

Although still “young” as a 
working team, the 10 individual 
men of the department hâve an 
average of almost 12 years with 
the company. Ail nine of the 
“charter members” are still with 
the department, and there has 
been only one addition. Combined, 
the men represent expérience in 
almost ail fields of aircraft manu¬ 
facture. These include design and 
liaison engineering, experimental 
factory, tooling, production, indus¬ 
trial engineering, flight (both 
piloting and navigation), manu- 
facturing control, electronics, in¬ 
spection, contracts, budgets, ac- 
counting and service. 

“This expérience is especially 
helpful, since we deal almost en¬ 
tirely in unknown factors in the 
future,” Pederson continued. 
“And since the profit or loss of 
any of the company’s programs 
in the future dépends to a certain 
extent on the accuracy of our es¬ 
timâtes, we constantly ‘hâve our 
necks out.’ That’s where expéri¬ 
ence pays off. 

“In fact, our unofficial depart- 
mental motto is: ‘Behold the 
turtle. He makes no progress 
without extending his neck.’ ” 


improved bombardier training 
equipment. 

“Requirements of the new Sys¬ 
tem made it necessary to change 
the interior stations and this in- 
volved modifications in flooring,

No small amount of the crédit 
for the accomplishment was 
traced to the high point of co¬ 
operative effort reached between 
Engineering and Dept. 350 
(Proofing and Mockup). As they 
hâve on previous T-29 models, 
engineers worked hand in glove 
with those actually constructing 
the T-29D mockup. Further, 
Dept. 350 not only built the 
mockup but also is producing 
many of the first production 
parts for the new interior con¬ 
figuration. 

As an example, two weeks ago 
Dept. 350 completed the first pro¬ 
duction “master station console,” 
a 650-pound assembly which is 
the heart of the new bombardier 
training unit. The department 
will build three more, gradually 
turning over the job (and know- 
how) to regular production peo¬ 
ple. 

Assignment of early production 
work to Dept. 350 is one of the 
ways developed to avoid delays 
encountered in the past. Rather 
than releasing final design before 
completely proofed on the mock¬ 
up, the design now is withheld 
until engineers are completely 
satisfied. So that there will be 
no delay, however, Dept. 350 
turns out the first few production 
items to take up the slack while 
regular production is getting 
under way. 

“No particular department 
can claim exclusive crédit for 
this development,” Factory 
Manager W. L. Young contrib- 
uted. “Actually, it is one part 
of a much larger development 
which has gained récognition 
of recent months. This is the 
field of bringing engineering 
people and production people 
doser and doser together, both 
in planning and in actual pro¬ 
duction.” 

Commenting specifically on the 
T-29 project, N. W. Bouley, as¬ 
sistant SD chief engineer, recent¬ 
ly called attention to the increas- 
ing benefits of intensified fac- 
tory-engineering liaison and add¬ 
ed that the System of completing 
mockup before the final design

Reed Recalls College Venture 
Involving Trans-U. S. Glider 


A college boy who in 1929 was 
building the first glider ever to 
span the nation probably had 
little idea that he would some day 
direct the work of thousands now 
building the worîd’s largest 
bomber—the B-36. 

But he does. He’s B. G. Reed, 
Convair FW assistant division 
manager—operations. 

ITe also is the possessor of the 
seventeenth glider pilot’s license 
ever issued in the U. S. It’s 
signed by Orville Wright, one of 
the two brothers 
responsible for 
the first suc- 
cessful powered 
flight 50 years 
ago. f 

Reed in 1929 
was an aeronau- 
tical -mechanical 
engineering stu- 
dent at the 
University of 
Michigan. H e

was also one of the most ardent 
supporters of the university’s 
glider club, one of the first such 
clubs organized in this country. 

“Before long, a couple of 
friends and I started drawing up 
our own designs for gliders,” 
Reed recalls. “Then we got the 
idea to build gliders on a part- 
time basis to help pay our col¬ 
lege expenses.” 

Optimistic in spite of the times, 
Reed and his friends, the Frank¬ 
lin Brothers, were . granted per¬ 
mission to use the facilities at the 
university and went to work. 

“Our first ships were trainers, 
built entirely of wood,” Reed 
says. “Actually, they were just 
keels with seats.” 

In later models, the youths sub- 
stituted steel tubing and covered 
the gliders with regular aircraft 
linen. Known as Franklin Sec- 
ondaries, they weighed about 235 
pounds, had a 36-foot wing span, 
a single landing wheel and one 
seat. 

However, it was still a later 
design with a 50-foot wing span 
that was to bring them national 
récognition by being the first 
glider to be towed across country. 

Known as the Eaglet and pilot- 
ed on the historical flight by 
Frank Hawks, the glider is now 
on permanent display in the 
Smithsonian Institution. 

“Hawks had originally planned 
to fly the glider that we had used 
on a démonstration tour through- 


out the East the summer before,” 
Reed recalls. “However, the day 
it was to be delivered the pilot 
crashed into a tree while giving 
Hawks a démonstration so he 
bought the Eaglet instead.” 

Reed and his associâtes re- 
ceived from $600 to $700 for their 
gliders. Among the customers 
was the U. S. Navy, which bought 
two or three of them. But for 
the most part, they went to glider 
clubs. This proved to be the com- 
pany’s downfall. Too often, after 
a sale was made on the strength 
of a down payment, the glider 
would be cracked up and the rest 
of the payments were hard to 
collect. 

The collegians manufactured 
and sold 40 gliders before the 
company finally folded. 

Reed recalls the various meth¬ 
ods used to launch gliders back 
in those days. If there was a cliff 
in the vicinity, the glider was 
literally catapulted into space to 
soar around for awhile—if the 
winds were right—or glide gently 
to earth. 

Another method was to attach 
the glider to a car with a rope 
or cable a few hundred feet long. 
As the car was speeded up, the 
glider rose like a kite and then 
was disengaged. 

“We could reach 1,000 feet in 
trainers this way,” Reed explains. 
“Incidentally, we soon taught 
ourselves to launch gliders from 
ice by the tow methods.” 

Later, high-speed winches were 
substituted for the moving car.

Schedules for airlines generally will 
conform to Daylight Saving times in areas where this is ob- 
served. However, in cities that do not hâve Daylight Saving, the 
schedules will be on standard time for that locality.

Two Blues , Two Reds 

First Time Out, Pigeon Hobbyist 
Scores With Fancy Show Birds 

Four entries—four winners. 

That’s the unusual record of pigeon fancier Hubert 
Goodspeed, Dept. 31 at Convair FW, during the South- 
western Exposition and Fat Stock Show at Fort Worth. 


The show marked the first 
time Goodspeed had ever entered 
his fancy pigeons. It paid off in 
the form of two ribbons for first 
place and two for second place. 

Goodspeed, who readily admits 
that he’s strictly an amateur at 
the art of raising fancy pigeons, 
now boasts a flock of eight pairs 
of show birds and about 40 hom- 
ing type birds. 

He started his fancy pigeon 
fl^ek with a single pair and has 
hatched the additional birds over 
a period of a little more than a 
year. The four winners were off- 
springs of his original purchase. 

The pigeons are housed in a 
neat pen behind the Goodspeed 
home and are tended each day by 
Goodspeed and his wife Mary. 
The Goodspeeds’ daughter, three- 
year-old Retha Lynn, is becom- 
ing a bird lover and follows her 
parents as they go about their 
work with their hobby. 

One pair of the fancy pigeons 
are personal property of Retha 
Lynn and she can pick them out 
proudly from the flock. 

The two types of pigeons are 
kept separately and the fancy 
pigeons are never allowed to fly. 
They occupy individual roosts and 
remain pretty much together with 
their mates. 

Goodspeed feeds the birds 
mixed grain and keeps the pens 
almost spotless. 

Following his triumph in the 
Fat Stock Show, Goodspeed is 
now eyeing the State Fair of 
Texas and a chance to enter his 
flock against some of the best 
birds in the Southwest. 

A large flock of about 40 hom- 
ing pigeons flying around his 
neighborhood is a common sight 
for Goodspeed. He turns his 


larger flock out once a day and 
allows them to fly for about an 
hour. The homers circle around 
the area and then corne to roost 
in their own pens. 

The commercial market? 

Goodspeed was offered $25 for 
a pair at the Stock Show and 
wouldn’t sell. He admitted that 
was because of sentimental at- 
tachment. Now, however, he’s 
considering selling off some of 
his birds. 


The smaller they are, the more 
they are worth! 

That’s what Convair FW’s Guy 
Nesbitt says about the Shetland 
ponies he raises. 

Nesbitt, a Dept. 25 foreman at 
FW, points out that size is one 
of the most important factors in 
determining the selling price for 
a Shetland. When the size goes 
down, the prices go up. 

“There is a much higher de- 
mand for smaller ponies, so natu- 
rally they command a higher 
price on the market,” Nesbitt 
says. “Color and conformation of 
body parts are other price deter¬ 
mining factors.” 

Most Shetlands range in height 
from 34 to 46 inches. Anything 
above 46 inches high is out of 
the Shetland class. 

Although they are only a por¬ 
tion of the size of ordinary 
horses, Shetlands conform to 
characteristics of their larger 
brethren. But on the price block 
the Shetlands lord it over their 
bigger counter parts. Average

information. He has just com¬ 
pleted a 15-day trip which took 
him almost to the southem bor¬ 
der of Mexico.

We wouldn’t 
hâve minded that, except that a 
relacement cost 290 pesos (about 
$35).” 

Although he is no stranger in 
Mexico—two years ago he made 
an “impossible” overland trip 
down Baja California to La Paz 
—this was the most extensive 
journey Rinker ever attempted in 
the country. He had been plan¬ 
ning the trip for several years, 
and even studied Spanish in night 
school in préparation. 

“We were primarily interested 
in photographing Mexican peo- 
ple, and from that angle the trip 
was successful. I managed to get 
several hundred color shots, rep 
resenting most phases of Mexican

Southernmost 
point reached on the trip was 
Oaxaca, only 300 miles from 
Mexico’s southem border. The 
return trip followed generally 
the Mexican west coast, and they 
re-entered the U. S. at Nogales, 
Ariz., and arrived home March 
28. 

“We had only one bit of excite- 
ment on the entire trip,” Rinker 
recalled. “As we pulled into a 
small village south of Mexico 
City, the entire male population 
surrounded our car—and just 
stood there, scowling. 

“At first we didn’t know what 
to think. Then we discovered that 
the governor was scheduled to 
visit the village and the crowd 
thought we might hâve informa¬ 
tion about him. The same thing 
happened at the next village but 
we were prepared.”

Softball Team Managers Summoned af SD 
For Meeting Tomorrow to Plan League 
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Even Through Smoke Glasses, Atom 
Blast Blinds FW Man For Instant 


An atomic explosion is difficult 
to describe except to say it’s awe- 
some—and makes man seem com- 
pletely insignificant! 

That was the way C. E. Doer¬ 
ing, Convair FW Civil Defense 
Coordinator, described the March 
17 atomic bomb explosion he wit- 
nessed at Yucca Fiat, Nev. 

Doering was one of 500 civilian 
observers présent for the first 
time to see an atom blast. He 
came away from the site 
thoroughly convinced of the im¬ 
portance of Convair’s civil de¬ 
fense effort. 

Doering will not soon forget 
that chilly March morning when 
he stood on Nob Hill, about five 
miles from the target area. 

“I had on two pairs of trousers, 
a wool shirt, coat and top coat, 
and still I was shivering,” he re- 
calls. 

When the sun came up about 
two hours later, it was hard to 
tell if the warmth was still Corn¬ 
ing from the bombed area or 
from the sunshine, he added. 

Ail spectators were issued 
smoked glasses prior to the ex¬ 
plosion. Their instructions were 
to wait for a signal to be given 
five seconds after the blast before 
looking directly at the target 
area. 

“My glasses were so dark I 
couldn’t even see the headlights 
of a car,” Doering continued. 
“I was afraid I wouldn’t be able 
to see anything at ail with them 
on, so when the bomb went off

I looked in that direction for a 
split second. 

“The flash was so brilliant that 
I was temporarily blinded. How- 
ever, in a few seconds I could see 
the bail of fire. It grew bigger 
and bigger and finally spewed 
into a purplish cloud that 
changed from one color to an- 
other as it churned upward.” 


Immediately afterward Doering 
and the other spectators braced 
for the shattering shock wave 
which followed the explosion. 

“Earlier we were told that we 
might get to examine the cars 
and mannequins and houses which 
were placed within the bombed 
area. 

“Officiais found the area was 
too ‘hot’ to get that close,” Doer¬ 
ing explained, “but we did get 
within a quarter of a mile of the 
house that was farthest from the 
blast, and three-fourths of a mile 
from the house that was de- 
molished. 

“That was on Tuesday after- 
noon. The next day we expected 
to make a doser examination, but 
the area was even hotter then 
because so much radio-active dust 
had settled back down. 

“Although we didn’t get to in- 
spect the areas, we still got a 
first-hand knowledge of the ef- 
fects of an atom bomb,” Doering 
declared. “It was everything we 
expected it to be and a great deal 


Stiïf Tests Disclose 
Turboliner Benefits 
In Speed, Economy 

The Convair Turboliner, a model 240 powered by two 
Allison T-38 turboprop engines, is making a name for 
itself in both speed and economy. 

Aviation Daily 


American Aviation Daily re- 
cently quoted E. B. Newill, vice- 
president of General Motors and 
general manager of Allison Divi¬ 
sion, as saying that the Turbo¬ 
liner is not only considerably 
faster than today’s commercial 
airliners but also affords a réduc¬ 
tion in fuel costs. 

Describing a routine flight, 
Indianapolis to Chicago, Newill 
was quoted as reporting a 16 per 
cent réduction in travel time and 
fuel cost savings of more than 
25 per cent. On the same flight, 
takeoff was accomplished in 2,000 
feet of runway. Rate of climb 
was 2,500 feet per minute at 200 
mph. At 6,000 feet the Turbo¬ 
liner cruised at 300 mph with 
80 per cent power. Flight time 
for the distance was 38.5 minutes 
compared to the standard 46 min¬ 


utes. Saving in fuel costs was 
calculated at 50 to 65 per cent of 
standard due to the fact that the 
T-38 burns cheaper kerosene 
which costs 30 to 50 per cent less 
than high octane. 

The Turboliner can climb to 
cruising altitude 75 per cent 
faster than présent commercial 
types and can cruise 56 mph 
faster, Newill was quoted as say¬ 
ing. 

Regarding reliability, attention 
was called to a two and a hall 
day period in which the Turbo¬ 
liner flew 27 scheduled flights 
and was never more than ten 
minutes off schedule. Currently, 
the ship is in regular use trans- 
porting company officiais, indi- 
cating that it is now well beyond 
the experimental stage. 


Speed Record to Hawaii 
Claimed For HAL 340 


Hawaiian Air Lines' third Convair-Liner model 340 
last month set what is believed to be a new speed record 
for a commercial twin-engine flight from San Francisco 
to Honolulu. 


Flying at 10,000 feet altitude 
with a true air speed of about 
250 miles per hour, the plane 
completed the flight of 2,410 
statute miles in nine hours and 
46 minutes, landing at Honolulu 
International Airport one minute 
ahead of the estimated time of 
arrivai. 

At the Controls during the 
flight were HAL pilot Bud Mur¬ 
ray and Convair SD’s W. D. 
(Bill) Carrier Jr. United Air 
Lines’ chief check navigator 
George Stanton assisted with 
navigation and operation of a 
Loran set borrowed from UAL 
as a navigation aid. Also aboard 
as passengers were Vice-Presi¬ 
dent and Mrs. Ford Studebaker 
of HAL. 

“The flight was very routine 
and the airplane functioned per- 
fectly throughout the trip,” Car¬ 
rier said last week. “Although 
we had tail winds in some areas 
and head winds in others, the 
‘wind component’ for the trip was 
zéro. In other words, we were 
neither helped nor hindered by 
the wind, which means that the 
flight time was a true reflection 
of the performance of the plane.” 

(Another 340 delivery flight to 
Hawaii was successfully com¬ 
pleted last Friday but failed to 
better the existing time record.) 

By way of comparison, Carrier 
pointed out that on the same day, 


with the same flying conditions, 
a Boeing Stratocruiser made the 
flight in nine hours and 38 min¬ 
utes and a Douglas DC-6 flew the 
route in nine hours and 35 min¬ 
utes—eight and 11 minutes re- 
spectively less than the 340’s 
time. Both are four-engine 
planes. 

“We also shaved better than an 
hour from the time of the second 
HAL 340 flight from the Main- 
land to Honolulu last December,” 
Carrier said. “That trip required 
10 hours and 51 minutes.” 

The plane left San Diego at 
3:02 p.m., March 19, and landed 
in San Francisco exactly two 
hours and 20 minutes later. The 
plane was serviced there and the 
Loran was installed, and the take¬ 
off for Honolulu was at 8:15 
a.m., March 21. Landing was at 
4:01 p.m. Honolulu time (6:01 
p.m. San Diego time). 

Although 380-gallon auxiliary 
fuel tanks were installed in the 
cabin for the trip—the same Con- 
vair-designed tanks used in the 
first flight—the ship landed with 
a full surplus of more than 380 
gallons. 

Carrier was also scheduled to 
assist with the delivery of HAL’s 
fourth 340 late last week. HAL 
has ordered six 340s, with the 
fifth airplane scheduled for de¬ 
livery early in May and the sixth 
some time this summer.

'Once Over Lightly' With 
Gieger Counter Reveals 
SD's Condition Normal' 



Convair San Diego’s “puise” was taken for radioactivity 
last week and the patient’s condition was “normal.” 

Partly a drill and partly to chart any variations 
throughout the plants, members of the SD Civil Defense 
radiation teams gave the division a once over lightly with 
Geiger counters. 


Methodically taking readings 
at various points in different 
buildings, team members re-1 
ported their findings by portable 
radio to guard headquarters. At 
headquarters, Coordinator L. A. 
Howard kept track of the results. I 

“Generally, the readings ran 1 
about as we expected,” Howard 
reported. “Most of them ran 
from .02 to .04 ‘milliroentgen’ of 
nuclear radiation per hour. This 
is about what you would find 
anywhere in your own home.” 

One of the monitors, John Kope 
of Dept. 6, ran into some higher 
readings in Building 5, however, 
particularly when he got close to 
instrument panels that had a 
concentration of luminous dials. 

“The n e e d 1 e really jumps 
then!” he reported. “That’s be- 
cause the Geiger counter is so 
sensitive. The higher reading 
doesn’t mean a thing in terms of 
harmful radiation. The counter 
will do the same thing up against 
a luminous wrist watch.” 

Dr. H. F. Dunholter, chief of 
thermodynamics at SD and head 
of the Convair SD Radiological 
Defense Board, explained that 
everyone in the wozdd is exposed 
to a certain amount of radiation 
at ail times. Part stems from 
radioactive minerais in the earth 
and part from cosmic rays. In 
some parts of the country, par¬ 
ticularly those in high altitudes, 
normal radiation is much greater.

“Our Civil Defense organiza- 
tion is set up at San Diego to 
provide us with quick information 
as to the degree of contamination 
in different areas in the event 
of an atomic explosion, 1 ” Dr. Dun¬ 
holter said. 

“For example, there would be 
some areas much more radioac¬ 
tive than others. It would be 
important for us to hâve these 
areas charted accurately and 
quickly. With this data we wojuld 
be able to inform rescue teams 
or fire fighters how long they 
could safely remain in a given 
area. 

“The length of exposure to 
radiation is in many cases as 
important as the degree of radio¬ 
activity itself. Important, that is, 
in determining safe conditions. 
Individuals can be exposed to 
comparatively high radiation for 
brief lengths of time without ill 
effect. The same levels experi- 
enced over an extended period 
would be harmful.”

First Philippines Convair Sets New 
Speed Record Soon After Arrivai 


Less than a week after its arrivai in the Philippines, the first Convair-Liner to fly 
across the Pacific had set a new speed record. 

The Philippine Air Lines’ model 340, while on its first flight from Manila to Zambo- 
anga in the Southern Philippines, covered the 540 miles in two hours, 18 minutes, clip- 
ping more than an hour off the previous mark for two-engine aircraft ! 


Describing the comfortable 
flight, the Manila Evening News 
remarked that aboard the model 
340 “there is no pricking sensa¬ 
tion in the ears . . . take-off and 
landing are very smooth . , .” 

There were 48 aboard on the 
retum to Manila, five crew mem¬ 
bers, nine press représentatives, 
three from P.A.L. and 31 pas- 
sengers. 

The first of six model 340s 
for P.A.L. left San Diego March 
27, paused in San Francisco for 
the installation of extra fuel 
tanks, then made the 7,951 mile 
flight via Honolulu, Wake Island 
and Guam. Flying hours totaled 
33% according to W. H. Cassel- 
berry, Convair service engineer 
who was on board. He is assigned 
to P.A.L. 

In the crowd to meet the plane 
at Manila Monday, April 4, were 
two Convair men, John Crenshaw 
and M. R. Addis, both service

engineers who had arrived a week 
before to set up a training pro¬ 
gram for P.A.L. maintenance per¬ 
sonnel at the company’s main 
overhaul base, Nichols Field, 
Manila.

Evidently, Convair’s in-the- 
field training program made a 
deep impression on personnel 
of Philippine Air Lines.

ers in the plane’s emergency 
equipment, procedures, etc. For 
the first time they put to use 
new lightweight training mock- 
ups made specially for overseas 
work. 

“I found them even better than 
the heavier types we hâve used 
in the states,” Addis said. “They 
are made of light plywood and 
weigh only a comparatively few 
pounds. The particular set that 
we used was shipped on to Italy 
for E. J. Griffin (another Convair 


service enigneer) to train air line 
personnel there. 

Both Addis and Crenshaw were 
enthusiastic in their praise for 
Philippine Air Lines’ efficiency 
and for the brightness and gen- 
erous hospitality of P.A.L. per¬ 
sonnel. 

“Our students were exceeding- 
ly quick to leam. The lowest 
grade in my class was 83. That 
sets a record, in my expérience,” 
Addis said. “And talk about hos¬ 
pitality! We were entertained at 
the homes of various pilots and 
the food was excellent. Imagine 
fish better than albacore and 
whole roast suckling pig!” 

Addis reported that there are 
still évidences of the war at 
Manila. From the air there are 
many sunken ships still visible 
beneath the surface. 

P.A.L. pilots sometimes get 
some unusual assignments that 
rarely, if ever, confront a pilot 
on an airline in the states, Addis 
reported. 

“For example, because there 
still are Huks (guérillas) active 
in some areas, there are times 
when the only way to safely de- 
liver important cargoes is by air 
drop. 

“At least one such drop took 
place while I was in the Philip¬ 
pines. The time of departure and 
destination were closely guarded 
secrets. The cargo was a payroll 
for a mine in the interior. The 
P.A.L. pilots made the flight and 
retumed successfully but it was 
an exciting trip. They had to fly 
up narrow canyons beneath heavy 
weather, buzz the area to be sure 
there were no Huks near, then 
make the drop about 75 feet off 
the deck! 

“That will give you a faint 
idea of how good those P.A.L. 
pilots are!”

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Women Drivers No Menace at FW 
As Pair of Vétérans Testify

Miniature of Model 340 
Expected to Fly 80 Mph. 


A miniature Convair-Liner 
model 340, exactly one-twentieth 
of the size of the régulation air- 
plane, had completed taxi tests 
last week and was awaiting its 
trial flight. 

Built by Walter Hardy of Dept. 
27 at San Diego, the flying model 
is powered by two gasoline en- 
gines of three-quarter horsepower 
each, matched to produce 17,000 
RPM. Air speed is expected to 
be about 80 miles an hour. 

“I am hoping soon to arrange 
for a free flight of 100 miles or 
more,” Hardy said last week. “As 
far as I know, the best ever at- 
tained before this was five miles. 
For the free flight, I will install 
radio equipment and the model’s 
flight ydll be directed by remote 
control from an accompanying 
airplane.” 

Hardy said that he expects 
this flight will be made over the 
Impérial Valley. 

Building the model extended 
over four months and required 


1200 hours. The spars are of 
spruce and the rest of the plane 
balsa wood, though there are 
many examples of clever inven¬ 
tion. For example, Indian beads 
were used as rollers for the flaps 
which closely follow the real 
model 340. Power to operate 
them in flight is supplied by a 
tiny electric motor. The same 
System Controls the stabilizer. 

Other features include land- 
ing gear that retracts and spring 
loaded doors that slip into place, 
maintaining the wing and fuse¬ 
lage pattern. It is equipped with 
navigation lights outside, a light 
in the fuselage and another in 
the pilot’s compartment. (Inci- 
dentally, pilot and co-pilot are re- 
presented by dolls in United Air 
Lines uniforms! 

The three-bladed propellers are 
fashioned from hardwood and 
laminated plywod. So well bal- 
anced are they that on a test 
stand a feather will easily turn 
them!

Skills Pooled 
To Build Car 

Five Convair San Diego men 
this week directed admiring 
glances at a novel new sports 
car, glances as warm and ap- 
proving as any mother ever re- 
served for a first born. 

At the same time, the car was 
earning some admiring attention 
from the casual public too. 

The machine is called a “Sport- 
star,” featuring a fibre glass and 
plastic body (which weighs only 
about 105 pounds), built around 
the revised frame and engine of 
a Crosley Hot Shot. It is the 
brainchild as well as the product 
of Ralph Norris, Marion Martin, 
Thomas Fago, Dean Patterson 
and Arthur Anderson, Dept. 31 
and 6 at SD. The five combined 
their varied talents, from plaster 
pattern making to mechanics and 
designing, applying many of the 
principles that in daytime they 
apply to experimental airplanes. 

“Heaven only knows how much 
the project would cost if we ail 
charged for our time,” Norris 
commented. “We put out $1,000 
in materials alone. However, now 
that we hâve the plaster mould, 
etc., any subséquent bodies will 
be much simpler to build.” 

Norris believes this is the first 
firbre glass auto body ever built 
in San Diego. 

Started last July after a casual 
suggestion that fired their imag¬ 
inations, construction didn’t begin 
until last fall, centering in Non- 
ns’ garage at his home between 
Pacific Beach and La Jolla. While 
Anderson, a sports car fan him- 
self, created the style of the 
body, Fago and Patterson were 
planning the mechanical changes 
and Norris was building up the 
plaster mould. (It was Patter- 
son’s Crosley, cracked up in a 
race, that was used to start with, 
though it’s greatly altered now. 
The front end was widened six 
inches, the engine moved back 
and lowered to give a better cen- 
ter of gravity, and a four speed 
transmission installed.) 

“The body itself was built lit¬ 
erally with a paint brush,” Norris 
continued. “It’s the same tech¬ 
nique Convair uses in plastic tool- 
ing ail the time, building up a 
fibre glass shell.” 

The resuit is a far cry from 
the usual auto body. Rustless 
and much lighter than métal, un- 
affected by heat or cold, it’s the 
next thing to indestructible. 

“We experimented with a trial 
oiece and couldn’t dent it with a 
hammer. Had to drive a car over 
it before it would break. Before 
we put on the final coat of paint 
our favorite indoor sport was 
giving the side of the car a 
swift kick, just to prove to our- 
selves that it wouldn’t dent!” 

As for future plans, the five 
don’t expect to go into mass pro¬ 
duction, though they would be 
open to a limited demand. Mean- 
while, they’re having a lot of fun 
taking turns driving the car and 
ansvrering questions from a bevy 
of sports car fans. 


Bring up that oldie about wom¬ 
en drivers being a menace to the 
public around Convair FW’s traf- 
fic department—and youTl prob T 
ably learn better quick! 

Not that traffic folks endorse 
every woman driver. They just 
know something about the situ¬ 
ation from their expérience with 
at least two FW female drivers. 

This pair — Gracie Williams 
and Doris Findley — can count 
over 20 years’ expérience be¬ 
tween them as Convair drivers. 
And there has been only one 
small accident in ail this time. 

“And that wasn’t much,” Mrs. 
Findley says. 

“These girls ask no quarter 
and receive none when it cornes 
to assignments,” says L. H. 
Armstrong, transportation gen¬ 
eral foreman. “They take their 
turn at jobs as they corne up.” 

Mrs. Findley is a passenger car 
chauffeur who spends most of her 
working days coming and going 
from the plant on driving assign¬ 
ments. 

She says she hésitâtes to esti- 


mate just how many miles she 
has driven for Convair. However,, 
she reasons she put 300,000 miles, 
on a 1942 model cur alone and 
she’s driven a new car for the 
past two years. 

Gen. Hap Arnold, commander 
of the Air Force during World 
War II, was one of her most 
noted passengers. 

Mrs. Williams is a lift truck 
operator who has driven just 
about every type of lift truck 
and tractor at FW. She works 
now in the area in the south end 
of the main assembly building, 
loading and unloading dies and 
patterns on ail types of machines. 

“Mrs. Williams is one of the 
favorite drivers in that area,” 
Armstrong points out. “Many re- 
quests corne in each week ask- 
ing if we can’t send That woman 
driver down here’.” 

And who does the driving after 
hours ? 

“Our husands!” they both 
answer quickly. “Once we leave 
the plant, it’s ail up to them. We 
just sit back and enjoy the lux- 
ury of being chauffeured home.”

Ideas For Cutting Costs 
Running Far Ahead of '52 

Skyrocketing was the word this week for Employée 
Suggestion and Cost Improvement Proposais at Convair 
San Diego. 

A comparison of the first four months of this fiscal 
year with the same period in 1952 showed substantial 
increases in ail of the totals. Some showed more than 
100 per cent boosts. 

While the numbers of ESs and 
CIPs submitted hâve jumped, the 
percentage of acceptance also has 
climbed. With ESs the current 
percentage is 21.6 while during 
the first third of 1952 it was 19.9 
per cent. An even sharper climb 
was shown in the CIP figures. 

While the percentage of accep¬ 
tance in 1952 was 38.3 per cent, 
the current percentage is 43.2. 

“The quality of both ESs and 
CIPs submitted has improved,” 

E. E. Hartzler, cost réduction 
supeiwisor, reported. “Particular- 
ly with CIPs we hâve noted a dis¬ 
tinct advance. This is always true 
as the production rate levels off. 


The national average for 
submitting ESs and CIPs over 
a yearis time is one per every 
hundred employées. At Convair 
SD the average at the current 
rate is three for every 100 em¬ 
ployées. 


Also responsible, however, are the 
Job Methods courses conducted by 
training which hâve gone a long 
way toward helping supervision 
recognize the possibilities of their

own ideas and to arrive at logi- 
cal and practical conclusions.” 

Individual Employée Sugges¬ 
tion awards also hâve climbed. 
During the first third of 1952 
the average amount was about 
$29. Currently the average is 
$32.25. (The national average, in- 
cidentally, has been quoted at 
around $22!) 

The accompanying table re- 
flects that during the first four 
months of this fiscal year, 1,533 
ESs and 1,007 CIPs (a total of 
2,540 proposais) hâve been sub¬ 
mitted. Of these a total of 617 
already hâve been accepted and 
put to work. Many others, how¬ 
ever, ultimately will go into ef- 
fect. Currently they are pending 
for a variety of reasons such as 
awaiting new machinery or engi¬ 
neering changes. 

One point in the table is par- 
ticularly significant. Although 
the total number of proposais re- 
ceived has increased about 70 
per cent, the number of new 
plans put into effect has jumped 
about 114 per cent. This reflects 
speedier handling of research and 
investigation and faster action in 
putting the new ideas into prac¬ 
tice.

Unnecessary Copies of Mémos and Reports Eyed 
As Means of Cutting Down on FW Paper 

If one sheet of paper weighs 
one-eighth of an ounce, how many 
sheets of paper would it take to 
weigh 6,742 pounds? 

“This may Sound like a sixth 
grade problem in arithmetic,” 
explained Convair FW Division 
Manager August C. Esenwein, 

“but actually it has become a 
problem in économies at the FW 
Division.” 

That’s because FW employées 
used an average of 6,742 pounds 
of paper—nearly three and one- 
half tons!—each day in 1952. 

In an effort to reduce paper 
costs as well as unnecessary 
waste, Esenwein has asked the 
coopération of ail employées.

“These people throw them in the 
waste basket or use up critical 
filing space by keeping them. 

“Apparently, the problem is not 
in getting on the distribution lists 
for various mémos, etc., but in 
getting one’s name off such 
lists!” 

Esenwein has asked that ail 
persons who distribute such mate- 
rial—keep their lists at a mini¬ 
mum. He also has asked employ¬ 
ées who now receive material 
which they do not need to notify 
the sender to remove their names 
from the distribution list. 

“Eliminating unneeded copies 
of working paper will save each 
of you valuable time,” he con- 
cluded. 

“And the nice thing about it is 
that for every dollar’s worth of 
paper saved, we will probably 
save two dollars’ worth of labor 
in préparation, duplication, dis¬ 
tribution, reading time and fil¬ 
ing.”

These words came last week from a man well qualified 
to make such a statement—Harold E. Talbott, Secretary 
of the Air Force. 

Talbott, in Fort Worth to dedi- 
cate the new Greater Fort Worth 
International Airport at formai 
opening ceremonies April 25, also 
made a Personal visit to Convair's 
Fort Worth Division. 

Equally high in his praise of 
the B-36 as one of the major 
weapons in our arsenal of dé¬ 
fense was Maj. Gen. Roger M. 

Ramey, Air Force operations 
chief at the Pentagon and form¬ 
er commander of the Eighth Air 
Force at Carswell Air Force 
Base, Texas. 

“The B-36 today holds a very 
important part in our defense 
plan,” said Gen. Ramey. “It rep- 
resents our only intercontinental 
capability.” 

Both the Air Force secretary 
and operations chief agreed on 
the status of the Convair-built 
B-36 as the nation’s atomic Sun- 
day punch. Talbott added that 
the B-36 will be obsolète only 
when a better bomber is opera- 
tional with the Strategie Air 
Command. 

Talbott stated that the Air 
Force is never satisfied with its 
condition. 

“It’s never as good as we want 
it to be. We want more and bet¬ 
ter modem aircraft. We’ll al¬ 
ways want that,” he said.

Convair 1 s 30th 
Birthday Near 

On Friday the 29th of May 
Convair will pass its 30th 
birthday. 

It was exactly three déc¬ 
ades ago on that day that 
the company was incorpo- 
rated as Consolidated Air- 
craft Co. with Major Reuben 
H. Fleet as president. The 
company’s first plant was at 
East Greenwich, Rhode 
Island, and the first year’s 
net profit totaled $201.98. 

(The gross volume of sales of 
$211,000 during that first year 
wouldn’t cover the cost of even 
one Convair-Liner transport to- 
day, let alone a Convair-B-36.) 

Initial capital for Consolidated 
was supplied by Fleet and his 
sister, Mrs. E. K. Bishop. (Fleet 
was a former National Guard 
pilot and a schoolmate of Gen. 
Joseph T. McNamey, now Con¬ 
vair’s president.) The company’s 
first product was a TW-3 primary 
trainer for the Army. Then came 
the prototype of the PT-1, anoth- 
er trainer, which earned a large 
Army order and justified moving 
into larger facilities at Buffalo. 
Later the Navy became a custom- 
er and the airplanes found mar¬ 
kets in 22 foreign nations. 

It was at Buffalo that Consoli¬ 
dated later developed its first 
flying boat, the XPY-1 Admirai, 
opening up the waterbased air- 
craft field in which the company 
has led ever since.

Convair Rôle in 
Defense Basic, 
Says Odlum 


Convair’s current contracts involve weapons which are 
cornerstones of national defense, Floyd B, Odlum told 
stockholders last week at a meeting in San Diego which 
saw him succeeded by John Jay Hopk in s as chair man of 
the Board of Directors. 


“ Convair still has a large 
amount of B-36 business ahead 
of it,” Odlum said. “Following 
that, Convair will be producing 
here at San Diego, a supersonic 
fighter. Meanwhile, Convair is 
developing the first truly super¬ 
sonic long-range bomber planned 
for production at Fort Worth. 
Ail of this in addition to the con- 
tinuing programs for missiles, 
flying boats and commercial air- 
liners.” 

Odlum called attention to the 
fact that “by their nature the 
contracts now in hand would like- 
ly be among the last to be af- 
fected in any program of curtail- 
ment of military expenditures. 
Every military instrument we are 
now building or anticipate build¬ 
ing is, by mission, the kind which 
would be used either for the 
actual defense of continental 
United States or for long-range 
strategie attack. These two mis¬ 
sions form the cornerstone of our 
defense program.” 

Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, Con¬ 
vair president, addressed stock-

holders on current production as 
did J. V. Naish, Convair execu¬ 
tive vice-president, the latter 
newly elected to the Convair 
board. 

General McNarney told share- 
holders that Convair’s business is 
about 90 per cent military and 10 
per cent commercial. As to the 
commercial, “it is our long range 
objective to one day expand that 
portion of our business to the 
maximum. . . . Convair currently 
enjoys a hard-earned position of 
dominance in the medium range 
transport field . . . and it is our 
objective to maintain our posi¬ 
tion, keeping on top of techno- 
logical advances such as turbo- 
prop and jet developments. . . . ” 

General Dynamics Corp., coin¬ 
cident with last week’s meeting, 
officially became the single 
largest stockholder in Convair, 
taking over 400,000 shares from 
Atlas Corp. and control of Con¬ 
vair. This ended active control 
by Atlas which began in the fall 
of 1947, but it does not end Atlas’

(Continuée! from Page 1) 
ice-free seaplane testing waters 
lured Consolidated to San Diego 
in 1935. The first plant building 
on Atlantic boulevard (now 
known as Pacific Highway) be- 
came the SD Division’s présent 
Building 1. During the early years 
at San Diego Consolidated built 
flying, boats, patrol bombers that 
later developed into the PBY 
Catalina and in 1939 Convair de- 
signed and delivered in record 
time the B-24 Liberator, later 
mass-produced with its transport 
version throughout World War 
II. Counting équivalent spares, 
Consolidated built 11,679 B-24- 
type planes alone. 

The Fort Worth Division had 
its début April 18, 1941, on a 
chilly and drizzly day when Brig. 
Gen. Gerald C. Brandt of the mil- 
itary and Amon Carter of Fort 
Worth together dug the first 
spadeful of dirt to begin construc¬ 
tion of a new aircraft plant. Car¬ 
ter had led a civic committee 
which worked for months to bring 
the project to their city. Almost 
exactly one year later (April 17, 
1942) the first Fort Worth as- 
sembled B-24 roared into the air. 

Just prior to Pearl Harbor, 
Vultee Aircraft, Inc. of Downey, 
Calif. bought controlling interest 
in Consolidated and Harry Wood- 
head, Vultee board chairman, suc- 
ceeded Fleet as president. The 
merger was formally completed 
in March, 1943 and the company 
became Consolidated Vultee Air¬ 
craft Corp. 

At its peak during the war, 
Convair operated 13 different di¬ 
visions and top employment was 
101,000. Plants were located in 
10 different states. Divisions in- 
cluded Convairway, a transocean 
airline under contract to the Air 
Transport Command. Between 
Pearl Harbor and Aug. 15, 1945, 
Convair delivered more than 350 
million pounds of airframes, or 
nearly 13 per cent of the total 
output of the nation’s aircraft 
industry. This totaled more than 
33,000 military aircraft. 

Although the close of the war 
brought the end for most of the 
Convair divisions, one new activi- 
ty was added in 1945 and destined 
for great importance if not great 
size. That was operation of the 
Navy Bureau of Ordnance Aero- 
physics Laboratory at Dainger- 
field, Tex., now the Daingerfield 
Division. 

Post-war years brought some 
rough sledding for Convair. In 
the fall of 1947 majority stock 
ownership passed to Atlas Corp. 
and Floyd B. Odlum became 
chairman of the Convair board. 
A definite upsurge of activity fol- 
lowed. The model 240 transport 
program, already under way at 
San Diego, moved out of the red 
into the black. Employment rose 
at Fort Worth as B-36 production 
gained. By 1950 total employ¬ 
ment was moving steadily up- 
ward toward 50,000. 

On Aug. 6, 1951, ground was 
broken for a new Convair divis¬ 
ion, a government facility at 
Pomona, Calif. By the spring of 
this year virtually ail of the per¬ 
sonnel of the Pomona Division 
had moved into new quart ers. 

March 30, 1953 recorded anoth¬ 
er major milestone for Convair 
with the announcement that Gen¬ 
eral Dynamics Corp. had con- 
tracted for 400,000 shares of At¬ 
las Corp.’s stock holdings, repre- 
senting the largest single block. 
The transaction was consum- 
mated last week when John Jay 
Hopkins, board chairman and 
president of General Dynamics, 
succeeded Odlum as’ chairman of 
the Convair board.

Rare Documents Drawn 
To Engineering Library 

Convair Pomona's engineering library, started a year 
and a half ago at the Pomona Fairgrounds, was open for 
business this week in new an d permanent quarters in the 
Engineering Bldg. 


If Convair San Diego’s Bob 
Ford (Dept. 406, second shift) 
ever meets himself coming to 
work some afternoon, he won’t be 
surprised. 

For Ford, a photo-reproduction 
technician, probably holds the di¬ 
vision record for distance traveled 
to and from work. He lives in 
Santa Ana, and each day for al- 
most a year he has been making 
the 180-odd mile round trip. At 
présent he leaves home early 
enough to pick up three riders 
in scattered parts of San Diego! 

“Sometimes on weekends I feel 
like a racehorse who has pulled 
a plow b e t w e e n races, but I 
haven’t suffered any ill effects,” 
Ford said. “In fact, Eve gained 
some weight since I started.” 

Ford lived in Solano Beach 
when he started at Convair 16 
months ago, but soon afterward 
circumstances made it advisable 
to move to Santa Ana. 

In the past year Ford has trav¬ 
eled approximately 50,000 miles, 
over 45,000 of them to and from 
work. Unless he hits heavy traf-

fie the trip requires about two 
hours each way—not including 
the time required for picking up 
and delivering riders—and car 
trouble has delayed him only 
twice (fiat tires both times). 


Since its inception the library 
has “outgrown Topsy.” Books, 
commercial catalogs, scientific 
periodicals and documents now 
on file total several thousand, 
Miss Odessa Haugh, librarian, re- 
ported. And it’s still growing. 

The library is unique in that 
although material covered in¬ 
cludes many different phases of 
engineering there is, quite natur- 
ally, considérable emphasis upon 
guided missile development—sub- 
ject matter not found on many 
bookshelves. 

Not only do the library files 
contain documents and historical 
data on Convair missiles, but 
they include hundreds of military 
spécifications on other missiles as 
well. Also in the library are 
numerous World War II German 
documents and films on rockets 
and missiles, many of which 
await translation into English— 
a future project planned by the 
library staff. 

Services offered by the library 
do not stop at material on file. 
Through arrangements with the 
Library of Congress and other 
libraries, practically any reference 
material in the country may be 


obtained on loan for use by Con¬ 
vair engineers at Pomona. 

“In March we borrowed over 
700 items from one library alone,” 
Miss Haugh said. “Demand for 
this service is constantly increas- 
ing.” 

As many of the documents are 
recorded on microfilm, a viewer 
with a screen similar in size and 
shape to a télévision picture tube 
has been placed in one section of 
the library for the convenience of 
engineers. And as a service to 
new employées, another section of 
the room contains company his¬ 
torical information. The library 
even has a file of maps and 
charts covering different sections 
of the world. 

New books, technical publica¬ 
tions and catalogs will be added 
to the current collections from 
time to timè, and a comprehensive 
card index is being compiled to 
assist with rapid location of ail 
material on file. 

Miss Haugh, who has been with 
the library since it first opened, 
has a bachelor of arts degree 
from the University of Kansas 
and a bachelor of science degree 
in library science from the Uni¬ 
versity of Oklahoma. Her expéri¬ 
ence as a librarian includes serv¬ 
ice with the Library of Congress, 
the Pentagon Library (which lat¬ 
er became the library of the De¬ 
partment of Defense), and with 
the Sandia Corporation, where 
she helped establish a technical 
library. 

Other regular members of the 
library staff include Faith Ross, 
Joan Stephenson and Joan Wilk¬ 
inson.

W. T. Timmons, who has been 
a serious competitor in model 
events for eight years, made his 
speed mark May 3 at a meet 
sponsored by the Cowtown Sahib 
Club. Although the event was 
sanctioned by the Academy of 
Model Aeronautics, Timmons 
must wait for official confirma¬ 
tion. This involves submitting 
drawings of his plane and affida¬ 
vits from local and régional AMA 
officiais. 

Timmons was a wartime B-25 
pilot and later studied aeronauti- 
cal engineering at the Université 
of Texas. He has been employed 
in the aircraft industry for four 


years. Although it was after the 
war before he branched out in 
model aircraft to include powered 
models, he already has accumu- 
lated 56 trophies. 

“One of the most important 
items in speed flying is to reduce 
engine friction as much as pos¬ 
sible by polishing and lubricating 
the parts,” Timmons explained. 
“Between contests I experiment 
with different types of fuels and 
props.” 

Timmons said he averages 
eight to ten hours work a week 
on his planes and currently has a 
stable of four. He usually designs 
his own planes and builds them, 
too. He estimâtes that the aver¬ 
age speed model costs about $50 
in cash but much more in hard 
labor.

Miniature of Convair-Liner Flies 
Successfully on First Hops 


A miniature model of the Con¬ 
vair-Liner 340 flew successfully 
May 10 on its maiden hop but 
suffered a small mishap in land¬ 
ing. 

The ship (Convairiety, May 6, 
1953) was built by Walter Hardy 
of Dept. 27 at San Diego with the 
hope in mind of setting a new 
free flight distance record for 
models. Hardy believes his plane 
will fly approximately 100 miles, 
if ail goes well. 

“We had two flights on a 70- 
foot cable. On the first I took the 
plane to about 20 feet and then 
landed without difficulty,” Hardy 
reported. “Takeoff speed is about 
40 miles an hour and I believe we 
probably got up to about 80 in the 
air. The ship required a run of 
about 25 feet.” 

Assisting were Wallace A. 
Maxey, Louis Reed and Dave Ar- 


nott, ail of Dept. 27 at SD. 

While movie caméras were re- 
cording the model’s reactions, 
Hardy put the ship into a stall on 
its second flight. Altitude, how- 
ever, was not sufficient to permit 
a recovery and the plane nosed 
in on landing, damaging the nose 
cap and one landing gear. 

“The damage has been repaired 
since and there was no structural 
failure,” Hardy added. 

Next -step is to install radio 
control gear with which Hardy 
hopes to control the model on a 
cross-country flight, directed 
from an accompanying aircraft. 
Normally the plane weighs about 
six pounds. With a full load of 
gas and radio control gear, the 
total weight will be between 15 
and 18 pounds. Hardy said he has 
no definite idea of when the 
cross-country flight can be ar- 
ranged.

Eight More Model 340s 
Leave Home During May 

Eight more Convair-Liner model 340s were delivered 
in May at Convair San Diego and the production outlook 
continues to be upward. 

Deliveries last month brought to 78 the number of 
340s turned over to customers out of 186 firm orders on 
the books. Convair is six planes ahead of the revised 
production schedule establish ed last September. _ 

“Both primary and final assem- 
bly Unes deserve high praise for 
the job they hâve done,” B. F. 

Coggan, SD Division manager, 
said. “Stations on the final line 
hâve been reduced to seven and 
we expect to drop still another in 
the future. Originally there were 
nine stations and at one time as 
many as 11. 

“The May record is especially 
commendable, as three of the 
planes processed were for over- 
seas delivery, which requires some 
extra work.” 

Of the eight planes delivered 
last month, two went to United 
Air Lines, two to Braniff Air¬ 
ways, two to Aero O/Y, Finnish 
Air Lines, and one each to Ha- 
waiian Air Lines, Delta-C & S 
Airlines. 

“Prospects for continuing to 
meet or exceed schedule are ex- 
tremely bright at présent,” Ed 
Reynolds, 340 project administra- 
tor, said. 

A majority of the 78 model 
340s already delivered are in pas- 
senger service, though a few are 
being used for,crew training that 
ultimately will go into scheduled 
service. A survey of airline opera- 
tors showed: 

United Air Lines has received 
33 airplanes out of an order for 
55 and most of them are on sched¬ 
uled flights operating over almost 
ail UAL routes within the conti¬ 
nental limits, except the Chicago 
to Washington, D. C., route and 
in the Pacific Northwest. Two 
are being used for crew training 
and one is being fitted as an 
executive plane. The model 340s 
generally are being used to re¬ 
place older two-engine aircraft. 

Passenger réception has been 


generally excellent and pilot ré¬ 
ception “terrifie,” according to 
T. J. Richert, UAL représentative 
at SD. 

Braniff Airways, with 19 planes 
out of 26 on order, reports that 
only one has been reserved for 
crew training and the balance are 
in service throughout domestic 
routes, replacing DC-3s and DC- 
4s. None is being used at this 
time on foreign routes. Passen¬ 
ger réception is good and R. A. 
Flume, Braniff représentative, 
said pilots are “very pleased.”

Convair Receives High Tribute

Consolidated, was a speaker, Hop¬ 
kins said: 

“You do us ail great honor. I 
beiieve that Convair is one of the 
great organizations of the coun- 
try, a thrilling one with which to 
work. ... In General McNamey 
we hâve a great president, loved 
and respected by ail . . . wonder- 
ful senior and junior executives 
... a marvelous engineering 
staff.” 

Referring to the recent transfer 
of control of Convair from Atlas 
Corp. to General Dynamics Corp. 
which he heads, Hopkins spoke of 
Floyd B. Odlum, head of Atlas 
and former chairman of the Con¬ 
vair board. 

“Mr. Odlum loved Convair deep¬ 
ly. ‘Take care of my baby!’ he 
charged me . . and we will carry 
on. We (of General Dynamics) 
are here to help Convair on to 
greater and greater things. ...” 

The press conférence which fol- 
lowed the luncheon developed a 
statement of particular interest 
to Convair. In reply to a question 
—not from the reporters but from 
General McNarney — Maj. Gen. 
Kenneth P. McNaughton, US AF, 
formerly vice commander of the 
Air Training Command and last 
week assigned to a new post in 
the Far East, had this to say 
about Convair T-29 trainers: 

“They are one of the main tools 
in our training command. The 
utilization rate is tremendous. 
There has been only one accident 
and there were no fatalities and 
we didn’t lose the airplane. With- 
out the T-29 it would be impos¬ 
sible to keep up our rate of train¬ 
ing observers. We are absolutely 
delighted with the airplane. ...” 

The press conférence and later 
the télévision show marked the 
début of the world’s first and only 
mobile télévision station, the 
1354th Video Production Squad¬ 
ron of the US AF, stationed at 
Burbank AFB. The unit made a 
complété kinescope recording of 
the TV show, thus making it pos¬ 
sible to re-telecast the show na- 
tionally at later dates. Called 
“Wings for Peace,” the show was 
telecast over KFMB-TV and was 


based largely on views inside 
Building 4 at the San Diego plant. 
Principals included a Convair- 
Liner model 340 and a T-29. Dis- 
tinguished guests who were inter- 
viewed on the scene included Ad¬ 
mirai Martin and Maj. Gen. 
Frédéric H. Smith Jr., US AF, vice 
commander of the Air Defense 
Command. 

The entire complicated sériés 
of birthday events which culmin- 
ated last Friday was expertly 
planned, timed and executed by 
the Public Relations staffs of 
Convair.

Shannon Honored 
As Pilot of Deltas 

Coinciding with Convair birth¬ 
day célébrations, the San Diego 
Chamber of Commerce last week 
honored E. D. Shannon, chief of 
Experimental Flight at SD, as 
the first pilot to fly delta wing 
aircraft.

Spare Parts Business 
Hits Million a Month 

Convair San Dieg-o’s total business in spare parts for 
military and commercial airplanes, mounting- over the last 
five years, lias approached a million-dollar-a-month clip. 

The monthly total in March went over a million dollars 
for the first time since World War IL For April, spares 
reached a dollar value of $953,913 and May is expected to 
equal and maybe pass this point. 


In effect, this means that Con¬ 
vair SD is delivering a couple of 
“extra airplanes” each month 
over and above the regular pro¬ 
duction schedules of planes tum- 
ed over to customers. The dif¬ 
férence is that these “airplanes” 
leave the plant piecemeal. They 
don’t fly away by themselves but 
leave home in imstallments as 
small as boxes of rivets or as 
large as railway cars loaded with 
wing center sections. 

“Translated into ‘piecemeal 
airplanes,’ Convair delivered 
spare parts during 1952 com¬ 
parable in value to îl/i Con¬ 
vair-Liners,” J. V. Dickson, 
head of Parts Sales section of 
Contracts department at SD, 
explained. “The forecast for 
1953, using the same compari- 
son will amount to about 20 
additional ‘aircraft,’ though we 
well may surpass this figure.” 

Main reason for the steady 
climb is that more and more Con- 
vair-Liners and T-29s are in serv¬ 
ice. Although model 240s—and 
340s as well—hâve proved them¬ 
selves as hardy and self-reliant 
as desert mustangs, nevertheless 
âge and service take a toll and it 
is spare parts that keep them 
flying. 

Keeping ahead of the steady 
demand for commercial parts ns 
a complicated business involving 
maintaining stocks of some 20,000 
individual items. Nearly half of 
the routine commercial orders can 
be filled from these stocks and 
Parts Sales allows about 30 days 
for delivery. The complicated 


part cornes in keeping the shelves 
stocked—but not overstocked— 
and feeding production orders to 
the shop at a rate to maintain 
the best level of supply. 

The other 55 per eent of com¬ 
mercial orders usually involves 
large assemblies or parts rarely 
in demand or of a scarce nature 
because of material shortages. 
Lead time requirod for these 
parts averages about 180 days but 
can go as much as a year. 

“Oui* largest single order so 
far this year—which partly ac- 
counts for the high volume in 
March—was a wing center sec¬ 
tion for a model 240. It was pro- 
duced from scratch in 90 days,” 
Dickson continued. 

“Oddly enough, sometimes it’s 
the smallest parts that are the 
hardest to obtain, such as ‘Cherry 
rivets.’ These are virtually non- 
existent now because of the par¬ 
ti cular type of steel involved. In 
such cases we appeal to Engineer¬ 
ing for a subetitute. The answer 
to the Cherry rivet dilemma was 
that Engineering obtained ap- 
proval for a French product, the 
Chobert, which serves the same 
purpose and is available in vol¬ 
ume,” 

Although the “spare parts air¬ 
planes” don’t fly away from Con¬ 
vair under their orwn power, they 
frequently leave by air. It isn’t 
entirely unusual for an Air Force 
plane to pick up a load of parts 
at San Diego and, of course, many 
spares go out by regular air 
freight.

Jack Bittner may not be the 
busiest man at Convair Pomona, 
but a glance at his schedule would 
provide good material for argu¬ 
ment.

However, Tooling Service de- 
partment at Fort Worth can lay 
claim to a concentration of ex¬ 
périence that may be unequalled 
in any of the divisions. Out of 
a total of 224 hourly employées, 
25 are 60 years of âge or over 
and nine of these hâve been with 
Convair ten years or more! Col- 
lectively, the 25 hâve seen 1,594 
years pass and hâve worked for 
Convair a total of lôS 1 /^ years, 
an average of about seven years 
each. Five of the group are 65 
years old or more and three are 
over 70. 

How does this âge effect their 
work at Convair FW? 

“It doesn’t, unless it makes it 
better,” says G. A. Frazier, gen¬ 
eral foreman. “They seem to im- 
prove as the years go by. 


“Take H. S. Douglass, for ex¬ 
ample. He’s 75 years old and has 
been with the company 10 V 2 
years. During that time he has 
been absent only two days. That’s 
quite an accomplishment.”

Giant Caméra 
Goes to Work 

A new Convair SD caméra uses 
film three and a half feet wide 
and four feet lîigh and can liter- 
ally make pictures “as big as a 
barn door.” 

It is the only one of its type 
in the aircraft business and is 
probably among the largest in use 
in the industry. 

Built to Convair spécifications 
compiled by C. F. Pogorel, fore- 
man; K. O. Hanson and F. Wash- 
burn, assistant foremen, in Photo 
Reproduction (Dept. 406), it is 
29 feet long, 10 feet high, and 
has a copy board which can hold 
material 12 feet wide and five 
feet high. 

The caméra is located in Build¬ 
ing 5 and is primarily used for 
réduction and enlargement of wall 
charts, layouts for plaster pat¬ 
terns, wind tunnel line layouts, 
basic engineering lines, etc. Not 
only does it “take pictures,” but 
it also can easily be adapted as 
an enlarger that can reproduce a 
drawing with déviations of less 
than .002 inch per 12 feet from 
the original! 

A unique feature of the caméra 
is that the front end is in one 
room and the rear end is in an- 
other. The room at the rear is 
also a spécial darkroom, where 
film may be transferred directly 
from the caméra to the develop- 
ing trays. 

Images taken by the caméra 
can be printed or projected on 
sensitized plywood, masonite and 
a variety of other materials, as 
well as photographie paper. As 
plywood isn’t subject to shrinkage 
this process is proving invaluable 
in making airframe mockup seg¬ 
ments. Formerly, blueprints— 
which sometimes vary due to 
shrinking or stretching — were 
pasted to plywood and then sawed 
to make the patterns. 

Use of the caméra is not limit- 
ed to tooling work however. It is 
versatile enough to handle almost 
any kind of stationary photog- 
raphy, and has already been used 
as an aid in making up hand- 
books, pre-design brochures, etc. 

It is electrically controlled and 
may be operated from either the 
front or rear. Through a lighted 
périscope arrangement, the opera- 
tor may read settings from either 
position. Setting information is 
usually recorded on each négative, 
so that scale reproductions may 
be made at any time without 
reference to the original material. 

Starting from scratch in De- 
cember, the caméra was complet- 
ed in three months by the Con¬ 
solidated Photo-Engraving and 
Lithographer Equipment Co. of 
Chicago, in spite of material 
shortages and an original esti- 
mate of nine months for the job.

Convair Men Design New Type 
Fish Beat With Molded Huit 


The desire of two Convair FW 
fathers to see their teenage sons 
learn a new trade while earning 
summer spending money might 
put a new outdoor product on the 
market this summer. 

The fathers, E. C. Costantino 
and W. F. Kelly of Dept. 31, 
hâve designed and built a test 
model of a new type Fiberglas 
fishing boat. 

The sons, 15-year-old Ernest 
Costantino and 16-year-old Jim 
Kelly, hope to use the design in 
producing additional boats during 
the summer months to earn 
spending money. 

The design on the boat is a 
new one and came about after 
Costantino and Kelly spent long 
hours getting ideas from various 
fishermen and boat enthusiasts 
about what features the boat 
should incorporate. 

It is built of laminated Fiber¬ 
glas and fully equipped weighs 
about 180 pounds. This is 30 to 
50 pounds lighter than métal 
boats of the same size and almost 
100 pounds lighter than wooden 
boats. 

About two and one-half months 
of after work hours and week- 
onds went into the first boat. The 
quartet is now engaged in build¬ 
ing the second boat along the 
same lines. 

The original mold was con- 
structed in Costantino’s garage 
and contains something like 20 
yards of two-ounce, 50-inch Fiber¬ 
glas and 10 yards of 44-inch cloth. 

The color for the boat is im- 
pregnated in the building process 
and will last for the lifetime of 
the boat. Any color can be util- 
ized in future constructions. 

The nature of Fiberglas makes 
it an idéal material for the con¬ 
struction of boats. It can with- 
stand terrifie forces and blows 
and can be easily mended in the 
same way a car tire is repaired. 

Weather éléments hâve little 
effect on the boat and it can be 
easily carried by two people. 


The only wood in the boat is 
the motor pad for attaching out- 
board motors. 

The space beneath the three 
seats is filled with Styrofoam, a 
very light material that will pre- 
vent the boat from sinking. Over- 
all dimensions are 14-foot length, 
55-inch beam, 50-inch transom 
and 25-inch depth. 

Exhaustive tests were run on 
the first model with outboard 
motors of every type and ranging 
up to a 25-horsepower Mercury. 
R. W. Dodd, development field 
operations superintendent at FW, 
was the official “test pilot.” 

The new création and those to 
follow was deemed a “Surf Craft” 
by the group when they christen- 
ed it with a bottle of champagne.

Age Old Trade Revived 
As Newest SD 'Sport' 


An occupation almost as old 
as mankind—arrow making—has 
become a twice weekly affair at 
Convair San Diego. 

Every Monday and Thursday 
evening (7 o’clock) at CRA Club¬ 
house across Pacific Highway 
from Plant 1, members of the 
Archery Club gather to construct 
their own “ammunition.” The art 
has been improved considerably 
since the time thousands of years 
ago when men first conceived the 
bow and arrow. Nowadays it’s a 
précision affair. 

New CRA equipment, part of 
it constructed by club members, 
includes such items as a “dip 
tube” for painting and a “spine 
tester” which tells the degree of 
stiffness in a shaft. Also, there 
is a trick gadget that trims the 
feathers to a perfect outline. 

“Arrows eost from $10 to $15 
a dozen on the regular market,” 
Bob Emerson, club member, re- 
ported. “Doing the work our- 
selves, they cost from $3 to $6 a 
dozen. Besides, there is pride in- 
volved in having arrows that are 
distinctive in color design and, of 
course, the pride of Personal 
achievement.” 

Ail Convair archers are wel- 
come to use the equipment and 
can count on the more experi- 
enced for advice, if needed. 
Whether active in the club or not, 
they merely hâve to attend the 
evening sessions to be welcomed. 

Club men hâve supplies of 
“Port Orford cedar” shafts and 
turkey wing feathers (from 
Texas) as well as paint, strings, 
etc. The shafts are 30 inches in 


length and suitable for the use 
of most archers. (Because of the 
unusual length of their arms, 
Club President Roy Dill and 
Emerson require longer shafts to 
work with. Dill normally shoots 
a 31-inch arrow and Emerson a 
30-inch. Most use 26 or 28-inch.)

Convair’s underwriting of the 
event,” the general said. 

“We both believe that the con¬ 
tinuation of a nationally known 
tournament in San Diego is not 
only a benefit to the city but to 
county communities as a whole.” 

Gordon Stringer, public rela¬ 
tions director for Canadair, “bor- 
rowed” by Convair to act in nego- 
tiations with the P.G.A. for the 
tournament, was in St. Louis last 
week seeking dates. E. F. Jones, 
assistant to the Convair presi¬ 
dent, reported that no definite 
action has been taken yet as to 
dates but that the prospects are 
excellent and the renewal of the 
tournament appears assured. 

“Two clubs already hâve offer- 
ed their courses, Mission Valley 
and Rancho Santa Fe,” Jones 
said. “However, we haven’t de- 
cided yet what links will be used.” 

Although the offer to under¬ 
write came as a definite surprise 
to ail Convair—an exceedingly 
pleasant one, incidentally, which 
brought enthusiastic approval far 
and beyond strictly golfing cir- 
cles—it was not astonishing in 
view of Hopkins’ past contribu¬ 
tions to the sport. An enthusias¬ 
tic linksman himself, he is a 
member of the P.G.A. Advisory 
Committee, an honorary director 
of the Canadian P.G.A. and spon¬ 
sor of international pro compéti¬ 
tion between Canadian and TJ.

Plaques Unveiled and Colors Raised; 
Pomona Officially Gets New Plant 


In a brief but impressive cere- 
mony May 23 Convair’s Pomona 
Division accepted custody of the 
new Naval Industrial Reserve 
Ordnance Plant at Pomona. 

“Convair is proud to hâve been 
selected by the Navy for this tre- 
mendous job/’ said J. V. Naish, 
executive vice-president and act- 
ing manager of the Pomona Divi¬ 
sion. 

Approximately 500 persons 
were présent for the acceptance 
ceremony, conducted near the 
fiagstaff in front of the Adminis¬ 
tration Building lobby. Guests 
included Navy, Convair and ci vie 
officiais. Scores of Convair em¬ 
ployées and their families also 
attended. 

Following remarks by Capt. J. 
F. Goodwin, representing the 
Commandant of the llth Naval 
District, J. E. McClellan, presi¬ 
dent of Buttress-McClellan Con¬ 
struction Co., building contractor, 
turned the plant over to Capt. 
C. W. Porter, USN, llth Naval 
District Civil Engineer who was 
representing the Bureau of Yards 
and Docks. Capt. Porter tendered 
the plant to the Bureau of Ord¬ 
nance, represented by Capt. R. L. 
Adams, USN, Assistant Chief of 
BuOrd for Material. Capt. F. C. 
Manville, Naval Inspector of Ord¬ 


nance, Pomona, then turned the 
plant over to Convair, represented 
by Naish. 

During the ceremony the 
American flag and BuOrd and 
Convair pennants were raised by 
a Navy color guard. Convair and 
BuOrd plaques on the wall of the 
Administration Building were un¬ 
veiled by Capt. Adams. 

“It is hoped that the product 
coming from this plant will act as 
a deterrent to all-out war and 
that it will not be used for pro¬ 
tection of our shores and our 
homeland,” Capt. Adams said. 
“But if aggressors abroad cast 
the die for war, we hâve here a 
plant, an organization and an es¬ 
tablishment that will make itself 
felt in the defense of our nation.” 

Capt. Porter compared the 
unique panelcrete tilt-up con¬ 
struction methed used in the plant 
to the old practice of “barn 
raising.” 

“I wonder what the pioneers of 
a century ago would think if they 
could see the modernization of 
their methods,” he said. 

“My association with the Po¬ 
mona plant, though limited to the 
past three months, has been an 
interesting and pleasant relation- 
ship,” Capt. Manville said. 

Mayor Arthur H. Cox of Po¬ 


mona welcomed Navy and Con¬ 
vair personnel to the city and 
commended them for their activ- 
ity in civic affairs. 

“You hâve passed your ‘proba- 
tionary period’ and are now ‘full 
fledged’ citizens of Pomona. We 
hope you will remain the rest of 
your lives,” the mayor said. 

C. D. Perrine, assistant division 
manager, acted as master of cere¬ 
monies for the event. 

Convair Son Winner 
Of Annual Award 

The Convair Award, presented 
to the outstanding ROTC junior 
at Texas Christian University 
each year, was awarded recently 
to a Convair FW son. 

Cadet Lt. Charles E. Mathis, 
son of W. F. Mathis, Dept. 50, 
received the award from R. R. 
Gorton, administrative assistant, 
during the school’s Armed Forces 
Day ceremonies. 

Convair sponsors the award an- 
nually for the junior ROTC stu- 
dent who is outstanding in the 
field of aerodynamics and propul¬ 
sion, applied air power, naviga¬ 
tion and meterology and general 
leadership and energy in ail Air 
Force ROTC activities. 


Jacks Simulate Stress 
Of Conditions in Flight 

Major components of an R3Y seaplane are facing ulti- 
mate destruction in a new static test facility already in 
operation at the seaplane ramp at San Diego. 

In effect, the components will be a sacrifice in the 
interest of knowledge, so that the planes that follow will 
fly more safely and more efficiently. 

The facility is a htfge steel 


dock—largest fixture of its kind 
in the aircraft industry—built 
especially to test structural fea- 
tures of Navy flying boats. It 
rests on a three-foot concrète 
foundation, 100 by 196 feet, which 
required about 2,200 cubic yards 
of concrète and 60 tons of struc¬ 
tural steel. The slab is designed 
with tracks which can resist a 
load of 15,000 pounds per foot. 

Steel columns support large 
steel trusses which are used to 
apply loads to flying boat hulls, 
wings and various components. 
Maximum height of the structure 
is 67 feet, with ceiling heights of 
56 feet in one bay and 35 feet 
in another. The structure is en¬ 
closed with plastiglass siding for 
weather protection. 

Sol Chavez, research test engi¬ 
neer, is in charge at the facility 
with about a dozen individuals 
assigned there from the SD Test 
Laboratories and approximately 
15 from Experimental. 

Hydraulic jacks are used to 
apply various types of loads, Hal 
Welch, Test Laboratories engineer 
in charge of structural testing, 
explained. The equipment can 
simulate the stress of many flight 
conditions such as rolling, pull- 
out, positive low angle of attack, 
symmetrical hull landing and dy- 
namic landing. Possible loads 
range from 60,000 to a million 
pounds and they can be divided 
among as many as 200 application 
points. 

Three thousand sponge rubber 
pads, five inches by five, glued to 
the surface, were used recently 
in testing the R3Y wing. The 
pads, plus a “whiffletree” ar¬ 
rangement which distributes the 
load applied by hydrauic ram, 


make it possible to duplicate ac- 
curately every flying or landing 
condition the airplane is likely to 
encounter. 

In the near future, an R3Y 
pressurized hull will be tested in 
the fixture. It will be bent, twist- 
ed and subjected to 11 different 
tests while simulating flight at 
30,000 feet altitude. 


Lee Tancill, Senior 
Buyer at SD, Dies 

Lee Franklin Tancill, senior 
buyer in the Material department 
at Convair SD, died suddenly 
Sunday, May 17. He had been in 
apparent good health until 
stricken with a heart attack in 
his home. He had been.with Con¬ 
vair nine years. 

He is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Thelma Tancill, and three 
daughters; Sandra, Linda and 
Donna Tancill. Funeral services 
were conducted May 21 at Merk- 
ley-Austin Mortuary followed by 
burial in Glen Abbey Memorial 
Park. 


Ex-FW Man Dies on 
Heartbreak Ridge 

A former Convair FW em¬ 
ployée, Pvt. George Wells, 22, 
lost his life May 13 on Heart¬ 
break Ridge in Korea, according 
to information received here by 
his wife, Mrs. Nelda Wells, 2902 
Northwest 25th. 

Wells was the 52nd Tarrant 
County man to die in the Korean 
campaign. He had been employed 
at Convair two and a half year 
when he terminated last Augm 
to enter the service.

Why the Head of Steam 
To Sell Savings Bonds? 

AN EDITORIAL 

Why is it that the U.S. Treasury is so anxious to sell Savings 
Bonds by payroll déduction? Why is there a campaign? What 
is the real pitch? 

Some say it curbs inflation . . . We bought a lot of defense 
bonds once and there stïll was inflation. 

Some say it’s patriotic . . . We love our country but what has 
this to do with bonds? 

Thrifty . . . So is pîitting something away each week in a 
sock. Why is buying Savings Bonds more thrifty than some 
other means of savings? 

Handy . . . Sure, it’s handier to hâve the sums deducted be- 
fore you hâve a chance to spend them, but that can’t be the full 
reason. 

Good investment . . . Well, Savings Bonds don’t pay off like 
Dark Hour in the Derby, but they do pay three. per cent and 
that’s about as good as you can get nowadays ivith safety, and 
the government certainly is the safest investment there is. But 
why the head of steam just because Savings Bonds are a good 
investment?

Rightly or wrongly, Convairiety considers the foregoing state- 
ments and challenges to be among those going through Convair 
minds this week as we are strongly urged to subscribe to regular 
purchases of U.S. Savings Bonds. And Convairiety feels we hâve 
a right to some answers. Therefore, such questions were directed 
at Convair’s own corporate financial leaders and at banking and 
government experts. The situation shapes up something like this : 

The national debt now stands at more than 267 billion dol¬ 
lars. The government is continuing to operate "in the red” 
though the administration has announced it hopes to balance the 
budget by a year from now. Even so, for the fiscal year that ends 
this month a déficit of more than seven billion dollars is antici- 
pated for that year alone. The government spent that much more 
than it took in. Somewhere—somehow the Treasury must find 
the money or crédit to meet that déficit and to continue to carry 
the burden of the national debt. 

We can decry the fact that we hâve a déficit or a debt, but it 
is senseless to close our eyes to its existence. There it is. What is 
there to do about it? Convair’s vice president-finance, L. W. 
Miller, explained: 

"In simple terms, the government has two means of raising 
money. One is by taxation and the other is by borrowing. 

"There are several different kinds of borrowing. From the 
standpoint of a sound economy, the best in this instance is bor¬ 
rowing directly from the individual citizens of the nation. Other 
borrowing alternatives, such as from private financial institutions, 
can create inflation. Borrowing from individuals, however, has

Cuts Fail to 
Hit Convair, 

Says General 

Convair contracts are un- 
affected by current cuts in 
the defense budget, Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney told 
guests at an annual dinner 
honoring Convair Récréation 
Association June 5 at San 
Diego. 

Called back to Washington, 
D.C., to be informed on the plans 
for 1954 military spending, he 
found that production would con¬ 
tinue on ail combat planes and 
that although réductions are 
ahead for trainer and transport 
orders the Convair T-29 and C- 
131A as currently scheduled are 
unaffected. 

“We are in an enviable posi¬ 
tion,” he said. “But to remain 
there we must insist upon con¬ 
tinuing to meet schedules and to 
keep our costs low.” 

The general said current policy 
in Washington appears to be 
aimed at stabilizing the aircraft 
industry and eliminating the “ups 
and downs.” He said that the in¬ 
tention is to give aircraft manu¬ 
facturer knowledge of require- 
ments at least two years in ad- 
vance. 

Commenting on the world situa¬ 
tion, the -Convair president said 
the period is “one of the gravest 
and most critical in our history.” 

“There is only one stable policy, 
Russia’s, and that policy has been 
established now for more than 
200 years. . . . Russia still wants 
to control the world.” 

The general indicated he did not 
share the beliefs that Russia will 
not fight.

(Continuée! from page 1) 
mona Country Club. “And there 
is no easy way out.” 

Lanphier called for a more posi¬ 
tive approach in international 
politics, specifically in U. S. deal- 
ings with the Soviet Union and 
its satellites. 

“We hâve been fearful when we 
should hâve been bold. We hâve 
sat by while the Soviets took 
the political offensive when we 
should hâve grasped it ourselves. 
We hâve failed to take full politi¬ 
cal advantage of our power.” 

Lanphier pointed to superior 
weapons Systems, such as those 
under production or development 
by Convair at Pomona and other 
divisions, as essential to defense. 

“But weapons alone are not in- 
surance of security. Their great 
value is as a deterrent to aggres¬ 
sion and as support for a bold, 
forthright and courageous atti¬ 
tude abroad, as befits the United 
States as a free people.” 

Lanphier admitted there was 
risk involved but he maintained 
that in the long run the course 
involves less risk than a policy 
of fearful waiting. 

“After ail, we live in risky 
times,” he added, “and under the 
circumstances I, for one, would 
feel a lot safer if, for instance, 
the Soviets were more worried 
about what might happen to 
themselves if they do not corne 
to reasonable truce terms in 
Korea; rather than hâve us keep 
on worrying so much about what 
might happen to us if they don’t.”

the effect of reducing the amount of money in circulation rather 
than increasing it, thus tending to stabilize or improve the dol¬ 
lars buying power in goods. 

"It is true that there was inflation of the dollar during the 
war years and afterwards, despite heavy bond buying. However, 
it is also true that the degree of inflation would hâve been much 
greater had there not been bond purchases by individuals. 

"Wild inflation really helps no one. A stable dollar protects 
our savings, whether it is in Ü.S. Savings Bonds or in life insur- 
ance or bank accounts. ,, 

As for bond buying being patriotic, this is true, too. How¬ 
ever, there is also a large element of self-interest involved. We, 
together with millions of others like us, are the country, in the 
last analysis. Therefore, when we help the country in a financial 
situation we really are merely helping ourselves. 

Thrift cornes into the Savings Bonds picture as something of 
a by-product, but nevertheless important. None will deny that 
thrift is a good thing. Everyone is for it, but most of us hâte to 
practice it. It is painful for the majority, even though the results 
produce a reward. However painful, let’s face the truth. For 
most of us our years of best earning capacity are now, this very 
minute. The time will corne as sure as shooting that the capacity 
to produce diminishes. More and more we will want to take that 
extended leave of absence . . . The extra hours of overtime will 
become a chore rather than a boon . . . When that time cornes— 
and it is certain to corne—what will there be to fall back on? 

When the children are young, it seems a long, long time 
ahead before they will be in high school or college. But it really 
isn’t a long time. Those years fly by quickly and the time is on 
you before you know it. When that time cornes, what you do 
now in the matter of Savings Bonds well may détermine whether 
your answer then will be: "Sorry, son, I guess I just can’t help 
you . . .” or "Okay, son, Tll see what I can do . . .” 

Yes, there might be other investments that would pay off 
better than U.S. Savings Bonds. They might, and then again they 
might not.

In order to qualify as désignées 
of CAA, the inspectors must hâve 
had at least five years of expéri¬ 
ence in problems surrounding air- 
plane manufacture and inspection 
and their field covers ail phases 
of manufacture and assembly of 
commercial planes as well as 
those which can be modified to 
fulfill military needs.

an even greater total, sufficient 
to push the division over the goal. 

Employée Suggestions sub¬ 
mitted at San Diego thus far in 
1953 total 2,304 as compared to 
1,503 at the same time last year. 
Already accepted and installed are 
422 ESs while 110 are approved 
but not in operation yet for me- 
chanical reasons or pending engi¬ 
neering changes. This compares 
to 246 installed and 47 pending 
after six months of 1952. 

Cost Improvement Proposais 
are running about 52 per cent 
higher in numbers submitted so 
far this year than during the first 
six months of 1952, E. E. Hartz¬ 
ler, Cost Improvement supervisor, 
reported. Thus far 1,340 hâve 
been received of which 540 al¬ 
ready are installed and 273 pend¬ 
ing. Tops among the CIPs in 
value to Convair is one for 
$155,780! 

Quality of CIPs this year con¬ 
tinues to show a big improvement 
over 1952, Hartzler added. In 
1953 the number accepted in¬ 
creased by 72 per cent! 

Employée Suggestion awards 
already paid out at San Diego 
during this year total $13,018 as 
compared to $8,918 by this time 
last year.

Says Top U.S. Matman 


Amateur wrestling is somewhat like chess, says Con- 
vair San Diego’s Leland B. Christensen (Dept. 6). Assum- 
ing that opponents are equal physically, the man with the 
best strategy wins. 


“No wrestler can predict a 
match move by move, but a good 
one does analyze his opponent 
and plans his general strategy be- 
fore the match begins,” Christen¬ 
sen said. “After that, as in chess, 
it’s generally a matter of wits 
and timing.” 

A member of the U. S. 1948 
Olympic wrestling team (an al¬ 
ternat e in the 114 lb. class), 
Christensen has been wrestling 
since 1939 when he was in high

school in Cherokee, Iowa. Now, 
at 29, he is considered one of the 
top wrestlers in his weight class 
in the country, and he believes he 
is just reaching his prime. 

“Fve always been interested in 
sports, but when I was in high 
school I was too short for basket- 
ball and too small for football, 
so I took up wrestling,” Christen¬ 
sen recalls. 

After three years in the Navy 
in World War II, Christensen 
became a member of the Univer- 
sity of California^ wrestling 
team — serving as captain his 
senior year—and was undefeated 
in regular intercollegiate compé¬ 
tition when he graduated in 1949. 
In 1948 he was runner-up for the 
national AAU championship, and 
earned his berth on the Olympic 
team at the trials in Ames, Iowa. 
Five times he won the Far West¬ 
ern AAU championship in his 


weight class, and while a member 
of the San Francisco Olympic 
Club was selected in 1950 as one 
of the five U. S. wrestlers to 
make a wrestling tour of Japan. 
On that trip he won five of his 
seven matches. 

“They were the toughest 
matches of my career — even 
tougher than the Olympic trials,” 
Christensen said. “Wrestling is 
more popular in Japan than in the 
U. S.—in Tokyo we had a crowd 
of 10,000—and they hâve some 
outstanding men. As the Japan- 
ese are mostly small people, the 
compétition was really stiff in my 
class.” 

Although Christensen made the 
trip to England in 1948 with the 
Olympic team and wrestled in 
pre-game m a te h e s with the 
United Kingdom and Australia 
teams, and also with teammates 
from the U. S., he did not appear 
in the games proper. A leg 
broken in practice—his only seri- 
ous accident in more than 13 
years of wrestling—kept him out 
of compétition most of last year. 
However, he hopes to be able to 
try out for the 1956 Olympic 
team. 

“Fil be only 32 then, and I 
should be at my peak. However, 
the trials are still three years 
away and many things could hap- 
pen in the meantime,” he said. 

Christensen blâmes amateur 
wrestling’s lack of popularity in 
the U. S. to the complications of 
the game. 

“It frequently gets too involved 
for the average fan to understand 
readily, and though a more scien- 
tific game, it isn’t as spectacular 
as professional wrestling,” he 
said. 

Unlike many amateurs, Chris¬ 
tensen has no quarrel with the 
professionals. 

“Even though the two sports 
are very different, the fans like 
the professionals and the wrest- 
lers are making money, so why 
should I criticize?” 
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“Bingo!” 


Léo Bourdon Credited With 30 Years Service 
But Problem Is to Create a Fitting Pin 


Age brought a new problem 
to Convair recently. 

Until a few days ago the 
service pin System was adé¬ 
quate to meet the situation. 
Then, an investigation of the 
service time of Léo Bourdon of 
Dept. 102 by Industrial Rela¬ 
tions at SD righted an old 
wrong. Although there were no 
records available, interviews 
with various individuals who 
were in Greenwich, R. I., at the 
old Gallaudet plant when Con¬ 
solidated Aircraft Corp. was 
first formed left no doubt that 
Bourdon was there and working 
at the time.

Civil Defense teams at Convair 
San Diego will go into action to¬ 
morrow to demonstrate what they 
would do if an atomic bomb ex- 
ploded in downtown San Diego. 

“We plan to make the drill as 
realistic as possible,” Frank Mer- 
ritt, chief of Industrial Security, 
said. “However, only Civil De¬ 
fense people will be involved and 
work will not be interrupted. Ail 
others are instructed to disre¬ 
gard the public address System 
announcements and siren blasts.” 

Broadcasts of a “yellow alert” 
are set for 10:30 a.m. tomorrow 
(June 18) for first shift and 6:41 
p.m. for second shift. A siren 
proclaiming a “red alert” will fol- 
low four minutes later with Civil 
Defense people “taking cover.” 
When condition “white” is sound- 
ed the various teams will go into 
action, first-aid groups tagging 
“victims,” removing them to mo¬ 
bile first-aid stations, drawing 
supplies and actually applying 
practice bandages, ultimately tak¬ 
ing “casualties” to collection sta¬ 
tions. Radiological teams will go 
through the plants monitoring 
“radioactivity” and firefighting 
groups will simulate duties. 

“As part of the drill, zone cap- 
tains will figure out from basic 
data given them what they could 
hâve expected in the way of dam¬ 
age and casualties in their areas,” 
Coordinator L. A. Howard said. 
“We will tell them the exact point 
of the ‘bomb drop’ and wind con¬ 
ditions, etc., and let them work 
out the problem, testing their use 
of Civil Defense training.” 

Drills for first and second shift 
will be approximately the same. 

This will be the most extensive 
drill attempted at SD. It climaxes 
months of planning and training 
for Civil Defense personne 1 
Teams will get a full exercise in 
their duties.

Convair B-36 Used to Drop Bomb 
In Atomic Test on Yucca Flats 

Two of America’s most potent weapons in its arsenal 
of defense—the atomic bomb and the Convair B-36—got 
together recently, and the resulting explosion was one of 
the most powerful ever unleashed by man. 

The tests took place at the 
Atomic Energy Commission^ 
Yucca Flats proving ground in 
Nevada. 


AEC officiais announced the 
use of the B-36 in dropping the 
A-bomb and also revealed that it 
was the first use of the first 
plane designed specifically to 
carry the atomic bomb in the 
tests. 


Although officiais refused to 
reveal at what altitude the B-36 
was flying when it dropped the 
A-bomb, they did say it flew at 
a “very high altitude.” 

Observers from as far away 
as Lethbridge, Alberta, Canada, 
nearly 1,000 miles north of the 
proving ground, reported seeing 
the flash of the blast, as did rési¬ 
dents in Los Barrilles, Mexico, 
1,150 miles to the south.

Return of B-36s to FW 
Heralds New Concept 
Of Plane Maintenance 


In an unprecedented prôgram of prime importance to 
the entire aircraft industry, Convair FW is going into a 
new major work program known as SAM-SAC, FW Divi¬ 
sion Manager August C. Esenwein announced this week. 


“SAM-SAC is a continuing 
maintenance and modernization 
program which eventually will en- 
compass ail B-36 aircraft,” Esen¬ 
wein stated. “Ultimately it will 
mean that ail B-36 models will 
approach a standard configura¬ 
tion by model.” 

In other words, upon completion 
of the program it will be possible 
to interchange certain parts and 
some major components between 
different models of aircraft and 
greater interchangeability will be 
effected within each respective 
model. 

The program is expected to 
continue over a number of years. 

“SAM-SAC is the first contract 
to be awarded in keeping with the 
Air Force’s new maintenance con¬ 
cept of returning a product to the 
manufacturer for maintenance 
and modernization,” Esenwein 
pointed out. 

“That concept is based on the 
theory that it is more economical 
for the manufacturer to modern- 
ize and overhaul the airplane 
which he has produced, since he 
has the necessary equipment on 
hand, the technical know-how and 
the personnel qualified to handle 
the work. 

“Convair should feel not only 
pride but a deep sense of respon- 
sibility to the entire aircraft in¬ 
dustry and the Air Force in being 
chosen to inaugurate this pro¬ 
gram. 

“Future programs of this na¬ 
ture may well dépend upon the 
results of our achievements on 
SAM-SAC. 

“As far as effects of the pro¬ 
gram on the FW Division are con- 
cerned, SAM-SAC is expected to 
hâve a stabilizing influence on 
employment.” 

K. A. Day, Modernization man¬ 
ager under whose supervision 
SAM-SAC will be accomplished, 
pointed out that the program is 
an outgrowth of the Worthmore 
Project. 

“SAM-SAC will be accomplish¬ 
ed by progressive cyclic mainte¬ 
nance and modernization work to 
be completed in three cycles,” he 
explained. 

“Accomplishing the necessary 
maintenance and modernization 
work in three different cycles will 


be particularly advantageous to 
the Air Force.” 

It will mean that the Air Force 
will be able to maintain minimum 
aircraft out of service and, in 
turn, be able to obtain maximum 
usefulness of the B-36 fleet. 
Maintenance standards of the air¬ 
craft will be maintained at a 
uniform level by progressive serv- 
icing on the B-36 fleet at this 
facility. 

Ail aircraft will go through the 
same inspection and repair at 
Convair FW that they would re- 
ceive if taken to an Air Force 
depot for overhaul. Convair FW, 
incidentally, is one of the few 
installations where such a task 
can be accomplished. 

Phase One work has already be- 
gun on the first ships to be sched- 
uled for the SAM-SAC program. 
The YB-36, second of the experi¬ 
mental model B-36s, was the first 
airplane to be received. 

Under the SAM-SAC project, 
modernization facilities at the 
FW Division will be expanded 
even further, Day stated. Addi- 
tional stations, including work 
docks, will be required to handle 
the task. 

Also, the cycle time will be re- 
duced under SAM-SAC and the 
production rate increased over 
that of Worthmore. 

“At the peak of this program, 
an estimated 5,800 direct employ¬ 
ées will be assigned to it,” Day 
stated. “As the schedule is in¬ 
creased, employées will be moved 
from the factory to SAM-SAC 
assignments.”

Rapid City Air Force Base, 
South Dakota, this month became 
Ellsworth Air Force Base, named 
in honor of Brig.

Distress Cases Started at SD 

An “Emergency Aid Program,” designed to offer lim- 
ited financial help to Convair employées and families in 
serious distress, goes into operation at San Diego next 
week. 

A similar plan already is in effect at Forth Worth 
Division. Pomona, ultimately, also will hâve a parallel 
program, R.. H. Biron, vice president-administration, in- 
dicated. 

“The programs are being acti¬ 
vated at Fort Worth and San 
Diego to meet a need which has 
long been recognized,” Biron ex- 
plained. 

“It has been the subject of 
lengthy planning with union 
spokesmen and with représenta¬ 
tives of other companies who hâve 
had active expérience with similar 
plans. However, until the créa¬ 


tion of Con-Trib-Club last year, 
there was no source of funds. 

“When Con-Trib-Club by-laws 
were drawn, provision was made 
to set aside approximately 10 per 
cent of members’ contributions 
for such an emergency fund. The 
money could not be used, how¬ 
ever, until the passage of a year.

“Our f u n d s

“We must, therefore, 
limit grants to those who, because 
of illness or some catastrophe be- 
yond their control, are in financial 
straits that are beyond their re- 
sources. 

“We will hâve many difficult 
decisions to make and it will be 
hard sometimes to draw a line 
between those who are eligible 
for help and those who are not. 
But somehow we must, for other- 
wise our funds would be quickly 
exhausted. Our yardstick must 
be based upon desperate need, 
and I mean desperate.” 

Under régulations, grants can 
go as high as $1,000. This is 
maximum, however, and requires 
a vote of the entire committee. 
Lesser amounts cap be granted 


more committee members depend- 
ing upon the amount sought. The 
situations of ail those receiving 
aid will be subject to courteous 
but searching inquiry by an indi- 
vidual trained in this type of 
work. 

An applicant for help must be 
on the Convair active payroll 
(Dept. 99 included) or be a spouse 
or dépendent child of a Convair 
employée. Also, he must hâve 
utilized ail his own resources to 
the greatest degree possible. 

“Again, the committee is 
anxious to help those in serious 
distress,” Field continued. “But 
we can’t help everyone who has 
misfortune and we do not feel it 
is right to help those who are in 
a position to help themselves. 

“Please bear with us, when we 
turn someone down, try and real- 
ize that there may be circum- 
stances of which you are unaware, 
or that the need of someone else 
is much more acute.”

and at the same time do it quicker 
and more economically. 

“In addition, the larger single 
parts (as compared to smaller 
parts which must be joined to- 
gether with rivets or by some 
other method) also give us a finer 
end product—and thus ultimately 
a better aircraft.” 

Purchase of the new machine— 
largest single machine at FW 
Division—was arranged by the 
equipment engineering section of 
plant engineering. 

R. C. Rudell, equipment engi¬ 
neering supervisor, said total cost 
of the machine was in the neigh- 
borhood of $430,000. 

“But if ordered today,” he said, 
“it would cost us about $695,000. 
That’s how much costs hâve gone 
up since we ordered it.” 

It was built by the Hydraulic 
Press Manufacturing Co. of Mt. 
Gilead, Ohio. 

Installation of the machine, 
supervised by plant engineering 
personnel, took more than six 
weeks. It required eight freight 
cars to bring it to Fort Worth. 
Total weight is in the neighbor- 
hood of 1,000,000 pounds. The 
press bed weighs 190,000 pounds; 
the booster plate 46,000 pounds; 
the main ram (the hydraulic 
“hammer” that puts on the pres¬ 
sure) 622,000 pounds; and the 
head 157,000 pounds. 

To hold the machine while it is 
producing pressures up to 10,000 
pounds per square inch, plant 
engineering built a foundation of 
reinforced concrète extending 19 
feet below floor level. 

Magnuson said that when tests 
and ail adjustments are complété, 
the new press will be operated by 
employées of Dept. 31. 

In the meantime, tooling people 
are completing the advance work 
necessary to put the machine into 
production. 


Children Missing as 
Fiâmes Raze Home 

When fire awakened Joseph 
H. Harris (Dept. 27 FW) and 
his wife at 4:45 a.m. at 3109 
Lubbock their first thought was 
for the safety of their three 
children. 

Through the burning home 
they dashed in night clothes. 
But the baby’s crib was empty. 
So were the other childreiTs 
beds. In panic they retreated 
before the ' fiâmes which de- 
stroÿed the home. 

Then, almost fainting with re¬ 
lief, they remembered: the chil¬ 
dren were spending the night 
with grandmother!

Trailmaster For Pomona Riding Club 
Recalls 200-Mile Trip by Pack Mule 


A technique designed to pro¬ 
duce at will the appearance of 
“youth” or “âge” is being ab- 
sorbed by a group at Convair 
San Diego. 

Unfortunately, it is no true 
fountain of youth. The tech¬ 
nique only makes a person look 
young—and even then only to 
those back of the sixtli row. 

It is the grease paint and 
pencil art, of course, a ground- 
work that members of the new- 
ly organized little theater group 
at San Diego will find valuable 
when production gets under 
way. Weekly classes are being 
conducted by Eva Borum of 
Dept. 9-1. Object of the course 
is to train the actors and 
actresses to make up their own 


Mention horses to Convair Po 
mona’s Gayle Stokes (Dept. 22) 
and his face lights up like a fire- 
works display. But mention mules 
and he’s apt to start searching 
frantically for foot powder and 
nerve tonie. 

For Stokes, an ex-cowboy, 
cavalryman and forest ranger, 
once led an Army pack mule from 
Ft. Devens, near Boston, to the 
Canadian border near Lake Cham- 
plain—a trip of more than 200 
miles over parts of Massachusetts, 
New Hampshire and Vermont. 

“That was over 25 years ago 
while I was on regimental maneu- 
vers with the 13th Infantry, but 
to this day I can’t stand the sight 
of a mule,” Stokes declared. 

Although he’s still an active 
horseman—he acts as trailmaster 
and chief cook for the CRA Rid¬ 
ing Club and owns a horse— 
Stokes now devotes much of his 
spare time to painting. His fa¬ 
vorite subjects, naturally, are 
horses and desert scenes. 

He started painting in oils only 
a year and a half ago, and he has 
given most of his paintings away. 
Now he feels that he has pro- 
gressed to the point that he can 


market them. Although his paint¬ 
ing career has been brief, Stokes 
has been sketching and drawing 
for as long as he can remember, 
and he has done some previous 
work in pastels. 

He also has done a large 
amount of soap carving, although 
he has almost given this hobby 
up in favor of painting. In 1935 
a group of his carvings won first 
in a state contest, honorable men¬ 
tion in a national contest, and 
were selected for a national tour. 
In this medium his favorite sub¬ 
jects were cowboys, women—and 
horses. 

A native of Wyoming, Stokes 
went to Canada when 15 to be- 
come a cowboy. He worked for 
two years on ranches in Saskat¬ 
chewan, riding “drift fence.” 

“My job was to ride along the 
20-mile long fence, looking for 
and repairing breaks. The trip 
took two days each way, with a 
stopover at a shack at the end of 
the fence,” Stokes recalls. “Once 
I was caught out in a hailstorm 
which eut the hair and a part of 
the hide from livestock. I escaped 
injury by yanking the saddle off 
my horse and crouching under it, 


but I had to walk 12 miles back 
to the ranch house. That horse 
couldn’t be ridden again for over 
two months.” 

During another storm lightning 
struck the fence several miles 
away while Stokes was making 
repairs. He was knocked uncon- 
scious, and the pliers were fused 
to the wire. Aside from burned 
hands and being “out cold” for a 
long time, he suffered no ill 
effects. 

Stokes spent four years in the 
regular Army, serving with the 
infantry, cavalry and artillery. 
Much of this time he worked with 
horses, but once while serving as 
a radio operator near artillery the 
muzzle blast from field guns 
burst both of his ear drums. This 
caused partial loss of his hearing, 
and eventually he was given a 
medical discharge. He also spent 
13 years with the Iowa National 
Guard Cavalry, his last few years 
as a mess sergeant. 

For a year and a half, during 
the latter part of World War II, 
Stokes was assistant district 
ranger for the Forestry Servies 
at Prescott, Ariz., a job which 
required him to ride a horse for 
eight hours a day.

Oldtîme Skill 


lost Art' Revived at San Diego 
As Working With Clay Returns 


A skill that had its beginnings 
before the dawn of civilization 
will undergo a revival if current 
plans at San Diego develop as 
expected. 

The skill is pottery making. 

J. D. Stillman of Dept. 406 
(plaster pattern making) has 
agreed to conduct the activity if 
there is sufficient response. He 
has had considérable expérience 
both commercial and academie. A 
sculpture major at University of 
Southern California, Stillman took 
courses there in pottery making 
and also was an assistant instruc- 
tor in that field. 

“I first became interested in 
clay because it offers an excel¬ 
lent medium for sculpture,” he 
explained. “It has the advantages 
of offering a permanent image 
and also being relatively inexpen¬ 
sive.” 

The possibilities of what can be 
done by individuals are limited 
only by personal ingenuity and 


to some extent by materials and 
equipment. 

“However, very fine products 
can resuit from native clay 
which is abundant in the San 
Diego area and it is astonishing 
the quality of work that can be 
produced by tools no more com- 
plicated than a rolling pin, nim- 
ble fingers and a tree leaf.” 

(The leaf, incidentally, is used 
to leave an imprint on ash tray, 
bowl or décorative tile. The de- 
vice is an excellent one to produce 
novel effects.) 

One piece of equipment is es- 
sential, however, a kiln for baking 
the pottery. If a group is formed 
under Stillman’s guidance, ar¬ 
rangements doubtless can be 
made to use commercial ovens for 
this purpose. 

“Although it is possible to 
branch out into many different 
techniques, the best course at first 
will be to emphasize simplicity,” 
Stillman said.

Foreign Correspondents' 
Report on Adventures 
Of CV Planes Abroad 


Alitalia’s first model 340 has gone into service in Italy.. 

Philippine Air Lines’ new plane is making “character” 
on the mainland. 

Convair T-29s customarily demonstrate on one engine 
to make new students feel safer. 

These were highlights this week of reports from Con¬ 
vair SD “foreign correspondents,” the field service engi- 
neers who help keep Convair planes functioning properly 
both at home and abroad. 


From Ellington AFB, Houston, 
Tex., Service Engineer Howard 
Craig writes: 

“After the May 6 Convairiety 
was distributed here I received a 
lot of phone calls asking what was 
so outstanding about four T-29Bs 
at Harlingen AFB passing the 
100-hour monthly flying mark, 
when Ellington has eight. . . . ” 

“On Armed Forces Day we had 
a T-29 on display and everyone 
I talked to had a good Word for 
the ship. Some couldn’t under- 
stand how such an attractive plane 
could hâve been built anywhere 
except in Texas . . . but I ex- 
plained Convair also builds the 
B-36 at Fort Worth and that 

made everyone happy.” 

* * * 

E. J. Griffin, service engineer 
assigned to Aerolinee Italiane 
Internazionali, based at Rome, 
Italy, reports: 

“Alitalia’s first model 340 went 
into regular service May 15, fly¬ 
ing Rome to Geneva via Nice, re- 
turning the same evening, three 
times a week. Passengers were 
quite pleased. . . . 

“Alitalia flight and mainte¬ 
nance personnel are as careful of 
their new airplane as a mother 
with a baby. Their réception and 
care of the ship is exceptional by 
any standard. They hâve con- 
structed a set of mobile stairs to 
superimpose over the main en- 
trance stairs as soon as the ship 
goes into its hangar to guard 
against any damage to the stair- 
way by maintenance personnel. 
Floor mats also are placed inside 
to catch any dirt that is tracked 
in . . . They insist on the ship 
being spotless. 

“Pilot flight training is being 
conducted by Convair’s A. P. Wil¬ 
son, at such times as the airplane 
is available between operational 
flights and ground maintenance. 
They speak highly of his under- 
standing and help.” 

(Ed. note: Alitalia’s second 
airplane was undergoing flight 
testing at San Diego last week 
and doubtless will be in Italy 
soon.) 

* * * 

“This is one of the most attrac¬ 
tive air bases I hâve ever seen,” 
Walter W. Pentecost, service engi¬ 
neer, writes from Harlingen AFB, 
Texas. 

“Buildings are grouped in a 
semi-circle, ail within walking dis¬ 
tance. The flight line has three 
large hangars, though not large 
enough for the T-29, and a larger 
one is under construction. This 
will house four T-29s at one time. 
In World War II this was a gun- 
nery school and there were several 
B-24s here. You can still see 
empty shell cases imbedded in the 
asphalt. 

“The first T-29 mission was 
flown here Aug. 10, 1952, soon 
after the base was reactivated. 
As a matter of interest, on the

first flight with new cadets it is 
customary for the pilot to full 
feather the left prop of his T-29 
and fly for some time to instill 
confidence that the plane is safe 
and will fly on one engine!” 

* * * 

Although ail of Convair’s “for¬ 
eign correspondents” are unusual- 
ly easy to read—considering they 
are technical men — the Con¬ 
vairiety palm for excellence in 
human interest reporting must go 
to Mel Clause, assigned to Aero 
O/Y (Finnish Air Lines) at Hel¬ 
sinki. Here is some of his catchy 
prose : 

“Suomi spring is in full blossom 
here. The country is green and 
dandelions carpet the roadsides. 
The days are long. The sun ‘slow- 
ly sinks’ about 9:30 p.m. and rises 
about 3:30 a.m. Even at midnight 
one can walk about without feel- 
ing a pressing need for a lantern. 

“The song birds get in many 
hours per day, but it must be a 
trying season for nocturnal créa¬ 
tures. The average daily utiliza- 
tion of owls must be at a low 
figure during the summer. 

“As a weekend pastime I hâve 
been doing some private flying in 
the only Cessna in Finland. Ail 
labels are in Finnish, however, so 
I play the knobs by ear, rather 
than by note. Though my U. S. 
license is valid in Finland, there 
was a familiarization course in 



régulations. After a check ride 
with the air traffic inspector, the 
machine and I were pronounced 
‘Man and Cessna.’ 

“It’s only about 16 miles from 
Malmi airport to the boundary of 
the Russian base at Porkkala. To 
prevent looking over the boundary 
and observing the comrades busily 
engaged in making peace, a re- 
stricted zone sur rounds the actual 
limits of the base. So, in effect, 
there is here an eleventh Com- 
mandment in aviation: ‘Thou shalt 
not peer over Porkkala fence.’ 

“Following the maami-eating 
Easter season and the simaa-im- 
bibing * May Day holiday, the 
months of viili eating are with 
us.** ”

Philippine Air Lines, which 
took delivery several weeks ago 
on its second Convair-Liner model 
340 at San Diego, has been put- 
ting its first ship through its 
paces. Wallace H. Casselberry 
describes a spécial Manila to 
Hong Kong flight thusly: 

“Gross weight on the May 24 
flight was 44,000 pounds, includ- 
ing 8,200 pounds of fuel. Thunder- 
heads were encountered a half 
hour from Kaitak airport. . . . It 
took 20 minutes for an instru¬ 
ment let down by first homing on 
Wanglan Island, the farthest is- 
land seaward from the mainland, 
then turning 180 degrees under a 
500 foot ceiling and approaching 
Hong Kong through the NW pass 
between Hong Kong and the 
mountains on the mainland. 

“It might be noted that Kaitak 
is considered one of the most 
difficult and dangerous airports 
to approach in the world. PI-C340 
maneuvered beautifully in both 
its landing and take-off and was 
praised highly by airport officiais. 
It was on display during the two- 
hour stop. ...”

T-29s Help AF 
Beat Weather 

Convair T-29s took a leading 
rôle at Ellington Air Force Base, 
Texas, during the last few months 
in getting the base back on sched- 
ule after continued bad weather 
had put training operations 340 
missions “in the red.” 

In fact, it was a T-29 (T-29 
B-51-5171) that made the final 
flight putting the base “in the 
black” and ending “Operation 
Goose Egg,” a fitting name for 
the drive to reduce the incom- 
pleted missions to zéro. 

Pilots, students, maintenance 
crews and airplanes worked over- 
time for weeks to accomplish it, 
Howard Craig, Convair’s field 
service engineer at Ellington re- 
ported. In so doing, a number of 
T-29s went far over the 100-hour- 
a-month mark and Craig recently 
presented T-29 lighters to eight 
of these crew chiefs. Outstanding 
was the plane maintained under 
A/lc Robert Englhardt which 
had high flight time on the base 
for T-29s both in April and May. 
By coincidence it was the ship 
that ended “Operation Goose 
Egg.” 

FW Management Club 
Suspends Meetings 

Ray Kendall, president of Con¬ 
vair FW Management Club, an- 
nounced this week that meetings 
of that organization are discon- 
tinued until September. Action 
was taken as a resuit of a poil 
of members. 


In presenting the awards, A. F. 
Allen, president of Texas Employ- 
ers Insurance Association and a 
direct or of the National Safety 
Council, said: 

“The 1952 safety record of Con¬ 
vair FW Division has been an 
outstanding one. The interest and 
the efforts of employées, super- 
visors and top management hâve 
won for them three major safety 
awards.” 

The highest safety award of the 
National Safety Council, “the 
award of honor,” was presented 
to August C. Esenwein, FW 
Division manager, for improve- 
ment of 55 per cent in the dis- 
abling in jury record and 81 per 
cent improvement in the severity 
record, as compared to the record 
for the aircraft manufacturing in- 
dustry of the United States. 

Esenwein accepted the award 
and presented it to Unit 2 of final 
assembly for having the best shop 
safety record in 1952. 

“To you L. H. Allen, as gen¬ 
eral foreman, and R. S. Sears, 
representing the Employée 
Safety Committee, it is my 
pleasure to recognize through 
this award your department for 
having worked the entire year 
of 1952 without a disabling in¬ 
jury or a doctor case and ac- 
cumulating 1,693,361 man hours 
before this record was ended 
Feb. 10, 1953,” Esenwein said 
in presenting the award. 

The second place award in the 
Aeronautical Industries safety 
contest of the National Safety 
Council was presented to Esen¬ 
wein by Allen. This was awarded 
for only 1.49 injuries for each 
million man hours of work. First 
place winner, Northrup Aircraft 
Corp., had a record of 1.23 in¬ 
juries per each million man hours. 
B. G. Reed, assistant FW Division 


manager, was formerly manager 
there. 

Esenwein in turn presented this 
award to F. E. Williams, general 
foreman, and C. R. Ingle, Em¬ 
ployée Safety Committee member 
representing Dept. 73, electrical 
bench. The department has ac- 
cumulated more man hours with¬ 
out disabling injury than any 
other department in the FW 
plant. The last disabling injury 
occurred July 6, 1950, and they 
hâve worked 4,385,980 man hours 
with their record still continuing. 

The last award was presented 
by Allen for the third successive 
year. This first place award of 
the Texas Safety Association for 
aircraft manufacturing in Texas 
was presented to Esenwein, who 
in turn presented it to représen¬ 
tatives of Dept. 14, tool service: 
G. A. Frazier, general foreman, 
and J. T. Davidson, of Employée 
Safety Committee. Their depart¬ 
ment has worked more than five 
years without a disabling injury 
and has accumulated 3,885,918 
man hours since Dec. 10, 1947 
with the record still continuing. 

L. L. Turner, spécial assistant 
to Esenwein, introduced platform 
guests. They were Reed, assistant 
division manager; H. C. Deckard, 
night manager; Col. E. B. Gentry, 
acting commanding officer of 
Southern Procurement District; 
Lt. Col. C. (Doc) Savage, AF 
plant représentative; Councilman 
J. B. Ellis, Dr. W. J. Danforth and 
L. W. Graff of the Fort Worth 
Safety Council; E. C. McFadden, 
vice-president of the Texas Safety 
Association; and H. H. Engelman, 
chairman Fort Worth chapter, 
American Society of Safety Engi- 
neers.

Germans Choose 340s; 
June Schedule Met 

Convair-Liner model 340s continue to départ from the San 
Diego plant at a rate of nine a month, and there was évidence last 
week of new orders in the wind. 

J. V. Naish, executive vice president, disclosed that Convair has 
been negotiating for some time with Luftag, West Sermany's first 
postwar airline, on acquisition of model 340s, and said: 

“The airplanes will be delivered 
on a schedule which will permit 
operation of the German line at 
an early date following ratifica¬ 
tion of enabling treaties.” 

Présent plans call for starting 
delivery in April, 1954. Luftag’s 
340s will include arrangements 
for flexible seating to permit op¬ 
eration for first-class or air-tour- 
ist service. 

S e v e n t h European line to 
choose Convairs, Luftag consid¬ 
ered a number of other planes, 
including turboprops, before set- 
tling on the 340. A Convair-Liner 
design feature which will permit 
conversion to Turboliners as soon 
as suitable gas - turbine power- 
piants are commercially available 
was an important factor in Luf- 
tag’s choice, Naish indicated. 

Meanwhile, nine new model 340s 
left San Diego during June, seven 
destined for firms within the U.S. 
and two earmarked for overseas 
service. The June complément 
brought the total of 340s de¬ 
livered to customers to 87 as 
production continues to run six 
planes ahead of the schedule 
established in September, 1952. 

Production outlook continues to 
be bright, Ed Reynolds, 340 Proj¬ 
ect administrator, said and pros¬ 
pects for meeting the July 
schedule are good with the line 
schedule described as fair.

A good example is that of a 
Convair man heavily in debt from 
a sériés of misfortunes. Married 
with two small children, his wife 
had undergone two sessions in 
hospitals with attendant expenses. 
In addition, there were burial 
costs, etc., in connection with the 
loss of another child. Bit by bit 
he was doggedly trying to eut 
down the burden by himself. 
There were no luxuries in his 
home and no frills. He had been 
forced to borrow from a neigh- 
bor and the shadow of debt was 
heavy over him because he is an 
honest and conscientious man. 

Con-Trib-Club’s emergency aid 
staff went to work, c h e c k i n g 
over his obligations. Ultimately, 
a grant was authorized sufficient 
to get him back on his feet. He 
is not completely out of debt, but 
the burden has been eut down to 
a size that he can handle. 

“The point to remember here,” 
Field pointed out, “is not that the 
man was merely heavily in debt, 
but that he was in distress be¬ 
cause of extended illnesses and 
expenses utterly beyond his con¬ 
trol and financial capacity. It is 
that type of case that we are 
ready to help.”

Then, too, they are far more 
rugged. 

“They can stand almost any 
treatment,” points out Richeson, 
“and still remain in operation. 
That is, so long as they don’t 
encounter heat of more than 180 
degrees Fahrenheit.” 

Further, they are comparative- 
ly easy to make, and—when pro- 
duced in quantities of millions, as 
appears likely in the future—will 
be inexpensive. 

Richeson points out that small 
size of transistors and their low 
power consumption already has 
made possible a portable télé¬ 
vision set. A set in which the only 
tube is the picture tube. Ail the 
dozens of other vacuum tubes are 
replaced by transistors. 


Miniature of 340 
A Winner at Fair 

Walter Hardy (Dept. 27) walk- 
ed off with two ribbons and a cer- 
tificate of récognition at the re¬ 
cent San Diego County Fair for 
an exhibit featuring his miniature 
model 340 Convair-Liner (Con- 
vairiety, May 6, 1953). 

Hardy recently received ap- 
proval from the CAA to conduct 
a free flight of the model from 
Live Oaks Springs, Calif., to 
Yuma, Ariz., a distance of some 
80 air miles. He hopes to “fly” 
the model by radio from a chase 
plane. 


Foresight Keeps 
Convair Abreast of 
Transistor Study 

Convair has shown character- 
istic foresight in connection 
with the development of the 
transistor, subject of the accom- 
panying article. 

Recognizing its coming im¬ 
portance, two years ago Con¬ 
vair set up a “Circuit Develop¬ 
ment Group” in Engineering at 
San Diego, headed by Walter 
Sterling, a senior electronics 
engineer who had a background 
of basic semiconductor research 
while with a Navy project at 
Northwestern University. The 
group’s aim was to investigate 
the progress of research else- 
where, analyze ail possible ap¬ 
plications of value to Convair, 
and study reliability of the new 
devices. More than a year ago 
Sterling conducted an indoctri- 
nation course for key personnel 
at SD. 

“We hâve mapped out many 
important uses for them,” Ster¬ 
ling said last week. “The main 
problem now is availability, but 
that is only a question of time.” 


Transistors, electronic devices the size of a pea- 
be literally flying- the airplanes Convair builds.. 

At any rate, the tiny gadgets are being given their chance in a small corner of the 
“secret” room in Fort Worth Division’s electronics building. Putting them through their 
paces on testing equipment designed and built by Convair is a youthful aerophysics 
engineer, Bill Richeson, an authority on transistors. 

Richeson this week began shar- 
ing this knowledge with a group 
of about 125 Convair and Air 
Force individuals in a spécial 
course sponsored by the FW 
training section with an assist 
from the quality control office of 
Robert A. Prindle at Southern Air 
Procurement District Headquar- 
ters. The class is an indication 
of the future importance of the 
transistor. 

For the uninitiated, the tran¬ 
sistor is a substitute for the va¬ 
cuum tube. It can do the job 
cheaper, and in many cases better. 

Those who hâve a few gray 
hairs on their heads will re- 
member the days of the early 
radio sets with the “cat’s 
whisker” crystals and, as Riche¬ 
son points out, transistors are, 
in effect, “a 1953 souped up ver¬ 
sion of the crystals used in 
those old radios.” 

Because they were unable to 
amplify weak radio signais to 
make them strong enough to be 
heard over a loud speaker, the 
crystals of those days were suc- 
ceeded by vacuum tubes. Since 
then, however, the transistor was 
developed. Although merely an- 
other type of crystal, it can do 
the job at which the early day 
crystals failed and you don’t hâve 
to hunt around for a “hot spot.” 

One type of transistor consists 
of a minute piece of germanium 
of carefully controlled purity. 

Germanium is one of the basic 
éléments once considered relative- 
ly useless. To the germanium 
crystal are attached two tiny 
wires. These, then, are encased 
in plastic or métal housing. This 
is another advantage of the tran¬ 
sistor over the vacuum tube: it 
is almost unbreakable, can be 
dropped on the floor and banged 
around without damage. 

Without going into technicali- 
ties, the job of the old-fashioned 
crystal, the vacuum tube and the 
new transistors is to control and 
regulate the flow of électrons in 
electronic equipment. The vacuum 
tube and the transistor hâve the 
further capacity to amplify (in- 
crease) the power of electronic 
impulses sent to them. 

It is the vacuum tube, of 
course, which made modern-day 
radio and télévision possible, as 
v/ell as hundreds of other elec¬ 
tronic devices such as are used on 
Convair airplanes for radar bomb- 
ing, weather observation and so 
on. But at this point, it seems 
likely the transistor will take over 
—much to Convair’s advantage. 

And that’s for many reasons. 

Transistors corne in dozens of 
sizes and shapes, but most of 
them are about the size of a ker¬ 
nel of corn and weigh less than a 
stick of chewing gum, as com- 
pared to vacuum tubes about half 
the size of a corn cob. So, space 
and weight are saved. And both 
are important on the aircraft of

Therefore, a woman is more like¬ 
ly to dépend on her short game 
to keep her in the running. She 
Works constantly to improve it.” 

How about nerves? 

“Again we’re back to a man’s 
constant desire to play over his 
head. Because of that trait, Fd 
venture to say that women are 
less nervous for they are accus- 
tomed to playing a careful game, 
thus less strain.”

The operator must also be dial- 
ed to place calls to local outside 
numbers and to place toll calls.

“By restricting the use of

The new switchboard, which 
incidentally is the largest indus¬ 
trial installation in General Télé¬ 
phoné Company’s System in this 
area, has sufficient capacity to 
handle three times the number 
of phones that will be in use when 
it begins operation next Monday. 

Convair will be connected to 
the Pomona phone System by 25 
trunk lines, but beginning Mon¬ 
day the company will be listed 
under one number only—Lycom- 
ing 9-5111. In the past Convair 
has had three numbers. 

In addition to these lines, Con¬ 
vair leases one direct line to Con¬ 
vair San Diego, 10 direct lines to 
Los Angeles, and has six direct 
lines to the Long Distance office 
in Pomona. 

“We also hâve a direct teletype 
line to San Diego and we hâve 
our own Western Union station 
in our communications set-up,” 
Georgia Gilinsky, communications 
chief operator, reminded. “In 
many instances where time is not 
too critical a teletyped message 
or a telegram will serve the same 
purpose as a phone call, and at 
much less cost. We hâve hourly 
pick-up and delivery service for 
those who use either of these fa- 
cilities. 

“With the dial System, it will 
be more important than ever for 
depàrtment heads to keep us in- 
formed of changes in location,” 
Miss Gilinsky said. “If this is 
doné, our operators will be able to 
intercept calls and direct them to 
the "correct numbers.”

Announcement was made this 
week of the coming marriage of 
George Popa, Dept. 8 SD and 
Marguerite Hamilton.

Popa, 
an industrial engineer, has ben 
with Convair for two years and 
his bride is an accountant with 
a San Diego firm. 


“I first became interested in 
old weapons several years ago 
when I purchased an antique 
musket to decorate a cabin wall,” 
Knoll recalls. 

“I couldn’t resist the temptation 
to shoot it, and when I did I was 
‘hooked.’ I’ve been shooting and 
building muzzle loaders ever 
since.” 

How well he has been shooting 
is evidenced by four state flint- 
lock championships (Convairiety, 
May 9, 1951) Knoll has won in 
the past four years, and to well 
over a hundred medals and other 
trophies won in various shooting 
matches throughout California. 

For the past year or so, how- 
ever, Knoll has done very little 
shooting and has been spending 
most of his spare time in his 
workshop, turning out rifles and 
pistols, mostly of ancient designs. 

“I still shoot in an occasional 
match, but once a shooter learns 
the capabilities and limitations of 
a particular weapon practice 
really isn’t essential,” Knoll said. 
“I know ail of my match guns, so 
it’s just a matter of inserting the 
proper load of powder, using a 
bail of the correct size, métal and 
weight, aiming at the right spot 
on the target, and pulling the 
trigger.” 

Actually it isn’t quite that sim¬ 
ple. Muzzle loaders are unpredict- 
able, and there’s always a delay 
between the pull of the trigger 
and the actual discharge of the 
gun. 

“Anything can happen — and 
usually does,” Knoll declared. 

At présent Knoll is building six 
rifles of identical design to re¬ 
place older weapons in his match 
collection, and he has almost com- 
pleted a scale replica of a Whit- 
neyville Walker Colt revolver, 
copied from an 1847 design. 

“Although the guns used in 
matches today appear to be 
antiques, most of them were 


actually made fairly recently. 
Few of the older weapons are in 
good enough condition to stand 
up under extensive firing, so we 
hâve to build our own,” Knoll ex- 
plained. 

With minor exceptions Knoll 
complétés the entire manufactur- 
ing process from raw materials 
to finished product in his work¬ 
shop. Most of his tools are far 
superior to those used by gun- 
smiths of two centuries ago, but 
his arrangement for rifling the 
barrel differs very little from 
theirs. Knoll pushes a square 
twisted rod, with a cutter attached 
to the end, through the barrel by 
hand. 

“It takes about a thousand 
strokes for each barrel, and be- 
lieve me, it soon develops into 
work,” Knoll grinned. 

Most muzzle loaders in use to¬ 
day fall into two general classifi¬ 
cations, based on the method of 
igniting the powder charge. Flint¬ 
locks, as the name implies, are 
fired by sparks from flint on the 
hammer striking steel. “Cap and 
bail” weapons, on the other hand, 
are fired by percussion caps and 
most shooters refer to them as 
percussion weapons. 

Externally, most of Knolhs 
guns resemble the antiques they 
are pattemed after. Occasionally, 
though, he produces a modem 
weapon, and he has built a muzzle 
loading pistol which bears a 
strong resemblance to a “Buck 
Rogers” ray gun.

Board Meets to 
Inspect T-29 

An Air Force “Contract Techni¬ 
cal Compliance Board” convened 
in San Diego this week to con- 
sider the first T-29 model D to 
corne off the assembly line. 

Familiarly known in the past 
as a “689 board,” a name recently 
discarded for the new title, the 
board is headed by Col. R. E. 
Critchfield as chairman and in- 
cludes Col. G. Champion of USAF 
headquarters and Col. R. R. Stew¬ 
art, WADC, as well as Joseph 
Zwierzynski, AMC’s T-29 project 
officer, and E. F. Mondini of 
WADC. 

Representing Convair during 
the sessions will be B. J. Simons, 
T-29 project engineer; H. L. Ells- 
worth, T-29 project administra- 
tor; J. O. Lockwood, T-29 con- 
tracts. From the Air Force office 
at SD will be Major J. R. Mc- 
Combs and W. H. Stancil while 
B. H. Armstrong will be présent 
from the Bureau of Aeronautics 
office. 

The first model D was virtually 
complété last week, a bit ahead 
of schedule. On the outside it 
looks much as do other T-29s, 
except for the absence of astro¬ 
domes, used for taking sights by 
sextant. The model D, however, 
is equipped with periscopic sex¬ 
tants which eliminate the need for 
astrodomes. 

On the inside the model D is 
greatly changed from previous 
models. It combines facilities for 
training bombardiers (both for 
radar and optical bombing) with 
navigation and radar training 
equipment. Some of the equip- 
ment duplicates that used by the 
Air Force in the Convair B-36 
and is considerably bulkier than 
that required in other T-29s. 
Therefofe, there are fewer sta¬ 
tions for students in the model D. 
It accommodâtes six students, two 
instructors, pilot, co - pilot, and 
crew chief.

A firm faith in the future of Convair and admiration 
for Convair's management, engineering and production 
talent was expressed last week at San Diego by John Jay 
Hopkins, chairman of the Convair Board of Directors.

Without you, our task soon would 
prove futile.” 

Describing how General Dy¬ 
namics Corp. came to buy con- 
trolling interest in Convair, Hop¬ 
kins said that there were several 
other large aircraft concerns on 
the market. 

“We had our choice . . . but we 
found here at San Diego and Fort 
Worth a company winning com¬ 
pétitions for contracts hands 
down from ail corners . . . actually 
the record is that out of 11 recent 
compétitions in supersonic fields 
(the great advancing fields 
ahead), Convair has won seven 
out of 11!” 

Even more, however, Hopkins 
said he and his associâtes found 
the answer they sought in quality 
of personnel. 

“We found the answer ... in 
the men of the organization . . . 
the staff of great and able people, 
designers, engineers, technicians, 
builders, flyers. . . .” 

Hopkins said General Dynamics 
was looking for a company 
“staffed by men of talent and led 
by men of vision ... I mean such 
men as Gen. Joe McNarney, Jack 
Naish, Tom Lanphier, Bob Biron, 
Ed Jones, Sparky Sebold, Frank 
Fink, Bob Watts, Sandy Coggan, 
Augie Esenwein and our most re¬ 
cent star, Charlie Home of Po¬ 
mona. There are hundreds of 
them and I mention only a few 
... I could put every one of your 
names on this same roster.” 

Hopkins graphically sketched 
the history of Convair’s sister 
concerns: 

Electric Boat at Groton, Conn., 
now a division of General Dynam¬ 
ics Corp., pioneer submarine 
builders who launched the first 
successful undersea craft, the 
Holland, in 1898 and continued to 
lead ail others in the submarine 
field, currently having contracts 


to build the first atomic-powered 
submarines, the Nautilus and Sea- 
wolf. 

Electro Dynamic Division at 
Bayonne, N.J., started in 1880 
and the oldest electrical manu¬ 
facturing unit still operating 
today, builders of mot ors and 
generators and Controls for under- 
water craft. 

Canadair Ltd. of Montreal, Can- 
ada’s largest builder of aircraft, 
currently manufacturing Sabre 
jets and Shooting Stars, with a 
relationship to Convair that dates 
back to the time they built 450 
PBYs and later delivered parts to 
Convair’s New Orléans division. 

“This program of General Dy¬ 
namics should supplément and 
compliment the work that Con¬ 
vair is doing. . . . Here we hâve 
a truly formidable foursome for 
peace. . . .” 

Out of the defense business will 
corne many other developments, 
he said, pointing to the future of 
atomic power and to electronics, 
an almost unscratched field for 
commercial development. 

“This management does not in- 
tend to be left behind. . . . 

“You and I are entering one of 
the most exciting eras of man- 
kind. What will corne of it dé¬ 
pends upon the degree to which 
we express our vision and integ- 
rity. . . . (If we use them) the 
future is boundless. . . .”

water takeoff and landing per¬ 
formance. 

At any rate, batteries of movie 
and still caméras bristled from 
the sides of the official press ship, 
LST 1080, and ail available rail 
space was taken long before the 
star of the show made its appear- 
ance. They were ready, however, 
when E. D. Shannon, chief of SD 
experimental flight, started up 
the two Westinghouse jet engines 
and started his taxi runs. With 
spray flowing out behind, the Sea- 
Dart mounted its “skis” grace- 
fully and a few seconds later was 
airborne, circling over North Is- 
land and back over the press ship 
with skis retracted. 

In close pursuit was a T-33 jet 
flown by Charles E. Richbourg, 
Convair pilot, with Convair Pho¬ 
tographe!* Roger Jett as passen- 
ger.

New System For Perishable Tools 
Improves Efficiency at San Diego 

A new System of checking out perishable tools was put into effect during May and 
June at Convair San Diego that is expected to effect a substantial annual saving for 
the company, as well as an improvement in efficiency. . 

Devised by Marshall Aker, tool service general foreman, the System involves the use 
of standard tool kits for various job classifications plus issuance of five plastic checks 
to be used to obtain spécial tools.

W. E. Guinn, head of internai 
audit at Convair FW, was elected 
vice-president of the Fort Worth 
chapter of the Association of Cost 
Accountants at a recent meeting. 
He succeeds J. C. Félix, FW Di¬ 
vision controller, who recently re- 
signed his post. 


In préparation for a présenta¬ 
tion to be made in one of the 
aircraft industry’s top journals, 
American Aviation, William D. 
Perreault, managing editor, at- 
tended a lengthy conférence at 
FW Division last week with Di¬ 
vision Manager August C. Esen- 
wein. 

Said Perreault: 

“For several months I had plan- 
ned to visit the Fort Worth area 
for a first-hand look at the area’s 
greatly expanding aviation activi¬ 
tés. 

“My plans were brought to a 
head by aircraft industry - wide 
interest in two far-reaching pro- 
grams now under way at FW 
Division: 

“The weapons System manage¬ 
ment concept (developed by Con¬ 
vair and the Air Force to speed 
the supersonic bomber for which 
Convair is making a design 
study), and the SAM-SAC pro- 
gram (in which FW Division is 
inspecting, servicing and main- 
taining AF B-36s on a periodic 
basis). 

“After conferring with Mr. Es- 
enwein on these new develop- 
ments, Pm convinced that they 
are trends which will find indus- 
try-wide acceptance and help sta- 
bilize the entire industry.” 

Another top industry publica¬ 
tion, Western Aviation, printed 
the entire text of Esenwein’s talk 
on “Weapons System Manage¬ 
ment” before the recent Aviation 
Writers’ Association convention. 


“Adéquate control over the is¬ 
suance of perishable tools has 
always been a headache for man- 
ufacturers,” Aker says. “Some 
firms hâve adopted Systems of 
tool checks of one forai or an¬ 
other, but the combination of 
standard tool kits and checks is 
a first for Convair.” 

Previously, employées d r e w 
tools from cribs as they needed 
them. It wasn’t unusual to en- 
counter tool boxes filled with 
elaborate assortments, far more 
elaborate than was necessary for 
a particular job at hand. 

Tool cribs found a steadily fall- 
ing stock of tools on hand and no 
means of maintaining an adéquate 
check. Tabulation runs and paper 
work bogged down efforts to dé¬ 
termine the exact status of per¬ 
ishable tools on hand at any one 
time. 

However, under the new System 
an employée has a basic set of 
tools deemed necessary to per¬ 
forai any task under his job clas¬ 
sification. In addition, he has five 
spécial dises identified with his 
clock number, to be used when 
spécial tools are necessary. 

The employée simply goes to a 
tool crib and “trades” one of his 
dises for whatever tool he needs. 
Upon completion of the assigned 
task calling for the tool, he re- 
turns the tool and gets back his 
dise. 

Many hâve commented favor- 
ably on the new System, since it 
enables them to perforai assigned 
jobs w i t h o u t the necessity of 
maintaining a bulky assortment 
of tools. If a spécial tool is need¬ 
ed, they can obtain it quickly and 
return it without delay to the 
cribs when finished. 

Tool crib stock clerks find the 
System an improvement, for they 
can accurately inventory stocks of 
tools with a minimum of work by 
counting the tools on hand and 
adding tools for each dise they 
hâve received. 

The new System also serves as 
a balance for perishable tools, 
since any item checked out for a 
dise will be returned to that par¬ 
ticular crib, thus preventing tools 
from being returned to other 
cribs. 

Employées terminating will find 
the new System a faster means of 
checking out, as they will be 
asked to account for their stand¬ 
ard kit plus five checks only, 
Aker said.

Assembly line blood letting on 
the Convair FW B-36 assembly 
line last week set a near record.

to assist, and the Convair fire¬ 
men helped control the fire with 
water from their truck’s 500-gal- 
lon tank until Pomona firemen 
could lay adéquate lines from a 
hydrant some distance away.

Reunion at Convair FW Recalls 
500-Mile March as Prisoners 


A trip to Fort Worth on Con- 
vair’s SAM-SAC program proved 
also to be a reunion for an Air 
Force major and a Convair air- 
craft assembler. 

Reunited were Maj. A. D. 
Byrne, of the 15th AF at March 
Field, Calif., and J. D. Stepp, of 
Dept. 43, who were on the same 
B-17 when it was shot down over 
Austria in February of 1944. 

When Major Byrne came to 
Fort Worth on business with Con¬ 
vair, he drove to Clebume in his 
spare time to visit Stepp at his 
home. Only then did he learn that 
Stepp was working at Convair. 

“We played a lot of chin music 
about the ‘good old days/ ” said 
Stepp, “and brought ourselves up 
to date on each other.” 

Stepp explained that since 
World War II, Byrne had con- 
tinued in the Air Force. 

“He’s had one tour of duty as 
a bomber pilot in Korea,” Stepp 
said, “and it appears that he may 
soon get another. 

“In the meantime, he’s had 
some time in B-36’s.” 

Byrne, Stepp and the eight 
other crew members aboard the 
ill-fated B-17 bailed out after the 
plane had been seriously damaged 
and was limping along on one 


engme. 

Ail were captured by the Nazis 
and imprisoned in concentration 
camps. (“Except for the time that 
we were walking,” remembers 
Stepp, “and that was plenty.”) 

He was on an 80-day march 
from Feb. 6 to April 26 in 1945. 
The prisoners—numbering about 
2,500—walked more than 500 
miles before they were liberated 
about 10 days before the Nazis 
capitulated. 

Stepp, who has been at Convair 
since 1946, also has three uncles 
at the plant: O. J. Stepp, a fore- 
man in 47; Vernon Stepp, in 73; 
and Wade Stepp, in 25. Stepp’s 
family includes his wife and two 
daughters, Judy, nine, and Jean- 
nie, four.

Glider Championships for the 
Nordic A-2 class of model gliders. 
The event is planned for August 
21-23 in Lesce-Bled, Yugoslavia. 
Should Everett be unable to at¬ 
tend, contest officiais will ap¬ 
point a proxy to fly his gliders. 

“I certainly would like to make 
the trip, and I had planned to 
take my vacation about that 
time,” Everett said. “However, if 
I go I will hâve to travel by air 
both coming and going, and that 
may prove too expensive.” 

Nationally famous as a model 
builder and flyer, Everett was 
selected for the team because of 
his outstanding record. Last year 
he was a contest director for the 
National Model Meet at Los Ala- 
mitos and couldn’t compete, but 
the year before he won two first 
places, two seconds and four 
fourth and fifth places in the 
National, and lost out in the na¬ 
tional championship sweepstakes 
by only two points. He won two 
first places the previous year. He 
has also won so many local, state 
and régional contests that he has 
lost count. 

Although he builds and flies ail 
types of model airplanes, Everett 
now specializes in gliders. Only 
last month he set a new na¬ 
tional record of 11 minutes and 
24 seconds aloft for hand-launched 
gliders with his original design 
“El Lobo.” 

“Gliders appear to be less com- 
plex than powered models, but 
actually they require better engi¬ 
neering and they are far more 
difficult to fly,” Everett explain¬ 
ed. “The only secret of the ‘El 
Lobo’ is its near-perfect aero- 
dynamic force arrangement. Its 
directional and latéral stability is 
such that when the model is 
forced into a spin by gusts or 
strong thermal action it will re¬ 
cover by itself—and that’s a rare 
characteristic in hand-launched 
gliders.” 

Another of Everett’s original 
designs, the “El Nordo,” will be 
used in the International meet in 
Yugoslavia. Much larger than 
the “El Lobo,” this gPder is 
launched with a 100-meter tow 
cable and is equipped with a “de- 
thermalizer,” which goes into ac¬ 
tion after the glider has been 
aloft for five minutes. It causes 
the tail to pop up to a 45-degree 
angle, placing the glider in a stall 
and causing it to fall gently to 
the ground. 

“So far Eve had bad luck with 
the ‘El Nordo/ mostly on the 
ground. But Eve seen enough of 
it in the air to know that iEs a 
good, Sound glider,” Everett said. 
“Although Eve never won a con¬ 
test with it, one built from my 
plans and flown by Jerry Robert¬ 
son of Phoenix set—and still 
holds—the junior national rec¬ 
ord.” 

Everett has been building and 
flying models for about 20 years, 
and at présent is columnist for 
“Air Trails,” a model airplane 
magazine.

Chosen For U.S. Team 
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'Aging Secrets' Perish Unrevealed 
At a Rate of Ton a Week at SD 


Convair San Diego last week 
destroyed a ton of secrets, as it 
lias been doing every week for 
a long time. 

Though somewhat moth-eaten 
and beat-up, the two thousand 
pounds of paper and ink never- 
theless warranted a full dress 
funeral complété with a guard of 
honor. 

The “funeral” is the crémation 
of classified (that is, restricted, 
confidential, secret) material 
which has served its purpose in 
assisting Convair with military 
projects of importance. 

“The fact that the SD Division 
alone produces a ton of outdated 
documents every week gives some 
idea of the amount of classified 
work in which the company is 
involved,” Frank Merritt, chief of 
industrial security at SD, pointed 
out. “It also is a reminder of the 
ever présent responsibility of 
those who deal with confidential 
and secret work.” 

As regular as clockwork, the 
“bum detail” makes its rounds at 
San Diego every Thursday. The 
team is composed of members of 
material salvage and industrial 
security, involving two vehicles 
and six men. One group picks up 
the bulk of the material, the con¬ 
fidential and restricted matter, 
while the other gathers the secret 
documents. 


“Most of the material cornes 
from the more than 100 locked 
containers that are conveniently 
located about the plants,” S. J. 
Freeman of material salvage 
(Dept. 4-9) explained. “These 
hâve slots for inserting the mate¬ 
rial. They are opened once a 
week. Only the members of the 
bum detail know the combination 
to their locks.” 

The secret documents destined 
for destruction must be passed 
by hand and a member of the 
burn detail signs a receipt. 

“It is probably the most im¬ 
portant ‘collection’ job there is 
at Convair,” Freeman commented. 
“Members of the detail ail hâve 
been cleared for secret, which 
means extensive investigation of 
their backgrounds, and they take 
their duties with ail the serious- 
ness due them.” 

From Convair SD the material 
collected is transported to Ryan 
Aeronautical Co. which has the 
facilities for burning. The mate¬ 
rial is fed into a monster incinera- 
tor by conveyor belt where fiâmes 
reduce it to ashes. 

“The job doesn’t end there, 
however,” W. E. Bowman, super¬ 
vis or of security and investiga¬ 
tion, said. “They even scatter the 
ashes to be certain. The accom- 
panying guard must testify that 
he has witnessed the destruction.”

Though They Tumble End Over End, 
Racers Still Maintain Jalopies Safest' 


Racing jalopies are safer to 
operate than most private auto¬ 
mobiles! 

At any rate, that’s what Con¬ 
vair SD jalopy racers claim, and 
it’s probably a good thing for 
their peace of mind, since they 
are as likely to climb out of a 
crack-up as to finish a race with 
a whole car. 

And try as you may, you still 
can’t get one of the dozen or more 
Convair SD employées who own 
or drive a racing jalopy to admit 
they are sticking their necks out 
unduly in the matter of risks. 

“Certainly there are risks. And 
wrecks, too. But they are what 
makes jalopy racing the spectator 
sport it is,” says Harry Ross 
(Dept. 22), a vétéran of four 
years of race driving. 

“But look at it this way. The 
San Diego Racing Association (lo¬ 
cal racing group to which ail 
Convair SD drivers belong) has 
had a single racing fatality in 
four years of operation. Compare 
that with your local or national 
traffic death toll any way you 
like. Fil take the jalopies!” 

Considered a prime factor in 
the jalopy safety record is the 
almost military-like pre-race safe¬ 
ty inspection each car undergoes. 
Safety' examiners are exacting in 
their demands, and no minor dévi¬ 
ations from the rules are allowed. 
Crash irons around the cab of 
each racer must be rigid and in 
place, batteries covered with rub- 
ber shields, gas tanks firmly se- 
cured and as far from the driver 
as possible, shock absorbers in 
good working order, and each 
driver safety belted to his car 
and wearing a crash helmet. 

“On the other hand, what mo- 
torist gives more than a passing 
thought to the safety features in 
his car?” asks R. E. Owen (Dept. 
403), another vétéran driver. 

Adding their vote of confidence 
to the safety of the jalopies are 
more than a score of SD em¬ 
ployées who never get into the 
limelight as often as the owner- 
drivers, but serve as pit men and 
mechanics in the background. 

The average Convair SD jalopy 
owner opérâtes independently, do¬

Emergency Aid Program at SD 
Not Designed as Loan Agency 


Convair San Diego’s Emergency 
Aid Program has issued more 
than $1,400 in help to employées 
in financial distress during the 
first 18 days of operation, accord¬ 
ing to J. K. Field, chairman of 
the joint committee that admin- 
isters Con-Trib-Club affairs. 

“The program is operating 
smoothly and m a n y individual 
cases are processed weekly,” Field 
says. “However, there are still 
some questions raised concerning 
the operation of the program.” 

Many people hâve the idea that 
the Emergency Aid Program is a 
loan office for employées. This is 
entirely false, since financial aid 
granted by the program is never 
considered to be a loan, nor can 
ordinary loans be made to indi- 
viduals. 

A second misconception of the 
program is that it will aid in 
normal birth or pregnancy. 


Normal childbirth can not be con¬ 
sidered, since the fund is set up 
to handle distress cases only. 

“Another mistaken idea is that 
aid can be granted to pay off bills 
accumulated over a period of 
time,” Field says. “This is im¬ 
possible, since rules governing the 
fund state that situations must be 
beyond the control of the indi¬ 
vidual. 

“A great majority of those 
cases involving sickness and acci¬ 
dents beyond the control of the 
individual probably will be grant¬ 
ed aid. However, it must be un- 
derstood that only a portion of 
the total expenses will be paid.”

Studies also are being made 
into use of TV to obtain instan- 
taneous pictures of tests or opera¬ 
tions where direct observation is 
dangerous, inaccessible, incon¬ 
vénient or expensive. It may also 
be used when one person needs 
to view two or more processes 
simultaneously.

For T-29s and F-102s 



Several hundred are now engaged at Convair FW 
making tools and parts for four different airplanes in 
production at the San Diego Division, August C.. Esenwein, 
vice-president and Fort Worth Division manager, revealed 
this week. 

The assistance being given San 
Diego is made possible because 
Fort Worth now has “surplus ca- 
pacity” with the graduai phasing 
out of B-36 production, Esenwein 
explained. B-36 production is 
scheduled to be completed late in 
1954. 


The airplanes on which the FW 
Division is working for San Diego 
include : 


The Air Force F-102, super- 
sonic delta wing interceptor; 

The T-29 “Flying Class- 
room,” Air Force trainer; 

The €-131 “Samaritan,” Air 
Force continental air évacua¬ 
tion transport; and 

The Navy R3Y transport, 
turbo-prop powered seaplane. 

The Fort Worth Division also 
is producing tools for a San Diego 
military plane still classified for 
security reasons. 

In connection with the above 
programs, Convair FW recently 
acquired a 7,000-ton hydraulic 
press—first of its kind to be in- 
stalled anywhere—and is using 
it to manufacture parts for the 
F-102 interceptor. The SD Divi¬ 
sion plans to install a similar 
press later this year.

At Halfway Mark Convair FW Ideas on Cost 
Improvement Indicate Goal Will Be Reached 


At the half-way mark in the 
1953 year, the Convair FW em¬ 
ployée suggestion and cost im¬ 
provement programs already hâve 
accounted for $1,671,967 of the 
year’s target of $3,921,327. And 
an additional $475,201 has been 
approved, but not yet installed. 

To date, 996 employée sugges¬ 
tions hâve been received, accord¬ 
ing to R. F. Crabtree, assistant 
supervisor of the ES program. Of 
that number, 16 per cent were 
approved for savings of $86,946. 

Awards made to employées for 
those suggestions totaled $6,957.- 
81. Among the suggestions was 
one for a functional testing unit 
for checking thermocouples, ther¬ 
mal switches and fire detectors. 
This alone effected a yearly labor 
saving of $2,629, for. which the 
employée won $135. 

An idea involving a révision of 
field operations’ inspection log to 
condense inspection functions net- 
ted an award of $185 to a Dept. 
27 employée, and a saving of 
$5,448 for Convair. 

Cost improvement proposais 
submitted by supervision total 808 
to date, with 32 per cent having 
been adopted. Savings of $1,585,- 
021 hâve been effected, and addi¬ 
tional savings of $458,240 will be 
realized on proposais approved, 
but not yet installed. 

One outstanding CIP was a sug¬ 
gestion that combined a check of 
interchangeable or replaceable 
parts and assemblies with inspec¬ 
tion of tools. This saved about 
$130,000. Another proposai sav¬ 
ing $116,240 was a new proce¬ 
dure for the storage and protec¬ 
tion of 20 millimeter guns. 

CIP’s submitted by indirect de- 


partments show a large increase 
equal to 77 per cent of ail CIP’s 
received. Many of these proposais 
likely will play a part in attain- 
ment of the remainder of the 1953 
quota.

Colleges Map Spécial 
Classes For Air Study 

College courses in aircraft subjects, more numerous 
than ever before, will be offered beginning next month, a 
survey of San Diego educational facilities indicated this 

week. 

Topping the list is the Aircraft 
Industry Technical Institute cur¬ 
riculum offered bythe San Diego 
Junior College and the Vocation- 
al School. Others offering exten¬ 
sive opportunities for late after- 
noon or evening courses include 
San Diego State College, Univer- 
sity of California Extension, and 
California Western University. 

The Institute curriculum has 
been expanded somewhat over 
that offered a year ago. It falls 
into four main divisions, Inspec¬ 
tion and Quality Control; Tool 
Design and Tool Planning; and 
Aircraft Accounting. Virtually 
ail instructors are specialists 
from Convair, Ryan, Solar, Rohr 
or Naval Air Station and classes 
are arranged to fit in with the 
normal work day. Costs are very 
low, $1 registration fee and $1.50 
per class per semester. 

Institute subjects are designed 
to develop technicians and spe¬ 
cialists from among aircraft em¬ 
ployées already on the job, giving 
them an opportunity to increase 
their abilities and qualify for 
more responsible positions. Stu- 
dents may obtain two-year certi- 
ficates in their particular field, 
or if they wish may, with the 
addition of a few general sub¬ 
jects, qualify for an Associate in 
Arts degree. 

Convair employées w h o s e 
duties lie in still other fields will 
find courses at other institutions 
that fall in line with their work. 
San Diego State’s evening pro¬ 
gram offers a score of courses 
in such subjects as business man¬ 
agement, different phases of ac¬ 
counting, personnel administra¬ 
tion and engineering subjects. 

University of California Ex¬ 
tension, also covers various en¬ 
gineering fields as well as pro¬ 
duction control and industrial 
relations, etc. California West- 
em’s School of Business is an- 
other offering evening courses

New XC-99 Records 
Pile up as Air Force 
Reviews 12 Months 

Broken carg’o-carrying records were a dime a dozen 
this month at Kelly Air Force Base, Texas, when the Air 
Force’s XC-99 began counting its laurels for the past year. 

Capt. J. M. Pittard, aircraft commander on the 
Convair-built sky giant, reported a record year for the 
world’s largest land-based aircraft during the fiscal period 
ending June 31. 


Air Force figures show that 
during the past year the XC-99: 

Flew 1,552 hours on 201 
flights, carrying an aggregate 
payload of 15,557,440 pounds 
over a combined distance of 
286,013 miles; 

Covered 11,593,289.83 t o n- 
miles at an average cost of 
13.12 cents per ton-mile; 

Established direct mainten¬ 
ance cost (for fuel, oil and 
crew) of an average of 2.38

With Ideas Worth $100 and up 


A select group of Convair FW 
Division employées may pride 
themselves on being members of 
one of the most exclusive clubs 
at Convair — the One-Hundred 
club. 

Membership is open to re- 
ceivers of awards of $100 or more 
in the Employée Suggestion Pro- 
gram. 

“We feel some récognition is 
due these employées,” R. F. Crab- 
tree, assistant supervisor of Em¬ 
ployée Suggestions said, “for 
their effort in saving money for 
Convair and at the same time in- 
creasing their own assets. 

“This is one of the most ex¬ 
clusive ‘clubs’ at Convair,” he con- 
tinued. “Membership costs noth- 
ing, in fact each member is ‘paid’ 
at least $100 when he joins the 
charmed circle.” 

Employée suggestions that hâve 
won large awards deal with a va- 
riety of subjects. An idea that 
netted R. L. Newberry $170 sug- 
gested a change in the method 
used on masonite table top chang- 
ing. (Previously the table tops 
were scrapped, but after New¬ 
berry observed the procedure, he 
suggested the tops be sawed in 
half and then turned over and 
used again. A material savings of 
$6,190 was effected.) 


Another ESP dealt with the 
stocking of decals. Suggested by 
E. M. Green, the new method of 
distribution saved Convair $3,578 
and gave Green $125. (Before 
Green’s suggestion decals were 
kept in a certain cabinet. This 
meant employées had to make 
trips to this cabinet repeatedly to 
obtain decals. As a resuit much 
time was lost in manhours each 
day. By stocking the decals in a 
doser paint crib, and assigning 
one employée per shift to main- 
tain the stock, package and de- 
liver decals per operation cards 
to the assembly line, this wasted 
time was eliminated.) 

In the ten years the ESP plan 
h as been in operation at Fort 
Worth, a total of $143,757.13 has 
been paid to observant employées. 
In the past 18 months alone 60 
men received awards of $100 or 
more. But regardless of when 
they were received, ail over $100 
make their suggestors eligible for 
membership. 

As Crabtree puts it: 

“Every time one man puts a 
new idea across, he finds ten men 
who thought of it before he did, 
but they only thought of it.”

Continue to Carry 
Wariime Provision 

J. “Scotty” Doig, factory mana¬

(6) A player whose stroke is affected by 
the simultaneous explosion of a bomb 
or shell, or by machine-gun fire may 
play another bail from the same 
place.

A unique cabin cruiser, a pro- 
duct of the ingenuity of two Con¬ 
vair FW employées and the 
building skill of several others, 
was cruising about in the waters 
of the Gulf of Mexico this week. 

At the helm was its proud 
owner and chief builder, M. C. 
Knutson, for m e r maintenance 
general foreman who retired May 
15, 1953, after 17% years with 
Convair. 

The 27 foot cruiser is appro- 
priately named the “Denby-X ,, 
after its designer, Frank Denby, 
maintenance assistant superin¬ 
tendent, and the aircraft X for 
experimental. It can operate in 
18% inches of water, attain 
speeds up to 26% miles per hour 
and there is a minimum of roll in 
rough water despite the rounded 
contour of the hull. 

Denby has been perfecting the 
design over a period of some 12 
years in which he has fished in 
the waters of the Gulf. Knutson 
added other ideas and equipment 
to make the craft a virtual 
“floating home.” 

“Most larger boats operating 
in Gulf waters are handicapped 
by shallow water found through- 
out the area,” Denby says. “How- 
ever, the Denby-X can maneuver 
and move about freely without 
fears of going aground.” 

The Denby-X was built in a 
small workshop over a period of 
just under two years with Knut¬ 
son, Denby and the other build- 
ers working during their spare 
time. The frame was made of 
white oak imported from Wiscon¬ 
sin. The hull and cabin was 
strip-planked with mahogariy 
from Bataan and then covered 
with fiberglass re-inforced plastic. 


si des Denby and Knutson were 
Floyd Giles, B. W. Adams, Joe 
Long, J. B. Soûle and several 
others. 

The cruiser * is powered by a 
124-horsepower Gray Marine en- 
gine with propellor mounted in 
a semi-tunnel for shallow water 
operation. The boat sleeps four. 

Fuel tanks hold 70 gallons of 
gasoline and the Denby-X can 
cruise for approximately 10 
hours without refueling. 

Dual Controls and instruments 
allow for operating the boat 
from within the closed cabin dur- 


Knutson estimâtes he spent 
about $3,500 in materials dur¬ 
ing construction of the boat 
and believes if built commerci- 
ally Denby-X would sell for 
$8,500 to $10,000.

Knutson’s friends at Convair 
FW quickly caught his enthu- 
siasm for the project and pre- 
sented him with a watch, anchor, 
compass and two way radio when 
he retired. 

The Denby-X rode by trailer 
from Fort Worth to Port Lavaca, 
Texas, where it was launched. 
The trip took nine and a half 
hours. 

The first run was accomplished 
without incident and the Denby- 
X performed “beyond our ex¬ 
pectations,” according to Denby. 

Knutson plans to make his 
home at Port O’Connor, Texas 
for a time, fishing and maybe 
operating his pride and joy as a 
sports fishing boat. Later he 
hopes to cruise up the Mississippi

'Orchards' Sprout From Seeds 
Nurtured on Pomona Desk Top 


Vitamin pills may be fine for 
people, but for avocado trees they 
are just plain poison, says Doro¬ 
thy Cull, one of two “lunchtime 
horticulturists” at Convair Po¬ 
mona. 

“Maybe I should hâve used 
Tree pills’ instead of ‘people 
pills’,” she added thoughtfully. 
“Anyway, the tree died within a 
couple of days.” 

Miss Cull and John Graham, 
both in Dept. 6, spend lunch and 
rest periods caring for small or¬ 
chards they hâve started on their 
desks. Both started their plants 
from seeds, but their methods— 
and collections of plants—differ 
sharply. The resuit is a lot of 
friendly rivalry. 

“Dotty dwells too much on avo¬ 
cados. Should branch out,” Gra¬ 
ham said. “Now take my Seeple. 
It’s really an apple tree grown 
from a seed, but when I start 
marketing Graham’s Super 
Seeples at 25 cents each Fil make 
a fortune. The public goes for 
novelties. 

“I can hear them now, when 
they bite into luscious ripe 
Seeples. Taste just like apples,’ 
they’ll say.” 

“Graham fools around too much. 
He should get a good line and 
stick to it. Now everybody likes 
avocados,” Miss Cull countered. 

“But I am thinking of starting 
a date tree,” she added. 

Miss Cull, who calls her desk 
orchard the “Fleabitten Nursery,” 
now has two avocado seedlings, 
one of which is 18 inches tall, and 
four other seeds in varying stages 
of germination. Ail are in glasses 
of water supported by tooth picks 
except the largest tree, which she 
recently transferred to a box of 
peat moss. 

Graham freely admits that he 
stole the orchard idea from Do¬ 
rothy, but daims that he has im- 
proved on it. Though smaller, his 
collection includes an avocado 
tree, a cherry tree which is just 
sprouting, and his now famous 
“Seeple.” He intends to start a 
nectarine in the near future. 
Graham sprouts his seeds in 
water, then transfers them to 
paper milk cartons filled with a 
“secret” mixture of peat moss 
and fertilizer. He calls the collec¬ 
tion “Graham’s Chemical Gardens 
Division of Fleabitten Nurseries.” 

“Graham may hâve more 
varieties, but wait until you see 
the avocados Pm going to 
raise,” Dorothy said. “I’m plan¬ 
ning to put vegetable dye in 
the water to produce different 
colored veins in the leaves. l’m 
also going to graft several dif¬ 
ferent types of fruits and nuts 
on one tree. And since only one 
in 10,000 avocado trees bears 
edible fruit, Pm going to graft 
my avocado too.” 

“Fil wait until my avocado 
starts bearing before I do any 


grafting,” Graham said. “Pm 
sure my tree is the one in 10,000.” 

Although the horticulturists 
may disagree on many things, on 
one point they are in complété 
agreement. Both are certain that 
their trees are bénéficiai to Con- 
dr. 

“Gives one that ‘out-of-doors’ 
feeling,” Graham said. 

“Improves the air. Everyone 
knows that trees use carbon di- 
oxide and produce oxygen,” Do¬ 
rothy added.

Feelers Sent Out to Test Response

A couple of weeks ago at Plant

Weekend Linksmen Take Hearf 
As 'Sunday Golfer' King Wins 


When the next week-end golfer 
complains that his game would 
be a lot better if he could play 
more, just ask him how he fig¬ 
ures Art King. 

Art rarely gets in more than a 
Saturday or Sunday game and, in 
fact, hadn’t touched a stick in six 
weeks before he entered the San 
Diego county championship at 
Rancho last month. He won it, 
though Fred Majeu took him to 
the 37th hole in the finals, 

“However, I don’t recommend 
lack of play,” King remarked last 
week. “My game just happens to 
hang together despite only a 
round a week, though even so I 
feel weaknesses. I can usually 
keep my wood game under con- 
trol ...” (as evidenced by the 
fact that only one tee shot stray- 
ed during his six rounds at 


Rancho!) “ . . . but my irons 
aren’t as true as they would be 
if I played more. Also, if I were 
playing more I’d probably use a 
wedge around the greens, but 
without the touch gained in con¬ 
stant play I’m afraid to.” 

King has been playing golf 
since he was 22. That was about 
17 years ago. He started at the 
old Emerald Hills course when 
John Bellante was pro there and 
got his first instruction from that 
canny player. Later on he played 
a lot with Sam Snead when the 
latter was stationed in San Diego 
during the war and says he ab- 
sorbed a lot of golf from Slam- 
min’ Sam. (And also paid off on 
many a bet!) 

Art’s golf game came to him 
perhaps more easily than to most, 
for he is a good natural athlete, 
a 13-letter-man at Grossmont 
High, and later a top bowler (he 
averages 188 now and has been 
up to 197). But the kind of golf 
Art plays doesn’t corne easily to 
anyone. 

“Too many players fail to give 
golf the respect it deserves,” he 
points out. “It’s like playing the 
piano, you hâve to learn it and 
you can’t learn without a lot of 
hard work and study.” 

By 1944 Art felt his game was 
good enough to try the big time 
and followed the pro circuit for 
awhile, playing as an amateur 
and dividing honors with Ed Fur- 
gol. He was low amateur that ‘ 


year in the Los Angeles Open 
and won several others. The next 
year he tumed pro and spent 
three years under Ralph Guldahl 
at Medinah Country Club, Chi¬ 
cago, as assistant pro but return- 
ed to the coast in 1948. 

“Playing the pro circuit is 
mighty good for your game. It 
really takes a couple of years of 
it to become what they call Tour¬ 
nament tough.’ It means the abil- 
ity to adapt quickly to different 
playing conditions, different 
grass, etc. and to stand the pres¬ 
sure of the big time.” 

In 1949 King asked to regain 
his amateur standing. It required 
two years abstinence from com¬ 
pétition, but by 1951 he was a 
simon pure again and San Diego 
golf began to hear of him. That 
year he was runner-up to Gene 
Littler in the city championship 
(King was 25 under par for the 
tournament!) and he won it the 
next year. He also has won the 
state open and a hatful of minor 
titles and course records, includ- 
ing the low amateur mark for 
Municipal of 62. 

King has been with Convair 
since 1950 and comparatively re- 
cently joined Dept. 521, manu- 
facturing control at Plant 2.

New Golf Handicap 
System to Start 
In Sept. For SD 


A new handicap System will go 
into effect coincident with the 
September CRA golf sweepstakes, 
which will be played Sept. 4, 5 
and 6 at Rancho Santa Fe, CRA 
Commissioner Russ Osgood an¬ 
nounced this week. 

The System, which is being 
adopted by virtually ail the clubs 
in the région, will resuit in a ré¬ 
duction in handicap for many 
Convair players. Overall accom- 
plishment, however, is to effect 
a fairer standard. 

Where six scores are on record, 
the low four will be averaged for 
handicap purposes. If only three 
are available, the low two will be 
used. For players just joining up, 
provisional handicaps will be 
assigned until enough scores are 
in to justify a permanent handi¬ 
cap. 

Only scores that were turned 
in since January, 1952, will be 
considered and no handicap will 
be higher than 36. One innova¬ 
tion for Convair players will be 
that no hole scores higher than 
three over par will be used in 
computing handicap. This means 
that though a player may score a 
10 on a par five hole, for handi¬ 
cap purposes it will be considered 
as an eight.

Continent Away F rom Convair SD, Sister Firm 
Makes News in Another Océan, Launching Sub 


Convair was not the only one 
of “formidable foursome” of 
sister companies to draw public 
attention last month. 

While at San Diego the delta- 
wing Sea-Dart was being viewed 
for the first time, Electric Boat 
Division of General Dynamics 
Corp. was making news, too, in 
launching a new training sub¬ 
marine. (General Dynamics owns 
controlling interest in Convair, as 
well as Canadair Ltd. Other mem- 
ber of foursome is Electro Dy- 
namic Division of General 


Dynamics.) 

The new “T-l,” called a “clay 
pigeon” for training Navy’s air 
and surface forces in anti-subma¬ 
rine warfare, weighs only 250 
tons, is 131 feet long with 13 % 
foot beam. With a single screw, 
ship* is smallest sub built for the 
Navy since 1907. 

T-l will be powered by diesel 
electric drive and storage battery. 
Speed will be approximately the 
same submerged as on the sur¬ 
face. 

There is no armament to speak 


Convair engineers at San Diego hâve been learning at 
first hand how the factory builds the airplanes they 
design. 

Started last fall with two classes of about 20 group 
leaders and senior engineers, students spend a total of 40 
hours in the factory with instructors from various depart- 

ments. 

More than 100 hâve taken the 
course so far and ultimately the 
majority of those in design work 
will hâve completed it. 

“The principal objective is to 
provide a greater appréciation of 
machine shop practices,” L. O. 
Cederwall, chief administrative 
engineer at San Diego, explained. 
“A thorough knowledge of the 
capacities of the factory, as well 
as limitations, should help in de- 
signing parts that can be pro- 
duced as simply as possible.” 

Normally, the class spends six 
weeks (one two-hour session a 
week) in experimental machine 
shop, and sheet métal, then an¬ 
other six weeks in production ma¬ 
chine shop and sheet métal, and 
a third six weeks in sub assembly 
Processing and tool and die shop. 
The current class is closing with 
one session in the R3Y area and 
another in model 340 primary and 
final assembly. 

Shop instructors hâve included 
General Foremen Bert Kemp, and 
Frank Eppich, and Foremen G. 
K. Cox and R. F. Greggs. Because 
of limited time, the engineers 
hâve spent more time listening 
and observing than in actual op¬ 
eration of the machines and as a 
conséquence Yocational S c h o o 1 
classes were arranged starting in 
May to provide basic, practical 
expérience. This is a 20 week, 40- 
hour course and offers a good 
foundation in machine shop prac¬ 
tices. 

Both the in-plant and Vocation- 
al School courses are voluntary. 
Further information may be ob- 
tained from Mel Shattuck, en* 
gineering personnel office.

Even before they go to work, 
new hires at San Diego are 
feeling the bond that links en¬ 
gineering and the shop.

Separate fund raisin g 
campaigns for various char¬ 
itable organizations will be 
eliminated at Convair Po¬ 
mona under a combination 
plan now being formulated, 
H..

'Experimental' 
Dropped From 
Aircraft Name 

Thousands of new admir- 
ers for the world’s largest 
operational aircraft — the 
Air Force’s C-99 cargo trans¬ 
port — were made during 
the past two weeks when 
the Convair-built sky giant 
made its first intercontinen¬ 
tal flight. 

The C-99 left Kelly Air Force 
Base, Tex., Aug. 12 on a 10,000 
mile round trip flight to Rhein 
Main, Germany, with a crew of 
23 and 61,000 pounds of vital 
cargo destined for Air Force 
units in Europe. It landed back 
in San Antonio, Tex., Aug. 19. 

The 4,80 0 mile flight from 
Texas to Germany was made in 
three hops with two overnight 
stops along the way. The '99 
touched down at Kindley AFB, 
Bermuda, after a 1,400 mile flight 
from San Antonio. 

Lajes AFB in the Azores, 1,900 
miles away, was the second desti¬ 
nation of the big ship, with the 
final 1,500 miles to the base near

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Convair's C-99 
Spans Atlantic

Frankfurt completing the trip. 

Capt. James Pittard who has 
almost 1,900 hours at the Controls 
of the C-99 was aircraft com¬ 
mander on the history-making 
flight. Maj. C. W. Potter was 
pilot, Maj. R. T. Saxe, co-pilot, 
and Maj. James Sanders naviga¬ 
tor on the flight. 

Only a few days before the 
record-making freight haul the 
’99 dropped her “X” (Experi¬ 
mental) classification to end 
some five years of exhaustive 
évaluation into really big aerial 
cargo carriers. 

Constantly following the tests 
made on the sky giant was Maj. 
Gen. Cléments McMullen, com- 
manding general of the San An¬ 
tonio Air Materiel Area. 

Commenting on the interconti¬ 
nental flight, Gen. McMullen said : 

“The C-99 todayis openingnew 
frontiers in the heavy airlift busi¬ 
ness. The old axiom — getting 
there ‘fustest with the mostest’— 
is still the key to victory in mod¬ 
em warfare. 

“The Berlin airlift proved short 
range mobility — the C-99 right 
now is proving long range mo¬ 
bility. It’s dramatic proof that 
small crack units of U. S. fight- 
ing forces can be beefed up in a 
matter of hours, any place in the 
world.” 

Capable of carrying more than 
50 tons of cargo, or 400 fully 
armed troops, the ’99 has made 
several over-water flights outside 
the U. S., to Ramey AFB in 
Puerto Rico. The Texas-to-Ger- 
many run, however, is its first 
intercontinental haul. 

The Convair-built Goliath, often 
called the champion weight lifter 
of ail times, now holds 29 inter¬ 
national aviation records for 
speed and altitude with various 
payloads, including some with 
more than 100,000 pounds. 

During the time the big plane 
has been a flying laboratory for 
the Air Force, it has paid its 
way with twice-a-week flights to 
California carrying vital cargos. 
Already it has carried an aggre- 
gate payload of more than 12 
million pounds. 

Three members of the c r e w 
were expected to complété 1,000 
hours flying time aboard the C-99 
on the record flight. Five other 
members of the crew hâve re¬ 
ceived Convair awards for log- 
ging 1,000 hours aloft. 


Counseling Develops as Big 
Part of SD Emergency Aid 


Emergency Aid Program ex- 
penditures during the first six 
weeks of operations hâve totaled 
$2,784 at Convair San Diego.- 

The benefits to individuals ac- 
tually hâve been worth two or 
three times this sum, however, 
thanks to the efforts of coun- 
selors in pointing out the possi¬ 
bilités of balancing budgets in 
the most economical manner. 

Cases approved during the first 
six weeks totaled 29. There were 
26 requests rejected as not meet¬ 
ing requirements and eight cases 
were cancelled or withdrawn. 
There were 37 cases in which only 
counseling was required without 
financial help. 

Although not anticipated prior 
to the start of the program, the 
counseling field has developed 
into an important adjunct. 

“Frequently during preliminary 
inquiry, we find that individuals 
seeking help are unaware of 
many possibilities that will ease 
their troubles without expense,” 
J. K. Field, chairman of the joint 
committee governing Con-Trib- 
Club activities at San Diego, said. 

As an example, Frank Pickard, 
directly in charge of the club’s 
aid plan, with Molly Dowell 
(Dept. 3 SD) as counselor, re- 
called one case involving a Con¬ 
vair mother and a nine-year-old 
son. The boy already had under- 
gone extensive surgery that had 
depleted the mother’s funds. He 
faced another sériés of operations 
beyond her ability to finance. 

“We found that the boy was 
eligible for the county hospital 
where he will receive the best 
of medical talent and care and 
helped the mother make the 
proper arrangements. He had his

in the Fort Worth and San Diego 
Divisions. Between 85 and 90 
percent of ail employées in both 
divisions are participating in the 
plans. Many other large indus¬ 
tries hâve also reported success 
with similar plans. 

“Employées hâve only to sign 
a card authorizing a small pay- 
roll déduction to join,” Filloon 
continued. “We believe the Sys¬ 
tem will be a decided improve- 
ment over the old method and a 
great convenience for donors.” 

In distributing the funds, the 
committee will make a compré¬ 
hensive study of the needs and 
importance of the various ac- 
credited charities, and will make 
the distribution accordingly. Peri- 
odic financial statements, showing 
the amount of money collected, 
the amounts disbursed, and the 
organizations receiving them, will 
be published in Convairiety and 
elsewhere. 

The Con-Trib-Club i d e a has 
several advantages for the indi- 
vidual. Small regular donations 
are scarcely felt, as compared to 
the larger donations individuals 
are called upon to make at dif¬ 
ferent times. Also, once a mem¬ 
ber signs up he can relax and 
forget about his charitable obli¬ 
gations, for membership auto- 
matically exempts him from giv- 
ing elsewhere.

“Befo.re we start we want to be 
sure that every employée under- 
stands exactly w h a t Con-Trib-

joins,” Filloon said. “Complété 
information will be distributed to 
ail supervisors, who will be re- 
sponsible for informing, and an- 
swering the questions of the 
people working under them.”

Cancellation of the scheduled 
September and November visits 
of the North Texas National Dé¬ 
fense Blood Center bloodmobile to 
Convair Fort Worth was an- 
nounced this week by L. L. Turn¬ 
er, spécial assistant to the divi¬ 
sion manager. 

“Defense blood centers are sus- 
pending operations following the 
cease-fire in Korea,” Turner said. 

The bloodmobile has visited the 
plant 29 times to collect volunteer 
blood donations to be used by the 
armed forces. Convair FW em¬ 
ployées hâve given 6,658 pints of 
blood during the past two years. 

This blood, if purchased com- 
mercially, would hâve cost the 
armed forces approximately 
$ 200 , 000 . 

Convair FW established a rec¬ 
ord for the 17-state area of which 
Texas is a part by contributing 
310 pints in a six-hour blood¬ 
mobile visit.

Armed Forces Collections Hait 
At SD, But Blood Plan Continues 


Blood collections for the armed forces halted at Con¬ 
vair San Diego this month as a resuit of the truce in 
Korea. 

This ended nearly two years of regular visits of blood- 
mobiles to the SD plants for this purpose; but it will not 
end the continuing Convair SD program to maintain a 
blood crédit for Convair people. 


“Since October of 1951, Con¬ 
vair San Diego donors hâve given 
nearly 5,000 pints of blood during 
visits of bloodmobiles inside the 
factory,” the joint Union-Man¬ 
agement Club-Convair committee 
directing the blood program, an¬ 
nounced. 

A little more than half of this 
went to the armed forces and the 
balance into a crédit at the San 
Diego Blood Bank for the benefit 
of Convair people in need. 

“The only effect of the change 
is that the bloodmobile visits to 
Convair will cover a lesser area 
and collect only enough blood to 
continue the program and main¬ 
tain a proper bank crédit,” the 
committee continued. 

“We expect to hâve a visit 
about once every month.” 

The last blood collection at San 
Diego raised 507 pints Aug. 11 
and 12. Ail donors were second 
shift and were c h o s e n from 
among 900 who volunteered. 

Although Convair people at 
San Diego will no longer be asked 


directly to contribute to the 
armed forces supplies, collections 
for this purpose will continue in 
other locations in Southern Cali¬ 
fornia, operated by the Red Cross 
régional office at Los Angeles.

Convair Donors at Daingerfîeld Ouînumber 
Others During Visit of Mobile Blood Unit 


Convair Daingerfield employées 
rolled up their sleeves and led 
the way last month when the 
American Red Cross Mobile Blood 
Unit from Shreveport, La., visited 
the Daingerfield area.

A 4,QOO-Year-0ld Egyptian Ring 
Tops Convair Girl's Jewel Box 

When Ann Hammett, fuselage draftsman at Fort 
Worth Division, is faced with deciding what rings to wear, 
it becomes a real problem of sélection. 


For she has a jewelry collec¬ 
tion of 50 rings (valued at more 
than $10,000) and one of them 
is some 4,000 years old. 

The array, however, hasn’t cost 
her a cent. Most she received 
from an aunt in the export- 
import business who contributed 
items from various countries of 
the world. Friends and relatives 
also hâve made additions. 

Pride and joy of the collection 
is a 4000-year-old ring from the 
XII Dynasty about 2000 B.C. The 
stone, which has been remounted, 
is a green steatite scarab, a Sym¬ 
bol of good luck and emblem of 
résurrection. It was found in 
Mitrihina, near Sakkara, Egypt. 
Hieroglyphics on the back of the 
stone enabled historians to date 
it. 

Another interesting part of the 
collection is a group of thumb 
rings used by Chinese archers 
about a thousand years ago. One 
is made of gold stone with two 
Chinese figures carved on top. 
Others are made of leather and 
mutton jade, lapis lazuli, and one 
was fashioned from a human 
shin bone! 

A favorite of AmTs is a per- 
fume ring from the Elizabethan 
era. It is hollow, made of iron 
and has a tiny hole designed to 
hold scent. An authentic copy of 
Cleopatra’s poison ring is another 
prize of the collection. 

Two puzzle rings are also 


interesting. One is Chinese and 
the other Egyptian. Both are 
four separate rings fitted to- 
gether. Their owner doesn’t 
take them apart for fear she 
couldn’t get them together 
again. 

Many of the jewelry pièces are 
made of cornelian, among the 
first semi-precious stones known 
to man. It varies in color from 
caramel to brown. The collection 
includes Bédouin and Chinese 
rings of this stone and an un- 
mounted piece with old Hebrew 
inscription on it. 

A coin dating to the Crusades 
is also in the group. This, like 
the 4000-year-old Egyptian stone, 
has been mounted so it may be 
easily turned on either side. On 
the Crusade coin are various 
markings, including a cross, while 
the other side bears an S shaped 
letter that was used for a seal. 

Stones in the collection include 
turquoise, coral, jade, lapis lazuli, 
cornelian, onyx, ivory, agate, 
crude ruby, black pearl, cat’s eye 
and opal. Mountings vary from 
silver, iron and gold to dimes and 
cocoanut shells. 

The Dept. 6 employée has won 
prizes at state fairs and had her 
unusual collection exhibited re- 
cently in the Fort Worth Public 
Library. Miss Hammett has also 
appeared with her rings on télé¬ 
vision programs in both Fort 
Worth and Dallas.

Grower Captures Show Awards

For some months now Everett 
Henderson of Dept. 9 SD has 
been the largest amateur dahlia 
grower in the San Diego area. 

This week his trophy case held 
such an array of ribbons and tro- 
phies that for the moment, at 
least, he can be considered the 
best. Competing Aug. 16 against 
ail corners in the dahlia “open 
classes” of the La Mesa Fiesta de 
las Flores show, the Hendersons 
(Jean and Everett) carried away 
ail the top awards, 22 blue rib¬ 
bons, eight seconds, five merit, 
two sweepstakes and one for best 
in show. 

Actually, Henderson had an as- 
sist from the late Charles F. Pape 
of Carpenteria, thanks to an ac- 
quaintanceship developed at CRA 
Garden Club functions. 

“I- had met Mrs. Virginia Fow- 
ler (wife of Emmett Fowler of 
Contracts SD) only casually and 
it was a big surprise to me when 
she suggested that I take over 
some of the bulbs which had been 
developed by Mr. Pape.” 

(Charles F. Pape, nationally 
and even internationally known 
dahlia grower, had extensive 
plantings at Carpenteria. Mrs. 
Pape, now living with the Fow- 
lers, is Mrs. Fowler’s aunt.) 

“Many of the Pape bulbs were 
new varieties that he had devel¬ 
oped and had not yet introduced,” 
Henderson explained. 

“We expect ultimately to put 
some of the best on the market.” 

Even without the bulbs from 
Mr. Pape, Henderson’s dahlia gar¬ 
den has grown into a project of 
imposing size. His own yard in 
Crown Point is loaded to capacity 
and the garden has taken over 


the back yard of a neighbor as 
well. Still pressed for land, Hen¬ 
derson has another plot at the 
home of his mother-in-law in 
Océan Beach! Altogether he has 
some 500 “hills” and some of 
these do double duty with two 
plants each. 

“It’s a bit of a chore to care for 
them ail,” he admitted. “We dare 
not be away from home for more 
than two or three days at a 
time.” 

When a show such as the La 
Mesa event cornes along it means 
a busy and almost sleepless week¬ 
end for the Hendersons. The 
blooms are eut during the previ- 
ous night and their stems quickly 
immersed in ice water to keep 
them fresh. Just cutting is a job 
unto itself. The Hendersons en- 
tered more than 500 blooms in 
that one show! 

But that’s only part of it. 
Transporting blooms and tables 
and equipment to the show re- 
quired four trips by truck. And 
then, of course, there is the ar- 
ranging to be done. 

(Incidentally, Mrs. Fowler had 
a hand in the La Mesa success, 
too, assisting in the arrange¬ 
ments. She has been active in 
flower circles for a long time and 
is an expert at displays.) 

“There is one point Pd like to 
get straight,” Henderson com- 
mented last week. 

“Spectators invariably ask what 
kind of ‘chemicaP the winning 
growers use to keep their blooms 
fresh for a show. They never 
seem to believe that we use only 
ice water, but that’s the truth. 
There are no tricks to the trade 
except growing better flowers.”

Dahlia Open House 
To be Sunday, Âug. 30 

A spécial show of Henderson 
dahlias will be sponsored this 
coming Sunday by the CRA 
Garden Club at San Diego. 

It will be held at the Hender¬ 
son home, 3503 Yosemite, 
Crown Point. Dahlia arrange¬ 
ments will be on display ail day 
and ail flower enthusiasts will 
be welcomed. Several hundred 
blooms will be shown, some 
quite rare that hâve not yet 
been formally introduced. 


Casey Jones might hâve taken 
his trip to the Promised Land in 
a different manner if he had been 
operating his “big eight-wheeler” 
on the L.A. Outer Belt Lines. 

For wrecks — even deliberate 
ones—are impossible on the 
tracks of this automatic, block 
controlled railroad. But Casey’s 
eight-wheel locomotive might 
hâve had difficulty in operating 
on these tracks, for they are 
spaced approximately five-eighths 
of an inch apart, and the entire 
line has only some 300-odd feet 
of track. 

The L.A. Outer Belt Lines is 
the name for the track layout of 
the Pomona Model Railroad As¬ 
sociation, which is almost exclu- 
sively a Convair Pomona organi- 
zation from the membership 
standpoint at présent. Only one 
of the club’s 20 members is not 
from a Convair family. 

The track layout is located at 
the Los Angeles fairgrounds, and 
members currently are rushing it 
to completion as a working dis¬ 
play for the opening of the Los 
Angeles County Fair Sept. 18. 

“We started from scratch less 
than a month ago, and then the 
task of completing the road by 
fair time appeared almost impos¬ 
sible,” Léo Wood, club secretary, 
said. “However, the club was di- 
vided into committees, each 
charged with a spécifie responsi- 
bility. Now, after a lot of hard 
w T ork, it appears that we will 
corne through in fine shape.” 

The miniature railroad is “HO” 
gauge, which means that the 
roadbed, track, rolling stock and 
scenery ail are constructed to a 
scale of 3.5 millimeters (.14 inch) 
representing one foot. Even the 
tiny spikes which hold the rails 
in place are made to scale. 

The layout, which covers a 10 
by 20 foot area, is only tempo- 
rary and is being built especially 
for the fair. The club’s perma¬ 
nent track setup will cover an 
area 20 by 100 feet and will be 
much more complex, according to 
présent plans. 

The présent track contains six 
control blocks, each with its own 
control panel. This allows six dif¬ 
ferent members to control a train 
each simultaneously.

“(I) note with pride that the 
préparations and arrangements 
for the recent T-29 D‘689 board’ 
held at Convair were accom- 
plished in a most efficient manner 
by members of the Convair staff,” 
the colonel wrote. 

“The inspection planning, the 
site location, the availability of 


facilities for the inspecting group, 
and the ready technical assist¬ 
ance along with the coopération 
of (Convair) management per¬ 
sonnel, has made this 689 board 
inspection one of outstanding ac- 
complishment. 

“Further, the excellent condi¬ 
tion of the aircraft was reflected 
in the limited number of items 
presented to the board by the in¬ 
specting group.

Europe Busy, so are Convaîr-Liners, 
Pilot Reports After Training Job 


At least to the eyes of a visitor, 
Europe has recovered from many 
of its war wounds, business ap- 
pears active, the peoples well fed 
and in some cases prosperous, 
and still in love with Convair- 
Liners. 

This was the capsule opinion 
brought back to the states this 
month by A. P. (Speed) Wilson, 
Convair SD pilot assigned since 
May to teach pilots of Aerolinee 
Italiane Internazionali how to fly 
model 340s. He flew the first 340 
to Italy. 

“That first ship for Alitalia 
was really kept busy,” Wilson 
commented. “It flew three days 
a week, Rome to Geneva via Nice, 
and the rest of the time was in 
the air for training pilots!” 

Although few of the Italian 
pilots spoke English, Wilson over- 
came the language barrier by 
learning to speak Italian. (For- 
tunately he had a foundation in 


Spanish already.) His students 
had varied backgrounds, many 
had served in the Italian Air 
Force and one was the former 
Personal pilot for the king of 
Italy. Some had had extensive jet 
expérience and one had flown a 
German rocket plane. 

When the training assignment 
was complété, Wilson returned 
home with stops off to visit such 
Convair customers as Swissair, 
Sabena, KLM and Aero O/Y of 
Finland. He also stopped in 
Cologne to talk with Luftag, 
West Germany’s first post-war 
airline with whom Convair has 
been negôtiating for purchase of 
model 340s. 

“Although the model 340s hâve 
been flying in Europe for a long 
time now, they are ail in tip top 
shape and look like new air- 
planes,” Wilson said. “Those Eu- 
ropean lines do a dream job of 
maintenance.”

B-36 Shows Off 
Newest Rôle 

The B-36s newest rôle—as an 
airborne mother ship and “land- 
ing strip” on high for jet fighter 
planes—was scheduled to be 
démonstrated over the Labor Day 
week-end before thousands at the 
National Aircraft Show, Dayton, 
Ohio. 

The B-36, with Convair FW 
Flight Capt. Ray Fitzgerald at 
the Controls and a Convair crew 
aboard, was to put on three 
démonstrations, one each on Sat¬ 
urday, Sunday and Mouday. 

In each, the ship was to fly 
over at an altitude of several 
hundred feet and launch a swept- 
wing F-84F jet fighter before the 
crowds. 

Though a novelty to the pub¬ 
lic, since the B-36 is the first air¬ 
craft ever known both to hâve 
launched and retrieved another 
full-sized combat aircraft in 
flight, it’s old stuff to the crew. 

“Although we can’t say how 
many times we’ve accomplished 
such missions—nor how long they 
hâve been going on—we can say 
that they’re practically routine 
with us by now,” Fitzgerald com- 
mented. 

To perform the démonstrations, 
Fitzgerald and the crew flew the 
B-36 to Wright-Patterson Air 
Force Base, Dayton, last week. 

This particular project of the 
AF’s Air Research and Develop¬ 
ment Command dates back to 
1950. In addition to FW Division, 
tests i n v o 1 v e d personnel of 
Wright Air Development Center, 
ARDC, and Republic Aviation 
Corp., maker of the jet fighter 
involved. 

Basic objective of the program, 
as described by the AF, is “to 
provide the Air Force with the 
capability for long-range, high- 
speed reconnaissance with a high 
probability of survival for per¬ 
sonnel and equipment.” 

FW Division’s spécifie task was 
to develop a releasing and re- 
trieving mechanism which will 
permit the launching and retriev- 
ing of the smaller aircraft and 
to perform ail necessary tests 
for proving of the apparatus.

It s Hot Time' in Pomona 
As Blazing Magnésium 
Fights Back' at Firemen 

Throwing water on a magnésium fire is only slightly 
less dangerous than throwing gasoline on the same fire, 
Chief H. R. Daniels of the Convair Pomona Fire Depart¬ 
ment last month told some 100 Pomona machinists and 

others during a spécial démo nstration. _ 

“Actually gasoline has little, if 
any, direct effect on the magnés¬ 
ium fire itself, but burns inde- 
pendently. On the other hand, 
water coming in contact with 
burning magnésium libérâtes 
highly explosive hydrogen gas, 
causing the fire to burn with in- 
creased intensity,” he said. 

“And a magnésium fire is much 
hotter than a gasoline fire.” 

Though under certain circum- 
stances magnésium can be ignited 
more easily than wood, the métal 
is relatively safe in large cast- 
ings, bars, etc. But its dust, chips 
and lathe turnings can be readily 
lighted with a match, a carelessly 
tossed cigaret, or even by fric¬ 
tion. 

“Probably the most common 
cause of magnésium fires is fric¬ 
tion,” Chief Daniels said. “That’s 
why it is important when work- 
ing with magnésium to keep tools 
sharp, to hâve work properly set 
up and tools correctly set or cen- 
tered, and to keep working areas 
clean of dust, shavings or chips.” 

Fortunately, magnésium fires 
may be easily extinguished if 
the proper method is used. If 
mishandled they are extremely 
dangerous. 


Officers Attending 
Course in Missiles 

Seventeen Naval Reserve offi¬ 
cers arrived late last month at 
Convair Pomona to attend a fa- 
miliarization course at the U. S. 
Naval Guided Missile School. 

The officers were the first 
group of Naval reservists to at¬ 
tend the school, which recently 
was designated as the location for 
the west coast guided missile 
course for reserve officers. They 
arrived Aug. 24 for two weeks of 
annual training duty. 

The course includes field trips 
to various industrial and military 
installations in the Los Angeles 
area, as well as classroom work. 


“A good rule to remember is 
to use only fire extinguishers 
which are painted Y E L L O W 
when dealing with a magnésium 
blaze,” Chief Daniels continued. 
“And a cardinal rule in any fire 
is to call the Fire Department 
immediately.” 

G-l Powder, a spécial extin- 
guishing agent, is found in these 
yellow containers. The powder 
should be used to cover burning 
magnésium in a layer at least 
three quarters of an inch thick. 
G-l Powder is available in ail 
areas where magnésium is being 
worked. 

“Under no circumstances should 
any other extinguisher be used,” 
Chief Daniels wamed. “Any 
other type may cause an explo¬ 
sion or other serious reaction, 
and at the very least will serve 
only to agitate the fire.” 

Any water-base extinguishing 
agent, such as soda and acid, will 
hâve exactly the same effect on 
burning magnésium as pure wa¬ 
ter. Carbon dioxide (C02) ex¬ 
tinguishers hâve no effect at ail, 
except that the pressure will stir 
up the fire. Dry Chemicals (other 
than G-l Powder), such as soda, 
as a rule hâve no effect whatso- 
ever. 

“And never leave a magnésium 
fire to ‘burn out’ on a concrète 
floor. The heat of the fire will 
draw water from the concrète 
even though the floor may hâve 
been there for years, and an ex¬ 
plosion may resuit,” the chief 
said. 

Although carbon tetrachloride 
fire extinguishers are not used at 
Convair, they should never be 
used on magnésium fires under 
any circumstances, Chief Daniels 
warned. 

“When carbon tetrachloride is 
thrown on burning magnésium, 
deadly phosgene gas is released. 
In a confined area this gas could 
kill several people in a matter of 
a very few minutes.”

For the return, the ship took 
off from Rhein Main at 5:30 a.m. 
on Sunday, Aug. 16, after having 
unloaded 61,000 pounds of cargo 
and had taken on 62,000 pounds. 

It flew across Belgium, the 
English channel, the British Isles 
and landed again in the Azores 
and Bermuda before going back 
to Texas.

Honor One Who Packed 'Chutes 


Grateful Convair airmen who 
owe their lives to the perform¬ 
ance of parachutes packed by 
Mrs. Ada Nickerson paid lier a 
tribute last month at a surprise 
dinner party at Admirai Kidd 
Club at San Diego. 

Mrs. Nickerson, before arriv- 
ing at the club, was under the 
impression that she was attend- 
ing a dinner at the home of 
pilot Don Germeraad and Mrs. 
Germeraad. At the club she 
found a gathering of 12 'Con¬ 
vair men whose lives she had 
helped to save, as well as a 
number of their wives. 

As spokesman, Germeraad 
presented lier with a spécial 
“Caterpillar” pin plus a para¬ 
chute canopy in white gold and 
a chain with “No. 18” attached. 
The number refers to the num¬ 
ber of parachutes packed by 
her which hâve brought airmen

safely to earth in emergencies. 

“Your . . . diligence and con- 
scientious workmanship made it 
possible for us to be présent 
here tonight,” Germeraad said. 
“It is a privilège on behalf of 
this group to présent to you 
this pin for outstanding achieve- 
ment as a ‘100 per - center.’ ” 

The “100 per - center” re- 
ferred to Mrs. Nickerson’s per- 
fect record. Noue of her ’chutes 
has ever failed. 

Présent were the nine mem- 
bers of the XP5Y crew who 
parachuted safely July 15 after 
a deperate but vain attempt to 
bring the big seaplane under 
control. They were: 

Germeraad, the plane’s pilot, 
Bill Martin, the co-pilot, Bob 
McGeary, and Walt Belliston, 
flight engineers, Yic Allwardt, 
Lloyd Bennett, and Bud Davies, 
flight test engineers, and Bob 
Sassaman and Francis Cook, 
of the test lab. Also honoring 
Mrs. Nickerson and equally in- 
debted in another emergency 
were Roy Sommers, Jack Rog¬ 
ers and Roy Adkins. Unable 
to attend, but also “caterpill- 
ars” were W. S. Wilson (now in 
Dept. 375 SD), Donald Maxion 
(Dept. 6 SD), William F. Ash- 
more (Dept. 12 SD). 

In addition to the Convair 15, 
three other airmen were saved 
by her parachutes during war 
days in jumps near Tucson. 

Mrs. Nickerson, who has 
been with Convair ten years, 
liolds a CAA master rigger’s 
license. She personally packs 
the ’chutes that Convair SD 
crews wear on test flights. 

The day after the dinner par¬ 
ty Mrs. Nickerson received a 
supply of “Caterpillar pins” 
and had the pleasure of return- 
ing the compliment, decorating 
the new members of the “Cater¬ 
pillar club” with the emblem 
that signifies they hâve “hit 
the silk.”

Husband III, Convair Mother Continues 
Building Home With Hammer and Saw 


A Convair mother who had 
scarcely ever hammered a nail 
before expects to move into her 
new home in a few days, a house 
she is finishing alone with her 
own hands. Her husband is re- 
covering from an operation and 
unable to help. 

Her only explanation of how 
she did it: 

“If you want something as 
bad as I wanted this house . . . 
you can do anything ...” 

Mr. and Mrs. George H. Lillard 
(she is in Dept. 250, second shift, 
at San Diego and he formerly 
was at Naval Air Station) start- 
ed out last November to build 
their own home at 1373 Naranca 
Avenue, Bostonia Acres. The 
plans for the two bedroom home 
came directly from Mrs. Lillard’s 
imagination right down to the 
color scheme of the rooms and 
the fixtures, and even several 
unique features such as a two- 
way linen cabinet that opens in¬ 
to both bedroom and bathroom. 

“Contractors wanted $10,000 to 
build it. We felt we could do it 
ourselves for a lot less.” 

It was a courageous undertak- 
ing, for Lillard admits that the 
only previous structure he ever 
built was a chicken house! How- 
ever, he consulted the public li- 
brary, read a few books on the 
subject, and with the help of 
Mrs. Lillard made the plans, in- 
cluding plumbing and electrical 
Systems. When they went for the 
building permit everything passed 
inspection and construction start- 
ed. 

Capital investment for tools 
amounted to $59.47, most of 
which was for a portable power 
saw. Other items (purchased at 
Convair’s employée tool store) 
were a level, a T-square and a 
hammer. (They already had a 
hand saw!) Even now that the 
home is nearly completed, these 
are ail the tools they used. 

With both Mr. and Mrs. Lillard 
working weekends and after or 
before work, the project devel- 
oped steadily until during the 
summer illness sent him to the 
hospital for surgery. He only 
recently was released with orders 
to rest for several months. It 
was up to Mrs. Lillard to carry 
on and carry on she did, ham- 
mering, nailing, sawing, painting. 
Her routine is to report for work 
at Convair at 4:30 p.m., be home 
by 2 a.m., up at 8:30 or 9 and 
work on the house until time to 
leave for the plant. 

“Convair really built the house. 
Thank heavens for my job there 
... I wouldn’t trade it for a job 
anywhere ...”

Cooling Device, Rigged to Re-Use 
Water, Aids in FW Conservation 


S orne people may swelter in the 
Texas heat, but not A. E. Mc- 
Gregor, Industrial Security guard 
at Convair FW Division. He’s 
found a way to keep his home 
cool and save water for Fort 
Worth—ail for a mere $13. 

McGregor has rigged up what 
he calls a “farm boy contraption” 
with a five-gallon paint bucket, a 
water float, pump, tubing, a nail 
or two and a sheet of métal. 

It works like this: water is 
piped into two cooling pads in 
Windows in McGregor’s home. The 
water that circulâtes through 
these pads cornes back through 


small tubes to the bucket that is 
nailed to the side of the house. 
The water, by means of a pump, 
then goes back up to the pads. 

This redistribution, as simple 
as it is, saves McGregor—-and 
Fort Worth—300 to 400 gallons 
of water per day, or 12,000 gal¬ 
lons per month. 

Not only does he save water. 
He saves plenty on his water bill. 

McGregor said he developed the 
System a few days after August 
C. Esenwein, FW Division Man¬ 
ager, urged Convair employées to 
cooperate with the City Council 
program for water conservation.

After a week, Owen has about 
given up the search for his miss- 
ing outboard and has put in his 
order for another. 





Pomona Pair Help Raise 


22 Homeless Children 


Convair Pomona’s Larry Scher- 
er (Dept. 31) and his wlfe, Midd, 
hâve their own spécial formula 
for keeping young. In the past 
20 years, they hâve served as 
foster parents at various times 
for a total of 22 homeless chil¬ 
dren. 

“It ail started soon after we 
were married, while I was serving 
in the Navy,” Scherer recalled. 
“I broke into a nearby house to 
rescue a baby that had been 
abandoned for three days. We 
kept the child until its father 
came home from overseas and 
was released from the Navy, 
about a year later. 

“Then we found that we really 
missed the child, but soon after- 
ward we heard of another child 
in need of a home and we took 
it in. We’ve been following the 
same pattern ever since.” 

The Scherers hâve never adopt- 
ed any of their foster children. 
They prefer to give them a home 
until their own homes are re- 
established, or until a permanent 
foster home can be arranged. 

“Giving up one of our children 
always leaves a void in our lives, 
and we’ve found that the best 
remedy is to find another child 
as soon as possible,” Scherer 
said. “We hâve considered adopt- 
ing practically every child we’ve 
had, but we’ve always felt that 
if we did we might hear of an¬ 
other child which needed our help 
and then we wouldn’t be able to 
do anything about it. 

“In addition, the real parents 
of our children often re-establish 
their homes, and when they do 
they usually want their children 
back. It wouldn’t be fair to them 
or the children for us to keep 
them.” 

Scherer believes—and Convair¬ 
iety agréés—that he probably has 
purchased more baby beds and 
children’s clothing than any other 
private citizen in the state. 

“Anytime we buy anything for 
one of the children it becomes his 
property, and when he leaves us 
everything that’s his goes with 
him,” Scherer said. “Almost in- 
variably the children corne to us 
with only the clothing they are 
wearing, so each one gets a com¬ 
plété new outfit.” 

Scherer and his wife believe 
that the first few years of a 
child’s life are the most import¬ 
ant, and that homelife during this 
period will détermine to a great 
extent the child’s future. 

“We both came from happy 
homes, and we know how import¬ 
ant they are,” Scherer said. “So 
we feel that if we can give these 
youngsters a good start, they 
will hâve fewer worries in the 
future.” 

The Scherers hâve kept chil¬ 
dren for as little as six months, 
and for as long as four or five 
years. In the past they hâve had 
as many as three in their home 
at one time, but for the past 10 
years they hâve had only one at

a time. 

“One is about ail we can do 
justice to,” Scherer explained. 

When a child leaves the Scher¬ 
ers to go to a new home, within 
a month they usually hâve found 
another child in need of their 
help. 

“They aren’t hard to find,” 
Scherer said. “We read about 
them in the papers, friends tell 
us about them, and in some cases 
parents hâve heard about us and 
hâve asked us to take their chil¬ 
dren temporarily until they can 
recover from whatever difficul¬ 
tés they are having. 

“Only once hâve we failed to 
find another child immediately 
after letting one go. That time 
we grew so lonesome that we ap- 
plied to a children’s home and 
they were glad to let us take a 
child.” 

The Scherers hâve one child of 
their own, 17-year-old Sonya. 

Regardless of how short or long 
the stay of any of the 22 children 
in their home, the Scherers still 
think of them ail as their chil¬ 
dren, and the children think of 
the Scherer’s home as their own. 

“Some of them are grown now, 
and one of our boys recently com- 
pleted his tour of duty in the 
Army,” Scherer said. “We re- 
ceive letters from some of them 
regularly, and Christmas cards 
from almost ail of them every 
year. The boy who was with us 
just before the one we hâve now 
lives only eight blocks away, and 
he drops in regularly twice a 
week to hâve breakfast with us.” 

Scherer sees nothing unusual or 
outstanding about caring for so 
many children. (Convairiety dis- 
agrees). 

“We love children, and we re- 
ceive pleasure from helping them 
get started and having them in 
our home. It wouldn’t be home 
without toys ail over the place 
and a youngster there to meet 
me when I get home from work,” 
Scherer said.

“About 25 per cent can be at- 
tributed to good gear and 50 per 
cent to skill of angler and boat 
captain,” she daims. “The gear 
is really important. A fine rod 
will bring in many a fish that a 
poor one will lose. 

“And there are lots of little 
tricks that can mean the différ¬ 
ence, such as varying the weight 
of sinkers depending upon con¬ 
ditions, being quick to plunge 
your pôle into the water if a 
fish goes under the boat (so the 
line won’t run a chance of snap- 
ping on the hull) and having a 
sensitive hand when a fish first 
is attracted to your bait.” 

Viola, who says she picked up 
most of her expérience by paying 
attention to her husband’s sug¬ 
gestions as well as those of boat 
skippers and deck hands, prefers 
a lighter pôle and tackle to that 
ordinarily used by men. 

“Though I can’t cast quite as 
far, I think I can tell more quick- 
ly what a fish is doing to the 
bait with the light rod. It is 
ail important not to let the fish 
feel any résistance until he has 
actually taken the bait,” she adds. 

“Incidentally, if husbands 
would equip their wives with good 
but light tackle they would find 
the girls taking to fishing more 
readily, for it’s not as tiring to 
handle.”

Estimated For Convair

John Jay Hopkins, chairman of 
the Convair Board of Directors, 
reported that although 1953 profit 
before taxes probably will show 
an improvement over 1952, the 
improvement probably will be 
balanced by the fact that a 
greater portion of the 1953 gross 
profits will be subject to excess 
profits tax and the net resuit 
may be reflected in a net profit 
for 1953 in the neighborhood of 
that for 1952. 

During the first half of fiscal 
1953, Convair’s net sales totaled 
$194,254,574, an increase of $10,- 
418,779 over the same period in 
1952. 

Income before fédéral taxes 
amounted to $8,855,728 during 
this period, compared to $7,374,- 
196 the previous year. However, 
net income after fédéral taxes 
during this six months was $3,- 
573,728 as compared to $4,012,196 
for the corresponding time in 
1952.

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Convair SD has put a king- 
sized silencer on its jet engine 
test stand located on the seaplane 
ramp. 

The 100-ton sound suppressor, 
largest single-unit suppressor in 
the San Diego area, will be used 
when jet engines for Convair’s 
F-102 delta-wing supersonic in- 
terceptors are undergoing tests, 
according to B. F. Coggan, SD 
Division manager.

Convair Pomona Adult' 
Now Says McNarney 

In less than three years of life, Convair's Pomona 
Division has corne of âge and is assuming the responsibili- 
ties of maturity, Gen. Joseph T. McNarney, Convair presi¬ 
dent, told the Pomona Management Club this month. 

As the youngest member of 
the Convair family, the Pomona 
Division has had it«? ^.hnre and 
more of growing pains, the gen¬ 
eral said in his first address to 
Pomona clubmen. 

But growing pains had to be 
expected, he pointed out, in an 
organization switching from de¬ 
velopment to production. Al- 
though Convair was no newcomer 
to the field of aerial weapons, its 
réputation was as a development 
organization. The task ahead is 
both development and production, 
he said. 

While starting virtually from 
scratch, it was necessary to per- 
fect the product, create a place 
in which to produce it, and to 
build up a production and man¬ 
agement team capable of the tre- 
mendous responsibilities the mis¬ 
sion involved. This in the face 
of fierce compétition for capable 
and expei’ienced people in a com- 
paratively new and specialized 
field. 

“There were some very difficult 
times, and we are not yet out of 
the woods,” the general continued. 

However, even in the darkest 
times McNarney said he detected 
unmistakably the steady “shak- 
ing down” process that must pré¬ 
cédé the development of any 
great organization, and the birth 
and growth of a “spirit” of be- 
longing to the "‘Pomona team’’ 
that perhaps is stronger than the 
spirit présent at any other Con¬ 
vair division. And in the last six 
mc.nths there has been a distinct 
tuming point. 

“You hâve proved many things 
since April . . . and one of the 
most significant is that you can 
meet production schedules,” he 
said. 

As for the future, the general

Convair Gets 
AF Order For 
Turboprops 

The U.S. Air Force has ordered two turboprop military 
transports from Convair. 

Both will be model 340 Convair-Liners equipped with 
General Motors XT-56 Allison gas turbine engines swing- 
ing Aeroproducts propellers. 


One of .the planes already is 
at Fort îVorth for conversion, 
Gen. Joseph T^Mcîiamey, Con¬ 
vair president, announced. The 
second piane will be flown from 
San Diego to FW in November. 

* Ultimate. production versions 
of the plane* will develop 3750 
équivalent shaft horsepower each, 
giving the new transports a total 
of 7500 horsepower per plane. 
This compares with a total of 
4800 horsepower developed by 
two piston engines on piresent 
commercial Convair-Liners. 

The increased power of the 
turboprop engines, which essen- 
tially are jet power-plants har- 
nessed to propellers, will provide 
the military planes with a top 
speed considerably higher than 
the 315 miles per hour of the cur- 
rent Convair-Liners, and also will 
allow substantially increased 
gross weight over the 47,000- 
pound rating of the commercial 
transport. 

“Award of this contract indi- 
cates that the Air Force is fully 
aware of the immédiate need to 
accelerate this country’s turbo¬ 
prop airplane program,” McNar¬ 
ney said. “It is also evidence 
that the United States is emerg- 
ing from the ‘talking’ stage into 
the ‘acting’ phase of turboprop 
development.” 

He termed the order “an im¬ 


portant step in the development 
of turboprop transports for mili¬ 
tary operations,” adding that “the 
higher speeds, increased payloads 
and reduced operating costs af- 
forded by turboprop engines will 
mean increased air lifting power 
for the United States as further 
expansion occurs in the turboprop 
field.” 

While recognizing the “tre- 
mendous potentialities” for both 
turbojet and turboprop air trans¬ 
portation, Convair is on record 
as favoring earliest development 
of the turbine-propeller type. Mc¬ 
Narney said this is because tur¬ 
boprops hâve “added capabilities 
and operational flexibility for 
low altitude, short range opera¬ 
tion without the high economy 
penalty associated with the tur¬ 
bojet, and provide economical op¬ 
eration for long ranges.” 

Convair built America’s first 
turboprop transport, the Allison 
Turboliner, which has been f!y- 
ing since 1950, afW introducii» / 
this country’s pioneer turboprop 
airplane, the XP-81 Air Force 
research fighter, five years ear- 
lier. It also designed and built 
the Navy XP5Y-1, world’s first 
turboprop seaplane, which was 
the forerunner of the giant K3Y- 
1 “Tradewind” seaplane trans¬ 
ports now in production at Con- 
vair’s San Diego Division. 


Bloodmobile Returns to Pomona 
For Two-Day Visit Next Week 


The bloodmobile will retum to 
Convair Pomona for a two-day 
visit Sept. 28-29, H. S. Naish, 
employée service supervisor, an¬ 
nounced last week. 

“Even though truce has been 
declared in Korea, the need of 
the armed forces for blood is 
still acute,” Naish said. “Blood 
is also needed for our civilian ill 
and injured, plasma is needed for 
major disasters, and gamma glob- 
ulin, which is extracted from 
blood, is needed to protect chil- 
dren from polio paralysis. 


“In time of need, any Convair 
employée may draw against the 
reserve ereated by our donations 
either for himself or for members 
of his immédiate family, regard- 
less of whether or not he con- 
tributed blood. Only a small serv¬ 
ice charge is made for handling 
and Processing the blood, so by 
drawing on the reserve the em¬ 
ployée saves îipproximately $25 
a pint,” Naish added.

Select Students Go to School 
Under Waves of San Diego Bay 

Graduation day for Convair San Diego’s latest group 
of students to finish specialized training found the class 
“ail wet” but content to be the company’s first graduate 
“frogmen.” 


It is a Hufford, model 46, ca- 
pable of exerting a pull of 150 
tons in each of two tension cylin- 
ders. A foundation pit is being 
designed for it in Building 1, 
Plant 1, and the machine is ex- 
pected to be in operation in about 
90 days. 

“Although an even larger ma¬ 
chine is on the way to Plant 2. 
tbis is the biggest of its kind 
ever received at Plant 1, San 
Diego and the largest single ma¬ 
chine received since early 1940s,” 
D. J. Markovich, Dept. 25-5 
equipment engineer, commented. 

Adjusted to exert maximum 
pull, the Hufford is capable of 
handling a three-eighths inch 
sheet as large as 66 inches wide 
(5V2 feet) and 76 inches long (6 
feet 4 inches). Even longer 
pièces (up to 16 feet) can be 
accommodated at lower tonnages. 

The machine is hydraulically 
operated and the power unit in- 
cludes one 50 horsepower, two 15 
horsepower and one three horse- 
power electric motors. Controls 
are ail situated in a remote sta¬ 
tion. 

General dimensions are : 40 

feet 10 inches wide and when 


mounted in pit is 13 feet, six 
inches above the ground level. A 
spécial fiat car, specially built to 
carry the extra weight, brought 
the unit to San Diego from El 
Segundo. Normal fiat cars carry 
only 40 to 50 tons maximum. Con¬ 
vair crânes of sufficient capacity 
to unload it were not available 
and a battery of four, recruited 
from an outside contractor, were 
required to take it off the railway 
car Currently it is located at the 
north end of Building 32.

Among Students 
In 'Frog ' Course 

Of 12 students who met the 
entrance requirements, seven 
completed the “frogman” course. 
They are: 

Arthur G. Thomas (Dept. 
25), a former professional 
diver with 12 years expérience 
in Florida, Oregon and Cali¬ 
fornia waters. 

Chester C. Thomason (Dept. 
25), former Navy shallow 
water diver, who with Thomas 
has performed Convair SD div- 
ing tasks for the past year. 

C. R. Smith (Dept. 31), 
former Navy UDT man who 
saw action during the recent 
Korean conflicts. 

Maynard Dunn (Dept. 31), 
vétéran Navy UDT man who 
spent two and a half years in 
the South Pacific during World 
War II. 

H. P. Glover (Dept. 31), 
former Navy deep sea diver 
with eight years expérience in 
the South Pacific. 

R. H. Evilsizor (Dept. 31), 
Navy vétéran who has been 
skin diving with his own equip¬ 
ment for several years. 

F. C. Kilbourne (Dept. 31), 
skin diver who has explored 
niost of the Coastal waters 
around San Diego. 


Trained under a system simi- 
lar to that used in producing the 
Navy’s famed Underwater Dém¬ 
olition Teams, the frogmen at- 
tended a spécial 50-hour course 
set up by the SD training section. 

As a resuit, Convair now has 
a team of seven carefully chosen 
aircraft mechanics and mainten¬ 
ance men who are also under¬ 
water experts, available for duty 
whenever water-based aircraft fly 
at San Diego. On these occasions, 
they will be on stand-by duty, 
ready in case of emergencies. Al¬ 
so, they will be available for 
beaching operations, maintenance 
work on company docks, cables 
and buoys and for underwater 
salvage. 

“Entrance requirements for 
the course were stiff,” Jess 
Baker and L. H. Fugate of 
training, who coordinated the 
class sessions, recalled. 

“Prospective students were re¬ 
quired to hâve previous diving 
expérience and to qualify by 
swimming 100 yards in 60 sec¬ 
onds or less, with fins.” 

(That’s a speed of about four 
miles an hour.) 

Also, students were required to 
pass the tough physical exam 
given to ail U.S. Navy submarine 
crews. And graduation hasn’t 
ended the physical fitness pro- 
gram. In addition to keeping in 
shape, Convair frogmen will be 
required every month to make 
two 500-yard underwater swims 
and at least one dive of 100 feet 
or more. 


In addition to the fundamen- 
tals of diving, Instructor Robin 
Goodenough taught them life 
saving methods, use of resusci- 
tators, survival under water, 
salvage work, first aid and the 
specialized techniques of quickly 
extricating airmen from sub- 
mergcd aircraf . Goodenough, 
who was recalled to active duty 
by the U.S. Navy shortly after 
the course ended, was a UDT in¬ 
structor in the Navy for ten 
years and saw duty in Korea. 

A constant companion of the 
students was the Aqua-Lung, a 
device which permits divers to 
remain underwater for as long 
as 45 minutes if used at moder- 
ate depths. Other equipment in- 
cluded such items as weighted 
belt, knife, goggles and swim 
fins. 

At first, students were re¬ 
quired to make only shallow 
dives. Gradually these increased. 
One of the items on the “final 
exam” was to descend 162 feet 
to the océan floor off Pt. Loma. 
During these excursions under- 
seas, students played tag with 
sharks (which they claim are 
harmless while at great depths), 
chased aw’ay porpoises that want- 
ed to play, cautiously dodged 
jelly-fish, and blew bubbles at 
fish that ranged in size from 
guppies to tuna. 

With seven trained men avail¬ 
able, the current complément of 
frogmen is filled. No additional 
classes are contemplated at this 
time.

“Naturally, we welcome ail 
voices. 

“But it just so happens, that in 
this country the bassos and ténors 
are the hardest to find. Among 
the Russian people you are most 
likely to find bassos; and Italy is 
famous for producing ténors. 

“As a matter of fact, good first 
ténors are so rare that I hâve 
known of cases where individuals 
whose voices really called for sec¬ 
ond ténor or even baritone rôles 
were forced to sing the higher 
parts, just because there were no 
real first ténors available. I hâve 
known where voices were hurt by 
this, too,” Vogel explained. 

And Vogel speaks with some 
authority. He has studied music 
since he was nine years old; 
holds a Master of Arts degree in 
music; has attended world famous 
conservatories at home and 
abroad; has accompanied several 
of the great international artists; 
and taught music in universities 
and colleges for 30 years. After 
retiring from teaching to write a 
book on music, he found the in¬ 
active life unbearable and joined 
Convair two years ago where he 
is now a member of the safety 
section. 

“The Welsh people also are fa¬ 
mous as musical, perhaps because 
their country as early as the 
thirteenth century was the mecca 
for the troubadours of those days 
and group singing there and else- 
where in the British Isles con¬ 
tinues to be a popular activity,” 
Vogel continued.

Technically, anyone who can 
speak can sing. Range, power 
and quality of tone are something 
else again, however. 

“Great voices aren’t made by 
training al one. There are phy si- 
cal requirements necessary to 
start with, such as exceptional 
vocal chords.

And after 10 years, the resuit 
is a house with almost every nook 
and cranny crammed with more 
than. 1,000 antiques and souvenirs 
dating back as far as 1793, and 
coming from both near and as 
far away as the other side of the 
earth. 

The Convair FW Dept. 44 em¬ 
ployée first became interested in 
collecting when he found a num- 
ber of odd and unusual pièces in 
Australia and the South Seas 
while in the armed forces. Among 
these is a hand-painted vase 
which appears to be of black 
glass.

One almost incongruous part 
of the collection is a wine vase 


with a round base and a long blue 
stem decorated with gold. A host 
of smiling cherubs encircle the 
base. It was used about 75 years 
ago solely for wine. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Pfeiffer 
value a silver tea service above 
most of their other pièces, since 
it belonged to Pfeiffer’s parents 
and was their wedding présent. 
It was in turn presented to Pfeif¬ 
fer when he was married. 

Included in the Pfeiffer collec¬ 
tion are medicine pipes, hand- 
painted plates, tea pots, a cocoà 
sel, lamps, and some furniture. 
Milk, egg shell, limoges, and Aus- 
trian are the types of China they 
hâve accumulated. 

“We like to get maybe one or 
two pièces of whatever we can 
find of value,” he said, “rather 
than to gather a big collection of 
one thing.” 

A recently added antique has 
th.em stumped. It’s a small 
wooden book with a cover of in- 
laid mosaic. It contains pressed 
fiowers of the Holy Land. 

“We’ve tried to figure it out,” 
Pfeiffer reports, “but without any 
luck. We not only can’t read it. 
We don’t even know what lan- 
guage it is!”

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Convair SD Will Issue 
18,000 Savings Bonds 
To Buyers in October 


Convair San Diego this month will mail out an esti- 
mated 18,000 U.S. Savings Bonds (of dénominations of 
$25 and up) to employées who hâve purchased them 
through payroll déduction. 


This is the largest single 
month’s business in nearly a déc¬ 
ade and reflects the magnitude of 
last summer’s campaign which 
raised corporation wide participa¬ 
tion in regular bond buying to 
approximately 75 per cent. 

Starting in July, issuance of 
bonds at SD Division zoomed 
upward at a dizzy rate as the 
campaign progressed. 

“Frankly, it wasn’t long before 
we were nearly ‘snowed in,’ ” 
J. D. Milling, manager of general 
accounting at SD, recalled. “There 
is considérable work involved in 
setting up new accounts. Once 
they are established, however, the 
operation smooths out.” 

Despite unusual efforts to keep 
abreast of the tide, issuance of 
new bonds fell behind for a pé¬ 
ri od. This is a situation that 
J. L. Terrien, SD accounting-pay- 
roll supervisor, said last week is 
rapidly nearing correction. 

“We hope very soon to be able 
to hâve paid-for bonds delivered 
by no more than a week after the 
close of the pay period which 
complétés their purchase,” Ter¬ 
rien said. “In the meantime, 
bear with us. The time lag in 
issuance of bonds, however, has 
no effect on the interest or earn- 
ing capacity of the bond, since 
they are dated on the purchase 
date regardless of how far we 
might drop behind,” Terrien 
added. 

As a regular issuing agent for 
the Fédéral Reserve Bank, Con¬ 
vair keeps on hand more than a 
quarter of a million dollars (ma- 
turity value) of bonds, and prints 
in the name of the new owners 
and issues them as purchased. 

“However, we almost had a 
‘run on the bank’ not long ago. 
We were issuing so many new 
bonds that our stock on hand 
threatened to run out!” Terrien 
recalled. “We had to make some 
hurry-up reorders.” 


Terrien had a few misconcep- 
tions about bonds to correct. 

“It happens rarely, but it does 
happen, that bonds disappear. 
They may be Jost in the mails or 
through unavoidable accidents at 
home. This doesn’t mean that 
they are lost forever to the owner. 
A new bond will be issued if the 
purchaser cails at our office 
(room 500, Building 19, ext. 308) 
and fills out certain papers for 
the Fédéral Reserve Bank. 

“Also, addresses must be cor¬ 
rect or bonds corne back to Con¬ 
vair. Postmen will not forvvard 
them to other addresses.”

Bond Sales Threw FW 
For Temporary Loss 

Impact of savings bond drive 
was probably slightest at FW Di¬ 
vision due to the fact that the 
division had 54 per cent partici¬ 
pation at beginning of drive, and 
didn’t hâve so far to go to top 
the 75 per cent. 

It nevertheless was substantial, 
according to Frank P. Parker, 
manager of accounting. The 
thousands of new buyers, plus the 
many who signed up for larger 
déductions, threw the payroll sec¬ 
tion for a temporary loss.

Auxiliary Fire Brigade 
To Aid Regulars at SD 

Convair San Diego’s fire fighting strength reached a 
new high last week when the last group of a new 63-man 

auxiliary fire brigade finishe d its training. _ 

The brigade, composed of men 


from both first and second shifts, 
was trained over a five-week pe¬ 
riod during which each member 
received five hours of instruction. 

“Although we hâve trained in- 
dividuals in the past in how to 
operate hand fire fighting equip- 
ment, this is the first time we 
hâve had an organized group 
familiarwith operating the equip- 
ment on our fire trucks,” Frank 
Merritt, chief of SD industrial 
security, said. “Their responsibil- 
ity will be to assist the regulars 
in emergencies.” 

The auxiliaries were deliberate- 
ly chosen from the flight line, 
ramp and model 340 and T-29 
areas, in order to increase the 
trained fire fighting potential in 
these localities. Their training 
couldn’t hâve been more realistic. 
They fought actual gasoline fires, 
set in a test basin near the com- 
pass rose on Lindbergh Field. In- 
structors were Fire Chief H. C. 
Lyter and other regular firemen. 

Among the equipment they be- 
came familiar with was that 


gen supply. They learned to han- 
dle the side hoses with care, for 
the C02, when it cornes out of 
nozzles under pressure, is 110 
degrees below zéro and (like dry 
ice) capable of inflicting nasty 
burns. 

First-aid, use of hand extin- 
guishers and the location of vari- 
ous pièces of larger fire fighting 
equipment also were included in 
the course. 

“But perhaps the most impor¬ 
tant lesson they learned was that 
prévention is our greatest single 
weapon against fire,” Chief Lyter 
commented. 

“We expect the auxiliary brig¬ 
ade to quickly recognize danger 
areas and keep a close eye on 
them as they work. In case a 
fire breaks out they will know 
the best tactics.” 

Future plans call for supplying 
each member of the brigade with 
a badge or some symbol to iden- 
tify him.

Clown Diving Fun—But Theres 
’Tendency’ to Break Your Neck 


“Anything for a laugh” means 
just that to Frank Munson of 
Dept. 225 at San Diego. 

He’ll do it, and does. 

For example, here is one that 
always brings down the house, 
and Munson, too. As a member 
of the comedy diving team 
known as the Silly Dilly Hounds, 
he mounts a diving tower with 
a coil of rope and a 25-pound 
anchor. One end of the rope is 
secured to his neck, the other 
end to the anchor. 

“I guess it’s the suspense 
that puts the stunt over,” Mun¬ 
son said. “The crowd doesn’t

know vvhat to expect. I give 
the anchor a big heave out over 
the pool and inevitably it 
pulls me with it, a second or 
two later !” 

Munson has a difficult time ex- 
plaining how he does the trick 
without hurting himself. (Inci- 
dentally, he has never been in- 
jured in some five years of stunt 
diving.) 

“I guess it’s timing. I give a 
little jump, but mainly the 
anchor pulls me off. It’s quite a 
sensation... I wouldn’t advise 
anybody to try it. There’s a 
tendency to break your neck . . .” 

The diving team to which he 
belongs is part of the San Diego 
Swimming Association^ “Aqua 
Capers” which includes water 
ballets and diving exhibitions 
and perforais for various service 
shows and charities. They were 
on the program of the recent 
Navy Relief Carnival at San 
Diego. The comedy team’s part of 
the performance is about six 
minutes of concentrated horse- 
play. The routine is carefully 
worked out, however, and usually 
takes about a year of practice 
to perfect. Even though the rou¬ 
tine has been completed, Munson 
and his associâtes practice two 
hours weekly to keep their tim¬ 
ing. 

“Crowds seem to like it best 
when we jump in with clothes 
on,” he recalled. “So we hâve 
quite a wardrobe, even a west¬ 
ern costume with boots and ten 
gallon hat.” 

A dive that everyone who 
swims has achieved at one time 
or another is still the hardest to 
do. Without doing damage, that 
is. This is the “belly flop.” From 
a ten-foot tower it becomes a 
dangerous stunt. 

“There are two ways to do it. 
Hit fiat or arch your back. Per- 
sonally, I prefer to do it fiat. 
The other way there is a tend¬ 
ency to break something, more so 
than fiat anyhow. The trick is 
to relax just as you hit the 
water. And that takes rather 
good control of your nerves ..

Mules Perform Hard Work For 
Pomona Hikers in High Sierras 

Although Daniel Boone might hâve covei’ed more dis¬ 
tance in the same time, it’s doubtful if lie ever traveled 
as comfortably as did six Convair Pomona men who last 
month made a seven-day, 64 mile hike trip through the 


High Sierras. 


The men—Clark Allardt, Bob 
Glowacki, Al Owings, Bol Sutton 
and Al Kisko of Engineering and 
Lorenzo Jones of Experimental— 
covered mountain trails which 
sometimes took them more than 
12,000 feet above sea level and 
never below 8,000 feet. But for 
the most part they proceeded at 
a leisurely pace, stopping when- 
ever and wherever the impulse 
struck them, and most of the 
hard work—carrying supplies and 
equipment—was done by three 
pack mules. 

“We made the trip to enjoy 
ourselves, not to kill ourselves 
working,” Glowacki said. “We 
wanted to take some pictures, do 
some fishing, and just get away 
from civilization for awTiile. We 
managed to accomplish ail three.” 

Leaving their cars at Inde- 
pendence, Cal if., the men jour- 
neyed by truck with their mules 
to a point about 18 miles South¬ 
west of Bishon. There they load- 
ed their mules and started hiking. 

“We took sleeping bags, two- 
man tents and fishing tackle as 
our main items of equipment,” 
Owings said. “We also carried 
plenty of food, most of it de- 
hydrated. 

“About the most popular food 
item we had was dehydrated 
soup. It’s easy to carry, easy 


to préparé, and it really gives 
one an energy boost at the end 
of a hard day. Tastes good, 
too.” 

Fishing was excellent ail along 
the route, and even the most 
ardent anglers among the group 
got their fill of the sport. 

“One evening when most of us 
were feeling especially tired we 
made camp and decided to fore- 
go fishing—ail of us except Al¬ 
lardt. He had been gone about 
10 minutes when he returned with 
a golden trout which measured 
1514 inches. In less than five 
minutes we ‘got well’ and ail of 
us were fishing,” Owings recalled. 

Although mules are notorious 
for their bad behavior, only once 
on the trip did they give any real 
trouble. 

“The first morning out Sutton 
and I, both inexperienced in han- 
dling mules, were late in getting 
started,” Owings said. “After 
much trouble we finally got the 
mule loaded, out we didn’t do it 
very well. The mule took off at 
a fast pace to catch up with 
the others, scattering food and 
equipment for a couple of hun- 
dred yards up the trail. I ran 
about two miles up the trail and 
got Glowacki, who soon put the 
mule straight on what we expect- 
ed. After that we had no trouble. 

“We soon found that if you let

a mule know from the beginning 
that you are the boss, he’ll do 
about anything you want him to.” 

After the first day or two the 
men became accustomed to the 
rarified air found at high alti¬ 
tudes. Only once after that, when 
going through Glenn Pass at 
12,409 feet altitude, did they feel 
a lack of oxygen. 

“But after the trip when we 
were returning to the lower 
levels we could feel the air ‘press¬ 
ing in’ on us,” Glowacki said. 

Early in the trip Jones and 
Kisko became separated from the 
other four and pushed on ahead 
while the others remained ail day 
in one spot for fishing. They re¬ 
mained ahead until the next to 
the last day of the trip, when 
they stopped at Rea Lakes to do 
some fishing of their own. 

“We saw quite a bit of snow, 
but we only crossed one field of 
it,” Kisko said. “Although snow 
in August was a novelty, we were 
told that there is less of it in the 
Sierras this year than normally.”

Cost of the entire trip, includ- 
ing food, rental of the mules and 
transportation, averaged less than 


$30 per person. 

“Staying at home would hâve 
cost more,” Owings commented.

Wooden Shoes Were Fashionable When 
SD Plater Learned Trade in 90's 


Old-timers who doggedly insist 
it was “better in the old days” 
will get some opposition from 
Robert (Scotty) Johnston, elec- 
troplater at Convair SD, who has 
been plying his trade for some 
58 years. 

“Everything’s better. There’s 
no comparison,” he said last week 
as he harked back to the early 
years of the century and beyond. 

“For example, we used to wear 
wooden shoes to keep acid off our 
feet. They were hot in summer 
and cold in winter and rubbed 
blisters. We wore white cloth 
aprons (Symbol of the trade) but 
they weren’t much protection. 
Nowadays we hâve rubber aprons 
and plastic face shields and walk 
on raised platforms.” 


In other years platers were 
segregated in small shops with 
their hot tubs and harmful acids. 
It was almost unbearably hot in 
summer and in winter it wasn’t 
uncommon to break ice off the 
tubs before the day’s work began. 

When Scotty first took up his 
father’s trade in Clydebank, Scot- 
land, three-burner gas stoves 
supplied heat to the wooden tanks 
that were lined with burlap im- 
pregnated with tar to stop leaks. 
Individual parts were cooled by 
swinging them through the air, 
a practice that usually sprayed 
everyone else in the room. Be¬ 
fore leaving at night, tanks were 
cooled by the primitive practice 
of tossing cold water into them. 
The resulting steam frequently 


filled the room and stopped 
operations. 

“That was about the only 
‘steam heat’ we had, and it wasn’t 
welcome.” 

Johnston came to America in 
1906 and worked in Philadelphia 
and Canada. He fought in World 
War I with a Canadian-Scottish 
unit, was captured and spent 
four years as a prisoner. In 1937 
he moved with his family to Cali¬ 
fornia and four years later joined 
Convair (then Consolidated), re- 
maining until the end of the war, 
after which he joined with Maj. 
Reuben H. Fleet (founder of Con¬ 
solidated) in a private plating 
business of which he was general 
manager. Then he retired. 

“But my retirement lasted only 
three months. I returned to Con¬ 
vair in 1950 and plan to stay as 
long as they need me.” 

Evidente that Scotty’s long ex¬ 
périence has been of value to 
Convair as well as to himself is 
that Employée Suggestion records 
show that over the years he has 
been paid more than $1,500 in 
awards for constructive ideas! 

“Know what the wage scale 
was when I first went to work 
back in the 90’s? It was $2 for 
a 60-hour week!”

While the T-29 model C line 
has operated in the northwest 
part of Building 4 for a long 
time, the model D line has oper¬ 
ated in Building 2 since its incep- 
tion. The relocating program 
now underway will bring the two 
together in Building 4 with the 
two lines approximately parallel- 
ing each other. Model Cs will 
continue to emerge from the 
northwest end of the building on 
their way to field operations. 
When the D iine has been movcd 
to Building 4, Ds will emerge 
from the northeast end of the 
building. 

To make room in Building 4 
for the D line, mockup and proof- 
ing (présent occupants of the 
northeast part along with certain 
Convair-Liner model 340 activi¬ 
ties) is being moved to the South¬ 
west section of the building. Co- 
incidentally, the model 340 line 
is being shortened. One phase of 
this is the merger of Depts. 55 
and 56 which concentrâtes ail 340 
fuselage construction in Building 
2, At the same time, model 340 
work stations in Building 4 are 
being reduced to six. 

Still another factor in the re- 
shuffling is to provide space for 
the first C-131As, the air évacua¬ 
tion transports Convair SD will 
produce for the Air Force. The 
space currently devoted to T-29 
model Ds in Building 2 has been 
earmarked for this project. 

“So far, the relocating program 
is moving ahead on or ahead of 
schedule,” Works Manager W. L. 
Young of Plant 1 reported. 

“It is a case of exceptionally 


fine planning, well in advance of 
execution, with splendid coopéra¬ 
tion among ail the many depart¬ 
ments involved.” 

Although manufacturing engi¬ 
neering “carried the bail” by lay- 
ing out the broad outlines of the 
plan and ultimately coordinating 
its execution, many other depart¬ 
ments are directly involved. Tool 
manufacturing is relocating tools; 
maintenance is performing the 
physical .transfer; timekeeping is 
shifting the time cards as trans¬ 
fers develop; inspection is watch- 
ing the entire transaction to see 
that there is no loss of quality; 
factory supervision is moving per¬ 
sonnel with a minimum of lost 
time. Even transportation is in¬ 
volved, bringing up master tools 
from Plant 2 to help in reloca¬ 
tion. Also playing important 
rôles were manufacturing control 
(that is doing a big job of re¬ 
locating stock ahead of time so 
that it will be immediately avail- 
able at new locations) and fac¬ 
tory methods (that assisted in 
preparing the move schedule and 
resequenced operations as a re¬ 
suit of the reduced number of 
340 work stations). 

“Our pledge was that the move 
would be made without interfer- 
ing with schedules and at a mini¬ 
mum cost,” Dale Marks, manufac¬ 
turing planning general super- 
visor, declared. “We are in the 
middle of the move now, but I 
hâve every reason to believe that 
it will continue as efficiently as 
it has begun. 

“The crédit must go to the ad¬ 
vance planning and to the smooth 
teamwork of the many, many de¬ 
partments and individuals con- 
cerned.”

More than 200 officers and air- 
men from Harlingen, Ellington, 
Connally, Sheppard and Lockland 
Air Force Bases examined the 
new ship with its radar-bombing 
and navigation instruction facili- 
ties. Aboard the ship on the 
check flight were Convair repré¬ 
sentatives from flight, engineer¬ 
ing and electronics. Also présent 
was Harvy Tafe, assistant to the 
Convair director of contracts. 

Consensus among the Air Force 


observers was that the T-29D 
will be a big improvement over 
four-engine bombers equipped for 
radar-bombing instruction, now 
in use. 

Mather is the home base for 
scores of T-29A, B and C “fly¬ 
ing classrooms” which hâve been 
“aima mater” for many an Air 
Force cadet.

Air Force Inquiry Recalls Record Altitude 
Reached by B-24 Nearly Decade Ago at SD 


An Air Force inquiry, relayed 
last week to Convair, stumped 
Public Relations at first but three 
hours of search brought the an- 
swer. 

Question: “What was the high- 
est altitude ever reached by a 
B-24?” 

W. J. Martin, chief engineering 
test pilot at San Diego, was the 
man who had the information. He 
reported that he reached 40,250 
feet on March 14, 1944, during a 
“spot check” flight aboard B-24J 
No. 440192, a standard assembly 
line production ship, fully loaded 
with fuel and equipped with tur- 
rets but carrying no bombs. 

(At 56,000 pounds gross take- 
off weight, the B-24 design alti¬ 
tude was 35,000 feet.) 

Martin said test flights fre- 
quently were made beyond 35,000 
feet but on this occasion he kept 
on going as high as he could to 
add to test information on the 
airplane. 

As Martin recalled, also on 
board for the flight were Sher¬ 
man Johnson, co-pilot (now in 
production flight at San Diego) 
and W. G. Griswold, Ji\, senior 
flight test engineer now at Con¬ 
vair FW.

Basic Convair Programs 
Soundest in Industry' 

In addition to entertainment for a full attendance, the 
annual “brass tacks” night for members of the SD Man¬ 
agement Club last week prod uced some interesting points 
of news. Among them: 


Convair’s basic programs, in- 
volving not only commercial 
transports, military trainers, 
fighters and bombers, but 
waterbased aircraft and mis¬ 
siles as well, continue to be 
among the most solid in the 
industry. 

The company intends to re¬ 
main in the commercial two- 
engine, transport field and is 
studying improvements for the 
model 340. Also under study 
are possibilités for a complete- 
ly new transport airplane. (It 
might even be a four-engine 
turboprop !) 

Effective Nov. 1, vacations 
will be increased to three weeks 
for non-represented salaried 
employées with 12 years or 
more continuons service. 

A new food firm is being 
tried out at San Diego. The 
'Vred B. Prophet Co. will oper- 
ate the cafétéria at Plant 2 
bvhen it opens in a month or 
so. 

As usual, Convair’s executives 
led by Gen. Joseph T. McNarney 
gave a good account of them- 
selves in the rough and tumble of 
answering questions fired by 
supervision. As Moderator T. G. 
Lanphier, Jr., remarked, some of 
the questions were “on the unin- 
hibited side.” Such queries as 
“why do we go outside the in¬ 
dustry to hire some executives ? ” 


and “what about cafétéria food?” 
brought some forthright answers. 

McNarney took the one about 
hiring executives, explaining that 
sometimes there develops an ur¬ 
gent need for individuals of spé¬ 
cial qualifications and expérience. 
And when such individuals can- 
not be found, either in Convair or 
elsewhere in the industry, there 
is no alternative but to seek else¬ 
where. 

The food question fell to R. H. 
Biron, vice-president — adminis¬ 
tration, who replied at length on 
efforts to maintain high stand¬ 
ards and revealed that the Proph¬ 
et Co., one of the nation’s top 
food concerns which serves big 
corporations at various points 
across the country, will be given 
a trial at Plant 2. 

“Has any considération been 
given to making Plant 2 a sepa- 
rate division?” was referred to 
J. V. Naish, executive vice-presi- 
dent, who replied: 

“Yes . . . but there are many 
factors involved, such as that 
bugaboo ‘divided overhead’ and 
after very serious thought we de- 
cided on its présent semi-autono- 
mous state, which we feel gives 
us the benefits without some of 
the penalties (of séparation as a 
division). ...” 

It was from J. G. Zevely, direc¬

this ship than ever before with a 
prototype. 

“Every man and women in Con¬ 
vair well may be proud of having 
had a rôle in production of this 
j outstanding airplane,” Frank 
: Fink, SD chief engineer, told 
| Convair SD over the public ad- 
■ dress System shortly after the air¬ 
plane left San Diego by truck for 
Muroc. 

“Spécial commendation is due 
to engineering and experimental 
people who performed so well 
under the pressure of this sched- 
ule, and to other departments and 
individuals in the division who 
gave invaluable assistance.” 

For the first time in a long 
time personnel assigned to the 
Project now can look back over 
the accomplishments since the 
program began. The accomplish¬ 
ments are formidable, and worthy 
. of national attention. The main 
point that stood out was that 
never before in the history of 
American aviation has such an 
airplane been produced in such a 
comparatively short length of 
time. (Other airplanes hâve been 
built faster, but never a prototype 
of this size, complexity, and tech- 
I nical innovation.) 

From start to finish, the time 
required to design and build was 
18 months!

Although evidently the 
company’s plans hâve not yet 
jelled, Zevely admitted that seri- 
ous considération is being given 
not only to improvements on the 
model 340 but also possibly to an 
entirely new transport as well. 
In answer to a question, “Is a 
four-engine plane being con- 
sidered?” he replied: 

“Yes, very seriously. It has 
been our policy for a long time to 
stay out of the four-engine field 
. . . but recently, among other 
ideas, we hâve given carefui 
thought to the possibilities of a 
turboprop airplane in the four- 
engine field. . . . At the same 
time, however, we intend to re¬ 
main in the two engine field.” 

A question as to “Are jobs 
going to fall off ?” drew a round- 
up answer from Lanphier with 
these high points:

Iwo Convair Couples

No sultan’s daughter was ever 
more closely veiled and guarded 
than was the YF-102 prototype 
early this month as it moved 
from San Diego to Edwards Air 
Force Base, preparatory to flight 
testing. 

The Convair-built Air Force 
interceptor was so camouflaged 
by wood framework and canvas 
as not even to be recognizable as 
an airplane, much less as a super- 
sonic delta of advanced design. 
The security measures were taken, 
of course, to obscure details of its 
configuration. 

The entire 216-mile trip was 
made by highway in a caravan 
that sometimes numbered as 
many as eight separate vehicles 
plus motorcycle escorts. Run- 
ning time was about 16 hours and 
speeds varied from one mile an 
hour to a top speed of about 30. 
One stop was made en route, over- 
night Oct. 5 at March Air Force 
Base where the ship was under 
constant surveillance by Convair 
guards and firemen. 

The YF-102 rode on a Lion Van 
and Storage truck specially de- 
signed for such unique tasks. 
Previously, the exact route had 
been carefully worked out by 
Ralph Butler of the moving com¬ 
pany. Thanks to careful advance 
planning the airplane and its 
giant framework made the trip 
without a scratch, though some¬ 
times the clearance was a matter 
of inches. On one occasion re- 
moval of a highway sign was 
necessary before the plane’s truck 
could proceed.

F-102 flight testing, was in gen¬ 
eral charge of the operation and 
accompanied the plane by car. 

R. H. Johnson of SD shipping 
was in another car with Butler 
who directed the move for Lion. 
In a station wagon directly behind 
the plane were George Kuester, 
chief of guards for SD, with 
Guard Carlo Dimaggio, followed 
by a truck and fire fighting 
equipment carrying SD Fireman 
George Cornell and Robert West. 
In addition there were varying 
numbers of Highway Patrol cars. 

The entire move was made 
under a carefully worked out se¬ 
curity program, laid down by 
Col. Stephen P. Dillon, AF repré¬ 
sentative at Convair SD, designed 
to guard against ail possible 
situations. 

Frank Merritt, chief of indus¬ 
trial security at SD, and Supt. 
Frank Field of traffic and mate- 
rial stores, also accompanied the 
caravan during the critical period 
as it left San Diego. 

“Traffic control was amazing, 
when you consider that along 
most of the route travel had to 
be halted completely while we 
passed,” Kuester said. 

“Passenger cars were ordered 
onto shouMers and a few got 
stuck in ditches, but there was a 
truck available to pull them out. 
Highway patrolmen and spécial 
police were always ahead of us, 
blocking off intersections. They 
did a terrifie job.” 

Charged with the plane’s pro¬ 
tection, the guards and firemen 
stuck to the ship like a cockle- 
burr under a saddle. Ail night 
long at March AFB two stood 
guard while two slept in the back 
of the station ‘ wagon. They ate 
only sandwiches during the trip, 
as did many of the others. 

Field said this was the first 
time that an airplane from Con¬ 
vair SD has been moved out so 
carefully camouflaged. When the 
XF-92 made the trip to Muroc for 
its first flight it was covered by 
tarpaulin alone. This time, how- 
ever, Johnson with the help of 
Convair stress engineers designed 
a spécial framework which was 
built by shipping personnel and 
assembled in experimental after 
maintenance had lifted the ship 
onto the trader. The plane rode 
inside without touching the tarp- 
covered frame at any point.

Air Vi si for s G et 
Warm Welcome 
From Convair FW 

You wouldn’t expect to be able 
to taxi a jet fighter up to a filling 
station and nonchalantly tell the 
attendant to “fill ’er up.” 

But at Convair Fort Worth 
Division, Air Force pilots can do 
just that—whether it’s a jet 
fighter or a 10-engine B-36 
bomber. 

Convair’s glorified aircraft 
service station—called “aircraft 
transient service”—opérâtes out 
of the hangar building and is 
prepared to handle most any type 
of AF aircraft. 

Many a CIP’s first impression 
of Convair FW is made long be¬ 
fore he’s out of the plane, because 
industrial security and air tran¬ 
sient crews of development field 
operations (64) are on kand to 
help the pilot the minute he taxis 
off the runway onto the Convair 
FW réservation. 

His first sight is industrial se- 
curity’s “follow me” jeep which 
leads the aircraft onto the apron 
and to the general area in which 
the craft will be parked. One of 
the four employées who make up 
Dept. 64’s aid transient crew— 
H. C. Pickett—then gives hand 
signais to direct the pilot to the 
exact location. Pickett’s partner 
on the first shift is N. A. Pad¬ 
dock. 

On nights, the same functions 
are performed by G. H. Prestridge 
and L. L. Morgan. Ail are field 
and service mechanics. 

Foreman H. K. Powell or Gen¬ 
eral Foreman O. L. Whitaker, as 
the case may be, then goes over 
a check list with the pilot to ar¬ 
rive at the exact servicing re- 
quired. It may be only fueling, 
or it may involve also oil, oxygen 
and other supplies. 

Although no major repair or 
overhaul jobs are handled, the de¬ 
velopment crews do perform rou¬ 
tine and minor fixes that the air¬ 
plane may require prior to the 
time it arrives back at home base. 

When VIP’s are scheduled to 
arrive, the field and service me¬ 
chanics don fresh white coveralls 
bearing the blue Convair symbol. 
At this point, they’re generally 
razzed a bit by other employées

referring to their “ice cream 
suits.” 

“The Convair crew has to be 
especially careful in their opera¬ 
tion,” said Supt. R. W. Dodd, 
“because no two airplanes are 
alike. There’s a different manner 
in which to fuel, to oil, to set the 
brakes, to tie-down and a dozen 
other things. 

“And if we jimmied up the air¬ 
plane, we’d ail be in the soup.” 

Fortunately, no such thing has 
happened, even though the dif¬ 
ferent types of aircraft serviced 
by the crew run into the dozens.

High-Flying 'Visitors Front Moon' 
Introduced by Pomona Writer 


Sponsored by Mary Malcolm 
of service publications at Convair 
Pomona, a formation of 17 moon- 
based flying saucers will appear 
in the United States sometime be- 
fore Christmas. 

Fantastic ? Absolutely, but 
there’s a trace of truth here. The 
17 “saucers” are characters in a 
book, “Chaucer, the Flying Sau¬ 
cer,” scheduled for publication 
some time this fall. Its sub-title 
is “A fantasy for grownups and 
other children.” 

The author has been writing 
for years, as a newspaperwoman 
and more recently as a technical 
writer for Convair. Until now, 
her writings hâve ail been based 
on hard, cold facts. 

“I had often wished I could 
forget facts and let my imagina¬ 
tion take over,” Mary explained 
this week. “I finally did, and 
Chaucer’ was the resuit.” 

The book is about a family of 
flying saucers who live in a tun¬ 
nel on the moon. Chaucer is the 
none-too-bright youngest member 
of the family, and he becomes lost 
on the family’s first flight to 
earth. He has many adventures 
but finally gets back to the moon, 
only to be banished to the “obso¬ 
lète department” to await his 
“review.” The review—and the 
mémo read at that time—is the 
highlight and climax of the story. 

“Chaucer” is an all-Convair 
production. Inspiration for the 
story came from Werner Eichler’s 
(also of Service Publications) 
work with the Civilian Saucer In¬ 


vestigation (Convairiety, Aug. 13, 
1952), and during the early stages 
of writing Chaucer’s name was 
“Werner.” The 10 full-page illus¬ 
trations and the book jacket were 
prepared by Ed Palmer, artist 
formerly with Service Publica¬ 
tions. Even the publicity photo- 
graphs of Mary were made by a 
Convair Pomona amateur photog- 
rapher, Joan Wilkinson of the 
Engineering Library. 

Mary, who majored in English 
at Pasadena City College and the 
University of California at Los 
Angeles, served on the staff of 
the Pasadena Independent for 10 
years and for two years published 
her own newspaper. She joined 
Convair at San Diego in March, 
1952, as a technical writer, and 
later was transferred to the Po¬ 
mona Division. 

Although the “saucers” in the 
fantasy think and act like 
humans, persons who hâve follow- 
ed reports of flying saucers will 
find many coincidences in the 
book. There are 17 saucers in the 
family—exactly the same number 
of lights in the much publicized 
“Lubbock Lights,” which mys- 
teriously appeared in formation 
a few years ago over Lubbock, 
Tex. Convair people will also dis¬ 
cover numerous familiar technical 
terms scattered through the book. 

“If there is such a thing as a 
‘comy’ fantasy, ‘Chaucer’ is it,” 
Mary said. “For instance, a cross- 
stitch sampler hangs on the wall 
of the family tunnel on the moon. 
It reads: “Ohm, Sweet Ohm.”

High Nazi Beer Mug Among Novel 
(And Costly) Items in Collection 


It isn’t every man who can 
drink his beer from one of a 
dozen rare mugs (at least one of 
them valued at $1,000 or more); 
and at the same time admire a 
fabulous collection of antique sil- 
ver, délicate china and figurines. 

To preserve this situation, Sam 
F. Rogers of Convair San Diego’s 
Dept. 28 has put a “not for sale” 
sign on hundreds of items he col- 
lected during his 32 years in the 
service, from which he retired last 
year as an Air Force major (Con¬ 
vairiety, May 7, 1952). 

“Take this, for instance. I’ve 
never seen another like it,” Rog¬ 
ers said, referring to an ornate 
mug reputedly made only for the 
top brass of the Nazi party. “I’ve 
refused many offers for it.” 

Rogers actually brought 182 
different beer mugs back with 
him from Europe after serving 
on occupation duty after the war. 
They ranged in size from a capa- 
city of a gallon down to a half a 
liter. Of these, he has retained 
only 12. 

It was during service in Ger- 
many that Rogers gathered most 
of his prizes. Assisted by his 
daughter (Patricia Edison of 
Dept. 21 SD), Mrs. Rogers and 
a son, he collected enough items 
to fill 18 trunks! 

They acquired, among other 
things, rare silver service sets 
dating back to the feudal lords, 
Italian rock crystal with etched 
silver trim, matchless figurines, 
a pair of vases made in 1575, two 
suits of armor made for knights 
in the 13th century. 

Some of the items, while not 
valuable in themselves, bring

back memories of service abroad, 
such as stamps and coins from 
many nations.

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San Diego State Students Divide 
Time Between Class and Convair 


Six specially selected San Diego State College students 
this year are dividing their time between campus and 
Convair. 

They are participating in a novel cooperative training 
program designed to supplément their engineering studies 
at State with practical aircraft expérience. 

Each Works 20 hours a week, 


a minimum of three hours a day. 
Their working hours are adjusted 
to their class schedules. 

“It’s rough sometimes making 
classes and still getting to Con¬ 
vair on time,” said James F. 
Harrison, a State junior. “Last 
semester I finished a class at 
12:50 p.m. and was due at work 
at 1:30. The problem was when 
to eat? 1 solved it by munching 
sandwiches while driving across 
town.” 

“Time to study is a problem, 
too,” added Paul Lawhead, whose 
father, J. B. Lawhead, is also a 
Convair engineer. “I’ve got two 
youngsters at home and by the 
time I get them to bed and my 
studies completed it’s always to- 
morrow.” 

But ail six endorse the program 
heartily. It not only produces 
income to help them remain in 
school, but offers invaluable prac¬ 
tical significance to subjects that 
otherwise would be principally 
theory. 

Begun early this year as an ex- 
periment in offering part time 
expérience (as well as financial 
help) to promising State engi¬ 
neering students, the program is 
being continued indefinitely, said 
H. T. Brooks, engineering admin¬ 
istrative supervisor. 

Taking part are two seniors, 
two juniors and two sophomores, 
each with outstanding scholarship 
records recommended by State 
and selected by Convair engineers 
from a number of applicants. 
Thus, each year there are two 
graduâtes and each year two new 
students (sophomores) are se¬ 
lected. 

Of those who graduated last 
spring, one is Earl Prater, now 
of Convair test laboratoires. The 
other elected to do graduate work 
and may join Convair later. 

Students now involved in the 
program are: Seniors Alan Dale 
and Billy Dean Newbery; Juniors 
James F. Harrison and Paul Law¬ 
head; and Sophomores Alan 
Brengle and Edward Philbin. 
Their Convair duties are varied 
and worked out on a systematic 
schedule which involves shop ex¬ 
périence as well as work in vari- 
ous phases of engineering such as 
drafting, test lab, stress analysis 
group, thermodynamics group, 
etc. 

M. B. Shattuck, personnel engi¬ 
neer, said that the assignments 
dépend somewhat upon the indi- 
vidual’s aptitude and areas of 
interest. 

It is planned to hold the num¬ 
ber of students accepted under 
the plan to six, for the oppor¬ 
tunités for making use of part 
time services are limited. 

However, these State students 
are not only ones who hâve bene- 
fitted from Convair practical ex¬ 
périence. Many others from their 
college are employed by the com¬ 
pany during the summer months 


(not only in engineering but else- 
where, too) and last summer 
alone there were some 30 students 
representing colleges from coast 
to coast who supplemented their 
college studies with engineering 
work at San Diego.

grade was Glenn Miller. 

Ballew spent several years in 
the dance band game, a part of 
it with Ted Fiorita’s orchestra 
and for a time under contract 
with NBC in New York City. 

“I quit ail this overnight,” he 
said. “My daughter was of school 
âge and I knew we’d hâve to find 
something a little more settled.” 

So he took up an option and 
went to Paramount Studios. His 
first movie was “Palm Springs” 
with Frances Langford, directed 
by Walter Wanger. Ballew also 
had a radio contract and was 
called on to take Al Jolson’s place 
on the Shell Oil “Shell Chateau” 
for 52 weeks. 

Then the war hit and off he 
went into production control work 
in an aircraft plant on the coast. 
He stayed there through the war. 

In 1952 he joined an aircraft 
firm in Tucson as a purchasing 
field représentative, but the cli- 
mate was detrimental to his 
wife’s health. So back to Fort 
Worth, his wife’s home. 

“Maybe it’s not as glamorous 
as the movie industry, but Pm 
still not entirely away from it 
ail,” he said. “Working on this 
film was like being a director of 
a big production. And besides, 
you never can tell. Some of my 
old movies are seen now and then 
in Fort Worth—on télévision.” 


“The seat in the saddle is 
important, both for your com- 
fort and the comfort and con¬ 
trol of the horse. 

“Sit erect, but not tense. 
Keep your head up, eyes some- 
whcre above the horse’s ears. 
(If your head is down, you tend 
to lean forward out of posi¬ 
tion.) Elbows should be hugged 
close to your sides. Feet in the 
stirrups should be parallel to 
the horse’s sides, toes up, heels 
down. 

“As for the reins, when rid¬ 
ing Western equipment, the 
horse is allowed considérable 
freedom. With English, how¬ 
ever, there must be no slack- 
ness and the forearms and reins 
should make a direct line from 
elbow to the horse’s mouth. 

“And relax! That’s impor¬ 
tant. If you are tense, the horse 
probably will be tense, too. 

“I find that many novices are 
so tense they hold their breath. 
This has to be corrected. Horse- 
men must learn to breath easi- 
ly, just as swimmers do. Try to 


smile and talk a little as you 
ride. These tricks will help. 

“I like to emphasize two big 
points in riding. Keep a firm 
grip with the knees, and finger- 
tip control on the reins with the 
hands. A sensitive pair of 
hands can ‘telegraph’ a world 
of information to a willing 
horse. An insensitive pair can 
‘send’ him a lot of misinforma- 
tion and cause a lot of misun- 
derstanding.”

Rancho Selected For 
SD Golf Open; Osgood 
Will Chairman Tourney 


Convair Récréation Association this week faced a mon¬ 
umental organization task following confirmation of the 
1954 San Diego Golf Open, which CRA will co-sponsor, and 
sélection of Rancho Santa Fe as the links. 


Although dates liave not been 
officially announced, the Profes¬ 
sional Golf Association lias indi- 
cated San Diego tentatively can 
count on the same as last year, 
Jan. 21 through 24. 

Convair some months ago, 
through John Jay Hopkins, Board 
of Directors chairman, and Gen. 
Joseph T. McNarney, Convair 
president, offered to underwrite 
the $15,000 event when it was évi¬ 
dent that San Diego might lose 
the tournament for lack of a 
backer. Since then Convair has 
carried on negotiations with the 
PGA and the tournament’s con¬ 
tinuation is assured. 

“After carefully weighing ail 
considérations, the facilities and 
accessibility of ail courses in the 
area, it has been agreed that the 
tournament will be played on the 
course of the Rancho Santa Fe 
Association,” McNarney an¬ 
nounced recently. 

It is Convair’s desire, however, 
as underwriter of the tournament 
in future years to rotate the event 
over other courses in the area, 
McNarney indicated. Last year 
the event was held at San Diego 
Country Club. 

Coincident with sélection of the 
links, Russ Osgood, CRA golf 
commissioner for many years, 
was named tournament chairman. 

Osgood has been prominent in 
San Diego golf circles for a long 
time and some years ago was one 
of the state’s best amateur play- 



All profits from the San 
Diego Open will go to the San 
Diego Society for Crippled Chil- 
dren, McNarney announced 
jointly with Dwight E. Keider, 
president of the Children’s Hos¬ 
pital group.

Hunters Turn Sights on Ducks 


Sharpshooters of Convair San 
Diego this week switched their 
sights from “bucks to ducks” as 
deer season closed and duck sea¬ 
son opened. 

Nimrods reported “poor pick- 
ings” for the deer season which 
closed last Saturday. Only 25 
deer hâve been registered with 
Gun Club Commissioner Jerry 
Schultz for CRA prizes, as com- 
pared to 40 at this time last sea¬ 
son. 

The average kill this season 
weighed 117 pounds field dressed 
and had only two points, Schultz 
says. 

CRA will award valuable mer- 
chandise prizes at the close of 
the deer hunting season at a 
drawing in which each person 
with a deer registered will hâve 
an equal chance. 

“This includes deer killed out 
of State, too,” Schultz says, “Reg-

Million Dollar Saving 
Seen For CIP at FW 


C. C. Crickman and L L. Shadwick of Convair FW are 
in the “Miliionaire” class when it cornes to Cost Improve- 
ment Proposais. 


They were commended last 
week by August C. Esenwein, FW 
Division manager, for a CIP 
which is estimated to save Con¬ 
vair (and ultimately the U. S. 
taxpayer) more than one million 
dollars a year. 

Their suggestion was that Con¬ 
vair discontinue using D-l oxy- 
gen regulators on B-36s in favor 
of the newer, improved and less 
expensive D-2 regulators. Net re¬ 
suit is a saving of $1,331,770. 

The regulators are automatic 


mechanisms which regulate the 
flow of oxygen to crew members 
when the aircraft is flying at high 
altitudes in rarefied atmosphère. 

Crickman, 6-4, and Shadwick, 
4-2, share in the honors, accord- 
ing to Roy Crabtree, Employée 
Suggestion assistant supervisor. 

“This shows what can be done 
by keeping your eyes and ears 
open,” said Crabtree. “This was 
a relatively simple suggestion— 
but no one had thought about it 
before—and it’s saving us more 
than a million dollars.”

Keep Parts 
Flowing to 

SAM-SAC 

Though mule trains and 
covered wagons are most of- 
ten associated with horse 
opéras depicting the rough 
and rugged days of the 
1800’s, they’re also doing a 
bang-up job to help keep the 
Air Force fleet of B-36’s in 
top shape. 

The “mules,” though, are 92 
horsepower midget trucks. 

And the “prairie schooners” are 
pint-sized wagons pulled by the 
“mules.” 

Together, they make up the two 
SAM-SAC trains which run 
regular 45-minute schedules 16 
hours a day around the FW Divi¬ 
sion yard to make sure that the 
right SAM-SAC parts are in the 
right place at the right time. 

Starting at Air Foi^e Stores 
and Shed C on the vvest side of 
the assembly building, the two 
trains make regularly scheduled 
runs delivering parts at each of 
the 28 SAM-SAC work stations. 

The mule trains are operated 
by the traffic department, but 
manufacturing control handles 
the scheduling and the routing of 
the parts, and an MC dispatcher 
rides the train with the traffic 
department operator at ail times. 

Mule skinners are B. M. Hardin 
and J. Burris on first shift, and 
L. E. Laxson and A. W. Garner 
on second shift. Their partners 
are L. J. Nally and R. O. Taylor 
on first and W. W. Mills and 
B. G. West on second. 

Together the trains cover about 
380 miles a week, even at the 
five-miles-an-hour pace they 
travel. 

“But they deliver the goods,” 
commented W. A. Day, moderni- 
zation manager over the entire 
SAM-SAC shop program. 

Fact is, they deliver an average 
of about 60,000 parts per week— 
the parts necessary to make 
SAM-SAC B-36s as good as they 
were when new, and better in 
some ways, although “not like 
new.” 

The “covered wagons” on the 
train protect the parts from dam¬ 
age from the éléments. 

Besides delivering parts to the 
work stations, the trains also pick 
up at the work stations any parts 
pulled off the airplane and des- 
tined for other stations. They 
also carry ail CVAC-furnished 
tools and tooling to the docks, 
thus making one tool crib serve 
the purpose of many and also 
saving employées the time it 
would take to go to and from tool 
cribs. 

Keeping an eye over the mule 
trains are Foreman P. W. Mc- 
Lendon and R. B. Miller, whose 
responsibility it is to see that 
nothing delays the deliveries. 

Two other spécial manufactur¬ 
ing control set-ups speed parts to 
SAM-S AC ships on which there 
are critical priority jobs. One is 
a “spécial delivery” scooter oper¬ 
ated by B. B. Phillips on first 
shift and W. S. Bernhard on sec¬ 
ond shift. The scooter is used to 
haul items too heavy for bicycles 
and not heavy enough to require 
a truck or crâne. In addition, 
bicycles pedaled by manufactur¬ 
ing control dispatchers are as- 
signed to each of the 28 work 
stations. The bikes are sent by 
supervision on the work stations 
to scour up parts before a short- 
age threatens to delay the job. 

“And,” says Manufacturing 
Control Supt. D. A. Clemson, 
“nobody knows how many miles 
a day those boys pedal, but it’s 
plenty.” 

Ail to make sure the Air Force 
gets the SAM-SAC airplanes 
when it wants them.

YF-102 Flies 
Week Ahead 
Of Schedule 


BULLETIN 

The YF-102 made a wheels-up emergency landing 
shortly after takeoff while on a routine test flight at the 
Air Force Flight Test Center Monday, Nov. 2. Convairiety 
presses were stopped to include this first Air Force an- 
nouncement. Pilot R. L. Johnson, Convair’s chief test pilot 
on the 102 project, was flying the aircraft.. He sustained 
major injuries, but as of late Monday his condition was 
reported as not critical. 


BULLETIN 

Soon after word of the YF-102’s emergency landing 
was released, Convair announced that work is being rushed 
on a second prototype with the aim of delivering it to the 
Air Force as soon as possible. 

★ ★ ★ ★ ★ ★ 

A week ahead of schedule, the YF-102, Convair’s all- 
weather supersonic interceptor built for the Air Force, 
proved itself in flight Oct. 24 over the closely-guarded 
test center at Edwards Air Force Base. 

Before a small but select audience, Richard L. Johnson, 
former crack Air Force test flier, now Convair’s chief test 
pilot for the 102 project, roared across the fiat decort and 
lifted the shining delta-wing prototype into a cloudless sky. 


Almost at once, as the YF-102 
left the ground, three other jets 
converged upon it and took up 
positions as chase planes. Though 
two of the accompanying ships 
carried photographers, their main 
mission was to give visual aid 
to Johnson in studying the be- 
havior of the -new ship. 

“It seemed only a few seconds 
before the YF-102, a great silver 
dart in the sky, was lost to view,” 
one observer recalled. 

“I don’t believe any of us 
among the observers were wor- 
ried, but I think most of us cheer- 
ed when the plane whistled by and 
left the ground behind. It’s al¬ 
most involuntary to let out a 
‘There she goesP and shake some- 
body’s hand. I found myself 
being pummeled by a perfect 
stranger!” 

It was an idéal morning for the 
first air test, crisp and cloudless. 
Normally a scene of impressive 
activity with scores of different 
planes in the air or on the flight 
line, the great test base on the 
Mojave Desert northeast of Los 
Angeles was less active this day, 
for it was Saturday, a partial 
holiday. Out on the vast dry lake 
bed there was almost a Sabbath 
quiet. The approximately 75 
spectators, transported by bus 
and auto from the base proper 
to a point of vantage along the 
runway, gave the impression of 
a desert “safari.” 

Meanwhile, some distance away 
at the head of the runway, the 
YF-102 already had been towed 
to position. Convair mechanics set 
up engine starting equipment and 
gave the ship the final benefits 
of their skill. 

The jet chase planes lined up. 

Phil Prophett, manager of F- 
102 test operations, was there 
with the plane. So was E. D. 
(Sam) Shannon, SD*s chief of ex¬ 
perimental flight, solemn and

serious as always. Perhaps he 
was remembering another day on 
those same sands when the XF-92, 
world’s first delta wing plane, 
made its first flight (Sept. 18, 
1948). And Bill Martin, SD’s 
chief engineering test pilot, was 
présent, too. He was aboard a 
communications jeep which help- 
ed coordinate contact between the 
YF-102, the chase planes, the 
flight tower and walkie-talkies 
spotted along the runway to give 
further visual aid to the pilot. 

Once Johnson was in the cock¬ 
pit and the canopy lowered, the 
radio communication was checked 
out and there was a sériés of 
“rogers” as planes and stations 
reported readiness. Then came 
the big moment. In matter of 
fact tones Johnson’s voice came 
over the air: 

“I am firing up now. . . . Re- 
move the ground lines. . . . I 
am moving to the right for take- 
off. ... I am ready to roll. . . . ” 

The F-86 chase plane (piloted 
by the Air Force crack airman, 
Maj. Charles Yeager, was already 
in the air at this point. Then the 
YF-102 began its run. The two 
T-33 chase planes fell in on either 
side of Johnson’s dust trail, about 
a half mile behind him. 

The radios were silent for those 
seconds. The YF-102 was in the 
air and Edwards AFB was falling 
away below. Yeager quickly 
moved his F-86 into position. 
Maj. J. Slade Nash, USAF (wide- 
ly known AF pilot and former 
holder of the world speed record), 
who was piloting one of the T- 
33s, moved into formation. So did 
Convair Pilot M. C. Terry, at the 
Controls of the other T-33. With 
the latter was Convair Camera¬ 
man Bill Carter. 

Although it was a time for 
jubilation among the observers on 
the ground, the Convair mechanics 
who had worked so expertly for 
this moment, and those actively 
in the flight test program, were 
otherwise occupied. Some con¬ 
tinued to staré into the sky, even 
though the ships were lost to 
view. Others tightened their grips 
on earphones as they monitored 
the conversation crackling be¬ 
tween Johnson, Yeager and Terry. 

(Incidentally, a fifth plane be- 
came involved in the formation 
during that first flight. It was 
an F-86 piloted by Brig. Gen. J. 
S. Holtoner, commarding the Air 
Force Flight Test Center at 
Edwards AFB. Holtoner usually 
“goes along for the ride” on first 
flights at the base.) 

The YF-102 was scarcely back 
to earth again before an Air 
Force press release was being 


flashed across the country an- 
nouncing the first flight of “the 
nation’s first delta wing, super- 
sonic, all-weather fighter.” 

The AF release described the 
102 as “the latest AF plane de- 
signed for air defense of the U. S.

provements in electronics and 
armament to make possible all- 
weather, round the clock intercep¬ 
tion of enemy bombers.” 

For the YF-102 that first flight 
was only the beginning. It was 
hardly back in the hangar that 
night before mechanics were 
readying it to go again.

Seven-Foot Model of B-36 
Helps Engineers at FW 
Improve Antenna Design 

Though expérience in mountain climbing isn’t a re- 
quirement for the job, it probably would help E. E. Mur¬ 
phy of engineering test lab at Convair FW with the job 
he does most days. 

For when a test is going on in 
the new antenna research lab, 

Murphy has to climb 100-odd 
steps to get to his perch 60 feet 
in the air atop the engineering 
test building. 

Even though the climb is stiff, 

Murphy and Félix Quirino, test 
group engineer, think if s worth 
it, for the tests save Convair 
thousands of dollars and h ours. 

One of the most outstanding 
examples of this were tests which 
resulted in installation of anten¬ 
nas inside B-36s rather than out- 
side. 

On earlier B-36s, radio antennas 
were placed on the outside of 
the plane extending from the tip 
of the tail to the nose. Not only 
was the antenna subject to me- 
chanical damage, but it resulted 
in drag that could not be toler- 
ated. 

An antenna, of course, wouldn’t 
work inside the aluminum alloy 
used as the skin on the rudder— 
so a plastic was developed to 
serve as the skin on a certain 
area. The plastic proved adéquate, 
but many additional tests were 
necessary to work out other de¬ 
sign characteristics. 

Because the performance of an 
antenna must be known before it 
can be accepted for use on pro¬ 
duction airplanes, testing with a 
seven-foot B-36 model atop the 
lab building proved invaluable. 

“With a model, we can con- 
struct an experimental antenna 
and then put it through a sériés 
of simulated flight tests,” Quirino 
said. “It is faster and far less 
expensive than experimenting 
with a full size airplane.”

Home Grown Music 

Student of ’Foot Tapping' Jazz 
Conducts Own SD Radio Program 


“As American as jazz” might 

mean baseball to some folks, may- 
be hot dogs to others or even the 
téléphoné to some, but to Convair 
San Diego’s A. E. “Andy” Ander¬ 
son (Dept. 6) it means just that: 
jazz music. 

Not symphonies, chamber music 
or opéras (he says he can’t under- 
stand “long-hair”) nor hill billy 
or silly little ditties (he can t 
tolerate them) but real American 
jazz or “foot tapping” music as 
he calls it. 

“There’s nothing more Ameri¬ 
can than jazz,” he daims. “You 
can trace most of your arts 
(décoration, fashions, music, archi¬ 
tecture) to some foreign source, 
but not jazz. It’s strictly home 
grown.” 

Anderson has spent more than 
15 years compiling data to back 
his daims. He has more than a 
thousand jazz records, numerous 
books on its history and origin, 
as well as an extensive personal 
knowledge. He recently put this 
knowledge to work on a part-time 
basis with a 30-minute radio pro¬ 
gram on Saturday afternoons on 
Radio Station KFMB, San Diego, 
called “Jazz Informai.” 

Three years as an announcer 
for the Armed Forces Radio Serv¬ 
ice as a member of a Navy Con¬ 
struction Battalion (he says he 
was too small to operate a trac- 
tor, so they made an announcer 
of him) gave him the extra train- 
ing he needed to start the pro¬ 
gram. 

“Having no sponsor, there are 
no commercials to break into the 
pfogram,” he said. “I play rec¬ 
ords from my collection and talk 
a little about jazz and its history. 
It takes about eight hours to 
work up a program even though 
I talk only about 12 of the 30 
minutes.” 

As a high school drummer, An¬ 
derson became interested in jazz 
and started his record and infor¬ 
mation collection. He reads every- 
thing he can find on the subject 
and has made several trips to 
the “Mecca” of jazz—New Or¬ 
léans—to talk with authorities on 
the subject. He is a correspond- 


ing member of the New Orléans 
Jazz Club, an organization de- 
voted to jazz with members 
throughout the world. 

“People sometimes hâve the 
mistaken idea that jazz is a lot of 
noise with sliding trombones and 
blaring trumpets, but it’s not,” he 
says. “Rather, it’s a pulsating 
beat that makes you want to move 
your feet.” 

Anderson traces jazz back to 
the American Negro who used it 
to express sorrows and joys. 
White people made fun of it 
with Negro minstrels but later 
recognized it for what it was— 
a new kind of music. Ragtime, 
swing and be-bop grew from jazz 
and originated with the slower 
movements of jazz. 

“Jazz is coming back fast,” An¬ 
derson declared. “Every day you 
hear more tunes based on real 
jazz than in the past. Jazz musi- 
cians, who hâve never deviated 
from the original, are emerging 
from their small followings and 
becoming more popular each day. 
I hope to be able to help some 
people know the background of 
jazz and how to enjoy it better.”

That earned him 
a letter recommending him to 
Republic Studios. 

“After that it was easier,” he 
recalled. 

The break led to a feature 
rôle in “Golden Boy,” probably 
the high point of Terramarga’s 
Hollywood career which saw him 
appear in pictures and on the 
stage with such names as John 
Garfield, Eddie Robinson, Tony 
Curtis, Mae Clark, William 
Holden and many others. 

Under the film name of Michael 
Ferro, he worked over four years 
in Hollywood for Republic, Mono- 
gram, Universal and Paramount 
Studios, playing a variety of 
rôles. 

Prior to his time in Hollywood, 
Terramarga appeared in several 
productions of the Old Globe 
Theater Players in San Diego and 
in little theater shows in St. 
Louis. Also during this time he 
worked at Convair SD from 1940 
until 1944. 

A World War II paratrooper, 
Terramarga saw action in the 
now famous Battle of Bastogne 
before returning to civilian life 
and enrolling in the Ben Bard 
theatrical school in Beverly Hills. 
With this group he appeared in 
many screen, stage and télévision 
rôles including castings as one of 
the original members of the 
Hollywood Mystery Theater 
troupe, one of the first TV fea- 
tures. 

Terramarga still cherishes his 
card in the Screen Actors Guild. 

The actor and his wife, also a 
vétéran movie performer, decided 
to give up their careers in 1951 
to devote more time to raising 
their three boys. He returned to 


they were only a few weeks old, 
by friends of the family. Kenny 
(and his m other and father) im¬ 
médiat ely made pets of them, and 
about a month before the fair 
opened he decided to enter them. 

“Then we had to find out what 
breed of bantams they were, so 
we could enter them in the proper 
class.

Convair Corner’ Created at Edwards 
To Speed Flight Testing of YF-102 

There is a “little bit of Convair” these days within the closely-guarded confines of 
of the Air Force Test Center, Edwards Air Force Base, on the Moj ave Desert about 75 
miles northeast of Los Angeles. It’s known as “F-102 Flight Test Operations” and 
right now it numbers less th an 100 Convair soûls, occupying a small corner of the AF’s 
great test facility. 

Later this “population” will in- 
the 102 program de- 


crease as 
velops. But currently the Con¬ 
vair part of the “Little Pentagon” 
amounts to a project office in a 
one-story frame building, a corner 
of a hangar where the YF-102 is 
bedded down, and some traders 
that fit together to form “ware- 
houses on wheels.” 

But the Convair group isn’t 
completely eut off from home. 
They hâve teletype communica¬ 
tions with Convair SD and even 
their own “airline,” a C-47 that 
makes two round trips daily 
carrying materials and passen- 


gers. 

Though the group has been in 
active operation only a few weeks, 
they’ve had a “baptism in fire” 
during the hectic days between 
the time the YF-102 arrived (Oct. 
6) and its first flight (Oct. 24). 
For almost everyone on the Proj¬ 
ect it was 12 hours on, 12 hours 
off, round the clock to get the 
plane in the air ahead of schedule. 
(Many were getting by on three 
hours sleep a night!) That ex¬ 
périence itself, capped by the suc- 
cessful first flight, welded the 
group together as nothing else 
could.

1 at the Controls was Richard L. 
Johnson, newly named chief engi¬ 
neering test pilot for the 102 proj¬ 
ect, a former top experimental 
test flyer for the Air Force. 

As an Air Force lieutenant 
colonel, Johnson was chief of the 
fighter branch of the Wright Air 
Development Center’s Directorate 
of Air Weapons Systems, prior to 
joining Convair. He has more 
than 4,500 hours in the air and of 
them, 1,400 in jet aircraft. 

While with the Air Force John¬ 
son flew almost every type of 
modem US AF aircraft, recipro- 
cating engine, jet, helicopter, 
glider and rocket types. During 


World War II he flew 180 mis¬ 
sions, 360 combat hours. in the 
Mediterranean Theater. His déco¬ 
rations include the Distinguished 
Flying Cross with three Oak Leaf 
Clusters, and the Silver Star. In 
September of 1948, flying an F- 
86, he set a world speed record of 
670 miles an hour. 

Last month he added the YF- 
102 to a long list of airplanes he 
has flown. The list includes: 
Convair XF-92 delta wing, X-4 
tailless, X-l rocket, XF-91 and 
F7U-1 Cutlass, Navy semi-delta; 
the British planes: Avro 707 delta, 
G.A.S. Javelin delta, DeHavilland 
110 and Cornet, Supermarine 
Swift and Hawker Hunter; the 
French: Mystère Mark II, III, IV 
and Ouragon II. 


His 
calm and steadfast leadership 
even in the most difficult times 
demonstrated why he was chosen 
for the post.

The project has a “rear échelon” 
back in San Diego, headed by 
K. E. Coughlin (formerly of Con- 
sairways) who expedites their 
needs and keeps tabs on the 
operation of the “airline” which 
holds to a rigid schedule. 

“We don’t delay for anyone or 
anything—except a part that we 
must hâve, or maybe weather,” 
Coughlin said. 

The first flight (known as the 
“Early Bird”) leaves SD at 8 a.m., 
arrives at Edwards at 9:15. Called 
the “Daylight,” the ship leaves 
Edwards at 10 a.m. and arrives 
at SD at 11:15. Then known as 
the “Executive,” the ship leaves 
SD at 4 p.m., arriving at Edwards 
at 5:15. Its last flight for the 
day, called “The Commuter,” 
leaves Edwards at 6 p.m. and 
reaches San Diego at 7:15. It is 
loaded with its freight for the 
next day during the night. 

Record load so far for a week 
of operating has been about 50,000 
pounds of freight and a total of 
70 passengers. Most novel piece 
of cargo thus far has been a box 
of toilet tissue. 

Up at Edwards, most of the 
Convair folk live in Lancaster, a 
desert community about 30 miles 
away from the base. Convair has 
18 living units where some of the 
personnel hâve bachelor quarters, 
four men to a unit. 

Despite the brief career of 
Dept. 303, there already is a 
“project baby,” Diana Kay Za- 
than, born Oct. 19 in San Diego 
while her father, J. J. Zathan, 
Dept. 303 dispatcher, was at Ed¬ 
wards. The mother is Frances 
Zathan, formerly of Dept. 4-5 at

B-36 Helps Keep 
U.S. From War 

Spéculation on future aviation 
developments and a brief review 
of past achievements were of- 
fered by T. G. Lanphier, Jr., Con¬ 
vair vice-president and assistant 
to the president, last week when 
he appeared as guest speaker at 
the first annual Eagle Scout din- 
ner of the Old Baldy Boy Scout 
Council in Upland, Calif. 

“We hâve seen great progress 
since the Wright brothers made 
the first successful powered 
flight 50 years ago,” Lanphier 
said. “Today, Convair’s B-36 has 
a wingspan greater than the en- 
tire distance covered in the first 
flight. And a man kept pace with 
its flight by running alongside 
the Wright brothers’ plane while 
it was in the air! 

“Think of that in terms of to 
day’s supersonic fighter aircraft. 

The B-36 is one of the greatest 
deterrent weapons ever developed, 
Lanphier added. 

“I agréé with the opinion ex- 
pressed by Winston Churchill and 
others that the B-36, with its 
long range and great destructive 
power, has been the greatest fac¬ 
tor in keeping us out of war with 
Russia in the last several years,” 
he stated. “As such it has already 
established itself as one of the 
most effective défensive weapons 
in man’s history. 

“We are constantly hearing 
complaints that airplanes are be- 
coming too complicated, that 
there are too many ‘gadgets* re- 
quiring attention from the pilot 
and impairing the efficiency of 
the plane for certain missions/* 
he continued. 

“But we heard the same com- 
plaint when the parachute was in- 
troduced, when instruments for 
‘blind flying* were developed, and 
when practically every other ma¬ 
jor improvement was introduced 
to aviation.** 

As long as there are men with 
new ideas and the détermination 
to push them through to reality 
in spite of opposition from well- 
meaning but tradition-bound peo¬ 
ple, there will continue to be 
progress, Lanphier said. 

“We must continue to build 
even better weapons Systems, 
as a deterrent to aggressors. Time 
is running out, and unless we 
can continue to build superior 
weapons which will discourage 
our enemies from attacking us, 
and unless our national leaders 
brandish these weapons effective- 
ly on behalf of peace, there will 
surely be another major war 
within the next few years/* he 
said. 

The time will corne when guided 
missiles and other electronically 
guided vehicles will be entirely 
the order of the day, but not 
within the next five to ten years/’ 
he added. 

“So far we hâve not been able 
to build the human element of 
discrétion, or judgment into 
vehicles of this type. Even this 
however, is eventually possible/* 
Lanphier said. 

Within the next 25 years the 
world may see satellites or “space 
platforms,” fired 300 to 400 miles 
into space to hang there, any 
time from a day to a year. 

“These will first be used as 
military bases for reconnaissance, 
but they may also later hâve 
commercial possibilités,” he said. 

Approximately 45 business and 
professional men, including Con¬ 
vair Pomona’s Division Manager 
C. F. Horne, George Robertson 
and R. A. “Arch” Dutton, were 
hosts to an equal number of Eagle 
scouts at the meeting. Each 
scout was sponsored by an out- 
standing man in the vocational 
field he expects to enter as an 
adult.

Convair Welcornes New Members 
To 'One-Hundred Club' at FW 


Four more Convair FW Divi¬ 
sion employées hâve been nàmed 
to the ‘‘One Hundred Club” this 
week for their $100-or-over Em¬ 
ployée Suggestion proposais. 

New members are P. Elder, 
Dept. 47; J. R. Wiggins, Dept. 
31-1; L. A. Ford, Dept. 76, and

Elder’s ESP amounted to net 
savings for Convair of $6,050 for 
the first year. He suggested a 
révision in routing and clipping 
of one electrical harness for B-36 
engines in order that one Dept. 
76 operation be performed prior 
to installation of cowling. This 
makes the parts being changed 
more easily accessible. 

Wiggins in his suggestion 
recommended use of chamfered 
end rivets, thereby reducing time 
required to insert rivets by hand. 
This also éliminâtes hand replace¬ 
ment of defective rivets from 
automatic rivet machines. 

Reworking a linking machine 
to align 20 MM ammunition was 
the suggestion of Ford. A net 
saving of $1,837 a year resulted. 


He proposed conversion of the 
available delinking machine into 
the link-aligner. With this meth¬ 
od, rounds of ammunition are 
aligned by running them through 
the machine only once. 

Gross’ idea effected a longer 
life for circulai' saws by adding 
a Carbide tip blade. Usage be- 
tween sharpenings was also in- 
creased. A net yearly saving of 
$4,122 is realized by Convair or 
this ESP. 

R. F. Crabtree, Employée Sug¬ 
gestion assistant supervisor, who 
is the “proud papa” of the club 
said: 

“We’re always glad to welcome 
new members into our exclusive 
One Hundred Club. Anyone who 
received $100 or over on hïs ESP 
is eligible for membership in the 
organization. 

“Ail you hâve to do to join is 
look for possibilities around you. 
There’s always an idea that prob- 
ably someone has thought of be- 
fore, but never suggested. 

“Your application is in the 
nearest ESP box.”

Stock Rooms Decentralized at SD 
To Make Parts More Accessible 

More and more, Convair San Diego’s “vittles” are being served up “family 
style.” 

“Vitres” in this case means line stock, the vast numbers of parts large and small 
which put together spell airplane. And “family style” means a System of making the 
parts more conveniently available to production people.

Even Simplest Ideas Frequently 
Pay Off as Employée Suggestions 


In more formai ternis, the trend 
at San Diego is to decentralize 
stock rooms, to eliminate locked 
cribs and to distribute line stock 
more widely. The System is in 
effect on major projects at Plant 
1 and is being adopted also at 
Plant 2. 

“Actually the idea isn’t new,” 
W. L. Young, works manager at 
Plant 1 and general coordinator 
of the division’s material distribu¬ 
tion program, said. “It has been 
used to advantage by other manu¬ 
facturer. We expect that the 
open stock System will serve us 
better in providing maximum 
stores keeping at a minimum 
cost.” 

Gradually over the past few 
months at Plant 1 San Diego, 
many locked stock cribs hâve been 
eliminated and “stock areas” 
created in their place, with identi- 
cal parts and materials dispersed 
in open bins or shelves doser to 
production workers. Stock clerks, 
instead of being behind the 
counter of locked cribs, now are 
on the move, keeping an eye on 
supplies throughout their assigned 
areas. 

One refinement is the “mini¬ 
mum bundle.” In line stock areas 
where it is applicable, parts are 
in “bundles” that represent mini¬ 
mum operating needs. When the 
last “bundle” has been broken, 
clerks reorder, knowing that the 
“bundle” has been designed to 
last for the period of time re¬ 
quired to get new stocks. 

Not ail items are kept in open 
stock, however. Some which re- 
quiré additional protection still 
are kept under lock and key. But 
by far the majority of lesser parts 
are now more readily and easily 
available. 

“The plan first went into effect 
in model 340 major assembly and 
then was expanded to include 
other Plant 1 programs where the 
cost savings justified installa¬ 
tion,” J. K. Davant, manufactur- 
ing control planning supervisor, 
said. 

“The fact that the change was 
accomplished with a minimum of 
difficulty was a tribute to the 
excellent coopération b e t w e e n 
manufacturing departments and 
manufacturing control.”

Extra “Christmas money” was 
jingling in the pockets of several 
Convair San Diego employées this 
week because they had ideas on 
how to save Convair time and 
money. They turned those ideas 
into cash through the Employée 
Suggestion program. 

“Although every approved sug¬ 
gestion warrants attention be¬ 
cause it helps us to do our jobs 
more efficiently, some of those 
approved recently are so simple 
they deserve additional récogni¬ 
tion,” said E. E. Hartzler, SD 
cost réduction supervisor. 

Hartzler mentioned the case of 
Mrs. Lois N. Wahl (Dept. 521) as 
a good example. 

Mrs. WahPs job consists of 
comparing sets of tab run cards 
by placing the cards together so 
that light pénétrâtes the punched 
holes. However, to get sufficient 
illumination, she had to hold the 
cards above her head toward the 
ceiling lights. She suggested the 
construction of a small box con- 
taining an electric light bulb and 
a glass front over which the cards 


could be placed to get the desired 
light. With the device she turns 
out 8,000 cards a day as compared 
to only 5,000 by the old method. 

“Mrs. Wahl thought at first her 
suggestion was too simple to sub¬ 
mit,” Hartzler added. “But she 
found it was worth $100.” 

George R. Vollmer, Jr. (Dept. 
56) is another who is richer be¬ 
cause of an idea. (He receives 
$97.50 now and an additional $100 
in six months if his idea is still 
in effect.) 

Vollmer’s job involves the lay- 
ing of floor panels in production 
airplanes. The old method was to 
mark the panels for drilling, then 
remove and drill and replace per- 
manently. Vollmer suggested the 
use of clamps so that panels could 
be placed in the ship once, drilled 
and then bolted into place without 
ever being removed. 

The use of smaller payroll 
checks at ail Convair divisions 
came about from a “simple” sug¬ 
gestion offered by C. G. Rodrick 
of Dept. 9. Rodrick received an 
ESP check for $95. 
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Shopping for Christmas présents 
is practically a forgotten art at 
the home of Irvin Kinsinger, 
Dept. 6 at Convair Pomona. 

But even though that art may 
be “lost,” it’s hardly missed, for 
Kinsinger’s wife, Linda, is con- 
siderably more than a triple- 
tbreat performer at hobbies and 
crafts which produce “giveable” 
objects. She specializes, at pres-

Runs Own Costume Jewelry Business 


There is a Convair daughter in 
San Diego who is making quite a 
business out of “working her way 
through college” despite the fact 
she is only 11 and in the sixth 
grade this year. 

She’s Margo Griffin, daughter 
of Louise and Percy Griffin (he’s 
in engineering and she is a former 
SD employée), who has organized 
a full-scale business venture com¬ 
plété with employées, marketing 
facilities, a pay roll and an appli¬ 
cation for a copyright on her 
trade name: “Margo.” 

Costume jewelry (original de¬ 
signs of earrings, pins and clips), 
beaded collars and fancy sewing 
are chief products of the firm, 
but she occasionally accepts a 
“sub-contract” job to decorate 
evening dresses and coats with 
sequins or designs. 

A friend of the family, in clos- 
ing out a business, gave Margo 
a box of leftover buttons and 
sequins to play with. She fash- 
ioned several pièces of costume 
jewelry from them and presented 
the business-wise friend with one. 
Noting the novelty, the friend 
suggested she make more with an 
idea of seeing if they would sell. 
That was in January and her busi¬ 


ness has grown by leaps and 
bounds since with four regular 
outlets in the San Fernando Val¬ 
ley handling “Margo” créations. 
Church bazaars and clubs take out 
articles on consignment and share 
in the profits from sales. 

“Right now I am swamped 
with Christmas orders,” she re¬ 
in arked in her best business 
tone. “It keeps my entire staff 
busy to meet them.” 

Her “staff” is composed of 
her mother, who often Works 
full-time turning ont articles, 
and a great-aur.t who fills in 
when needed. She pays each 
according to the type of work 
they happen to be doing and 
records ail her transactions in 
a ledger. 

“Even Daddy helps,” she add- 
ed. “He is my auditor and indus¬ 
trial relations council on labor 
problems. So far I’ve had very 
few because everyone knows what 
I expect and Works accordingly.” 

“How does she know what type 
of articles to make ? 

“By keeping up with the latest 
fads and trying to figure ahead 
what the styles will be next sea- 
son,” she explained. “The current 
fad is for things made of mink 
and angora fur and we sell them 
as fast as we can turn them out.” 


Margo buys beads, sequins and 
scraps of fur in large quantities 
and keeps a large stock of jewelry 
mounts on hand. She also keeps 
a business eye peeled for sales of 
things she might re-work. (She 
once bought several beaded purses 
at 15 cents each and rendered 
beads worth about $8 from each.) 

School work and other activities 
like Camp Fire Girls is scheduled 
into her time and she has figured 
out a way to practice arithmetic 
and spelling as she Works. 

“But look at these tax forms I 
hâve to fill out as a regular busi¬ 
ness firm,” she said. “No wonder 
businessmen hâve ulcers.” 

Her money, like her time, is 
maintained on a strict schedule, 
with 10 per cent going to “the 
boss” for an allowance and the re- 
mainder into her college fund 
after ail expenses hâve been met. 

“Adults are real nice to me in 
business deals although some are 
surprised to find ‘Margo’ isn’t a 
grown woman,” she added. “I 
guess I take more kidding from 
people who tell me that at the 
rate I’m going I soon won’t be 
‘Daddy’s litle income tax déduc¬ 
tion.’ 

“Who knows, maybe by the time 
I’m 13 I can add a few more 
employées and let him retire.”

Always on Time . 

Grandpa Clock Keeps Whistles 
On Schedule For Convair FW 


Convair employées accustomed 
to the sound of whistles signaling 
the start of work, smoking break, 
lunch and quitting tirne no doubt 
take the Fort Worth Division’s 
51 electric signais for granted. 

But to plant engineering dé¬ 
partaient maintenance crews, see- 
ing that the whistles blow—and 
at exactly the correct moment— 
is a matter requiring constant 
vigilance. 

Among other things, it involves 
maintaining hundreds of miles of 
wiring throughout the 563-acre 
réservation, both inside and out- 
side the buildings, and also the 
maintenance of 146 time docks 
which are tied into the same auto- 
matic System. 

Master mind of both the whis¬ 
tles and the time docks is a high- 
ly accurate timepiece resembling 
a grandfather’s clock of the old 
days. It and other timing ap- 
paratus are located in a small 
locked room in the administration 
building. 


This granddaddy of ail Convair 
FW docks is encased in glass and 
is timed by a 28-inch pendulum. 
It has proved the most accurate 
of ail timepieces, according to 
S. J. O’Leary, general supervisor. 
Even a power failure doesn’t 
bother the master clock, for it is 
dépendent on electricity only for 
rewinding. The actual running of 
the clock dépends on gravity and 
the swinging of the pendulum. 

Cabinets on either side of the 
clock protect an assortaient of 
wheels and gadgets. Included is 
a large program wheel studded 
with pins to designate the time 
the whistles are to blow. Abovc 
the large wheel is a smaller one 
called a calendar wheel, also 
bristling with tiny pins. These 
détermine the days of the montas 
when the whistles do their jobs. 

Clock relay mechanisms housed 
in the same area synchronize the 
time docks with the master 
docks. If a time clock happens 
to get out of step, the correction 
may be made in the control room. 


Model 340s Hâve Carried 400,000

In marking the first birthday, 
the United Air Lines News called 
Convair-Liner service “a lusty in¬ 
fant of which any ‘parent’ could 
be proud and one which promises 
to keep right on growing.” 

United pointed out that 400,000 
passengers had flown 5,000,000 
miles or some 30,000 hours in the 
air since the first “Mainliner Con-

New FW Machine Turns 
Waste Paper Into Cash

paper and cardboard that pre- ^ 
viously went up in smoke. 

Selling the waste paper—and 
retrieving usable materials which 
get into trash cans accidentally— 
will resuit in an estimated saving 
of $125 per day. That means the 
new baler will pay for itself in six 
montas time. 

On one day, for example, about 
$45 worth of tools and equipment 
were recovered through the new 
method used in baling the paper. 

The process starts when waste 
paper is picked up from ail over 
the plant and taken to the inciner- 
ator room. There it is emptied 
and raked into the baling ma¬ 
chine. When the 13-foot pit is 
filled, the baler is closed and up 
to 25,000 pounds of pressure com¬ 
presses the paper and cardboard 
into 1,000-pound baies. 

These baies are then sold to the 
highest bidder on a three month 
contract. The baies are usually 
sold directly to the mill, so they 
are loaded on railroad freight cars 
for shipment. A 1,000-pound baie 
of paper sells for around $10, and 
cardboard for $15. 

But getting the machine in 
there was a king-size job. Plant 
engineering had the task of ex- 
cavating a pit for the foundation, 
and knocking out a portion of one 
wall of the building to allow for 
a driveway through the building. 

Approximately 1,500 cubic feet 
of excavation had to be done by 
hand before the steel and concrète 
could be laid. The actual build¬ 
ing of the pit was done on con¬ 
tract with an outside firm, with 
plans and supervision from plant 
engineering.

The 15,000-pound machine has 
a capacity of six to eight tons an 
hour and will eliminate over 90 
per cent of the paper burning 
formerly done.

First Convair Man Freed 
By Reds, Left For Dead 
In Battered Marine Tank 

Andrew Aquirre returned to Convair San Diego last 
week after more than three years absence during which 
he fought in Korea, was left for dead in a disabled tank, 
played hide and seek with Chinese before his capture, 
spent a year constantly on the move as prisoner of first 
one Chinese unit and then another, and a year and a half 
fighting hunger, lice and “ brain washing” in a prison 
camp. 

Discharged from the Marines as 
a sergeant, Aquirre is the first 
Convair SD ex-POW to return. 

He was in Dept. 225 when he

took military leave in July, 1950, 
and last week went to work in 
Dept. 35. 

“Boy, how’ those Chinese ‘inter- 
preters’ can murder the English 
language !” Aquirre recalled. 
“That was about the only amuse¬ 
ment we had, laughing at them 
to ourselves while they were 
handing us this stuff. I used to 
cross them up by mixing Spanish 
with English. We didn’t dare 
smile, but we were laughing in- 
side.” 

After landing at Inchon with 
his tank battalion and driving 
northward, Aquirre was trapped 
in a disabled tank with three 
companions as Chinese troops 
swarmed across the Yalu. 

“Our guns worked but we 
couldn’t move. They crawled ail 
over our tank but couldn’t get to

Convair Cigarette Lighter That Flew and Fought 
In Korea Returns From POW Camp and 'Retires 


A Convair cigarette lighter, 
“repatriated” from a Chinese 
prisoner of war camp, beat An¬ 
drew Aguirre (cols. 4 and 5) back 
to San Diego by several weeks. 

The lighter, one of hundreds of 
souvenirs carrying the engraved 
likeness of the XF-92, came back 
in the pocket of Lt. Col. John G. 
Giraudo, USAF, who returned it 
to W. C. Keller, Convair SD staff 
engineer, on the theory that a 
lighter that had gone through 
such violent expériences had earn- 
ed retirement. Keller received it 
in the mail along with a letter 
from Giraudo giving the high- 
lights of the lighter’s career (as 
well as his own) since the flyer 
received the lighter as a gift 
while on duty at Convair SD in 
1952 in connection with the F-102 
Project. 

Since leaving San Diego the 
lighter “has probably traveled by 
more varied means than most 
Zippos do in a lifetime,” Giraudo 
wrote. 

“I find that Zippo was air- 
borne in 17 different makes of 
aircraft, rode 13 categories of 
vehicles, seven types of water 
craft, traveled by foot, piggy- 
back and lioresback, besides ex- 
periencing miscellaneous move- 
ment by gocart, elevator, éjec¬ 
tion seat and parachute. 


“He hasn’t changed a bit for 
wear, in spite of the extremes of 
diet. I’ve fed him ail brands of 
lighter fluid, various octanes of 
aircraft and auto gasoline and 
kerosene. His most trying mo¬ 
ment was trying to digest Chinese 
gas. There followed a brief rest 
and récupération period for him 
at that time, however, during 
which his services weren’t missed 
as there were no cigarettes.” 

The most exciting point in the 
lighter’s career came in June of 
1953 after Zippo had joined a 
fighter interceptor outfit with his 
owner and helped shoot down two

MIG 15s and score a couple of 
probables. 

“Instead of a normal F-86 land¬ 
ing in South Korea, we took the 
éjection seat and parachute route 
to North Korea,” the colonel con- 
tinued. “For once Zippo took a 
‘back-back’ seat because we made 
our first move piggy-back atop 
a Chinese soldier.” 

(What Giraudo didn’t tell in his 
story of the lighter was that 
after successfully parachuting to 
earth he was captured and though 
standing with arms raised in 
capitulation a North Korean sol¬ 
dier shot him through the 
shoulder with a burp gun. There 
followed solitary confinement in 
a dirt floored hut without medical 
attention and long interrogations 
under threat of death. Miracu- 
lously, his wound healed by itself 
and ultimately he was released, 
though several weeks after the 
armistice. Currently he is sta- 
tioned at Nellis AFB for re- 
search and development work on 
aerial gunnery.) 

“To my way of thinking, 
Zippo has lived!” the colonel 
closed his leter. 

“So, I return him to you, Bill, 
with sadness but knowing that 
he will spend the remainder of 
his life in sunny Southern Cali¬ 
fornia. ...” 


us. We killed lots of them. After 
about a half hour we were run- 
ning out of ammo. They brought 
up an anti-tank gun and blasted 
away at us and finally left us for 
dead.” 

For the next two days the four 
Marines dodged Chinese patrols. 
Aquirre, who had picked up some 
Chinese during World War IT 
service, used his smattering of the 
language to pass outposts, but 
finally their luck ran out. They 
were pinned down by bullets and 
hog-tied. 

“The Reds had no organization 
for prisoners at ail. They just 
dragged us along with them, pass- 
ing us from one rear unit to an¬ 
other. We ate whatever scraps 
We could lay hands on. The cold 
was the worst. It was 25 or 30 
below zéro.” 

Eventually Aquirre and his 
companions were turned over to 
an organized POW camp and set- 
tled down to a daily routine of 
“lectures” and mental and physi- 
cal s train. 

“I used to dream of being let 
loose in a grocery store at home!” 

At Freedom Village Aquirre got 
the sight that meant the most to 
him. Brought in by trucks the 
American POWs were turned over 
to smar.tly uniformed U. S. mili¬ 
tary police. 

“I never knew an MP would 
look so good to me!”

$22,500 a Year Income

The “Samaritan” is the first 
airplane specifically planned and 
built for air-evacuation.

The interior of the C-131A is an 
entirely different airplane com¬ 
plété with cabin pressurization 
and removable passenger seats 
and litters that can be arranged 
for almost any type of accommo¬ 
dations. It will carry 40 passen- 
gers facing aft or 27 litters or a 
combination of both. Fittings are 
aiso available to accommodate an 
iron lung or oxygen equipment, 
if needed. Each plane contains 
twe lavatories and a complété 
galley. 

Markings on the first C-131A 
will differ from any other Air 
Force aircraft produced at Con¬ 
vair San Diego, according to Col. 
Stephen P. Dillon, AF plant rep¬ 
résentative. 

“These transports are being 
built for the Military Air Trans¬ 
port Service (MATS) and will 
hâve large MATS markings on 
the tail surface and the fuselage 
in addition to a white paint job 
along the upper half of the fuse¬ 
lage,Col. Dillon said. 

The second C-131A is due for 
major mating near the middle of 
January and others will follow 
closely behind it, Hopman added. 


Although there are not enough 
of the steel helmets to equip ail 
the 1,200 people active in Civil 
Defense at SD, Loren Howard, co- 
ordinator, said additional helmets 
will be obtained later. They are 
new and were purchased from war 
surplus. To keep costs down, in¬ 
dustrial security section arranged 
to hâve them painted (white with 
the red and blue CD symbol) by 
plant engineering and the arm 
bands also are to some extent 
“home grown.” They are being 
painted in the silk screen area of 
Dept. 102. The arm bands, inci- 
dentally, will be washable.

The Muscular Distrophy Asso¬ 
ciation is a relatively new organi- 
zation in the San Diego area and 
is devoted to research into this 
little-known and little-understood 
disease which at présent is 100 
per cent fatal for its victims. 
There are more than 50 confirmed 
cases in San Diego County but 
without doubt there are many 
more which hâve not been recog- 
nized, according to Mrs. Ethel 
Carlson, San Diego chapter pres¬ 
ident. 

Symptoms of muscular dis¬ 
trophy in children are constant 
falling, a peculiar side-to-side 
waddling gait, difficulty in rising 
from a lying or sitting position, 
difficulty in ascending stairs. 
There is no pain. In adults the 
muscles first affected are in the 
shoulders, upper arms, thighs and 
back. Muscular distrophy itself 
does not kill its victims but weak- 
ens the victim so that he falls 
an easy victim to other diseases, 
primarily pneumonia.

Survival Dépends on Air 
Weapons, Says Lanphier 


Crystal Bail' System 
Régulâtes Stocks of 
GFP' For Use on B-36s 

Homecoming B-36s, returning to Convair Fort Worth 
for “rejuvenation” under the SAM-SAC program, are be- 
ing served by an amazing System of parts procurement 
that opérâtes through channels leading to Fort Worth 
from key points throughout the nation. 


“We (in the United States) face 
a threat of atomic and hydrogen 
bomb attack upon this country in 
our lifetime, and yet we don’t 
give enough priority to the wea¬ 
pons Systems which might deter 
such an attack.” 

That was a pointed reminder 
made by T. G. Lanphier Jr., Con¬ 
vair vice-president and assistant 
to the president, before the Sym¬ 
posium on Airpower Nov. 20 in 
Dallas. 

Speaking before an audience 
which included top aviation fig¬ 
ures of the nation, Lanphier dis- 
cussed “Future Design Trends of 
Aircraft and Guided Missiles.” He 
was . introduced by August C. 
Esenwein, Convair FW Division 
manager. 

Lanphier pointed out that pre- 
dicting “future design trends” is 
complicated by the fact that they 
will be significantly influenced by 
tire military budgets of the future 
—and how those budgets are di- 
vided among the Army, Navy and 
Air Force. 

Assuming conditions remain 
generally as they are today, with 
military appropriations divided 
approximately equal among the 
three services, Lanphier stated 
that “huge though our defense 
budgets are, we do not spend 
enough money for development of 
the weapons of primary useful- 
ness—the aerial weapons of sur¬ 
vival.” 

And this at a time when “we 
know that one bomb dropped on 
New York at night would prob- 
ably kill about five times as 
many people as were lost by 
Germany in ail the raids of World 
War II put together.” 

Nevertheless, Lanphier predict- 
ed that both the United States 
and Russia by 1960 will hâve in 
operation fighters capable of 
supersonic speeds. 

“There is not foreseeable, how- 
ever, in the state of the art as 
we know it today anything near 
100 per cent missile or fighter 
defense against atomic bombard- 


ment or undersea attack,” he said. 

“This is especially true when it 
is definitely foreseeable that at- 
tacking aerial Systems will travel 
at near transonic speeds, and 
eventually at supersonic speeds.” 

Supersonic bombing Systems of 
intercontinental range can be 
foreseen in this country at least 
in time to surmount the quicken- 
ing defenses it can be estimated 
the enemy is building. 

Under conditions generally like 
those in government today, Lan¬ 
phier predicted that aeronautical 
development in the next few years 
will amount, for the most part, to 
fractional improvements “during 
a period of history when quan¬ 
tum strides in defense develop- 
ments are essential to our secur- 
ity.” 

Under government conditions in 
which appropriations for the 
branches of the armed services 
are sliced with full considération 
for the mission which has to be 
performed by the services, the 
vice-president sees faster strides 
in aviation. 

“And it is my personal opinion 
that if something like this does 
not soon prevail, we are in for 
either an économie or atomic ex¬ 
plosion of our way of living,” he 
added. 

The weapon to do the job for 
the United States was described 
as a “strategie retaliatory wea¬ 
pon which would enable us to 
strike back with truly léthal ef- 
fect regardless of the results of 
an initial attack on us by Russia.” 

Such a weapons System, he said, 
is probably within the realm of 
the technical knowledge we now 
hâve at hand, but “only a national 
defense priority effort is likely to 
provide us with such an ultimate 
weapon before the Soviets hâve 
one like it.” 

“What future aricraft and mis¬ 
siles we put into the air—and 
when we put them there—dépend 
not only on the évolution of the 
art,” he concluded, “but equally or 
more so on a révolution of the 
national defense budgeting sys-

G. C. Tate, Jr., was a surprised 
supervisor of inspection recently 
when coincidence and the SAM- 
SAC program brought some fa¬ 
milial’ faces to Convair FW Divi¬ 
sion. 

Tate was going about routine 
duties in Dept. 29 when a crew 
flew in to pick up a SAM-SAC 
B-36. The crew just happened to 
be the same one with which Tate 
was navigator during a three-year 
stint in the Air Force which end- 
ed Sept. 1, 1953. After his dis¬ 
charge, he returned to Convair. 


Warning to Wise 

A teenage visitor to Convair 
SD’s Open House Nov. 14 mis- 
took Convair movie cameraman 
Bill Carter for one of the guests 
and whispered a warning: 

“Say, bud, you better hide 
that caméra. They made me 
leave mine outside!” 


The channels connect Convair 
FW with Air Force depots scat- 
tered ail the way from the West 
Coast to the Atlantic and from 
San Antonio to New York City. 
They feed FW Division with 
“GFP” (government - furnished 
parts) of which there are some 
17,000 separate items! 

“Getting the right parts—in 
the right numbers—and on time— 
for the scores of SAM-SAC air¬ 
planes, when you never know un¬ 
til the airplane is dismantled just 
what parts will be needed . . .” 

Fred Shuter, material depart- 
ment general supervisor of the 
GFP section at FW, used these 
words to describe his section’s 
job. However, thanks to expéri¬ 
ence and a smooth System, the 
200 persons in GFP are much less 
“in the dark” than one might 
think. 

“Actually,” he explained, “we 
now hâve enough expérience be- 
hind us that we know fairly well 
about what parts will be required 
for a given number of SAM-SAC 
airplanes, al though we never 
know exactly what will be re¬ 
quired for any one spécifie ship 
until work starts.” 

(Incidentally, al though the bulk 
of parts required for SAM-SAC 
are government-furnished, there 
is a respectable number of new 
parts specially fabricated at the 
FW Division.) 

Largest single source of GFP 
is SAAMA (San Antonio Air Ma¬ 
teriel Area) which is the Air 
Force’s prime depot for Convair- 
made B-36 parts and compon- 
ents. So much business is done 
with SAAMA, in fact, that the 
GFP offices in Warehouse No. 4 
boast a teletypewriter hooked up 
directly with SAAMA. Virtually 
100 per cent of its messages are 
concerned with SAM-SAC, since 
SAAMA has the Air Force re- 
sponsibiity for monitoring the 
Project. 

So much business is done with 
SAAMA and OCAMA (Oklahoma 
City), too, that GFP has its own 
Convair représentatives stationed 
there permanently to expedite de- 
livery of parts to Fort Worth 
Division. 

GFP folks’ talk is sprinkled 
with abbreviations which rhyme 
with SAAMA, since most AF de¬ 
pots bear names which end in 
“Air Material Area.” Each one 
of the depots specializes in hand- 
ling certain AF items. OCAMA, 
for instance, specializes in valves, 
electronic actuators and the like. 
Other depots from which GFF 
chases parts are these: OOAMA 
(Ogden, Utah); Topeka AF De¬ 
pot; WR AM A (Warner-Robins, 
Ga.); MOAMA (Mobile, Ala.); 
Wilkins AF Depot, Shelby, O.; 
Rome AF Depot, Rome, N.Y.; and 
I Cheli AF Depot, Maywood, Cal¬ 


ifornia. 

When B-36s and spare parts 
are delivered to the AF, the AF 
assigns them new part numbers. 
Thus, when Convair reqaires a 
B-36 part from an AF depot, it 
must order by that AF part num¬ 
ber. 

This nécessitâtes a GFP part 
number file which is a cross in¬ 
dex of the 17,000 different parts 
Convair expects to use in the 
SAM-SAC program. 

As is customary jr> government 
routine, the AF has its “account- 
ability” requirements for dam- 
aged, worn or obsolète parts 
pulled off B-36s for replacements. 

“Every rejected part we pull 
off a B-36—no matter what shape 
it’s in—goes back to the Air 
Force,” says Shuter. “In fact, 
it is shipped out of the Fort 
Worth Division from our GFP re- 
ject crib in not more than 24 
hours after we get it. 

“That way, we keep our skirts 
clean with the AF and insure 
quick service when we request an 
AF depot to ship us parts.”

Ancient and New 


Convair Pair Combines Original 
Designs and Old Print Method 


A Convair San Diego couple, 
armed with an antique press, 
some original design ideas and 
a love of beauty, is in the pro- 
cess of turning an art almost 
as old as the Chinese people into 
a profitable business venture. 

Tirey are^Biii and Jeanne Rim- 
mer (he is a second shift tool 
designer at SD) who hâve con- 
verted a small studio in the Span- 
ish Village Art Center in Balboa 
Park into a production center 
for block printed goods. It is the 
only one of its kind in the San 
Diego area. 

Using a System devised by the 
Chinese for decorating silks, the 
Rimmers specialize in novel de¬ 
signs printed on scarves, skirts, 
upholstery, yardage goods, menus, 
place settings, Christmas cards 
and various types of wall décora¬ 
tions. 

“We’ll try anything in the line 
of block printing,” Mrs. Eimmer 
said with confidence. 

The Rimmers hâve been block 
printing for the past two years 
and took it up because, as Mrs. 
Rimmer commented: “People just 
won’t buy oil paintings and water 
colors. We both love art and 
wanted to stay in it, so we tumed 
to block printing as a more pop- 
ular form and we hâve ne ver 
regretted it.” 

A collection of carving knives, 
an antique press and a more mod¬ 
em one (designed and built by 
Rimmer himself) design sketches, 
inks and a wide assortaient of 


materials fill the back room of 
the Rimmer shop. There they 
create original designs and trans¬ 
fer them via tracing paper to 
heavy White linoléum pasted on 
blocks of wood. Then, the inter- 
vening parts of linoléum are 
chipped or carved away, leaving 
the design in bold relief. 

Next step is placing the block 
on a press and inking. The ma- 
terial to be printed is carefully 
adjusted over the block and pres¬ 
sure applied. This is a ticklish 
process requiring vigilance to 
avoid smearing or damage to the 
material. 

“Drying is a headache, for it 
takes about two days for most 
inks to dry thoroughly,” Rimmer 
recalled. 

“Once we printed designs on 
ten yards of material and then 
tried to find a suitable place to 
hang it up. Our drying racks 
were too small and we couldn’t 
take it outside. So we strung 
it through the studio and our 
apartment like a clothes line!” 

Although the Rimmers make a 
number of small articles that 
they display, the majority of their 
work cornes from individuals who 
want custom made menus, invi¬ 
tations or place cards, or novel 
décorations for skirts and table- 
cloths. 

“Oddly, there are more pink 
skirts brought to us than any 
other color,” Mrs. Rimmer said. 
“Next in numbers is turquoise 
and then robin’s egg blue.”

Morley based his statement on 
the growing influence in Soviet 
Russia of Marshal Zhukov, key 
military leader. Although a “card 
carrying communist . . . that 
doesn’t mean he is a communist,” 
Morley said. If Zhukov can gain 
power and hold it, the “commun¬ 
ist international conspiracy could 
be dead,” he said. 

Morlèy touched on various 
trouble centers abroad as he 
viewed them on a recent trip 
around the world. He outlined the 
viewpoints of both Italy and 
Yugoslavia over the issue of 
Trieste but saw no easy solution. 
In fact, no real solution at ail. 
In India he pointed out that free 
world introduction of modem 
medical care has increased the 
life span and made it possible for 
more babies to survive. Ironically, 
this has added to India’s prob- 
lems of feeding its population. 

In Iran, Morley interpreted 
Russia’s interest as not only 
aimed at oil but at a warm water 
port. He took a dim view of the 
armistice in Korea, charging that 
“air fields were being built in 
Korea before the ink was dry on 
the armistice.” 

Morley’s talk climaxed a pro- 


gram arranged by the office of 
Paul S. Nill, SD Division con- 
troller. A number of guests were 
introduced, among them Ed Seits, 
of North American, serving his 
second terni as NAF president; 
Rear Adm. Leslie Gehres, who ac- 
cepted a $1,000 check, a contribu¬ 
tion from Convair to the national 
Junior Achievement organization; 
Ernest Moore, zone A area man¬ 
ager for NAF, and Ralph Flan- 
ders, San Diego NAF director, 
who présent ed a zone A second 
place achievement award to last 
year’s club president, Roy Ashe, 
in récognition of the club’s over- 
all performance during 1952-53. 

A large group from North 
Island Naval Air Station, headed 
by Capt. G. A. Hatton, overhaul 
and repair officer, was présent 
and introduced individually in 
récognition of their hospitality 
during the Oct. 31 visit to the 
station of some 300 Management 
Club members.

MacSave-it for October was Art 
Savard of Dept. 6 for submitting 
an improved method of compiling 
data requirements for T-29 Spécial 
Air Mission airplane handbooks.

Now Stoller owns a ri ch, 95- 
acre, irrigated farm in Southern 
Idaho, and at practically no cost 
—so far—to himself. 

“The *land was free, but Fil 
hâve to invest several thousand 
dollars in improvements during 
the next few years,” Stoller said. 

The farm was awarded to Stol¬ 
ler in a land drawing conducted 
by the Bureau of Réclamation of 
the Department of Interior. Over 
4,600 persons entered their names 
for the 72 farms to be awarded 
for homesteading, and Stoller’s 
name was the fifth to be drawn. 

By an odd coincidence, Stoller’s 
father homesteaded a farm in the 
sanie general area about 40 years 
ago. At the présent his father 
and three brothers hâve farms 
within 15 miles of the farm Stol¬ 
ler won in the drawing. 

Although Stoller’s new farm has 
been test-farmed by the govern- 
ment for five years and has an 
irrigation System already install- 
ed, there are no other improve¬ 
ments. He must build a home 
and other farm buildings, install 
fences, buy a tractor, a truck and 
other farm implements, and make 
other improvements. And he must 
move his family onto the farm 
within six montas. 

He must also pay for ail im¬ 
provements the government has 
made, but these may be paid for 
over a 50-year period, with no 
interest charged.

Father, Completing His 50th Year as a Toolmaker, 


Teams With His Two Sons , Ail of Convair Pomona 


Although he has been with Convair only three years, J. Q. “Jim” Shilling (fore- 
man in Dept. 42, Pomona) soon will complété his 50th year as a toolmaker. Skilling 
was only 14 when he became an apprenti ce toolmaker for the Aluminum Corpora¬ 
tion of America at New Kensington, Pa., back in 1904. 


Alcoa at the time was a young 
company with an exclusive pro- 
cess for making aluminum, and 
its chief product was cooking 
utensils. 

“When I started with the com¬ 
pany they brought ore down the 


Allegheny River in barges, and 
the ore went in one door of the 
plant and the finished products 
out another,” Skilling recalled. 
“The company had only one plant, 
and the complété process, from 
raw materials to pots and pans,

The company also made a fev 
automobile body panels, which 
were pounded out by hand on 
forms. 

“Our tools were simple when I 
started, but in the four years and 
few months I was there I saw 
some radical changes,” he said. 
“Our cookware, for instance, was 
being turned out on simple spin- 
ning lathes in 1904, but the de- 
mand grew so great that we had 
to make dies and start stamping 
utensils with machines.” 

After he completed his appren- 
ticeship, Skilling moved to De¬ 
troit and there worked as a tooh 
maker for several companies, in- 
cluding Packard, Studebaker and 
the Burroughs Adding Machine 
Co. Then, in 1912, he joined the 
Ford Motor Co., where he re- 
mained for 18 years. 

After two years with Ford, 
Skilling was promoted to fore¬ 
man. He retained that tivle for 
16 years, although his responsi- 
bilities were considerably in- 
creased over the years. 

Skilling entered the aviation 
field in the early part of World 
War II, when he became a plant 
superintendent for the N. A. 
WoodrufF Co. of Detroit, a con- 
cern that made parts for Pratt 
and Whitney engines. Then he 
moved to the west coast and 
worked at Convair San Diego for 
about six months, before .accept- 
ing a position at what is’iïow the 
Navy Electronics Laboratory in 
San Diego. 

At the end of the war Skilling 
went into semi-retirement, but in 
April, 1951, he rejoined Convair, 
this time with the Pomona Di¬ 
vision (in San Diego). Two of 
his sons are also with Convair 
Pomona. M. E. Skilling is gen¬ 
eral supervisor in manufacturing 
engineering, and E. E. Skilling is 
a foreman in Dept. 31. 

“Pve seen amazing progress in 
tooling since I started as an ap- 
prentice, and Pm looking forward 
to starting my next 50 years,” 
Skilling said. “The way I feel 
now, it will be a good many years 
before I 'go on the shelfF ”

“Down in Texas” they still sing 
the praises of a Convair San 
Diego man who last season set 
the Big State baseball league afire 
with his batting. 

He’s Al Neil, now an assembler 
in Dept. 46. 

Playing for the champion Wich- 
ita Falls nine, Neil blasted out 39 
home runs, drove in 140 runs and 
hit a walloping .358 for the sea¬ 
son, leading the league in each 
category. 

However, setting batting rec¬ 
ords is nothing new for the big 
outfielder who has been playing 
professional baseball since grad- 
uating from San Diego High nine 
years ago. His 44 home runs, 157 
runs batted in and 350 total bases, 
while playing for Spartanburg, 
S.C., in 1951, still stand as records 
in the Tri-State League. And peo¬ 
ple talk about his .390 batting 
average that is yet a record in 
the Pioneer League, where he 
played with Pocatello, Ida. 

He got his start in professional 
baseball in 1947 with the Idaho 
nine, and played there two sea- 
sons before moving to Knoxville, 
Tenn., in 1950. It was in Knox¬ 
ville that he suffered his most 
embarrassing moment as a base¬ 
ball player. 

“Some guy hit a high fly and 
I came in from center field to get 
it,” Neil said. “But I saw the 
second baseman dropping back 
and glanced down to see where 
he was, and Svhack,’ the bail 
caught me right on the cheek. I 
could hâve dug a hole and crawled 
in it.” 

His batting spree caught the 
attention of the Dallas Texans in 
’51, and they invited him to join 
them for spring training, later 
sending him to Spartanburg. He 
returned to Dallas in *52 before 
moving on to Reading, Pa., and 
Wichita, Kan. 

Neil has orders to report to the 
Clearwater, Fia., training camp of 
the Philadelphia Phillies this 
spring as a member of the Syra¬ 
cuse, N.Y., roster. 

“If I can make the Syracuse 
team, then it’s only a short jump 
from there to a chance with the 
Phillies,” Neil says. “But you 
never know about baseball.

Dental Plaster Substituted For 
Hot Métal Merits $691 Award

Two Convair men at San Diego 
recently borrowed an idea from 
the dental profession, applied it 
to tool manufacture, and are 
sharing an Employée Suggestion 
award of $691 (half now and bal¬ 
ance in six months if still in use). 

Their idea was to use dental 
plaster instead of métal for lo- 
cater pads which maintain pre-set 
dimensions of certain tools. 

Donald Crayton and Alfred 
Kunde (both Dept. 24) watched 
the old operation involving melt- 
ing métal and pouring it into 
forms. They visualized an éasier 
and less hazardous way, using 
dental plaster, a flour-like sub¬ 
stance that becomes like dough 
when mixed with water. For a 
time it is easy to form but when 
it hardens it is a powerful solid. 

“Dental plaster can stand more 
rough usage than métal, it is 
easily shaped and sets quickly,” 
C. H. Hahn, assistant cost réduc¬ 
tion supervisor, said. “Tests show 
the plaster will withstand pres¬ 
sures up to 11,500 pounds and 
that expansion during the drying 
process is far less than that of 
métal.” 


Addition to Building 19 at San Diego to House 
Antenna Test Facility—Not Bird Watchers 


To correct any misconceptions 
that might hâve arisen, that’s 
really not a “bird watcher’s” 
house being constructed atop 
Building 19 at San Diego. 

It’s actually a small shelter to 
protect an antenna manufacturing 
and test facility, according to C. 


F. McCabe, chief electronics engi¬ 
neer at San Diego. 

“You’d be surprised at the sto- 
ries that are going around about 
the building,” McCabe said. “It is 
being called everything from an 
elevator shaft to a pigeon shel¬ 
ter.” 


Texas U. Seniors See

Simulated 
For Flyers 

Convair SD flight person¬ 
nel are being dunked in a 
swimming pool upside down ; 
shot up a pôle at 45 miles- 
an-hour; slid down a wire 
crom a 40-foot tower; cast 
adrift in the océan ; and 
abandoned in the wilderness 
to survive for two days and 
a night with nothing more 
than two oans of ration and 
a few strips of parachute 
lilk. 

And ail for their own good! 

It’s part of the Navy course at 
North Island Naval Air Station 
which teaches flyers to survive 
when the unexpected happens in 
the air. Thus far, more than a 
dozen members of experimental 
and production flight hâve at- 
tended. Eventually, ail pilots, 
flight engineers, flight test engi- 
neers, etc., who fly for Convair 
SD will hâve the course behind 
them. 

W. J. Martin, chief engineering 
test pilot, who arranged for the 
enrollment of Convair personnel, 
said: 

“This is the type of training 
that has been needed for years 
for men who fly test airplanes, 
but no facilities hâve been avail- 
able. Now, aircraft firms from as 
far away as Los Angeles are tak- 
ing advantage of the Navy’s gen- 
erous offer to teach survival 
tactics.” 

The school’s roster often reads 
like a “Who’s Who” in aviation, 
with crack Navy and civilian fly¬ 
ers attending. However, rank is 
checked at the school door, and 
for five days, the students listen 
to advice offered by Lt. Cdr. Dan 
J. Bassett, officer - in - charge; 
Chief E. F. Wilson, chief instruc- 
tor, and a squad of instructors 
who know the latest information 
available on survival. 

Although students attend lec¬ 
tures, movies, and w i t n e s s 
démonstrations from time to time 
throughout the course, their real 
training cornes from devices rig- 
ged to simulate what happens 
when the unexpected occurs. 

There’s a high tower to teach 
the flyers how to guide a para¬ 
chute, and a long slide where they 
learn to drop from the harness 
o ver land or water; a power- 
packed catapult that closely re- 
sembles the éjection seat in mod¬ 
em aircraft; and a school favorite 
called the “Gilbert Dunker.” 

The dunker is a salvaged cock¬ 
pit mounted on rails leading from 
a tower to the deep end of a 
swimming pool. Students are 
loaded down with normal flight 
gear (clothing, parachutes, life 
preservers and a life raft), strap- 
ped to the seat and sent careen- 
ing down the incline to end up in 
an inverted position under water. 
They must free themselves, swim 
to the surface and inflate the life 
raft and climb aboard. 

Another trying moment for the 
student cornes when he is tossed 
overboard in the océan and waits 
until a helicopter picks him up! 

Not ail training sessions are 
held on North Island. The stu¬ 
dents are taken to a spot far from 
: civilization” and left with a few 
feet of string, sonie parachute 
silk, two cans of cold ration and 
a liandshake. They must learn 
methods to snare wild game, spot 
water signs in an arid région and 
camp for the night with their 
meager supplies. For added dis- 
comfort, they go on a hike at 
night, using stars to “navigate.” 

“Some of our teaching methods 
arc described as rough,” Cdr. Bas¬ 
sett said. “But being able to 
survive is a grim business and the 
men who absorb some of our 
teachings should hâve a much 
better chance.” 

“You can’t help but absorb it 
(along with some water and 
sand),” E. H. Davies, SD flight 
test engineer, added.

“Ordinarily, it takes between 
four and six months to check out 
a single model in the program, 
but thanks to splendid coopéra¬ 
tion from Convair, we were able 
to check three in slightly over 
five weeks,” Capt. Magruder 
added. 

Field operations and mock-up 
crews bore the brunt of the task 
of keeping the “star” onstage and 
“costumed” as three different 
airplanes during the period in 
which 38 flights were made and 
100 hours flying time recorded.

The fact 
we were able to log 100 hours in 
slightly over five weeks speaks 
highly of their efficiency. 

“We were very pleased with the 
performance of the airplane and 
especially so of those 25 hours it 
was flown on one engine,” he 
added.

The “campaign to end ail cam- 
paigns” opened Dec. 7 with a goal 
of $22,500 yearly income, to be 
contributed to charity organiza- 
tions.

62. 

(While it was anticipated that 
others would also exceed their 
quotas, complété results of the 
drive were not avâilable when this 
count was made.) 

“Although we conducted an in¬ 
tensive drive last week, employées 
may join Con-Trib-Club at any 
time, now or in the future,” tir 
committee said. “We realize tha 
many persons who may not ’ ' 
able to give at présent may wa 
to join at a later date, and th 
others joining the company in t . 
future may want to join.” 

Con-Trib-Club funds are super 
vised by a 10-member committee, 
representing the International As¬ 
sociation of Machinists, the Inter¬ 
national Brotherhood of Electri- 
cal Workers, the Engineers and 
Architects Association, the Man¬ 
agement Club and the company.

are the reason why. They’ve in- 
verted a new type âerator for 
minnow buckets. 

It ail started early one morning 
when Osborn and Lindsey were 
going fishing. They started off 
without bait, hoping to be able to 
get some at their destination.

So they rigged it up in Osborn’s 
car and found that the air circu- 
lated nicely through the bucket. 

“Well, if it works for us,” they 
decided, “other fishermen should 
be interested in it.” 

So the pair applied for a patent 
which is now pending Bids are 
being received and they are look- 
ing for a manufacturer. 

“One of the biggest advantages, 
we think,” Osborn said, “is it’s 
price. Most other aerators cost 
about $15. We plan to retail ours 
for about $3. Any fisherman can 
afford one.” 

Osborn and Lindsey expected to 
hâve their minnow bucket aera¬ 
tors on the market this month.

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A request like that, coming 
from a total stranger half-way 
around the world, would startle 
the average person. But^it’s rou¬ 
tine stuff for radio amateurs, ac¬ 
cording to Convair Pomona’s W. 
H. “Bill” Allen, Dept. 25. 

“I receive similar messages 
from ail parts of the world on 
the average of a half-dozen times 
a month,” Allen said. “Mostly 
they corne from servicemen sta- 
tioned in the Aleutians, Hawaii, 
or other islands in the Pacific, 
who hâve families residing in the 
Los Angeles area.” 

If at ail possible, Allen usually 
compiles with these requests, 
especially if they corne from serv¬ 
icemen. The message concerning 
the over-due baby came from a 
soldier in Hawaii. Allen placed a 
téléphoné call to the wife, found 
out that the baby was expected 
that night, that ail arrangements 
had been made, and that the ex¬ 
pectant mother was feeling as 
well as could be expected under 
the circumstances. He quickly re- 
layed the information to the hus- 


band, via radio, of course. 

“My phone bill is sometimes 
pretty steep, but Pm glad to be 
of service. Most amateurs are, 
for that matter,” Allen said. 
“I spent 11 years in the Pan¬ 
ama Canal Zone—that’s where I 
first became interested in ama¬ 
teur radio—and I know how im¬ 
portant information from home 
can be, especially in emergen- 
cies.” 

Allen seldom misses a night 
working with his amateur set, but 
unless something interesting is 
coming through he doesn’t stay 
with it long. When conditions 
hâve been right, he has contacted 
other amateurs as far away as 
France, England, North Africa, 
New Zealand and Australia. 

Recently Allen received a mes¬ 
sage from a serviceman in Ha¬ 
waii, stating that the man’s father 
was in a hospital, wanting Allen 
to get information so that an 
emergency leave could be ar- 
ranged. 

“That took some real détective 
work,” Allen said. “Ail I had to 
go on was the name of the man’s 
sister in Glendale. I called her, 
but she wasn’t at home. Then I 
made a broadcast schedule with 
the man for the same time the 
following night. I contacted an- 
other amateur in Glendale by 
radio, and the following day he 
contacted the man’s family and 
found that the father was well 
on the way to recovery and that 
the leave was not necessary. I 
relayed the information to a very 
happy serviceman that night.” 

When an amateur makes con¬ 
tact by radio with another 
“ham” a considérable distance 
away, each usually acknowl- 
edges the contact by mailing 
the other a card. One of Allen’s 
most prized possessions is a 
card from Capt. Kurt Carlson 
of the “Flying Enterprise,” 
which sank off the coast of 
England a few years ago. 

“I contacted Carlson on his dis- 
astrous voyage, but before his 
ship got into trouble. Then on 
the maiden voyage of the ‘Flying 
Enterprise II’ he called me to 
apologize for not acknowledging 
the call with a card. That time 
he mailed a card,” Allen said.

Mr. and Mrs. R. L. Sattro (he’s 
in Dept. 27) were back in San 
Diego this month after a vacation 
“pilgrimage” over the same 1,800- 
mile route they covered 26 years 
ago in a 1926 model “T” Ford 
rcadster. This time they made 
the trip in an Oîdsmobile and— 
believe it or not—they towed a 
model T on a trailer behind! 

“The first trip was a lot more 
exciting,” Sattro said, “because in 
those days it wasn’t every day 
that you started off on such a 
jaunt by automobile.” 

The recent "pilgrimage” came 
about when Sattro, a builder of 
model antique cars, decided he 
wanted the “real McCoy,” a life- 
size antique auto. He priced a 
few (some ran from $5,000 up) 
and was about to give up in dis- 
gust until Mrs. Sattro hit on an 
idea: why not buy a Ford like the 
first one they owned when they 
were married in 1926? 

“I located a lot of model ‘Ts’ 
for sale but none of the make and 
model we first owned,” Sattro 
said. 

However, a brother in Iowa 
found what he was seeking and 
purchased the car from an old 
bachelor who had driven and li- 
censed the car every year since 
he bought it new in 1926. 

Arriving in Iowa on vacation, 
the Sattros could find no rental. 
trailer with which to transport 
their “find” back to California. 
They settled the problem by buy- 
ing a trailer made to haul racing 
cars and set off on the 2,100-mile 
trip home with their car riding 
behind. 

They selected a route through 
Miami, Ariz., the city from which 
they started and ended that 
mémorable trip in 1927 by Ford.

ing a living thing in 1927 but 
fought our way through numer- 
ous traffic jams this year.” 

“Somehow we just failed to re¬ 
capture the adventure that first 
trip held with cooking alongside 
the road, fixing flats, etc.,” Sat¬ 
tro said. “Ironically, both trips 


took six days because we stopped 
so many times this year.” 

The Sattros spent $33 making 
that first trip, while their “pil¬ 
grimage” ran doser to $300. 

Sattro plans to restore the old 
Ford, repaint it from top to bot- 
tom and keep it around for pleas- 
ure driving and remembrances. 

“After ail, not everyone can 
own two cars that span the years 
from ‘foot-o-matic’ to hydra- 
matic,” Sattro added.

“Con- 
vair’s coopération with the State 
Department of Employment, in 
recruiting workers and particu- 
larly in hiring disabled vétérans, 
has brought about an accomplish- 
ment of which it can well be 
proud.” 

John J. MacGillvray, Los An¬ 
geles vice chairman of the 
Legion’s économie commission in 
California and assistant vétérans 
employment représentative for 
the U. S. Department of Labor, 
said that between Aug. 1, 1952, 
and Aug. 1, 1953, Convair SD em- 
ployed vétéran applicants at an 
average rate of 437 per month.

New Tax Rates Affect 
Pay Checks During '54 


A decrease in income taxes and 
an increase in social security taxes 
withheld from pay checks of Con¬ 
vair employées everywhere will be 
noted for the first wages earned 
in 1954, according to G. T. Bovee, 
Corporation treasurer. 

Income tax withholding rates 
decrease from 20 to 18 per cent 
after allowances hâve been made 
for each exemption claimed, while 
the Social Security tax (Fédéral 
Insurance Contributions Act form- 
erly called Fédéral Old Age Bene- 
fits) increases from one and one- 
half per cent to two per cent of 
total wages up to $3,600 paid 
during the year to each employée. 
At the same time, the amount the 
company contributes for each em¬ 
ployée in the program also jumps 
from one and one-half to two per 
cent. 

“Exemption rates remain the 
same,” Bovee said. “Employées 
are allowed $600 for each exemp¬ 
tion claimed for income tax with¬ 
holding. A proportionate amount 
of this exemption is applied in 
each pay period during the year. 

“However, there is no provision 
for exemption in the social secur¬ 
ity tax. ! 


Bovee pointed out that it is 
impérative that each employée 
keep his withholding exemption 
certificate (Form W-4) up to date 
at ail times to insure that proper 
déductions are made for each pay 
period. 

“Exemptions usually change 
when you get married or divorced, 
when a dépendent is born or dies, 
or when you begin or stop sup- 
porting a dépendent,” he added. 
“If any of these things hâve oc- 
curred to you during the past 
year or should occur in the future, 
be sure to fill out the proper form 
so that changes can be noted on 
your tax records.” 

Forms are available at em¬ 
ployée service or cashier offices.

Gives SI, 000 to 
Salvation Army 

Some needy families in the San 
Diego area will hâve a big Christ- 
mas dinner this year thanks to 
members of the Convair Employ¬ 
ées Con-Trib-Club.

chairman. “However, the associa¬ 
tion refused, explaining that the 
national organization preferred to 
solicit the individual rather than 
to accept money collected for any 
organized fund campaign.” 


Convair Contribufes $700,000 Additional to Help 


Support Project For Community Hospital at SD 



Convair again stepped in to as- 
sist in community financial prob- 
lems last month with an addi¬ 
tional contribution of $100,000 to 
the San Diego Hospital Associa¬ 
tion toward furthering the érec¬ 
tion of the Donald N. Sharp Me¬ 
morial Community Hospital on 
Kearny Mesa. 

Convair President Joseph T. 
McNarney announced the contri¬ 
bution which is in addition to a 
previous gift of $50,000 from the 
Corporation, a $25,000 gift direct 
from Convair employées through 
their Con-Trib-Club, and a $25,000 
contribution from the San Diego 
Division of Convair. 

In accepting the contribution, 
Douglas Young, hospital associa¬ 
tion president, revealed that the 


gift helped complété an emer- 
gency fund of $300,000 needed to 
finance a shell for the seventh, 
eighth and ninth floors of the 
présent six-story structure. He 
said the association decided two 
months ago to seek the emergency 
fond for érection of the shell in- 
stead of waiting until later to 
add the space at prohibitive cost s. 

“We are particularly grateful 
for the additional contribution 
from Convair,” Young said, “for 
it makes possible this three-story 
shell which, when completed with 
funds still to be obtained, will ex- 
pand our facilities from 140 beds 
to 260 beds and help to provide 
San Diego with increased hospital 
facilities.” 

Young added that additional 


beds will be obtained at a cost of 
$6,600 each as compared to 
$25,000 for the original beds and 
explained that this was possible 
because virtually ail of the 
seventh, eighth and ninth floors 
will be used for beds whereas 
service space accounted for much 
of the lower floors. 

Total cost of the structure, 
which is scheduled for completion 
late in 1954, now stands at 
$3,700,000. 

“We are pleased to be able to 
make this additional contribution 
to the hospital,” said General Mc¬ 
Narney, “and especially happy 
that the gift can be used so effec- 
tively in adding more space to the 
original plans for a six-story 
structure.”

Foundation Excavated 
To Accommodate New 
Stretch Press For FW 


At the helm of the project is 
plant engineering, which had the 
mammoth size task of designing 
the foundation and installing it. 

After the excavation, 4,500 
cubic feet of concrète had to be 
poured. To make the job just a 
bit more difficult, the Potter Con- 
stiuction Co., contractor on the 
operation, had to go through a 
four-foot layer of solid rock. 

Part of the heavy supporting 
material needed for the gargan- 
tuan press are two connecting 
beams, each of which weighs 
21,600 pounds. They are to be in¬ 
stalled along the traverse axis of 
the machine. More parts and 
equipment are scheduled to arrive 
this week. 

“The machine will weigh over 
400,000 pounds,” said Frank Hart¬ 
man, mechanical design engineer 
in charge of the project, “and will 
be supported on eight large rein- 
forced concrète piers incorporated 
in the foundation.” 

Hartman said the press, désign¬ 


ée by the Sheridan Iron Works 
in New York for Convair FW, is 
the largest of its kind. 

“They built it for us,” Hartman 
said, “from spécifications pre- 
pared by manufacturing research 
of tooling department and plant 
engineering department when 
we reviewed production require- 
ments.” 

The jaws of the machine will 
give it a combined stretch of 550 
tons—350 transversely and 200 
longitudinally. 

These “educated” jaws will be 
able to hold either fiat shapes 
su ch as skin parts or extruded 
parts like beams, angles or tees, 
and will be able to either twist or 
stretch the material into com- 
pound contours. 

“This very factor will save 
Convair quite a bit on costly 
machining,” said Hartman. 

Although the press installation 
will not be completed for several 
months, work on it is scheduled 
to begin this week.

Convair Sees 
Active Year 
Ahead in '54 

A New Year marked by challenge and continued grave 
responsibilities for Convair was seen this week by cor- 
porate leaders as the company faces 1954. 

An overall look at the future brought forecasts of 
“generally good” with employment continuing at approxi¬ 
mately the current levels. Some added emphasis was ex- 
pected during the year, however, with development work 
assuming more and more importance at Fort Worth Divi¬ 
sion while San Diego Division will see greater active pro¬ 
duction of aircraft. 

Treating the divisions separately, this was the outlook 
as sketched in a canvass of opinion: 

SAN DIEGO: Highlights will include stepped up pro¬ 
duction of T-29s; deliveries of R3Y seaplanes to the Navy; 

deliveries of F-102 delta wing 
interceptors to the Air Force; 
and continued high level produc¬ 
tion of model 340 Convair-Lin-

“Manufacturing departments 
will assume an even more active 
rôle at San Diego during 1954,” 
B. F. Coggan SD Division man¬ 
ager, said. “Although develop¬ 
ment work also will continue at 
a high level. 

“Of increasing importance will 
be production and delivery of 
finished airplanes. Schedules call 
for a substantial boost in pro¬ 
duction rate of T-29s for the Air 
Force and we will continue the 
eight-a-month schedule of model 
340 deliveries. 

“Our efforts on building B3Y 
seaplanes will bear fruit during 
1954, with deliveries of these 
planes to the Navy.

Safety Driving 
Contest Near 

Convair FW traffic department 
drivers are boning up on their 
safe driving practices in anticipa¬ 
tion of the Commercial Fleet 
Safety Contest starting Jan. 1, 
1954. 

The contest will run for one 
year and will be open to several 
different phases of commercial 
driving. These phases will be 
separated in over 100,000 miles 
and under 100,000 miles cate¬ 
gories. Accident classifications 
will be headed property damage 
and property and Personal dam¬ 
age. The mileage accumulated in 
Fort Worth and Tarrant County 
only will be considered.

Group Insurance Plan 
Benefits Increased 

Beginning Monday (Dec. 28, 1953) group insurance 
benefits for Convair San Diego and Convair Pomona were 
substantially increased. 

The change applies to ail except those represented by 
the Engineers and Architects Association at San Diego. 

Cost of the boost is being shouldered by the company, 
with Convair raising its monthly contribution per em¬ 
ployée from $3.50 to $5. There will be no change in rates 
for employées who insure both themselves and their de- 
pendents; while for those who insure only themselves 
there will be a decrease. 


Here are the major changes 
affecting employées them¬ 
selves : 

Allowance for hospital room 
is advanced from $9 a day to 
$12 a day. 

Maximum for other hospital 
expenses is increased from $135 
to $260. 


X-ray and laboratory allow¬ 
ance is upped from $25 to $50. 

Instead of paying up to $90 
for doctor calls, the total is now 
$300, at a rate of $4 for hos¬ 
pital or office calls and $6 for 
home calls.

(Continuée! from Page 1) 
the committee will meet to start 
considering applications which 
hâve been received from various 
accredited charitable organiza- 
tions. Disbursements will be made 
on the basis of need and relative 
importance. 

Ten per cent of ail funds col- 
lected will go into a fund ear- 
marked for a welfare fund, which 
will start operating on or about 
Jan. 1, 1955. This delay is neces- 
sary in order to allow sufficient 
operating capital to accumulate.

The 
allowance for doctor calls for de- 
pendents has been changed to a 
straight $4 a call for hospital 
calls, up to $280 maximum. The 
former System of paying “after 
the tenth call” for home or office 
treatment of dependents has been 
eliminated. 

Surgical operation maximums 
of $300 remain the same, as do 
polio expense benefits at $5,000. 

The adjustments announced this 
week give Convair one of the best 
rounded group plans in the air- 
craft industry and well in step 
with current costs for medical 
treatment, administrators of the 
Convair program agreed.

Funds Voted at FW 
To Help Blînd Adapt 

Convair FW—-through Convair 
Employées Con-Trib-Club at Fort 
Worth—will help tiny tots who 
are blind to “see” again. 

But their sight will not be like 
other boys and girls. Rather it 
will be an opportunity for them 
to be like their playmates—ex- 
cept they will hâve four senses 
instead of five. 

At the last Con - Trib - Club 
Board of Directors meeting, it 
was decided to send $500, divided 
in monthly payments, to the Fort 
Worth Foundation for Visually 
Handicapped Children, Inc. This 
is a new organization devoted to 
providing guidance to parents of 
blind children, to meeting the 
spécial need of each child through 
individual assistance, to providing 
opportunities for the child to de- 
velop and become part of the 
every-day world, and to showing 
parents that their children may 
hâve a chance for a healthy, nor¬ 
mal life. 

Need for the service has accom 
panied an increase in blindness 
among pre-mature infants. Called 
“Retrolental Fibroplasis,” the 
trouble is an inflammation of the 
retina, the image-receiving part 
of the eye. It is still incurable.

“The F-102 program also will 
move into active production with 
deliveries to the Air Force dur¬ 
ing the year.

(As for the model 340 pro¬ 
gram, corporate sources indi- 
cated that heavy emphasis is be- 
ing placed on commercial sales 
with the hopes of pushing pro¬ 
duction of model 340s even be- 
yond the number currently on 
order.)

FORT WORTH: Continued de¬ 
velopment and production of B-36 
and RB-36 airplanes, moderniza- 
tion and maintenance of the Air 
Force’s entire fleet of B-36s, pro¬ 
duction of B-36 spare parts, de¬ 
velopment of a supersonic bomb¬ 
er, a research and development 
program in connection with nu- 
ci ear propulsion of aircraft, plus 
scores of other research and de¬ 
velopment projects still under 
security wraps. These were cited 
by August C. Esenwein, Convair 
FW vice president and division 
manager, as firm and substantial 
business for the comin g year. 

In addition, Esenwein said, the 
Fort Worth Division has a num¬ 
ber of other irons in the fire, 
some of which are certain to get 
hot during 1954. In other words, 
some of the projects now listed 
as “potential” business will no 
doubt become “firm” business be¬ 
fore the year 1954 has passed. 

Current employment at Convair 
FW is approximately 18,000, and 
the company expects the employ¬ 
ment level to remain in the 15,- 
000 - 18,000 neighborhood during 
1954 and 1955. 

Approximately 5,000 employées 
at FW will be assigned to the 
SAM-SAC project when it reaches 
its peak during the New Year. 

This large - scale maintenance 
program for the Air Force’s fleet 
of B-36s will hâve a stabilizing 
effect on the divisions employ¬ 
ment during the final phases of 
B-36 production, which is sched- 
uled to end in late 1954. 

Both the SAM-SAC program 
and the single prime contractor 
policy under which Convair FW 
is developing a supersonic bomb¬ 
er are pioneering steps in the 
aircraft industry, focusing a lot 
of industry attention on the Fort 
Worth Division. 

Smaller projects at Convair FW 
for 1954 include the conversion of 
two Convair 340 airliners into tur- 
boprop - powered military trans¬ 
ports, and the building of tools 
and parts for various Convair SD 
airplanes.

POMONA: The outlook for 
1954 is bright, Division Manager 
Charles F. Horne said. 

The over-all pïeture improved 
considerably during 1953. The 
early months saw the Division 
“ail under one roof” as mass- 
transfer of personnel from San 
Diego to Pomona was accom- 
plished. The Divisions new plant, 
partially occupied since August, 
1952, was officially commissioned 
as a Naval Industrial Reserve 
Ordnance Plant in May. 

This period was filled with 
problems. Production lagged, un- 
foreseen complications arose on 
ail sides, and morale dropped. 
This was only temporary, how- 
ever, and was correctly analyzed 
by Acting Division Manager J. 
V. Naish (corporation executive 
vice-president) as a “shaking 
down process.” Under Naish’s 
leadership production was back 
on schedule in June. 

Horne assumed the manage¬ 
ment of the Division in July and 
immediately launched a Personal 
campaign to put the division “in 
business to stay.” 

The same month saw the start 
of a graduai transition of manu 
facturing facilities from Build 
ing 4 to 2, a monumental job ac- 
complished over the months with 
a minimum of confusion. 

“This in itself is a crédit to 
every member of the division,” 
Horne said. “In the past few 
months the spirit and teamwork 


at Pomona has greatly improved. 
Both engineering and production 
hâve done excellent work in solv- 
ing many tough problems and 
keeping difficult schedules.” 

By the end of the year a con- 
tract calling for production on a 
fixed-price basis—a milestone in 
the division’s progress—was “in 
the bag.” The manufacturing 
building was almost completely 
activated and production was be- 
ing stepped up. 

The forecast for 1954 is foi- 
production to continue at an ac- 
celerated rate; for employment 
to remain at about the same 
level, perhaps expanding slightly 
during the course of the year; 
and for the acquisition of new 
business not directly related to 
the division’s prime contract.

DAINGERFIELD : Climaxing 
a year of distinguished accom- 
plishments at the Ordnance 
Aerophysics Laboratory (Con¬ 
vair Daingerfield), Division 
Manager J. E. Arnold this week 
predicted that the division will 
continue its présent level of lim- 
ited overtime operations well in¬ 
to 1954. 

“The* employment level will re¬ 
main constant at approximately 
285,” Arnold said. 

“Our facilities are being con- 
stantly improved by additions 
and alterations. New equipment 
has been designed and developed 
for recording and Processing ram 
jet engines and supersonic wind 
tunnel test data over the past 
year and this work will be ex- 
panded during 1954.”

Commenting from a corpor- 
ation-wide viewpoint, J. V. 
Naish, Convair executive vice 
president, indicated the company 
is operating on a sound financial 
basis and can look forward to a 
prosperous 1954. 

“But our responsibilities con¬ 
tinue to be heavy and deserving 
of our utmost energies,” he said. 

“To a large extent, we are 
forging the new weapons upon 
which the nation relies for its 
defense, a task of such para- 
mount importance that it cannot 
be over emphasized. 

“The Convair effort in this 
direction is no more than the 
sum of the contributions made 
by ail members of the Convair 
team, and therefore the efforts 
of each individual are of vital 
importance to the accomplish- 
ment of our goals. It is fitting 
that at a time of New Year each 
of us reflect upon his share of 
the burden of responsibility and 
résolve to continue to justify that 
great faith placed in him by his 
country.”

The 
panels, in turn, if research now 
under way proves successful, will 
be studied for various applications 
in components of aircraft. 

The advantages of using the 
bonded honeycomb sandwich panel 
for plane construction—as com- 
parea to conventional construction 
employing stringers and the usual 
multiplicity of bulkhead s— are 
rnany, according to Convair engi- 
neers. 

Among them are these—the 
sandwich panel has a high 
strength-to-weight ratio, it can be 
sealed fuel-tight, it reduces to a 


Convair has used the “honey- 
comb” principle before, though 
with aluminum cores instead of 
the Fiberglas now under study 
at Fort Worth. Both models 
240 and 340 Convair-Liners 
hâve had non-structural appli¬ 
cations (such as for flooring 
and bulklieads) built, however, 
by outside vendors, SD engi- 
neers advised. More recently 
the principle has been used at 
SD for primary structure to a 
limited degree. 


minimum the heat transmitted to 
the inside of the aircraft from the 
plane’s skin when it heats up at 
supersonic speeds. 

A further advantage cited by 
engineers is the fact that aero- 
dynamic smoothness—more im¬ 
portant than ever in supersonic 
craft—can be maintained. Under 
conventional construction, sur¬ 
faces are subject to buckling be- 
cause of the accelerated flight 
conditions and aerodynamic heat- 
ing encountered at high speeds. 

Use of sandwich panels, being 
fabricated in Dept. 31 for test- 
ing, also will be economical. 
They would reduce substantially 
the number of parts required to 


build sonie components, compared 
to the number required in the 
conventional method. 

Use of Fiberglas for this pur- 
pose has been under study and 
research at Fort Worth Division 
for some time under a so-called 
“structural research program.” 

Says engineering: “The results 
to date hâve been most gratify- 
ing, and every effort has been 
made to insure that our test pro¬ 
gram is adéquate to justify the 
use of sandwich panels in the 
building of an airplane, and to 
develop adéquate process control.” 

Fiberglas now being tested 
cornes to the plant from the ven- 
dor in the form of “logs” about 
40 inches long and eight and a 
half inches square. 

The log is first eut into strips 
one-half inch in thickness. After 
certain other operations, the 
honeycomb is placed inside a 
framework of métal strips and is 
treated with an adhesive. Alclad 
is then placed on each side of the 
honeycomb and the entire panel 
subjected to heat and pressure in 
the bonding press. 

Thus far, adhesive in such 
panels has never failed to hold. 

When perfected, engineers ex- 
pect the new adhesive process to 
hâve a considérable impact upon 
the entire aircraft industry. 

Convair ‘Sister Plant* 
Seen by Legislators 

Fifty members of the Canadian 
House of Commons and Senate, 
headed by Associate Defense Min- 
ister Ralph O. Campney, visited 
the plant of Canadair Ltd. at 
Montreal recently and watched 
manufacture of F-86 Sabres and 
T-33 jet trainers. Canadair is 
owned by General Dynamics 
Corp., the same concern that holds 
controlling interest in Convair. 


“The percentage of approvals 
was 27.3, an astonishingly high 
mark,” he said. “The industry 
average is about 21 per cent. 

“Also, the percentage of par¬ 
ticipation was excellent, amount- 
ing to 311 for every 1,000 em¬ 
ployées, as opposed to 259 during 
1952.” 

Participation is the highest 
registered at San Diego in a 
decade and much of the crédit for 
this must go to a carefully work- 
ed out and timed program of 
bringing home the need for cost 
réduction through such devices as 
“Connie MacSave-it” and the 
naming of “Mr. MacSave-its” 
through the SD Management 
Club, as well as many other novel 
ideas. 

Perhaps even more important, 
however, has been the splendid 
response from ail levels 
throughout the division, super¬ 
vision and otherwise, in the 
enthusiastic and effective search 
for means of doing the job 
better and faster and with less 


waste. 

ESs submitted during fiscal 
1953 totaled 4,635 of which 942 
were accepted. In the same 12 
months 2,194 CIPs were turned in 
and 923 approved. 

General Foreman Frank Ep- 
pich’s Dept. 115 led the pack in 
cost réduction ideas in manufac- 
turing departments which amount- 
ed to a whopping $203,989 sav- 
ings; while General Foreman C. 
W. Clark’s Dept. 52 was next with 
$139,386 total. 

Author of the top ES of the 
year was John P. Mattox of Dept. 
406 (plaster pattern shop) whose 
outstanding suggestion merited a 
$932 award. 

Top CIP for the year was turn¬ 
ed in by Marshall Aker, tool serv¬ 
ice general foreman, for an idea 
that resulted in a $240,270 saving. 

Also coming in for récognition 
is C. E. Boyd of Dept. 28-2 who 
has had a consistently fine record 
of ESs during the last three 
years, submitting 41 of which 20 
were approved and two pending 
for a total of $598.30 in awards.

1,000 Hr. B-36 Mark

The 42nd Bombardment Wing, 
Limestone AFB, Me., has set a 
new record for the Strategie Air 
Command.

SS TaxHiTiiCM But 
Income Levy Down 

Convair again was reminded 
this week that paychecks in 1954 
will refie et a change in both dé¬ 
ductions for Old-Age and Survi¬ 
vons Insurance (commonly called 
Social Security) and for income 
taxes. 


The Social Security déduction 
(which pays for retirement in¬ 
come as well as insurance for the 
family no matter how long an in- 
dividual lives) has been IV 2 per 
cent of the first $3,600 in wages, 
a maximum of $54 a year. After 
Jan. 1 this will be .2 per cent, or 
$72 a year, the new maximum 
rate. Since Convair matches dol¬ 
lar for dollar the amount con- 
tributed by each individual, the 
company’s contributions go up 
likewise. 

From a net standpoint, how- 
ever, the tax news is favorable to 
most employées, or at least not 
materially changed, for income 
taxes are being lowered in 1954. 
The amount varies, depending up- 
on the individuaPs tax bracket, 
but generally the drop in income 
tax déduction in most cases is 
expected to more than offset the 
boost in Social Security déduction. 


Those who expect refunds were 
particularly cautioned not to file 
returns without attaching the W-2 
forms, because the failure will 
delay refunds. 

At a later date, but still well 
in advance of the March deadline, 
those Convair employées who re¬ 
ceived per diem allowances will 
receive copies of the information 
return form 1099, which Convair 
is required to submit to the 
government covering these allow¬ 
ances. Those who received per 
diem are advised to wait for this 
form before filing, so they will 
hâve the exact amount in their 
gross income. Actual travel ex¬ 
pansé may be deducted on the re¬ 
turn, as explained in government 
tax instructions. 

A few may find it necessary to 
file amended Déclarations of Es- 
timated Income Tax, form 1040- 
ES, by Jan. 15. (Only an em¬ 
ployée whose income exceeds 
$4,500 plus $600 for each exemp¬ 
tion, or whose other income not 
subject to withholding exceeds 
$100, or whose withholding tax 
and payments on earlier estimâtes 
do not equal at least 80 per cent 
of the final tax due, needs be 
concerned with this form.) In- 
stead of the amended form 1040- 
ES, a final return may be filed 
by Jan. 15, but a notation should 
be made on the return that the 
W-2 will be forwarded when avail- 
able. This latter procedure is not 
reconnuended, however, since it 
may lead to confusion in settling 
returns. 


Second Shift Leads 
FW's Bond Buying 

Second ?hift at Convair FW 
Division again leads first shift in 
peroentage of bond participation, 
a montbly report revente. 

Second shift has 72 per cent 
participation and first has 66 per 
cent. This gives Convair FW a 
67 per cent average. 

Total bond déductions are 
$121,591 per pay period with a 
total cf 12,488 participants. The 
average déduction is $9.74 per 
participant. 

There are five second shift de- 
partments showing 100 per cent 
participation. They are Dept. 2, 
Dept. 8, Dept. 12, Dept. 61 and 
Dept. 62.

Airlines Flagship News report¬ 
ed, in simulated take-off and 
landing. Crew members, who 
volunteered their time, explain¬ 
ed features of the airplane. 
The News’ report concludes: 
“Dreamland at St. Joseph’s 
must hâve been filled with 
visions of little pilots and stew- 
ardesses for many nights. . . . ” 


Need For Blood Donors Urgent as 
San Diego Crédit Running Low 


Convair San Diego employées 
will be called upon to help fill ' 
the almost exhausted Employée 
Blood Bank Jan. 14 when the San 
Diego Blood Bank bloodmobile 
sets up operations at Plant 1 to 
receive volunteer donations. 

“It is anticipated that our re¬ 
serves will be exhausted on or 
before Jan. 14 and it will take at 
least 250 to 300 volunteers to 
obtain the 125 to 150 pints needed 
to maintain the bank for one 
month’s usage,” said Frank Pic- 
kard, Convair bank director. 
“The extra volunteers are needed 
because many will be rejected 


due to colds and other factors.” 

The bloodmobile will operate in 
classrooms Nos. 1 and 2, Build¬ 
ing 14, from 9:15 a.m. until 1:30 
p.m. 

Departments to be solicited in- 
clude Depts.

“Ail blood donated will be used 
for Convair employées and their 
families,” Pickard said. 

“During the past two years, 
approximately 125 pints of blood 
per month hâve been supplied to 
Convair families at no cost for 
the blood itself, thanks to the 
donations of ail employées.”
